INAUGURAL ADDRESS, 


Gentlemen of the City Council: — 


The circumstances under which we begin the 
City Government of 1890 place upon us unusual 
responsibilities. Unless I misjudge public opin- 
ion, we shall be watched more closely than were 
our predecessors. The voters and taxpayers of 
Boston, it seems to me, are not in the mood to 
be satisfied with mere routine work; they insist 
that their’ Government shall be not only efficient 
and pure, but also progressive in the right di- 
rection. 

Public servants of experience are apt to take 
a despondent view of public opinion. But the 
public is not intentionally unjust, and it is not 
ungenerous. It is not infallible, but naturally 
prefers to judge its Government liberally. It is 
ready to forgive errors of judgment; it will not 
condone breaches of good faith, nor a violation 
of public duty. | 

The year 1890 will not be a happy one in the 
annals of the City Government, unless it marks a 


generally-increased efficiency in our legislative 
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and executive departments. The opinion that the 
City Government will surely be more efficient 
when larger sums of money are taxed upon the 
people, appropriated by the City Council, and ex- 
pended by the Executive Department, is not justi- 
fied. We have the means to satisfy the real 
needs of the community, provided the money is 
expended with the best judgment. This judg- 
ment must begin.in the appropriations made by 
the City Council, and must be continued in 
every executive branch returning to the people 
a fair equivalent of what they have paid in 
taxes. 

However the Executive Department may be 
separated from the Legislature of the City, you 
shall have free access to all the acts of the 
Administration in all its branches. No executive 
branch will have any secrets. Should the City 
Council, or either of its branches, or any mem- 
ber of either, desire information upon any of the 
Executive Departments, a request duly presented 
to the Mayor’s office will be honored in _ prefer- 
ence to ordinary business. On the other hand, 
I am bound to confess that the Departments are 
not required to act upon all suggestions that 
may reach them from the members of the City 
Council, or even from its committees. 


Of your special duties, Gentlemen of the City 
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Council, I entertain the highest conception. Within 
the laws of the Commonwealth you are to make 
the Ordinances and Regulations by which the 
people of this great City are to be governed. 
In the nature of things you cannot legislate for 
the sole benefit of your Ward or District; you 
belong to the whole City, and your service con- 
cerns the entire population. If you take a nar- 
rower view of your calling, you condemn your- 
selves to inefficiency and a corresponding loss 
of popularity and power. 

You will shortly be called upon to make the 
annual appropriations, and it will be impossible 
for any Executive Department to exceed the 
amount you may have supplied. Wherever a 
trial of strength has been risked between the 
several branches of a government, that division 
has ever triumphed which held the purse-strings. 
Your power, therefore, is very great; and your 
responsibility is measured by your power. 

I shall immediately submit for your informa- 
tion a series of Department reports, giving an 
account for the year just closed, stating the sums 
available in each Department, and making certain 
recommendations. I do not fully concur in these 
latter, but all are entitled to your attention and 
action. 


The number of our Election Precincts is need- 
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lessly large, and may be reduced without disad- 
vantage, and with a saving of expenses. ‘The 
recommendation that the number. of Election 
Officers— now twelve to every Precinct — be 
reduced to eight, is founded in experience and 
reason; but their number is prescribed by the 
laws of the Commonwealth, and cannot properly 
come before us for decision. 

The Law Department alludes to a revision of 
the Ordinances upon which the City Solicitor has 
been engaged. I commend his work to your 
immediate attention and early adoption. The ex- 
cellence of this work leads me to suggest that 
you authorise the Law Department to compile, 
for your own benefit and for the convenience of 
the public, a complete collection of all laws re- 
lating to the City, with such annotations and 
additions as the Law Department may think 
proper. It is desirable also that each Executive 
Department publish, in pamphlet form, all Acts, 
Ordinances, Regulations, and Rules it is specially 
pledged to administer. We have had a govern- 
ment of men and committees; we should establish 
a government of written law administered by 
competent men in the public interest only. 

The Paving and the Health Department have 
done their work efficiently ; they have expended 
their appropriations judiciously and with a scru- 
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pulous regard for the wishes of the _ people. 
Meanwhile the public are not satisfied, and our 
streets are regarded by some _ persons as 
ill-paved, ill-swept, and unsatisfactory. The 
Administration is not charged with waste or 
incompetence; the public complain that larger 
sums are not appropriated and expended for pa- 
ving, asphalting, macadamising, and sweeping the 
streets. In other words, the public complain 
that we want $2,500,000 for putting our streets 
in good condition, and an additional $100,000 a 
year for sweeping and general cleanliness. Yet 
ever since the Act of 1885 the City has ex- 
pended every dollar it could obtain by taxes or 
loans, a fair proportion being allowed to the 
Paving and Health Departments, and _prop- 
erly expended. I recommend that the City 
Council appoint special Committees to consider 
the two subjects of paving and sweeping our 
streets, these Committees to report what steps 
ought to be taken, beyond those taken by the 
Executive, in order to give the public what is 
so persistently demanded. The Superintendent 
of Health asks for $80,000 to meet the public 
demand, and the Superintendent of Streets sug- 
gests that his Department receive $500,000 for 
new work alone. 


The conveyance of prisoners from the several 
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station-houses to the Court-House and to the 
boat should be transferred, without further delay, 
from the Superintendent of Health to the Board 
of Police. 

The Superintendent of Lamps asks for an Or- 
dinance prohibiting the erection of posts in the 
street within ten feet of a public lamp-post. 
This recommendation is reasonable, and should 
be acted upon. 

The City Engineer reports four bridges as 
dangerous, among them the Berkeley-Street and 
the Federal-Street bridge. This subject is very 
urgent. It will be criminal to postpone action 
in the premises. 

The Bridge Department, the Registrars of 
Voters, the Public Library, the Inspector of 
Buildings, the Superintendent of the Common, 
the Commissioners of Public Institutions, and the 
Armories, require a_ slight allowance each, and 
are commended to your attention. The Board 
of Police will need the full appropriation, a part 
of which has been transferred to other objects. 
The recommendations made by the Directors of 
the Hast-Boston Ferries should be acted upon 
by the City Council. It may not be possible 
to appropriate $500,000 for their purposes; but 
the Ferries are in need of greater security and 


efficiency. 
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The Superintendent of Printing has clerical 
power only. He should have the authority. of 
making all contracts for his Department; he 
should control the distribution of .stationery and 
similar supplies; and the distribution of public 
documents should be placed under his charge 
after the City Council has reserved for its own 
pleasure a _ suitable number of executive and 
kindred documents. 

Ihe sewers of the City are not in a satis- 
factory condition, the sums required for a rea- 
sonably good system of sewerage not having 
been available. The subject is important, as de- 
fective sewers threaten us with an epidemic and 
an even higher rate of mortality than that re- 
ported by the Board of Health. This annual 
rate exceeds twenty-four per thousand inhab- 
itants; it should not exceed two per cent. 

The fire on Thanksgiving day calls for cer- 
tain changes in our building-laws. Should the 
City Council grant the necessary authority, I 
shall be glad to appoint a Commission for a 
general enquiry into this subject together with 
that of electric wires and appliances. 

The City Hospital is commended to your 
special attention and prudent liberality. 

The City should have the authority to lay 
out and establish the grade of streets through- 
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out our territory. We permit private streets and 
places to be built upon under conditions not 
unlike those of the Church-Street and other dis- 
tricts which had to be raised at a great public 
expense. 

The opportunity for widening Bedford Street. 
and, perhaps, Chauncy Street, should not be lost. 
We may now do, at a moderate expense, what 
later on will cost millions. The City Government 
should act immediately, for the reason that build- 
ing permits are about to be issued to the owners 
of the estates. 

Our school-houses are in need of sanitary im- 
provement; and further steps remain to be taken 
to establish manual training as a part of our 
Public-School education. We should co-operate 
with the School Committee in making our schools 
the best and the most practical in the United 
States. 

As to the consolidation of certain administra- 
tive Departments, I renew my recommendations 
of last year, and desire to express general con- 
currence in the able Committee report upon that 
subject made by Mr. Alderman Wilson. 

For the Eleventh National Census, to be taken 
this year, I bespeak the hearty confidence and 
co-operation of all citizens, especially business 
men, and I recommend that all its data  refer- 
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ring to Boston be secured in advance, for the 
earliest possible use of the City Government and 
the public. 

The National Encampment of the Grand Army, 
which is to be held in Boston, will probably be 
the largest gathermg of Union Veterans ever 
assembled in New England. I recommend a 
liberal appropriation for this purpose, in order to 
show that Boston is not only hospitable and 
loyal, but ever grateful to the men who fought 
for the Union. The City, the Commonwealth, 
and the people ought to co-operate in making 
the Encampment worthy of Boston, Massachu- 
setts, and the assembled Veterans. 

Elaborate financial statements will be submitted 
to you from the Collector, the Auditor, the 
Treasurer, and the Water Department. They 
show how the revenue of the City has been ob- 
tained, and how it has been expended. I regret 
to say that the tax and debt limitation Act of 
April 17, 1885, has not produced the result its 
friends expected. Since that Act was passed, the 
Commonwealth has authorised loans amounting 
to $8,900,000 outside the debt limit. Within the 
limit practically every dollar has been borrowed, 
the result being the largest debt, both gross and 
net, as well as the largest interest and sinking- 
fund burden, in our whole history as a City. This 
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state of affairs has been inherited by the present 
Administration, and is likely to continue in 1890. 
The low taxes are due to the Act of 1885, and 
our large indebtedness has been increased in 
strict compliance with the Special Acts, and in part 
by order, of the Commonwealth. Even the most 
conservative members of the City Government 
have been willing, not to say anxious, to borrow 
as far as the law allows. 

The City Government is practically helpless m 
the premises. We cannot tax the people beyond 
the limit laid down by law. Yet the wants and 
demands of the people beyond that limit are 
imperative. My predecessor in office approved 
the tax limit most emphatically, but thought 
the debt limit too low. I cannot conscientiously 
deviate from the views expressed in my first 
inaugural address. 

For obvious reasons the taxpayers, except those 
especially informed, appear to favor the very low 
tax-rate of the past five years, and might view 
a change with disfavor. In order to settle this 
point, I trust that a paid Commission will be 
authorised by the City Government to ascertain 
the good and bad effects of the present laws, 
both here and elsewhere, and to make such 
recommendations as will be proper, and in rea- 
sonable harmony with public opinion. 
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For the Executive has to carry out the wish 
of the people as expressed in the public laws. I 
may state, however, that, in my opinion, a_ policy 
of low taxes and large debts is wrong and un- 
fortunate; that all our current expenses should be 
paid out of current taxes; and that the Govern- 
ment of Boston is confronted by the alternative 
of either reducing expenses all round, the Pub- 
lic Library and the Public Schools included, or a 
change in our fiscal policy which means higher 
taxes. In other words, Shall Boston become a 
second-rate City, or shall we make it the best- 
governed, the best-appointed, and the most beau- 
tiful City in the United States? It is for the 
people, the taxpayers, the voters to choose. It is 
for the City Government to carry the will of 
the people into effect. 

While I do not approve the near-sighted policy 
of low taxes and large debts, I do not hesitate to 
add that this policy has not as yet worked dis- 
astrously. ‘he Assessors value the real property 
owned by the City at $64,042,700. To this should 
be added a vast amount of personal property, in- 
cluding $22,789,195.93 in the sinking funds, and 
other cash amounting to $4,400,651.82 with which 
the Treasurer began the current calendar year. A 
corporation with such assets need not, perhaps, 
dread the net debt of $28,321,788.06 with which 
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we began this year. In the past five years this 
debt has increased $3,555,723.79 
resented in the appropriations for the new Pub-

These are vast sums, but we are receiving an 
equivalent, or expect to receive it shortly. And 
as long as the City increases, both in popula- 
tion and wealth, our expenses should increase. 
Even our running expenses will increase greatly 
in merely maintaining the great public works 
just named. Our expenses should diminish when 
we are ready for a decline, when we no longer 
demand the best, and when Boston is too eco- 
nomical for the latest and most costly improye- 
ments. God forbid that this day should dawn 


while we or our children are among the living.

Sir: —The actual work done by this Department during the 
calendar year 1889 is as follows: — 

The Roxbury High School, Warren street; Out-Patients’ 
Building, City Hospital, Harrison avenue; Grammar School, H 
and Fifth streets, South Boston; Horace Mann School, Newbury 
street; Athletic Building, Charles River Park; Biological Labora- 
tory, Chestnut Hill; Water Tank Cover, Orient Heights, Ward 
1; Police Department Patrol Wagon House, Division 7; Police 
Department Patrol Wagon House, Division 11; Brick Stable, 
110 by 40 feet, for the Water Board, Albany street; Machine 
Shop, 215 by 40 feet, for the Water Board, Albany street; Pierce 
School, 12 rooms, Washington street, Ward 24; Six-room 
school, Bow and Wyman streets, Ward 23; Four-room school, 
Harold and Homestead streets, Ward 21; Eight-room school, 
Leyden street, Ward 1; Ten-room school, Sumner and Lamson 
streets, Ward 2; Eight-room school, Cumberland and St. Botolph 
streets, Ward 11; Stable for Sewer Department at Chestnut Hill ; 
Stable and Engine House at Calf Pasture, for the Sewer Depart- 
ment. 

The Roxbury High School on the first of June was up to 


grade, and no work going on. It has been since that time so 
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far completed as to be ready for the work of the iron roof. 
Part of the roof is now in position, and the contracts call for the 
work on the roof to be completed by April first. The temporary 
roof for this building is already in place, and the iron-work is to 
be built over it; meantime the work on the inside of the build- 
ing will be pushed along through the winter months. Much 
delay was occasioned on this building in the early part of the 
year by the refusal of the Inspector of Buildings to approve the 
plans of my predecessors, on account of violations of both Statute 
Law and the City Ordinances, causing a large additional expense 
in fire-proofing and changing wood roof construction to iron. 
Strenuous efforts will be made by this Department to complete 
and turn over this building to the School Committee soon after 
the next summer vacation, so that the large amount of the City’s 
money involved in its erection shall lie idle as short a time as 
possible. 

The Out-Patients’ Building at the City Hospital has been 
completed and turned over to the Trustees. 

The Thomas N. Hart Grammar School, H and Fifth streets, 
South Boston, has been completed and turned over to the School 
Committee. 

The Horace Mann School will be ready for the School Com- 
mittee during the month of March, 1890. The work on this 
building has been pushed as rapidly as the state of the appro- 
priation would permit. ‘The inside finish of the building is being 
rapidly completed. 

The Athletic Building, Charlesbank, has been completed and 
turned over to the Park Commissioners. 

The Biological Laboratory at Chestnut Hill has been com- 
pleted and turned over to the Water Board. 


The Water Tank Cover at Orient Heights, Ward 1, is about 
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completed and will be turned over to the Water Board in a few 
days. 

The Police Patrol Wagon Houses in both Divisions 7 and 11 
are well under way and will be completed and turned over to 
the Police Department about March 20. 

The Stable for the Water Board on Albany street is about 
completed, and will be turned over to the Water Board in Jan- 
uary, 1890. 

The Machine Shop on Albany street, for the Water Board, has 
been contracted for and will be pushed to completion as rapidly 
as the weather of the winter months will permit. 

The plans for the Pierce School on Washington street, in 
Ward 24, have been approved by the School Committee, and the 
work on the foundations is almost complete and ready to be 
covered up. - 

The plans for the Schools on Bow and Wyman streets, Ward 
23; Harold and Homestead streets, Ward 21; Leyden street, 
Ward 1; Sumner and Lamson streets, Ward 2; Cumberland and 
St. Botolph streets, Ward 11, are all in course of preparation, 
some of them being nearly completed. 

The plans for the Stable for the Sewer Department at Chestnut 
Hill have been made and are awaiting orders from the Super- 
intendent of Sewers, as are also the plans for the Stable and 
Engine house at Calf Pasture. 

Some preliminary work has been done on the new Engine 
Houses and Central Fire Station for the Fire Department, which 
are proposed to be built the coming year. 

The actual Expenses of the Department for the year, exclud- 
ing the draft of January first, 1889, but including the draft of 
January first, 1890, have been $18,491.50, leaving an unexpended 
balance of $7,173.39, which by close economy will carry the 
Department to the end of the fiscal year. 
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I might add that the original appropriation was $20,000. <A 
special appropriation was made for the Department in the early 
part of the year to settle accounts which had run over from the 
year 1888. The original appropriation of $20,000 was some 
$3,000 short of what was appropriated the year previous, and 
the Department has done more work, as can be seen by a glance 
at the statement above, than it has for some years. . 

The number of persons at present employed by the Depart- 


ment is twenty-six.

ASSESSMENT OF TAXES. 


AssrEssors’ OFFICE, December 24, 1889. 


To His Honor the Mayor. 
Sir : — The valuation of the City as found by the Assessors as 


of the first day of May, 1889, was $795,433,744. The estimated 
amount of the real estate was $593,799,975, and of personal estate, 
$201,633,769. The gain in valuation over that determined by the 
assessment of 1888 was $30,786,700 on real, and $194,496 on per- 
sonal property. The amounts of the several warrants for State,

Of the City rate of $11.69 in 1888, $2.38 per $1,000 were re- 
quired for public schools, and $9.31 per $1,000 raised the money 
expended from the tax levy for all other purposes. Of the rate 
of the current year, the schools require $2.47, leaving $8.80 per 
$1,000 of the total levy for other purposes. For the State tax of 
the present year, two warrants were received by the Assessors. 
The first was for the City’s proportion of the State tax of 
$2,000,000. Its amount was $738,020. The second was for the 
sum of $21,498.29. It was issued by the Treasurer of the Com- 
monwealth by authority of Section 7 of Chapter 384 of the Acts 
of the year 1888. This chapter provides that commissioners 
appointed by the Governor and Council shall acquire land in the 
City of Boston and other cities of the State, ‘‘ by purchase or 
otherwise,” and erect thereon armories for the volunteer militia. 
To meet the expense incurred, the State may issue four per cent. 
certificates of debt, which are sold as the Governor and Council 
shall order. To provide for the interest when due, and the 
principal at maturity, a sinking-fund is established. The amount 


required therefor, and the semi-annual interest on the outstanding 
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certificates, is charged to the City where any armory is located, 
‘¢ and assessed upon it in the apportionment and assessment of 
its annual tax.” As two lots of land have been taken in Boston, 
upon one of which a building has been erected, a considerable 
addition to the tax of the State may be expected in the future 
from the annual requisitions made upon the City under this act. 

The Wards of Boston as they now exist were established in 1875. 
Their lines cannot be altered until 1895. The law requires that 
our assessment districts shall be within Ward lines. Some of our 
suburban Wards have grown to such an extent that it has become 


impossible to do the street-work of their districts in the time that 
can be given for that purpose. In 1887, Ward 24 (Dorchester), 


which since 1876 had consisted of two districts, was divided into 
three. The time has arrived when West Roxbury can no longer 
be properly canvassed with less than three assessment districts 
within the lines of Ward 23. The power to make such a change 
is given to the Board of Assessors by Chapter 115 of the Acts of 
1889. 

The actual expenses of the Department for the year 1889 
were $108,883.26. The unexpended appropriation to meet the 
expenditures for the balance of the financial year amounts to 
$16,707.66, and is sufficient for that purpose. 

The force employed in the Department at this season of the 
year is small. At present it consists of five Assessors and nine 
clerks.

Sir: — The actual work done by this Department during the 


year 1889 has been the usual and necessary repairs upon the 


. tide-water and inland bridges, for which the appropriation was 


granted. The work has been done by day-labor. 


Some extraor- 


dinary repairs have been done by order of the City Engineer, 
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for which no provision had been made, but they were demanded 
for the public safety and convenience, and for this payment I was 
obliged to use money apportioned for other purposes. I con- 
sidered that I was using good judgment in making said repairs. 


A brief statement of the work done is as follows: — 


51 roadways were sheathed; 9 new decks laid; 6 new sidewalks laid; 
44 new wheels put in; 10 new headers put in; 8 new stringers put in; 
2 piers repaired; 4 waterways repaired; 5 fences repaired; 5 gates repaired ; 
1 draw-house repaired; 2 stables repaired; 6 trucks repaired; 1 new paint- 
shop built; repaired sheathing on 9 bridges ; repaired planking on 8 bridges ;- 
extensive paving repairs on 2 bridges; repaired guards on 3 bridges; 
repaired, painted, and reset 7 buoys; repaired engines and machinery on 4 
bridges; 19 bridges were painted two coats; 13 buildings were painted two 
coats; 5 boats were painted two coats; 2 draws were painted two coats; 


and small repairs were made on various bridges.

Stir:— The work of the Department continues to increase 
year by year, and the extent of the increase of the work 
of this year to December 25 only, as compared with the 
entire work of last year can be seen by the following table 


of permits granted : —

In the departments. of egress, elevators, prosecutions, plans, 
and records, the same increase has taken place. 

The expense of the Department for the year 1889, in- 
cluding the January draft of 1890, and excluding the Jan- 
uary draft of 1889 amounts to $58,609.85. 

This has been obtained not only by the strictest economy, 
but by cutting off the means of transporting the officers of 
the Department through and about the City in their official 
work, thereby taking up the valuable time that should be 
given to inspection, in going from place to place on foot. 
This cut-down was necessary, that the Department might 
comply with the requirements of the City Charter, and keep 
within the appropriation. 


Our unexpended appropriation is $12,392.33. 
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As to the ability of the Department to continue its work 
to the end of the fiscal year, I would respectfully renew 
my communication of November 8, 1889, in answer to Circu- 
lar No. 34, and add that since that date the Department 
has been called upon to incur large and what may be termed 
extraordinary expenditures. ‘The amount I am unable to state, 
the bills not having as yet been presented. This amount 
will have to be paid by a special appropriation, the De- 
partment having no appropriation granted it to meet such 
contingencies. 

These expenses were necessitated in securing the public 
against accident, by taking down unsafe walls occasioned by 
the fire of November 28. 

For the greater efficiency of this Department, especially 
such as may require action on the part of the Mayor, the 
City Council, or the Commonwealth, I would recommend the 
cooperation of the City Council with the gentlemen of the 
Committee now acting on the revision of the Building Laws, 
of which Mr. Wm. Minot, Jr., is chairman. 

This able committee of citizens, representing the varied 
interests, such as architects, masons, builders, and contractors, 
carpenters, fire insurance agents, board of underwriters, elec- 
tricians, real estate owners and agents, and civil engineers, 
has received the hearty commendation of your Honor.

Sir:— In reply to Circular 35, I would respectfully submit 
the following : — 

The actual work of the Department for the year 1889 has 
been the repairs, alterations, furnishing, equipment, and main- 
tenance of the public buildings, school-houses, County buildings, 
and armories of the militia. 

The actual expense for this work for the same period has 


been as follows: —

These amounts cover the period from the February draft of 
1889 to that of January, 1890, inclusive. 

The unexpended balances of appropriations which this De- 
partment has in charge will be sufficient (provided no extraor- 
dinary demands are made) to continue our work to the end of 
the fiscal year, with the exception of that for armories, which 
will require an additional amount of $5,000 to cover the 
time specified. 

The total number of persons employed in the Department, 
including the Superintendent, is eleven (11). 

In my judgment the number of polling places, which now 
number 286, can be reduced to 200, and not inconvenience the 
citizens, but materially reduce the cost in this direction. I 


would also suggest the feasibility of merging all the work that 
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appertains to the use of ward rooms, registration of voters 
and election expenses under one head, thereby reducing the 
cost. The work as at present performed is by four different 
Departments independently, thus trespassing upon the regular 
work of those Departments, and probably not so economically 
performed as it would be by one Department alone.

Third. On January 1, 1889, there was on hand a balance of 
$346.66; the City has only appropriated for the year 1889 the 
sum of $5,000; there will be unexpended on January 1, 1890, a 
balance of $2,826.11. The amount of expenditures was paid, 
above this sum, out of the receipts of the Cemetery, and we 
shall be able to complete the work to the end of the fiscal 
year without further aid. 

Fourth. There are now employed in carrying on the Ceme- 
tery, twenty-two persons who are paid. ‘The Board of Trustees 
consists of five, who have no pay.

OFFICE OF THE City CLERK, December 28, 1889. 
To the Mayor. 
The work of this Department may be classed under three 
heads, viz.: 
1. Recording mortgages of personal property, etc. 
2. Recording the acts of the City Council. 
3. Care and preparation of the election machinery, except 


the assessment and registration of voters. 


1. There have been received for record at this office from 


January 1, 1889, to December 25, 1889, 8,263 papers in-

All these papers must be copied in full upon our books, 
and properly indexed. The amount of fees received for re- 
cording the same are contained in the quarterly reports of 
the Department. 

2. The City Clerk acts as the Clerk of the Board of 
Aldermen. We record the acts of the Board of Aldermen, 
and prepare an index thereof. All papers and documents 


presented to the City Council are properly arranged and 
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filed in this office. We make and send to the departments, 
parties, or individuals affected thereby, copies of all papers 
passed by the City Government, seldom less than two, and 
often four or even six copies being made. 

We prepare the names of jurors, transmitted to us by the 
Registrars of Voters, for the jury box, and record the names 
of persons drawn. 

Ordinances passed by the City Government are recorded 
in full; also names of all streets, notices of accidents on 
the highway, and certain naturalization notices when the 
papers issue from Courts other than United States Courts. 

We issue all amusement licenses, and receive the fees for 
the same, there having been granted about 225 such licenses 
from January 1, 1889, to December 25, 1889. All minors’ 
licenses granted by the Board of Aldermen are made out in 
this office. There were granted from January 1, 1889. to 
December 25, 1889, about 1,235 such licenses, divided as 
follows: 917 newsboys, 167 pedlers, and 151 bootblacks. We 
receive complaints under the Statute of persons assaulted by 
dogs. In addition to the work above mentioned, there are 
many matters of detail too numerous to mention. 

3. The following is a statement of the work of the City 
Clerk’s office of the past season. In the latter part of the 
summer and early fall, a thorough revision of a pamphlet of 
about one hundred pages, of a digest of the laws in force in 
relation to the Assessment and Registration of Voters, and 
the Conduct of Elections, was made and printed, with a 
suitable index to the same; also a pamphlet of Instructions 
to Election Officers. The so-called Australian Ballot Act was 
also printed, with a carefully prepared index, and a sample 
ballot. 
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In September, the Mayor appointed 3,432 election officers, 
and later, 347 more to fill vacancies. Certificates of appoint- 
ment were printed, filled out, and mailed to each of these offi- 
cers, and a very large number of them were sworn at the City 
Clerk’s office. 

The City Clerk set apart several evenings, and invited the 
Election Officers to meet him at the City Hall, that he might 
give them full instructions in relation to their duties, and 
answer any questions that might be proposed by them. These 
meetings were very fully attended, and apparently appreciated 
by the Election Officers, many of whom were entirely ignorant 
of the duties imposed upon them. A great deal of time was 
also given by him, in his regular office hours, in furnishing in- 
formation to these officers relative to their duties. 

The division of the City into new precincts entailed the 
preparation of maps of each of the new precincts, which were 
prepared under the supervision of the City Surveyor. Ten 
copies of the map of each precinct were posted, under the 
direction of the City Clerk, in the several precincts. 

When the Mayor and Aldermen designated the polling places 
for the State and City elections, there was prepared, and 
posted in ten places in each precinct, a printed description of 
the place so designated, and also advertisement was made in the 
daily and principal Sunday papers, giving a list of said places 
throughout the City. When later changes were made in sev- 
eral of these places, the above work, so far as it applies to 
the changes, was done over again. | 

Nearly two hundred new cancelling ballot boxes were obtained 
from the Secretary of the Commonwealth, to meet the require- 
ments of the additional precincts. Many of these after each 


election, owing either to imperfections in construction or care- 
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lessness on the part of Election Officers, require more or less 
repairing. A large number of pasteboard boxes for transmis- 
sion to the City Clerk, of the ballots cast at the polls were 
also procured, and the old ones on hand were repaired. 

When the Board of Aldermen direct that warrants be issued 
for an election, printed warrants are prepared in this office, in 
duplicate for every precinct, differing for the various wards. 
One copy of each is served by constables, by posting the same 
at or near every polling place; the others, on which the con- 
stables make their return of service, are sent by the City 
Clerk to the Wardens at the several polling places. The 
warrants give the Wardens their authority for proceeding with 
the election, and specify the purposes for which it is held, and 
‘the hours during which the polls shall be open. Record books 
and seals are provided for the Clerks of the several pre- 
cincts. These books contain printed forms showing the man- 
ner in which the books should be kept, but sometimes this 
form is apparently not looked at by those whose duty it is to 
make up the record. As the City Treasurer is instructed not 
to pay the several Clerks, until he receives certificates from the 
City Clerk that their duties have been satisfactorily performed, 
. & considerable amount of labor devolves upon this office in ex- 
amining the 286 record books. 

The reception and filing of certificates of nomination and 
nomination papers, hearings on objections to nominations, and 
the preparation of the list of candidates for the ballots and for 
publication and posting at City Elections, all of which duties are 
imposed upon the City Clerk, are crowded into a very limited 
period. The ballots for use at State elections are prepared and 
furnished by the Secretary of the Commonwealth. 


The tally sheets for the use of the election officers, and the 
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official returns, both containing the names of all the candidates, 
can only be prepared and printed after the list of candidates is 
completed. The official returns the present year have con- 
tained the printed names of all the candidates, thus insuring 
accuracy in the names, and avoiding the necessity of notifying 
the officers to call at the City Clerk’s office, and correct errors, 
a matter which, in former years, has occasioned considerable 
annoyance. 

Envelopes for the official returns, and also for the check 
lists, are made and printed especially for the purposes for 
which they are used. 

On the morning of each election, there is sent by a police 
officer to each polling place a registering and cancelling ballot 
box, containing the following list of articles: the warrant; a 
package containing the ballots for use at such election, together 
with specimen ballots and cards of instructions to be posted for 
the information of voters; a pasteboard box in which are to be 
returned to the City Clerk, sealed, the ballots cast, with a cer- 
tificate to that effect signed by the election officers; the official — 
return of votes cast to be filled out, signed and_ returned 
to the City Clerk in an envelope provided for the purpose ; 
an envelope to contain the check lists used, to be signed, 
sealed, and returned to the City Clerk; posters quoting the law 
relative to smoking and use of liquor in polling places; copies 
of the Digest of the Election Laws, and instructions to election 
officers ; hand stamps for marking ballots which may be either 
‘¢ defective” or ‘‘ cancelled”; pens, ink, pencils for the election 
officers and for the voters, sealing wax, writing paper, and 
rubber strips with which the ballots may be kept in separate 
bunches while being counted; also tacks with which to post 


the cards of instructions, specimen ballots, ete. 
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In addition to these, it has been the practice for some years, 
to send to each precinct a blank form, styled a press return, 
prepared by the representatives of the press, to be filled out 
with the votes for the several candidates, and returned to the 
City Clerk for transmission to the head-quarters of the daily 
papers. 

The police officer has a blank receipt for the ballots to be 
signed by the Warden, which is returned by the officer to the 
City Clerk. | 

A blank requisition. for a second set of ballots in case the 
first set is destroyed or stolen, is also sent to each precinct. 

The check lists prepared by the Registrars of Voters are 
also placed in the charge of these officers for transmission to 
the polls. The police officers for duty on election day are fur- 
nished by the Board of Police, upon the requisition to the City 
Clerk, and comprise a large number of special officers appointed 
for these days only, in addition to a large detail from the 
regular force. The officers with the various articles committed 
to their care, are conveyed to the several polling places in 
carriages, and at night, are brought back, with the cancelling 
boxes, ballots, official returns, press returns, and check lists. 
The requisitions for carriages, and all other matters in con- 
nection with the same, have been attended to by the City 
Messenger, to whom and those under him, the City Clerk is 
indebted for this and much other valuable assistance. 

The ballots and check lists, when received on nights of 
elections are locked in a fire-proof room, with combination 
locks, the combinations being known only to the City Clerk 
and his assistant. 

The day following the election, the compilation of the 


election returns is commenced on forms prepared for the pur- 
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pose, and usually completed in about three days. All this 
work is carefully checked from the official returns, and all the 
figures are carefully verified. After due examination by the 
Board of Aldermen, and the completion, by said Board, of any 
recounts legally asked for, the Board makes declaration of the 
results, and the proper certificates are made and signed for 
transmission by the City Clerk to the Secretary of the Com- 
monwealth or to the parties declared elected, as the case may 
be. 

The pay-roll for services of election officers at the State 
election amounts to about $10,000; that for the City 
election, owing to increase of compensation, to about $14,300; 
together with about $600 more for deputies who reported for 
duty, but did not serve. Other expenses, which cannot yet 
be given in detail, all the bills not yet having been received, 
will increase the expenditures incurred through this office to 
the aggregate sum of about $50,000. 

A just criticism of the law in relation to nominations and 
printing of ballots, is that the time for the preparation, print- 
ing, packing and sealing is too limited. A week’s time is 
little enough after all the nominations are determined upon, in 
which to do this work for the City of Boston. 

In the opinion of the City Clerk, the number of voting pre- 
cincts might well be reduced from 286 to. 200, on which basis 
there would be an average of only three hundred and fifty 
male voters to a precinct. By such reduction in number, a 
large amount of money would be saved to the City in provid- 
ing polling places and fitting them for occupancy, as well as a 
very considerable saving in the sum for the payment of 
election officers. He also thinks that the number of election 


officers may be judiciously reduced. Four officers, of a proper 
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degree of intelligence can easily perform the duties now im- 
posed upon six. By such proposed reduction in the number of 
precincts and of election officers, less than half the number of 
election officers now necessary, would be appointed, and a sav- 
ing of about $15,000 annually might be made. Two of the 
inspectors, who now act as ballot clerks, with an extra check 
list, could be dispensed with. Their duties could be performed 
by the other two who could have charge of the ballots, make 
one kind of a check on the list when a ballot is delivered to a 
voter, and another when he deposits his ballot. 

Expense of this office in the calendar year 1889: Twenty 
thousand eight hundred sixty-three and ;%4, dollars ($20,863.74). 

Unexpended appropriation for the remainder of the fiscal 
year: Six thousand three hundred forty-eight and ;8° dollars 
($6,348.80). We shall be able to complete the regular work 
of the office for the year ending April 30, 1889, without 
further appropriation. 

Recommendations: — Public Statutes, chapter 37, section 4, 
enacts that City Governments shall provide fire-proof safes of 
ample size for the preservation of books of record, registry, 
etc., and that the City Clerk shall keep in the safe so pro- 
vided all such books, etc. ‘The safe connected with this office 
is very small indeed, and contains a very small portion of the 
City records. In my opinion, it is not fire-proof. The great 
books of the City Records and papers are arranged on shelves 
or cases about the rooms, and should the City Hall burn, the 
City would lose all its records and papers contained in this 
office, and the entire registry of mortgages of personal property, 
etc., would also be destroyed. 

I desire to say, also, that the business of the Department 


has entirely outgrown its present quarters. We have scarcely 
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any room left to file away our papers and documents, and dur- 
ing the months when we prepare for elections, we hardly have 
room to move about. ‘The arrangement of the offices is the 
poorest possible, every person having business with the Depart- 
ment (outside the registry room) is obliged to pass through 
the room occupied by the clerks who do the copying. This 
renders it almost impossible to do the work correctly, and as 
it must be correctly done, the papers often have to be re- 
written, causing a loss of time. I cannot too strongly con- 
demn the present accommodations. No sane business man 
would have every customer who visits his store, pass through 
his bookkeeper’s room, yet this is in effect what takes place 
daily in this office. The office is so crowded that there is no 
room for more clerks, yet there are not enough to properly do 
the business of the office. The new election law has put a 
great amount of labor upon us, yet we have had no additional 
help, and at times, nearly every clerk in the office has been 
working on election matters, to the neglect of the rest of the 
City’s business, and causing just complaint from parties and 
individuals having business with the Department. ‘The election 
has, at the very least, put the work of the Department six 
weeks behind, and when the present force can hardly keep up 
the regular work, without interruption, it can easily be seen 
that we shall remain behind for some time. 

The office provided for the City Clerk is about 18 feet by 
27 feet, and in it are the desks of the City Clerk, the assist- 
ant City Clerk, and two employees, and also the type-writing 
machine which is continually being worked. Here also are 
received, on an average (placing it low) a hundred people a 
day, who have business with the Department. Of course, this 


number of people necessitates a great deal of talk, all of which 
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is plainly heard by every one in the two offices, and every one 
is disturbed more or less. Nearly all the work of the last 
election requiring care and thought was done after hours or at 
home by the City Clerk or his assistant. I most strongly 
recommend that the two offices at present occupied by the 
Superintendent. of Public Buildings be added to this depart- 
ment, and that this be done as soon as possible. 

Number of persons employed in this Department, 16 in all. 

The only ways that I can suggest of reducing the expense 
of elections are to reduce the number of polling places and 
the number of offices for each precinct, as _ hereinbefore 
stated. Should this be done, I doubt if the ballot boxes 
recently furnished by the State would be large enough to con- 
tain the ballots cast, in which event, the City might have to 
purchase new boxes. 

On the subject of elections, there is much that might be said 
and many recommendations that might be made, that are not 
included in the scope of the present report. |

The amount expended under the appropriation, excluding the 
draft of January 1, 1889, and including that of January 1, 1890, 
is $60,316.29. The balance unexpended is $15,437.55, sufficient 
to continue the work to the close of the fiscal year. There has 
also been expended $6,290.54 on account of advertising and ex- 
penses attending sale of real estate for unpaid taxes; and there 
remains in the Treasury $5,629.97 to the credit of Deeds and 
Real Estate Advertising; on account of liquor licenses ($300 
allowed by ordinance) there has been ‘paid $57; and for election 
expenses and charged to that account by special appropriation, 
$864. 

By Section 8, Chapter 31, Revised Ordinances of 1885, the 
water rates of the Mystic supply are made payable at the branch 
office of the Water Registrar in Charlestown. These rates should 
be paid at the Collector’s office in City Hall. The expense at- 
tending such a change would be added to the appropriation for 


the Collector’s Department, and would be simply a transfer, as it 
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would lessen by so much the amount now paid by the Water 
Board on account of the Mystic supply. 

The uncollected accounts annually reported by the Collector 
as assets, from the year 1822 to August 9, 1875, the date of 
the establishment of “this Department, have been reduced to a 
small amount, and are of little or no value. The larger por- 
tion were outlawed long before the Collector’s office was created. 
I would suggest, subject to your approval, that the City Coun- 
cil consider the propriety of relieving the Collector from further 
responsibility for these accounts. 

For the time above mentioned they amount to about $250,000, 
and there are other charges of a like nature to the year 1883, 
and amounting to about $15,000, which I recommend for like 
consideration.

Sir: — Owing to an early spring and the length of the warm 
season, the continuous rain-storms, and the addition of newly 
acquired parks, the ordinary expenses of the Department were 
increased, and, with many other demands for work, I have ex- 
hausted the general appropriation. The amount expended of 
the general appropriation from January 1, 1889, to December 


31, 1889, is $76,740.84, of which the following are the chief

reduced to $625.73. 
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Were it not for the extra work forced upon me, I would have 
a balance of at least $18,581.08 on hand, which amount 
would enable me to carry on the work of the Department 
properly for the remainder of the financial year. I trust the 
City Government will see its way clear to reimburse this 
amount to the Department. I have deemed it my duty to 
suspend all the employees of the Department, with the excep- 
tion of two or three persons to keep the valuable stock of 
plants in the greenhouses from freezing up. 

Under the Special Appropriations, Concord and Rutland 
squares were thoroughly renovated at an expense of $8,770.17, 
and their condition is entirely satisfactory to residents and 
taxpayers. 

The sum of $1,000 has been expended in furnishing a bronze 
railing, renovating the lawn, making walks, grading, etc., 
around the Attucks monument. 

The sum of $800 has been expended for curbing and other 
improvements in City square, Charlestown. 

Norris Park, South Boston, has been put in as good con- 
dition as the amounts appropriated therefor at two different 
times, viz.: $5,700, would permit. There is now on hand a 
balance of $54.84. 

The asphalt tile walk from Park square to Park street has 
been satisfactorily completed, at an expense of $6,000. 

On Belmont square, East Boston, two asphalt tile walks 
have been laid at a cost of $1,300. Balance of appropriation, 
$450. | 

The appropriation of $10,000 for Blackstone and Franklin 
squares has been exhausted, and the additional sum of 
$1,143.72 has been expended from the regular appropriation. 


In the spring it will be necessary to incur an outlay of about 
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$3,000 more for loam in order to bring these squares up to 
their proper grade. 

The little squares in East Boston are in a wretched condition 
and should be put in order. 

The stone curbing around the pond in the Public Garden has 
always been looked upon as objectionable, and to get rid of 
it the Board of Aldermen a few years ago passed an order 
appropriating $1,500 to have it displaced and the sward 
brought to the water, but the Common Council failed to 
concur. As the edging has become disrupted, it should be 
removed and an appropriation, such as the Board of Aldermen 
passed, should be made for filling its place. 

The skaters on the pond in the Public Garden are not suffi- 
ciently controlled by official authority. Only within a few 
years has the pond been open to skating, and since then only 
have I had any. serious complaint to make. I respectfully ask 
your Honor to appoint a sufficient number of special officers 
for the public grounds, to be placed on duty under the 
Superintendent of Common and Public Grounds. 

The Common, with its wealth of lawn and shade, holds its 
own well as the leading health spot of the Department. Its 
main avenues, however, need a different road-bed, as they are 
always in a wretched condition after thaws and storms. 

The removal, relaying, material, and work on the plank 
walks are a large item of annual expense, and with the ad- 
ditional outlay for red gravel, the walks of the Department 
are very expensive. From eleven years’ experience with this 
particular work I am convinced that every walk on the Com- 
mon should be concreted. 

The asphalt tiles laid in the walk from the Park square 


entrance on the Common to West-street gate, and from there to 
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the Park-street gate, have filled a want long felt, and are 
generally commended. The avenue leading from Arlington 
street over the bridge on the Public Garden to Charles street, 
and from Charles street by Monument Hill to the West-street 
asphalt walk, is one that should be immediately placed in the 
same condition, as also should the Tremont-street mall from 
West street to Boylston street. 

Our street trees are in a most deplorable condition. 

The costly tropical plants displayed in the Public Garden and 
squares during the past season have all been safely returned to 
greenhouses, where they will remain until again required for the 
gratification of the public. There is no public collection of 
plants in this country to equal that owned by the City of Boston.

Sir :— In compliance with the request contained in your com- 
munication of the 23d ultimo, the Commissioners for the erection 
of a New Court-House for the use of the courts of the Common- 
wealth within and for the County of Suffolk, and for a Registry 
of Deeds and a Registry of Probate for said County, have the 
honor to submit herewith a statement of the progress of the work 
under their charge. 

During the past municipal year, a marked advance has been 
made in the completion of both the northerly building and the 


main structure. The brick and stone masonry of the main build- 
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is nearly completed, and the interior walls are ready for the 


with the exception of that connected with the central hall, 


plasterers. The plastering and stucco work of the northerly 
building is finished, and the carpenters’ work in this section is so 
far advanced as to make possible its occupancy by July of the 
present year. 

The principal contracts made during the year include those for 
the heating and ventilation, and the marble work for both build- 
ings, the plastering, the carpenters’ work, and the plumbing of the — 
northerly building, the copper roof, and the iron stairs of the main 
building. ‘The important contracts to be made during the coming 
year are those for the stone work of the vestibule and main hall, 
the carpenters’ work, and the plastering of the main building.

Str:—JIn reply to Circular 35, of December 23, 1889, the 
following is a summary of the work of the City Engineer’s Depart- 


ment for the year 1889 : — 


BRIDGES. 


The inspection of the highway bridges in the City has been 
made, and the superintendence of structural repairs upon those 
maintained by the City has been attended to during the year. 

Leyden-street bridge, over the Boston, Revere Beach, & Lynn 
R.R., on Breed’s Island, was built this year. It is a substantial 
iron bridge, on stone abutments, and cost $15,819.55. 

Byron-street bridge, in East Boston, was built this year. It 
is a wooden bridge over the Boston, Revere Beach, & Lynn R.R., 
and cost about $4,000. 
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Cottage-street bridge was built this year. It is a wooden foot- 
bridge over flats in East Boston, is 12 feet wide, and 3,546 
feet long, extending from Jeffries Point to Wood Island, and 
cost about $12,000. 

Bolton-street bridge, over the New York & New England R.R. 
in South Boston, was built this year, and is a small wooden 
bridge, costing about $850. 

Neponset and Granite bridges, over tle Neponset river, have 
had the passage-ways for vessels widened to 36 feet, as directed 
by the Commonwealth, at a cost of $7,997.41 to the City of 
Boston. 

It will be necessary to change four draw-bridges over the 
upper part of the Charles river during the coming year, in order 
to comply with the Act of the Legislature. 

The following-named bridges are in a dangerous condition, 
and should be rebuilt : — 

Federal-street bridge, over Fort Point Channel; Chelsea-strect 
bridge, over Chelsea Creek; Ferdinand-street bridge, over B. & 


A. R.R.; Berkeley-street bridge, over B. & A. R.R. 


W ATER—W ORKS. 


The Warren bridge section of 30-inch and 16-inch mains to 
connect Charlestown with the Cochituate high and low service 
has been laid. 

A 20-inch main to connect Parker-Hill Reservoir with the 
high-service system in the City proper, is nearly completed, and 
a 16-inch high-service main has been laid from Parker street 
to Egleston square. 

The laying of the water-pipes to connect Long Island with 


the City water supply has been completed. 
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On the Cochituate Division 292 hydrants have been estab- 
lished and 140 abandoned. 

About 22.3 miles of new mains have been laid on the Cochitu- 
ate Division, and 1.7 miles of old mains have been relaid. On 
the Mystic Division 4 mile of new mains has been laid, and 14 
miles of old mains has been relaid. 

The East-Boston Pumping-station and the East-Boston sup- 
plementary high service for the supply of Breed’s Island have 
been completed. 


STORAGE BASINS. 


Work has been commenced on a new dam at the outlet of 
Lake Cochituate. Surveys are being made of the proposed 
basin on Indian Brook, and for the development of Whitehall 
Pond. The Town of Framingham has practically completed its 
sewerage system, and it is now in operation, although as yet but 
few connections have been made with it. 

The Town of Marlboro’ is actively engaged in perfecting a 
plan for its sewerage system and it is expected that they will 
commence construction early the coming year. 

Experimental works for filtration investigations are being 
established at the Chestnut-Hill Reservoir, and it is expected 
that in connection with the biological laboratory much informa- 
tion will be obtained which will be of value in devising methods 
for improving our water supply. 

The dam at Mystic Lake has been repaired, and an independ- 
ent air pump and condenser for Engines Nos. 1 and 2 at the 


Mystic Pumping-station has been contracted for. 


PARKS. 
For the Park Department plans and specifications of various 


engineering structures have been prepared, and the inspec-

tion and superintendence of their construction has been at- 
tended to. 

At Charlesbank the gymnastic apparatus has been erected. 
Curbstones and paving blocks for the Parkway and Franklin 
Park have been purchased. 

At the Marine Park four spans have been added to the Iron 
Pier, and one additional span to connect with the Pier Head 
has been contracted for. 

The Pier Head is now being constructed, and work is pro- 
gressing under a contract for filling the portion of the Park 


south of Broadway. 


IMPROVED SEWERAGE. 


By an Act of the Legislature approved May 9, 1889, the 
Board of Aldermen was authorized to extend the construction 
of the Improved Sewerage System. The City Engineer was 
directed to proceed with the necessary surveys and _ investi- 
gations, and on September 30, 1889, he was directed to pro- 
ceed with the construction of the sewers in accordance with a 
plan adopted by the Board. 

Contracts have been’ let for the construction of Sections 8 
and 9 of the South Boston Intercepting Sewer, Section 3 of 
the Dorchester Intercepting Sewer, and Section 1 of the 
Brighton Intercepting Sewer. Work is now actively progress- 
ing on these sections and they will be completed in the autumn 
of 1890. Investigations and surveys are now being made for 
the further extension of the Intercepting Sewers at the North 
End and for the extension of the Dorchester Intercepting 
Sewer to Lower Mills. The work will be put under contract dur- 
ing the coming spring, so as to insure its completion in 1891. 


The plan of the extension as submitted contemplates the 
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construction of about six miles of sewers, and it is believed 
that the completion of this extension of the Improved Sewerage 
System will remedy many of the nuisances now existing. 

The actual expenses of the Engineer’s Department from 
January 1, 1889, to January 1, 1890, are $35,610.20; of the 
Improved Sewerage Extension, $18,456.45. 

The unexpended appropriations for both the Engineer’s De- 
partment and the Improved Sewerage Extension are sufficient 
to continue the work to the end of the fiscal year. 

The total number of persons now employed in the Engineer’s 
Department is 20, and the total number on the Improved 
Sewerage Extension is 18.

FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


OrricE OF THE BOARD OF FIRE COMMISSIONERS, 


December 27, 1889. 
To His Honor the Mayor. 


Sir: — Since January 1, 1889, to date, there have been 887 
alarms, besides the several alarms that called almost the entire 
force of Boston and considerable outside assistance to the confla- 
oration on Thanksgiving day. The loss incident to these alarms 
is not yet so far adjusted that the total can be stated with any 
accuracy. Until the large fire occurred, however, the loss was 
undoubtedly smaller than the average for several years back. 
| The expenditures of the Department for the twelve months, 
which include the draft for January, 1890, amount to $823,257.62. 
The appropriation for 1889-90 was $817,862; credits, $4,675.91 ; 
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total, $822,537.91. The expenditures from May 1, 1889, to 
date, including the January draft were $580,998.70; balance, 
$241,539.21. The expenditures in the Fire Alarm Department, 
covering the same twelve months, were $34,893.40; appropriation 
for 1889-90, $35,054; expenditures from May 1, 1889, to date, 
$21,285.50, leaving a balance of $13,768.50, which will probably 
cover all demands upon this branch of the service for the re- 
mainder of the fiscal year. 

Previous to the great fire of Thanksgiving day, the Commis- 
sioners expected to be able to conduct their department, with the 
money appropriated, up to the first day of May, 1890; but that 
visitation, it need hardly be said, confounded all their previous 
calculations, owing to losses of apparatus and unusual expendi- 
ture consequent upon the extraordinary service that had to be 
performed. An estimated deficiency has been submitted to the 
Government of $34,500, to cover apparatus and equipment, and 
$2,590 for extra coal and refreshments. With that assistance 
the Department should be able to finish the year, unless some 
unforeseen emergency arise. 

The Commissioners have made to the City Council some com- 
prehensive recommendations with a view to greatly increasing the 
efficiency of this Department, and their petitions have been met in 
a very friendly spirit. These recommendations contemplate a 
general strengthening of the Department in all sections of the 
City, and include a central headquarters, fire-proof, and of a 
capacity to accommodate the fire-alarm system and the offices of 
the Commissioners and the Chief, besides several pieces of appa- 
ratus, and several other new houses and companies in various 
sections of the city. The amount necessary to carry out these 
improvements is estimated at $510,000, already appropriated. 


This increase of companies and apparatus will of course involve 
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an increase in running expenses. With the new Department year 
all the companies in East Boston, South Boston, Charlestown, 
Roxbury, and parts of Dorchester should be made permanent. 
The Commissioners have asked for what the Department immedi- 
ately needs to perform its own proper duty; but they also ask 
your Honor and the City Council to use your authority to effect 
reforms in the rules and laws regulating the width of streets, the 
height and construction of buildings, and the manner of running 
and maintaining all kinds of electric wires. These are problems 
which the Commissioners cannot solve unaided. 

The total number of persons now employed in this Department 
is 695, —a less number than formerly, for the reason that several 
companies have been made permanent, thus reducing the num- 
ber of men on the various rolls. 

The good feeling that has existed between all branches and 
grades of the Department still continues; the discipline and 
morale were never better; the drill school has been productive of 
excellent results, and it will make the force more and more effi- 
cient in the future. The houses of the Department were never 
before in as good condition as now, and with the double com- 
panies, increased service, and new and improved apparatus asked 
for, the Department will be on a basis to command the confidence 


of the public to a greater extent than ever before.

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The unexpended balance of the appropriation for the Board 
of Health Department, excluding the January draft, is $16.- 
602.23. Owing to unusual expenses on account of small-pox, 
that item has exceeded the amount appropriated for it. An 
amount not exceeding $2,500 may be required to meet the 
expenses of the financial year in addition to the regular ap- 
propriation. 

The foregoing statement relates to the Board of Health 
appropriation alone. The appropriation for the Quarantine 
Department ($16,500); that for the Bathing Department 
($16,000); and that for the Evergreen Cemetery ($1,500) 
will in each case be ample to meet the expenses in these 
several departments. 

The health of the City, as indicated by the statement of 
mortality for the year, has suffered no deterioration. The 
total number of deaths for the year 1889 (estimating the mor- 
tality of the next three days) is 10,146, as compared with 
10,197 in 1888, making the annual death-rate for each one 
thousand inhabitants (estimating the population of the city 
at 420,000) 24.15 against 24.57 for the previous year. Of 
the total number of deaths, 19.56 per cent. were from causes 
which are classed as preventable, the most prevalent of these 
being diphtheria, which accounts for 556 deaths; cholera in- 
fantum, 451 deaths; and typhoid fever, 183 deaths. There 
were 1,414 deaths from consumption; 856 from pneumonia; 
435 from bronchitis; and 767 from heart disease. The deaths 
of children under five years of age were 35.58 per cent. of 
the total mortality. 

There has been no epidemic in the City during the year, 
excepting the present one of influenza which, although not 


fatal in its character by itself, is nevertheless serious in the 
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amount of sickness and disability which it is occasioning. It 
is not a disease which can be reached or controlled by public 
health authorities. 

Small-pox, from which the City had been exempt for a long 
period, reappeared here in October under the most unfavor- 
able circumstances. ‘The ten cases discovered were in crowded 
tenement-houses, where a large number of people were ex- 
posed to the contagium. By prompt attention, however, the 
disease was prevented from spreading, eand it has been wholly 
suppressed. 

During the year the Board of Health, at the request of the 
City Council, made a special examination of the 181 school- 
houses of the City with special reference to their facilities for 
ventilation, and their condition in this and other respects was 
fully set forth in a report to the Honorable City Council. The 
recommendations therein made ought to receive the early atten- 
tion of the City Government. 

The rapidly-increasing work of the Department calls for a 
larger number of inspectors than the Board now has at its com- 
mand, and in order to meet the demands made upon it the 
Board will ask for such an additional appropriation for the 
next financial year as will enable it to prosecute its work more 
effectively. 

With the codperation of other Departments the Board will 
also ask for such change in the law as will enable the City to 
secure a better sanitary condition of the private passageways 
throughout the City, which now receive such attention only as 
each abutter gives them. 

The Board renews its recommendations that hospital accom- 
modations be provided for the treatment of contagious diseases, 


and the isolation of infected persons, such accommodations to 
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be under the sole charge of this Board. It is only by such 
accommodations that the spread of these diseases can be pre- 
vented, and the excessive mortality from them reduced.

Following is a summary of the work performed by the Depart- 
ment during the year :— 

The number of inspections of houses and the places where 
nuisances have been complained of, is 12,353, the most of which 
have required more than three visits. 

The number of tenement houses examined several times each 
is 6,982. 

The number of school-houses examined is 181, and of this 
number 163 were measured and especially examined and re- 
ported to the City Council. 

The number of ungrounded complaints against private prem- 
ises, 901. 

The number of courts, lanes, yards, vaults and cellars and 
houses disinfected is 90,122. 

The number of dwellings found to be unfit for habitation and 
ordered to be vacated after many unsuccessful efforts to obtain a 


remedy is 128. 
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Of the 21 public urinals the ordinary repairs have been supple- 
mented this season by the repainting of ten. 

The care of the 17 cemeteries has been considerably extended 
by the removal of superfluous trees and shrubbery, and a more 
scrupulous cleaning up of the grounds. 

The number of death certificates examined and burial permits 
given after such examinations from January 1, to December 27, 
is 10,009. 

The number of permits given for the removal of bodies from 
our cemeteries is 328. 

The number of fish pedlers’ carts and the carts of grease col- 
lectors examined monthly with respect to their cleanliness and 
for the renewal of their licenses which are granted for one month 
at a time is 940. 

The number of petitions received for the occupancy of stables 
is 230, of which number 33 were granted leave to withdraw. 
At the request of remonstrants hearings were had in 62 cases. 

The matter of paving, repairing and other work in alleyways 
and on vacant lots has required a large number of hearings. 

The number of cases of contagious diseases investigated by the 
City physicians is 2,000; the number vaccinated free of charge 
2,501; medical visits in the county jail 1,500; medical examina- 
tions of candidates for Police and Fire Departments 345; medi- 
cal visits at the Chardon-street Home 80. 

An examination into the cause of death, where no physician 
was in attendance, was made in 530 cases. 

The number of cases of contagious diseases among domestic 
animals investigated at the Abattoir, such as glanders and 
hydrophobia, is 9. 

The Lying-in-Hospitals and Baby farms, 20 in number, have 


been licensed and inspected, as usual. 
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The Public Bath-houses, 17 in number, were placed in use in 
June; used by 780,744 persons; and towed to winter quarters 
for repairs in October. One new house is now under construc- 
tion. 

The total number of vessels inspected in Quarantine is 581 ; 
the number requiring disinfection, 12; the number of immi- 
grants vaccinated, 315; number of persons removed from vessels 
to the hospital, 9. 

The hospitals at Gallop’s Island have been painted and 
repaired. 

The number of cattle inspected at the Abattoir is 49,657; 
Calves, 20,955; Sheep, 398,808. Meat inspected: Beef, 30,935 
Ibs.; Veal, 21,027 lbs.; Mutton, 368,537 lbs. Seized: Beef, 
670 lbs.; Beef livers, 188. This inspection, which has been 
going on for 12 years, has until October 1st, 1889, been done by 
officers not scientifically trained for the work; but on October 
1st, we instituted a more careful inspection of the animals and 
meat by a graduated veterinary surgeon whose vigilance and 
scientific work will prove of much value in detecting unhealthy 


meat.

HEALTH AND STREET CLEANING. 


OFFICE OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF HEALTH, 
12 Bracon STREET, December 28, 1889. 
To His Honor the Mayor. 
Sir:— In compliance with your request of the 23d inst. I 


respectfully submit the following statement : — 
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The work of the Health Department has been of the usual 
routine nature. There have been collected during the past 
year 227,325 loads of ashes, 70,476 loads of dirt, and 40,183 
loads of offal. 

In the Roxbury, West Roxbury, Dorchester, and South 
Boston districts the collection of ashes and garbage should be 
done with more regularity. To do this work properly, ad- 
ditional men and teams are needed. In the South district, 
there should be added 6 offal teams and 12 men, 10 ash teams 
and 20 men; at the West district, 2 ash teams and 4 men, 
4 street-cleaning teams and 8 men; in the Roxbury district, 
) ash teams and 10 men, 4 offal teams and 8 men. 

The cost of the additional horses, harnesses, feeding, shoeing 
horses, and labor, would be about $52,000. 

Street Cleaning. — More work has been done than ever be- 
fore during the past year, but the result has not been satis- 
factory. The streets cannot be kept in a cleanly condition 
until a stop is put to the horse railroads distributing gravel on 
their tracks; the sweeping of débris from stores into the 
streets; and the distributing of advertising cards, handbills, 
und posters. These advertisements are handed to passers-by 
and by them thrown into the street; the result is a litter of 
paper in the street. 

An additional street-cleaning gang could be used to advan- 
tage. There is a call for more service of this kind in portions 
of the City. The gang necessary for this work should be 
2 sweeping-machines, 1 water-cart, 7 carts, and 35 men. ‘This 
would cost about $28,000. 

This Department owns three teams which are employed in 
the conveyance of prisoners from the several station-houses to 


the Court-House and the boat. The teams should be under the 
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charge of the Board of Police. I would suggest that they he 
transferred to said Board. 

It is necessary that another Barney Dumping Barge should 
be purchased or leased, and additional wharf accommodation 
secured at once, as the dumping-grounds used by this Depart- 
ment are nearly filled. 

A new offal depot is needed; the one in Roxbury, adjoining 
the Marcella-street Home, has become a nuisance to the 
neighborhood. ‘The depot on Albany street we have outgrown. 
A new depot could be built on land owned by the City away 
from dwelling-houses, which would be convenient to both Rox- 
bury and City teams. 

The total number of persons employed in this Department is 
576. 

The actual expense of. this Department for the year ending 
January 1, 1890, is $486,828.18.

HOSPITAL. 
City HospiraL, December 27, 1889. 
To His Honor the Mayor. 
Sir: — In accordance with your request of the 23d inst., I have 


the honor to present the following brief statement of the work and 
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expenditures of this Department during the past year, from 
January Ist to date: — 

There have been treated in the wards 6,308 patients, as against 
5,800 for the corresponding period of last year. The number of 
accidents have been 2,148, as against 1,770 for the previous year. 
The number of deaths have been 784, as against 776 during 1888. 

The general character of our work has been, of course, the 
same as that in previous years, and there has been no special 
feature worthy of mention in this connection, except that the 
number of accidents and typhoid fever patients has been much 
larger than usual, and the contagious diseases, especially scarlet 
fever, have been very much less. 

The increasing demand upon the Hospital for treatment of 
larger numbers of patients each year, without a corresponding 
increase in the number of beds, renders it necessary that a selec- 
tion of cases should be made; and in giving the benefits of the 
Hospital to those admitted, it must necessarily follow that privi- 
leges are given to those who need it in the greatest degree, that 
is to say, those who are the most ill. This renders the character 
of the service more active, more acute, more expensive, and ulti- 
mately requires more money to care for the same number of 
patients than it would in some previous years where larger num- 
bers of patients have not been so ill, and did not require so much 
labor and care. 

There has been expended, during the present calendar year to 
date, $213,958.64. The appropriation for the present fiscal year, 
together with interest on trust funds, amounts to $230,510.42. 
There has been expended, during the present fiscal year to date, 
$156,309. The balance will be ample to carry us through the 
present year. 

During the past year, the new building for the Out-patient 
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Department, which will also be used as a new entrance office 
to the Hospital, has been completed. The appropriation for 
furnishing came so late in the year, and as the furniture neces- 
sary for such a peculiar building had to be made to special 
order, the building is not yet occupied. I am happy to say, 
however, that everything is now nearly ready, and we shall 
undoubtedly occupy it within two weeks. The appropriation for 
this purpose was $8,950. There has been expended $3,311.35, 
leaving a balance of $5,638.65, which will.be enough to furnish 
the building ready for use. 

It is confidently expected that this building will be superior to 
any other in this City, for the purposes for which it is intended, 
and will prove of great value and use in the relief of such of 
the sick poor as are not ill enough to be received into the 
Hospital. 

Most out-patient departments connected with general hospitals 
in other large cities, are used as ‘‘feeders” for the hospital 
wards, and are largely maintained with a view to furnishing 
material” for the clinical instruction of medical students. It 
has been our fixed policy here to use our Out-patient Department 
as a relief to the wards, and to avoid, if possible, the admission 
of such patients, thus obviating the boarding and nursing. It is 
confidently expected that the arrangements about to be estab- 
lished will enable us to treat a larger number of patients than 
heretofore, with more beneficent results, and with greater relief 
to the public. 

We have continued our usual policy of renovating and purify- 
ing the Hospital wards and various departments during the past 
year. It is impossible to keep a house, habitually devoted to the 


care of the sick, in good sanitary condition, without pursuing 
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this fixed policy. While it is expensive at the time, it is un- 
doubtedly economy in the end. 

As to the needs of the Hospital prospectively, I beg to 
suggest the following, which, in the main, have either been 
formally asked for, or have been referred to in print : — 

First: An electric light plant, for the purpose of lighting 
the Hospital by electricity. The arguments in favor of this 
have been presented both in the annual report of the Trus- 
tees and Superintendent, and in the annual estimates for this 
year the Trustees asked for $27,000 for the purpose of 
building such a plant. Our gas bills this year will amount 
to nearly $7,000. Every means has been attempted, that is 
possible, to reduce the consumption of gas, but the entire 
establishment must burn, during every night of the year, a 
certain amount of gas; and a large amount of night work, 
both in emergencies and in the regular routine, renders it im- 
possible to avoid the use of a large amount of gas. It can 
be readily shown that the money expended and paid to the 
gas companies for three or four years’ consumption, would 
amount to more than the first cost of a sumptuous electric 
plant. The avoidance of dangers from fire, the quality of 
light, the greater healthfulness of electric light over gas light, 
and the annual cost of maintenance, are all in favor of elec- 
tricity. Nearly all hospitals of any size are now using 
electricity, both in our own City, and in other cities. 

Second: The Annex to the central building. In the esti- 
mates furnished by the Trustees for the present fiscal year, 
there was included a request for $18,000 for the purpose of 
creating additional room for Hospital purposes,—a _ dining- 
room for Officers and House Staff, a medical library, library 


for patients, consulting-room for the Medical and Surgical 
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Staff, and sundry other purposes. ‘The Hospital has lately 
received legacies for the promotion and increase of the medical 
library. It also has a fund for a medical library for 
patients; but there is no suitable room, owing to the crowded 
condition of the Hospital, in which to place such a library. 
The Administration building has outgrown its capacity, and 
some relief must very soon be had. Such a building as has 
been proposed by the ‘Trustees would accomplish all these 
purposes, and give us very great relief. If public benefactors 
liberally bestow upon the Hospital funds for such purposes, 
it would certainly seem reasonable that the City should pro- 
vide accommodations to carry out the wishes of the donors. 

Third: ‘The acquisition of additional land for Hospital pur- 
poses. The Trustees, on December 16th, presented a memorial 
to the City Council in regard to taking possession of lands 
between East Springfield street and East Chester park, lying 
between Albany street and Harrison avenue.. The City has the 
right, under a special act of the Legislature of 1889, to take such 
land. It could never be acquired at a more reasonable price than 
at the present time. Land must inevitably be had, not only for 
present, but for the future wants of the Hospital, not many years 
hence. ‘The growth of the Hospital is evidently in the direction 
of this land, and every argument seems to point in the direction 
of acquiring this land. 

Fourth: A Home for Convalescent Patients. On September 
12th an Order was passed by the City Council, which was referred 
to the Committee on the City Hospital, directing them to report, 
—‘‘first, on the expediency of establishing, in connection with 
the City Hospital, a Home for convalescent patients ; and second, 
to recommend a suitable site.”’ It is obvious that a Convalescent 


Home is desirable. Such Homes now exist in connection with 
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other hospitals of this City, and although not so common in this 
country as in Europe, exist in considerable numbers. It is im- 
possible, except at considerable length, to fully show the difficul- 
ties incident to the care of convalescent cases, after partial 
recovery from acute disease or injury. The demand upon the 
Hospital for acute cases and accidents has become so great that 
the alternative now exists either to refuse the admission of such 
needy cases, or to push patients partly cured or recovered, out of 
the Hospital. There are very large numbers of patients who are 
willing and ready to resume work when able, but are without 
suitable home accommodations, —such as mechanics, workmen, 
salesmen, domestics, and the like, who barely have money enough 
for more than one or two weeks’ support. The City has no place 
to provide for such cases, other than to treat them as paupers, 
and send them to Rainsford’s Island. If a suitable place existed, 
where such patients could go and stay from one to three weeks, 
away from the atmosphere of the sick-ward, where they would 
enjoy good air, good food, and recuperate, on leaving the Con- 
valescent Home, they could immediately resume their work. 

The ‘Trustees, or myself, have visited about twenty locations 
within the City limits, and have spared no pains and trouble to 
find a suitable site. The Trustees now, however, are prepared to 
recommend the purchase of an estate in Dorchester. near Milton 
Lower Mills. The estate is at present the property of Asaph 
Churchill. It is on the eastern side of Dorchester avenue, and is 
an irregular shaped piece of 653,400 feet, running eastward, nearly 
to the Shawmut branch of the O. C. R.R. The estate already has 
a three-storied house, occupied by the present owner, which cost 
$20,000. There are also barns, and other out-buildings. Part of 
the estate is improved, and part is woodland. It possesses many 


points desirable for the location of a Convalescent Home. It is 
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retired, is sightly, is near City water and sewerage, has good 
views, and is so located that a Convalescent Home could be built 
upon it at the present time, leaving sufficient land, where, in the 
future, if thought desirable, a Home for Incurables might also be 
built. This land has been bonded for a limited time, is assessed 
for $20,000, and the price asked by the owner is $30,000. 
This, in the judgment of the Trustees and experts who are 
familiar with the prices of suitable locations, seems to be not 
only reasonable, but very cheap. It is so situated that patients 
could get into the horse cars at the Hospital door and go directly 
to the entrance to these grounds. 

Fifth: A new stable has been recommended for six consecu- 
tive years, and the demand is more urgent now than in any pre- 
ceding year. Our accommodations for both man and _ beast 
are wretched; and while other Departments of the City have 
asked for and obtained suitable stable accommodations, our 
necessities yet remain.

INSTITUTIONS OF CHARITY AND CORRECTION.

Sirk: — In compliance with Circular 35 I have the honor 


to present the following information and recommendations. 
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DeEER-ISLAND INSTITUTIONS. 


There have been no extensive repairs made at the Island 
during the year. 

Ten hundred and twenty-four persons who had been com- 
mitted for the first time for drunkenness, were pardoned after 
serving ten days each, and but 68 of that number were re- 
committed. 

The number of inmates remaining at the House of Industry 
this day is 1,149. 

The number of truants has increased, the number remain- 
ing being 89, an increase of nearly 50 per cent. The same 
is true of the House of Reformation. The number remain- 
ing this day is 89, an increase of nearly 50 per cent. over 
last year at the same time. The income, especially in the 


Stone Department, has increased. 


HoME FOR PAUPERS. 


The male paupers were transferred from Rainsford to Long 
Island, and the female paupers from Long Island to Rains- 
ford, on November 7th. 

The expense incurred in preparing the buildings at Rains- 
ford, for the reception of the females, was considerable, 
principally for new plumbing, steam-heating apparatus, and 
for the renovation of the hospital building, as well as for 
new drains. This expenditure was paid from the regular 
appropriation. | 

Forty-seven (47) inmates were found at this Institution 
who had no legal settlement in Boston, and had been sup- 
ported by the City for various periods. They were trans- 


ferred to other places where they belonged, or, where no 
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settlement was established, to the care of the State, thereby 
relieving the City from their further support. 

The number of inmates remaining is 842: Men, 378; 
women, 464. 

Cochituate water was introduced at Long Island on August 
22, and although the expense to the Institution will be 
large, its convenience and safety will be enhanced. 

The transfer of male paupers to Long Island will furnish 
labor for such inmates as are able to work, and increase the 


product of the farm, which comprises nearly 200 acres. 


HousE oF CORRECTION. 


At this Institution somewhat extensive repairs have been 
made, including new chimneys, new roof, and overhauling 
the drains. 

An increase of income will be shown in the report of the 
year, although the remuneration for labor has been much ob- 
structed by recent legislation. 

The average number of inmates for the year is 545 com- 
pared with 533 for 1888. 


Lunatic HOospPITAy. 


To this Institution, that one formerly known as ‘“ Retreat 
for Insane” has been added. They are now under one 
Superintendent. The transfer of authority was made on 
August 31. 

Twenty-six patients, whose legal settlements were in other 
cities and towns, or who were State charges, many of whom 
had been supported by the City for years at one or the 


other of the above Institutions, have been discharged, and 
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committed to State Hospitals after medical examination. 


Number remaining, 307. Of these 127 were at the ‘‘ Retreat.” 


MarceLLa-STREET Home. 
A new water main was laid and a few other necessary 
repairs were made here. 
An examination of the histories of the inmates is now 
being made, with a view to make proper disposition of those 
who have no legal claim for support by the City. 


The number of inmates remaining this day is 384. 


ALMSHOUSE AT CHARLESTOWN. 

Few changes are to be noted at this Institution, such re- 
pairs only as were necessary for the comfort of the inmates 
having been made. 

Six (6) inmates without legal settlement in Boston were 


found, and sent to the State Almshouse. 


STEAMER ** J. Putnam BRADLEE.”’ 


The steamer is in good condition, and is performing daily 


service. 


PAUPER EXPENSES. 
The Board is paying the Commonwealth for the support 
of nearly 700 insane persons belonging to Boston who are 


at the various State Hospitals or boarded out in families.

The above amounts, with the transfers of unexpended balances 


from other Institutions under our charge, to the appropriation 


for the House of Industry, in the judgment of the Board will 


be sufficient for the remainder of the present fiscal year. 


The Commonwealth presented a bill against the City for the 
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care of insane persons, amounting to $24,717.59, which accumu- 
lated from May, 1884, to October, 1888; provision should be 
made for its payment at an early day. A request was made 
for the amount by our predecessors, but the City Council failed 
to make the appropriation therefor. 

The Board would recommend an amendment to Chapter 22, Acts 
of 1886, by which those now in the House of Reformation may 
also be removed from association with adult criminals, and pro- 
vided for, if deemed expedient, in a separate building, but in 
the same enclosure as the truants, to be cared for under the 
general supervision of one superintendent. 

A new Hospital is imperatively needed on Long or Rainsford 
Island. The number of cases requiring hospital treatment now 
number 150, and the present accommodations are not sufficient. 

The necessity of a new Lunatic Hospital has been made a 
matter of recommendation by our predecessors for more than 
twenty years. This Board is now preparing a reply to a re- 
quest of the City Council ‘‘to give an opinion on the needs of 
a new Hospital,” which will be forwarded without delay. 

The Board recommends that a sewer be built from the build- 
ings at the Retreat for the Insane, to connect with the main 
sewer. 

If the House of Correction is to remain in its present loca- 
tion, it is recommended that a new wing be built, and a 
separate building be erected to contain cells for noisy and 
refractory prisoners, as the present solitaires are poorly located, 
and insufficient in number and size. 

The number of persons employed in this Department is 293.

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LAMP DEPARTMENT. 


OFFICE OF THE SUPERINTENDENT, 
December 28, 1889.

Sir: —The year 1889 has been one of great activity in the 
Lamp Department. ‘There have been located the past year 94 
electric lights. making a total of 798 now in use. 

A very large number of gas lamps has been discontinued in 
consequence of the location of the electric lights during the year. 
Some have been transferred to the rapidly growing wards of the 
city. Yet the total number of gas lamps is 9,874, against 
10,104 a year ago, or 230 less than a year ago. 

A very large number of oil lamps have been located in the 
suburban districts, and a large number of those previously exist- 
ing have been changed from oil to gas, so that the total number 
is now about the same as a year ago. 

That a very large amount of work has been done in the loca- 
tion of new lamps may be judged by the fact that the amount 
expended for underground work, such as laying pipe and setting 
posts, is $7,491.97, the largest since 1877. 

The expenditures of the Department for the calendar year 
have been $593,499.17, as against $548,714.53 in 1888. 


The appropriation for the fiscal year, which ends on 
the 30th of April next, is . ; ; . $593,081 00 
Amount expended . : ; j : : . 418,735 40 


Balance unexpended , ; : ; . $174,345 60 


The amount expended in 1889, from January to April 30, was 
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$175,062.83. The balance of the appropriation will be sufticient 
to meet the anticipated expenditures for the remainder of the 
year, notwithstanding the largely increased number of electric 
lights now existing. 

I would respectfully suggest, that if a statute law could be 
enacted, making a crime, with a suitable penalty attached, of 
the malicious breaking of the public lamps, it would have a good 
effect in all Cities and Towns of the Commonwealth. 

An ordinance providing that no posts shall be erected in the 
streets within 10 feet of any public lamp post, would prevent 
many obstructions to the lighting of the streets. 

Ordinances substantially of this character are in existence in 
New York.

LIBRARY. 


Pusiic Liprary, December 28, 1889. 
To His Honor 'Tuomas N. Hart, Mayor. 

Sir:— The Trustees of the Public Library of the City of 
Boston have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of Circular 
No. 35 from your office, dated the 23d of December, and in 
reply, to report as follows: 


There were added to the Library during the eleven months 
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ending December Ist, 21,317 volumes, making the whole number 
of volumes, exclusive of unbound books and pamphlets in the 
Library on that date, 526,727. 

There were loaned from the Library during the eleven months 
ending December Ist, 972,238 volumes, or 50,167 more than 
during the same period last year. During the same time there 
were loaned for use in the reading rooms 562,586 periodicals, an 
increase of 45,642 in eleven months. 

The number of books bound during the eleven months ending 
December 1st, was 26,234. The number of volumes catalogued 
during the same period was about 30.000. During eleven months 
15,203 persons have been registered and received cards entitling 
them to draw books from the Library for home use. ‘The 
whole number of persons registered is 68,308. 

On the 11th of March a new delivery station was opened at 
Allston, so that there are now eight branch libraries and eight 
delivery stations. Three of the delivery stations have reading 
rooms attached to them. 

The Library force has not been increased during the year, and 
it consists at present of 153 persons, including the five Trustees 
who serve without compensation. 

On December 16 Bates Hall was opened in the evening for the 
first time in the history of the Library. The attendance has 
been satisfactory, and indicates that the opening of the Hall in 
the evening was a wise measure, which will prove a public 
benefit. 

The amount expended for the Library for twelve months, 
excluding the draft of January 1, 1889, and including that of 
January 1, 1890, was $149,527.96. The unexpended appropria- 
tion is $34,888. The work of the Library for the remainder 


of the fiscal year cannot be properly and efficiently performed 
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with the present available appropriation. The Library has in- 
creased in size and use so rapidly that the sum which some years 
since would have been ample for all purposes, is now utterly 
inadequate. At the beginning of the financial year the Trustees 
submitted to the City Government a careful and economical 
estimate of the sum of money needed for the year. Owing to 
the exigencies of the City finances the sum appropriated was 
$20,000 less than this estimate, which time has shown was under, 
rather than above, the amount needed. The Trustees are there- 
fore obliged to ask for an additional appropriation of $25,000 
for current expenses, in order to enable them to carry on the 
work of the Library efficiently and properly during the remainder 
of the financial year. A considerable part of the increase re- 
quired over the estimate is due to the sum which, in light of 
late events, the Trustees consider of absolute necessity to expend 
in order to guard the priceless treasures of the Library against 
danger from fire. The other main items for which there is urgent 
need of an additional appropriation are, briefly, the purchase of 
books, lighting, binding, transportation, printing the Bulletin and 
catalogues, preparing maps, and providing conveniences for using 
them properly, extra service to catalogue and locate the books 
received and bound during the year. | 

The Trustees desire to call the attention of your Honor to the 
sale at auction, on the 3d of February next, in New York, of 
the most important collection of books relating to American 
history ever yet sold. This library was collected by the late 
Samuel L. M. Barlow and has a world-wide reputation. 

The basis of the collection was formed by the late Colonel 
Aspinwall, of Boston, who was consul at London from 1816 to 
1854, where he had unequalled opportunities for obtaining rare 


books relating to America. After Mr. Barlow became owner of 
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Colonel Aspinwall’s collection some years since, he applied his 
ample income to its enlargement and completion, and the disper- 
sion of several old libraries in England afforded him facilities 
not enjoyed by Colonel Aspinwall. 

The catalogue contains 1,784 titles of books and manuscripts, 
a large number of which are not found in the Public Library, 
but which are highiy necessary to enable it to maintain its rank 
among the great libraries of the world and to meet the just 
demands of the people of Boston, and to add to the attractions 
of the Library. Any account of the Barlow Library, save the 
most general, would be out of place here. It is perhaps sufficient 
to say that it covers the whole field of American history from 
Columbus to the present day, and could it be placed in the Public 
Library beside the Barton Collection of Shakspeariana, the 
Ticknor Collection of Spanish literature, the Quincy and Everett 
collections of Congressional Documents, and the Bowditch Collec- 
tion of Mathematics, it would not only add to its symmetry but 
to its use and prestige. 

An opportunity to purchase such books is not likely soon, if 
ever, to occur again. It would therefore be a breach of duty on 
the part of the Trustees if they did not lay the matter before 
your Honor, and respectfully advise and urge that suitable and 
special appropriation be made to enable them to secure such part 
of the Barlow Library as is necessary for the purposes before 


mentioned. 


THe New Lisrary BUILDING. 


Work on the new Library building, which was suspended on 
the 25th of December, 1888, was resumed on the 15th of March 
last, and since that time has proceeded satisfactorily. The walls 


have now reached the level of the Bates-Hall windows. Contracts 
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have been made for substantially all the stone and brick work, 
which is to be completed by the 1st of January, 1891, when the 
Trustees hope that the building will be roofed in. 

The amount expended upon the new Library building during 
the past year (excluding the draft of January 1, 1889, and in- 
cluding that of January 1, 1890) was $311,839.24; the amount 
previously expended was $95,696.08 ; making a total expenditure 
to January 1, 1890, of $407,535.32. 

The amount appropriated by order approved May 12, 1888, was 
$368,854.89 ; and by order approved March 18, 1889, was 
$1,000,000; making a total appropriation of $1,368.854.89. 

Contracts are already awarded to the amount of $790,185.24; 
leaving an available balance of $171,134.33.

Sir: —In reply to your communication of the 23d _ inst. 
I would respectfully report that the portion of the buildings 
used for Market purposes is in good repair. Many improve- 
ments, which have been made at the expense of the lessees, 
have been completed during the year. The rents are paid 
promptly. The regulations of the Market are cheerfully com- 
plied with, and its well-established reputation for honorable 
and fair dealing fully sustained. There should be at an 
early day some arrangements made for an improved system 


for the drainage of the Market, as that in use at the pres- 
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ent time is not what it should be. The gas-pipes in the 
Market are in bad condition, having been in use for many 
years, and being badly corroded, owing to the dampness and 
large quantities of salt used about the building. The experi- 
ment of lighting the passage-ways of the Market with incan- 
descent lights is now being tried, and gives general satis- 
faction. 

The income from the Market Department for the fiscal 
year 1889-90 will be $85,400. The expenditures for this 
Department for the calendar year 1889 have been $9,626.87. 
The appropriation for the fiscal year 1889-90 is $9,750, 
which includes the amounts paid for salaries, gas, water, and 
incidental expenses. Of this sum there remains unexpended 
$2,734.11, which will be sufficient to meet the wants of the 
Department for the balance of the year. The pay of the 
police-officers of this Department ($3 per day) has always 
been regulated by that paid the regular police force, and as 
their labors are as arduous in every respect as those of the 
regular police, I would recommend that an increase be granted 
them for the ensuing year,

Smr:—In reply to Circular 35, dated December 23, I would 
respectfully submit answers to questions, as follows : — 

Ist. The ordinary work done by this Department for the 
calendar year 1889 has been the general care and cleaning of 
City Hall; attendance at the meetings of both branches of the 
City Council and numerous committee meetings, several of 
which have held very late sessions; the care, custody, and 
delivery of all City documents, pamphlets, and minutes of the 
City Council, printed for the use of the Council, and also the 
care, custody, and delivery of the nineteen volumes of the 
Record Commissioners’ Reports and reprints, and keeping a 
record of each book delivered. The total number of meetings 
of the Board of Aldermen for the present year is 58, total 
number of meetings of the Common Council 40, total number 
of committee meetings, up to December 28, inclusive, 1,175. 
The extraordinary work performed by this Department has been 
the caring for and displaying of the City flags on all public 
holidays, etc., and caring for ropes and stakes used on public 
holidays and other days by the military and other organizations. 
Two new flag-staffs have been erected, and one repaired. 
Extra work has been performed by this Department in connec- 
tion with the reception of the City’s guests, namely: The 
President of the United States, the International American 
Congress, the Mayors’ Club, the officers of the United-States 


Squadron of Evolution, and others. On the 17th of June, 
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the Fourth of July, and the recent State and City elections, a 
large amount of extra work has been performed by this De- 
partment. 

2d. The actual expense of this Department for the past 
year, including the January draft for the year 1890, has been 
$21,957.23. 

3d. The unexpended appropriation for this Department, 
January 1, 1890, amounts to $6,218.77. 

4th. I would respectfully recommend that the dome and 
upper stories of City Hall be made fire-proof, for, if a fire 
should occur at any time in the dome of this building, it would 
be liable to do considerable damage before the same could be 
extinguished. Frequently, fires have occurred in City Hall, 
caused by electric-light wires coming in contact with other 
wires. Within the past few days I have caused all telephone 
wires running into City Hall, except those used by the Fire 
Department, to be supplied with a patent safety fuse, as a 
protection against fire. 

5th. The total number of persons employed in this Depart- 
ment is 19, all of whom receive salaries, and, in addition to 
this number, there are 2 Lieutenants of Police and 5 house 
watchmen, who, by ordinance, are placed in charge of this 
Department, to protect City Hall, and to preserve order in any 
part thereof. The two Lieutenants receive a sum of $200 each 
per annum from this Department, for attending the meetings 
of the Board of Aldermen and Common Council.

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MILK AND VINEGAR. 


InspecTOoR’s Orrice, December 27, 1889.

Sir:—I have the honor to submit the following brief report 
of the work of the Department of Inspection of Milk and Vinegar 
for the year 1889. 

During the past twelve months nearly twelve thousand samples 
of milk, butter, and vinegar have been collected and subjected 
to examination. In the obtaining of these samples all parts of 
the City have been constantly visited by the collectors employed 
by the Department. When analysis has shown the articles to be 
not of good standard quality, such action has been taken in each 
case as has seemed advisable to bring about improvement in 
the future. 

To this end 535 warnings have been issued, and 317 com- 
plaints have been entered in the courts. 

As a result of these complaints, between seven and eight 
thousand dollars have thus far been paid in fines, and at the 
same time a great improvement has been observed in the quality 
of milk and vinegar, particularly in certain districts where 
hitherto adulteration has been extensively practised. 

The number of licenses issued to dealers in milk and oleomar- 
garine since January 1 is 1,198, for which $599 have been 
received. 

The expenditures of the Department have amounted to 
$9,478.20, and the unexpended balance of the appropriation, 
$2,055.82, will be sufficient for the proper’ continuance of the 
work to the end of the fiscal year. 

There are at present employed by the Department, in addition 


to the Inspector, a clerk, a chemist, and two collectors. 
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To increase the efficiency of the work, I would recommend 
that the Department be provided with a horse and wagon for 
the use of the collectors. As must be evident, the latter being 
on foot, are at a great disadvantage in collecting samples from 
wagons whose drivers may, and often do, whip up their horses 
to escape inspection. In certain outlying districts it is impos- 
sible to make early morning collections without a conveyance, 
and at present this is done with the aid of a herdic, the expense 
of which is not inconsiderable.

Wood Island Park, East Boston.—The approaches from 
Neptune bridge on the Park grounds have been partially 
graded with material taken from the site of the proposed 
play-ground on the northerly slope of the park. The work 


is being done under a new laying out by the landscape

architects, which will effect a saving in the construction of 
the park. 

Marine Park. — The pier-head, a contract for which was 
let early in the season, is nearly completed. Four spans 
have been added to the iron pier, and a contract has been 
made for the remaining span to be placed in position when 
the pier-head is finished. The Board has made a contract 
for 200,000 cubic yards of filling under which about 20,000 
cubic yards have been deposited. 

Charlesbank. —'The grading and planting has been finished, 
the Gymnasium completed and opened to the public, a build- 
ing for use in connection with the Gymnasium and for ad- 
ministration purposes erected. Gas lamps have been placed 
along the embankment wall, and one hundred _park-settees 
arranged along the walks. The girls’ Gymnasium ground is 
ready for the building and the apparatus, and the children’s 
play-ground is nearly completed. 

The Parkway, Back Bay Fens.— Audubon road on the 
westerly side of the upper basin has been finished for a 
distance of 1,700 feet from Agassiz road, and the adjoining 
slopes and large island planted. On the easterly side the 
slopes have been completed and mostly planted from Agassiz 
bridge to the new Stony-Brook outlet, the walk graded and 
partly built, and, except for a short distance near the Stony- 
Brook outlet, the slopes around the southerly side of the basin 
to the location of the Fen bridge have been graded and 
loamed ready for planting. The walk on this side has also 
been graded. ‘The channel has been dredged and the shores 
completed up to the proposed Fen bridge at the point where 
the Parkway is to turn towards Brookline avenue. Excavations 


for the foundations of the bridge have also been made. ‘The

curbstones and paving blocks for the Fenway from Agassiz 
road to the new outlet of Stony Brook have been _ pur- 
chased, and are on the ground, and a large amount of road 
material has been prepared for use next year. ‘The Sewer 
Department has also partly built the abutments and piers 
for the Stony-Brook bridge. The question occurs whether 
the Sewer Department is to build this bridge. ‘The Board does 
not see how this work can be said to belong to the Park De- 
partment, inasmuch as Stony Brook was led into the Parkway 
at this point by the Sewer Department, and this necessitated 
the bridge, there being already another channel of Stony 
Brook into the Fens. 

Arnold Arboretum. —'The driveway from the present drive 
to Walter street has been graded for about three-quarters 
of the distance, — about 2,000 feet, — including the building of 
one culvert. 

Franklin Park.— The Playstead Shelter and the grounds and 
walks about it were finished, and, together with the Play- 
stead, were opened to the public on the 12th of June with ap- 
propriate ceremonies. 

The Walnut-avenue entrances were also finished early in the 
season, and the grounds about them planted. A rustic foun- 
tain of field-stone, supplied with water from a neighboring 
spring, was erected near the Playstead road. 

The old Trail road entering the park from Seaver street, 
opposite Humboldt avenue, has been finished and the slopes 
graded. 

The Valley Gate to the Country Park and about 3,500 feet 
of the park wall on the line of Glen lane have been com- 
pleted. Glen lane (for heavy traffic) has been graded for 


two-thirds of the distance across the Park, and about half 
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the whole length of the road macadamized and _ furnished 
with edgestones and gutters. 

The Circuit drive has been completed and opened to travel 
from the Valley gate to Walnut avenue near Ellicott street 
— about one-half mile — the slopes graded and some of the 
adjacent walks built. This included Ellicott Arch which car- 
ries the drive and ride over the walk from Williams-street 
entrance to Ellicottdale. The ride has been partly subgraded 
along this part of the Circuit drive. 

The Circuit drive from Walnut avenue, near Ellicott street, 
has been subgraded to the road leading to the dairy and Scar- 
borough Hill, and the subgrading of this road is now in 
progress. 

Ellicottdale has been cleared of stone, drained and mostly 
graded. 

The upper part of the valley southerly from the Valley gate, 
including the old location of Williams street, has been cleared 
and graded, and the main line of: the Park drainage has been 
extended. 

There is but little more required to finish the surface of the 
Country Park, as it is designed to be left for use by the public, 
and the Board hopes that it can be finished next season, not 
including the circuit drive from Scarborough Hill around the 
southerly and easterly sides to Glen lane. 

A flock of 56 sheep has been obtained for the Country Park, 
and a temporary sheep-fold provided.

These balances of the general appropriations the Board thinks 


are sufficient to continue the work of the Department to the 
end of the fiscal year, April 30, 1890, without further aid. 


To carry on the work of Park construction the yearly instal- 
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ment of the loan for 1890 will have to be drawn upon in 
February. 

The Board would recommend that the City Council be urged 
to pass the order for a loan of $600,000, outside the Debt 
limit, as authorized by the Legislature in 1887, for the pur- 
chase of additional land required for parkways connecting 
Back-Bay Fens, Franklin and Marine Parks, especially in 
view of the fact that each year’s delay enhances the price of 
the lands to be acquired, and so increases the cost; and of the 
fact that the extension of the Back-Bay Fens as planned can- 
not proceed unless additional land is first purchased. 

The Board would also suggest that an early construction of 
the bridge required at the new outlet of Stony Brook, by the 
Sewer Department, will enable the Board to finish its work in 
the vicinity now suspended; and that the placing of edgestones 
around the areas reserved for planting on Commonwealth ave- 
nue, by the Paving Department, must precede the work of this 
Department in planting the areas which are now in its charge. 

The number of persons now employed in the Depart- 
ment, including all heads and Commissioners, is 535.

POLICE DEPARTMENT.

Sir: — The number of persons arrested during the year ending 


November 30, to which date the statistics of the Police Depart- 
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ment are made up, was 40,066, an increase of 4,097 over the pre- 
ceding year. Of this number, 31 per cent. were non-residents. 
The number of males arrested was 34,283; of females, 5,783. 

The value of property reported stolen was $72,822.64, being 
$6,890.73 less than in 1888, and the amount recovered by the 
police, that was stolen in and out of the city, was $122,330.58, 
being $37,973.82 more than in 1888. 

In the license year, beginning May 1, there were 780 places 
licensed, not including druggists’ and club licenses. This is 
1,010 less than in 1888. 

There were 144 officers appointed on the force, including 59 
reserve men; 18 were discharged; 5 resigned; 6 retired on 
pension; and 9 died. 

The work of introducing the police signal-system was com- 
pleted. The entire City is now equipped. Wagon-houses are 
now being built in Divisions 7 and 11, but as yet no provision 
has been made for the accommodation of patrol-wagons in 
Divisions 12, 138, and 16. 

The expenses of the Department for the calendar year, includ- 
ing the draft for January 1, 1890, were $1,151,139.65. The 
balance of appropriation unexpended is $321,162.29. This willl 
not be sufficient to meet the expenses for the remainder of the 
financial year, and the Board will require the full amount called 
for by the requisition for the present year. 

The number of persons employed in the Department is 906.

In addition to furnishing out-door relief to the poor at 
their homes, and burial of the dead, the Board has charge 
of the Charity Building, the Temporary Home for women 
and children, and the Lodge for Wayfarers for men. 

The Charity Building is occupied by the Overseers of the 
Poor, the State Aid Paymaster, the City Physician, and vari- 
ous private charitable organizations, it having been built to 
bring together the most important charitable agencies, and 
thus enable them to work together for the common. good. 

At the Temporary Home 3,722 women and children have 
lodged, and 15,515 meals have been furnished to others. 

The Lodge for Wayfarers has lodged 30,704 men, and 
furnished 73,140 meals. The beneficiaries have worked for 
the relief furnished. Over 1,800 cords of wood have been 
prepared and sold during the year. 


The Board has a grocery department connected with the 
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Charity Building, from which most of the supplies for the 
poor are delivered. 

Medical attendance and medicine are furnished in the out- 
lying districts of the city not covered by the Boston Dis- 
pensary. 

The expenses of the Department for the year 1889 amount 
to $109,410.83. 

The unexpended appropriation is $45,812.21. The Board 
believes this amount to be sufficient for the calls to be made 
upon it for the balance of the fiscal vear. 

The Board consists of 12 members who serve without pay. 
It employs a Secretary, Treasurer, 4 Clerks, 7 Visitors, 2 
Agents, 5 Physicians, 2 Storekeepers, Engineer, and Janitor. 
At the Temporary Home, a Matron, Assistant Matron, Jani- 
tor, and Cook are employed. 

At the Lodge for Wayfarers, a Superinteadent, Cashier, 
Steward, and such temporary employees as may be needed 
from time to time, averaging 19. 

The Trust Funds in charge of the Board are carefully 
invested, and the income expended in accordance with the 
directions of the donors.

SCHOOLS. 


[From the Superintendent. | 


The School Committee has given much attention to needed 
improvements in the ventilation of school-houses. Although 
much remains to be done, it is believed that all the worst cases 
of defective ventilation have been cured. 

A further provision for the safety of the children in school- 
houses was made by placing the janitors under the rules of the 
civil service. 

The tenure of office by which most of the teachers in the City 
now hold their places, has been changed from one that terminated 
annually to one that continues during the pleasure of the School 
Committee. This measure undoubtedly places the teachers in a 
more agreeable and dignified position than they held under the old 
tenure. 

Manual training has made satisfactory progress in the elemen- 
tary grades during the year; but a most important step yet 
remains to be taken — the establishment of a Mechanic Arts High 
School. An elaborate plan for such a school has been prepared, 
and the specifications for the erection and furnishing of a proper 
building are ready. The City Government will be asked to make 
the necessary appropriations for the land, the building, and the 


running expenses. 
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[From the Auditing Clerk. ] 


The expenses of the School Committee from January 1, 
1889, to January 1, 1890, amount to $1,643,976.61. 

The unexpended balance remaining January 1, 1890, is 
$419,691.04. 

It is expected that the unexpended balance will prove suf- 
ficient to carry on the work of this Department for the 
balance of the financial year without further aid. 

The number of persons employed to carry on the work, 
instructors (day and evening), janitors, officers, and other em- 
ployees, December 1, 1889, was 1,783. This number does 
not include the members of the School Committee, twenty-four 


in number, who serve without compensation. 


SEWER DEPARTMENT. 


OFFICE OF THE SUPERINTENDENT, 
December 28, 1889. 
To His Honor the Mayor. 

Sir:— Apart from the work of maintaining the old sewers, 
which, sometimes, necessitated the making of extensive repairs, 
there have been built by this Department, during the calen- 
dar year 1889, about 52 miles of new sewers and 133 new 
catch basins; and about 825 old catch basins have been 
repaired. About 2 miles of sewers have been built by private 
parties at their own expense and subsequently were released 
to the City. 

The construction of the Stony Brook Improvement has been 
completed. 


The works at the Main Drainage pumping station and at 
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Moon Island are in good order. The cost of repairs on the 
works will increase from year to year, owing to the wearing 
out and necessary renewal of important parts of the system. 

The attention of the City Council has already been called 
to the necessity of providing means for a permanent conduit 
from Squantum to Moon Island; also, for pumping out the 
tunnel; and I would again call attention to the danger of 
postponement. 

During the eleven months ending November 30, 1889, the 
average amount of sewage pumped daily has been 51,256,898 
gallons — showing an increase over that pumped last year of 
616,866 gallons daily. The largest number of gallons pumped 
on any one day was on January 7, 1889 — 138,615,771 gal- 
lons; and the smallest, on November 17, 1889 — 32,217,372 
gallons. 

Sewer assessments to the amount of $69,249.39 have been 
levied under the old law, and to the amount of $32,976.65 
under the new law relating to sewer assessments. 

This new law, or rather Special Act, relating to sewer 
assessments in the City of Boston, which was approved on 
June 7, 1889, has entailed a large amount of extra work 
on the Department, necessitating the opening of a new set of 
accounts and requiring that each and every individual assessed 
shall be notified of the amount of his assessment and the 
requirements of the law relating thereto. 

Under this law, the amount to be collected as an assess- 
ment on account of the construction of a sewer depends 
upon the cost of all the sewers built in the City during the 
five years immediately preceding, and bears no relation to 
the cost of that particular sewer. This fact has caused 


widespread dissatisfaction among property owners, as, in a 
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majority of cases, the amount assessed is largely in excess of 
the actual cost of the sewer in question. The provision of 
the law, requiring that interest shall be charged from the 
date of completion of the sewer, thus commencing before the 
parties interested have been notified of the fact that an as- 
sessment has been levied against them, has also caused a great 
deal of complaint which appears to be well founded, and 
there is a general demand for a repeal or modification of the 
law. |

Of Special Loans, I have unexpencded balances amounting, 
in the aggregate, to $57,969.56. 

The unexpended balance of my Sewer Appropriation, 
$66,420.26, is sufficient to carry the Department successfully 
to the end of the fiscal year. | 

There are employed in this Department to-day 365 men. 

Attention is respectfully called to the need of much larger 
appropriations for building sewers. Many of the sewers are 


‘leaky and in bad condition. They should, at once, be re- 
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placed by water-tight sewers, not only as a sanitary measure 
but to afford relief to the intercepting sewers; for, until all 
sewers and drains connecting with the main drainage system 
are made water-tight, the full benefit of that system cannot 
obtain. 

It is, also, desirable, and will soon become a necessity, to 
abandon the combined system of drainage in the outlying popu- 
lous districts, and to divert the surface water, or portions of it, 
into the natural water courses, or into tide water, thereby 
affording relief to the abutters now frequently flooded in times 
of storm. This will avoid the necessity of pumping surface 
water at the Pumping Station. To accomplish this purpose, 
all natural water courses should be preserved. 

The Act relating to Sewer Assessments is believed to be 
irksome and unjust, imposing a larger proportion of the 
expense upon the abutting estates than they should be called 
upon to pay, and believed to be largely in excess of the rate 
designed by its projectors. 

As sewers are necessary in all populous districts, for the 
health and prosperity of the entire community, it would appear 
worthy of consideration, whether the system of direct assess- 
ment for sewers should: not be abandoned and the entire cost 
paid by current taxes; or, else, the rate made uniform — 


say —one cent ($0.01) per square foot of land drained.

My ability to continue the work of the Department until the 
end of the fiscal year without further aid will depend entirely 
upon the character of the winter and the amount of snow to 
be handled. I find by the Superintendent’s report for the year 
1887 that the amount expended for snow was $116,000, while 
for the same purpose in 1888 only $6,500 was required. Should 
the present winter be as favorable as the last the remainder 
of the general and special appropriations will be sufficient for 
all purposes. 

4th. ** Any recommendations for the greater efficiency of this 
Department, especially such as may require action on the part 
of the Mayor, the City Council, or the Commonwealth.” I 
desire again to call attention to the constantly increasing 
street mileage of the City, and the necessity for sufficient appro- 
priations to do the work of the Department. The annual 
appropriations for some years have been barely sufficient to 
meet the requirements of constant repairs, cleaning, purchase 
of new material, steam road-rollers, stone-crushers, engines, 
and the various expenses incidental to the Department. Yet 
Iam expected with this appropriation to attend to the hundreds 
of orders passed by the Board of Aldermen for new work on 


edgestones, brick sidewalks, and the construction of new streets. 
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This is an absolute impossibility, and much of tbis work remains 
undone, to the great annoyance of the petitioners. 

By reference to the statement of actual work done during 
the year it will be seen that six miles of new edgestone have 
been laid. One-half the expense of this work is assessed upon 
the abutters, and returns to the sinking-fund. 

It has been suggested that measures be taken to secure an 
appropriation of $500,000 annually for new work; this, if 
applied to new edgestone and new paving, as well as to the 
construction of new streets, would go far towards enabling me 
to bring the Department to the point of efficiency at which it 
should be maintained. 

The matter of street openings continues to be a constant 
source of annoyance to the Department and to the citizens at 
large. So long as the Board of Aldermen grants to various 
corporations the right to occupy the streets, the Superintendent 
has no option but to grant the permits to open. Where for- 
merly there were only the sewer, water, and gas pipes to 
contend with, we now have in addition the telephone, electric 
lighting, heating, and freezing pipes, with their numberless con- 
nections with the buildings. 

During the yeur 9,750 permits, varying in length from 10 
feet to 500 feet, have been granted, and every precaution pos- 
sible has been taken to see that the disturbed pavement has 
been restored to its former condition. We have a good sys- 
tem of inspection, and defects are also reported by the police. 
Settlement invariably takes place after the opening has been 
filled, and the companies are frequently required to pave a 
second and third time. With these requests they have always 
shown a readiness to comply whenever the responsibility has 


been well established. I do not think it advisable, so long as 
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this merciless cutting-up continues, to lay any expensive pave- 
ment upon our streets. A granite pavement on a hydraulic 
cement base, at $4 a square yard, or any form of asphalt 
pavement seems to me to be unwise until some greater restric- 
tions are put upon the issuing of permits, or a subway or some 
comprehensive system is provided by which the underground 
service can be cared for without disturbing the street surfaces. 

The first cost of such a way would doubtless be something 
appalling, yet it is a question whether the amount now actually 
spent in carrying on the present cumbersome system would not 
amply provide for the interest on the larger expenditures. 

5th. The total number of persons employed in this Depart- 
ment at the present time is seven hundred and sixty-three.

Sir:—The work of the Department has been of the same 
general character as that of previous years; but as the City is 
growing from year to year, there is a gradual increase in the 
amount of work performed. 

Plans and profiles of a large number of streets in the outlying 
districts have been made, and releases prepared for the abutters 
to sign, preparatory to the laying out of these streets by the 


Street Commissioners. 
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More buildings having been erected in Boston during the past 
year than in 1888, and more work in giving lines and grades of 
streets for building purposes has been required of this Depart- 
ment than during the previous year. 

Plans and profiles for the relocation of Mt. Vernon and Temple 
streets, and the lowering of the grades of those streets in the 
vicinity of the State-House extension, have recently been com- 
pleted. 

A large plan of the burnt district, by the fire of Thanksgiving 
day, has been compiled, showing the estates within the limits 
of the district burnt over, and also showing other estates in the 
vicinity. Plans have also been made, for the Street Commis- 
sioners, showing the proposed widening of Chauncy street, 
between Bedford street and Rowe place, the proposed widening 
of Bedford street between Chauncy and Kingston streets, and the 
proposed widening of Kingston street at the north-easterly corner 
of Bedford street —all within the limits of the burnt district. 

Plans of the new precincts, 286 in number, have been pre- 
pared for the use of the. Registrars of Voters, who have caused 
them to be heliotyped. Another set of precinct plans has been 
prepared and heliotyped, and bound up in book-form, showing 
wards and precincts, for the use of the City Council. 

The expenses of the Department from January 1, 1889, to 
January 1, 1890, amount to $34,825.71. 

The amount of the appropriation unexpended is $8,879.97, 
which will probably be sufficient for the remainder of the finan- 
cial year. 

The total number of persons employed at the present time 


is 35.

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VOTER’ REGISTRATION.

Str:—1. We have the honor to say that the work of the De- 
partment during the calendar year 1889 has been the prepara- 
tion of the Jury List, the rearranging and reprinting of all 
names on the voting-lists in conformity with the new precinct 
lines as established by the order’ of March 20, 1889, together 
with the preparation and publication of the voting-lists for the 
annual State and municipal elections. 

The provisions of the new Massachusetts Ballot law have 
largely increased the labor and expense of the Department, in- 
volving the examination of nomination papers of candidates for 
State and municipal offices, in which 12,500 names were actually 
verified, out of more than 20,000 names submitted; and the at- 
tendance at hearings on contested nominations before the Board 
of Final Appeal of which this Board forms a part. 

2. The actual expenses of the Department from January 1 
to December 31, 1889, amount to $46,706.16. 

3. The unexpended balance of our appropriation amounts to 
$5,488.53, and it will require the further sum of $8,000 to 
meet the expenses of the Department for the balance of the 
financial year, as advised in our communication to your Honor 
dated November 8, 1889. 

4, We may ask for some amendments to the new Ballot 
Law with a view to perfecting some of its sections, which we now 
find quite difficult of practical operation. 

5. The total number of persons now employed in the De- 


partment is nine. 
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We would respectfully suggest that the number of voting- 
precincts be reduced from two hundred and eighty-six to two 
hundred. This calculation is based upon the average ratio of 
increase in the number of voters, which, in the near future, will 
reach 80,000, thus giving an average of 400 to each precinct. 
From our own observations and the testimony of others who have 
given the subject considerable thought, we are of the opinion 
that four hundred or even five hundred persons can conveniently 
vote under the new system within the time allowed by law be- 
tween the opening and closing of the polls on election day. If 
a reduction of precincts should be made in accordance with the 
above suggestion, it would, in our judgment, result in a saving to 
the City of at least $65,000 between now and 1895, at which time 
the ward lines must be changed, which change will necessitate the 
rearrangement of many of the precincts, but will not necessarily 
add to the number.

WATER BOARD. 


OrFIcE OF THE Boston WaTER Boarp, 
City Hatt, December 28, 1889. 
Hon. Tuomas N. Hart, Mayor. 
Sir:—In answer to your Circular of December 23 the Bos- 
ton Water Board has the honor to report as follows: — 
In the Eastern Division, during the year 1889, the amount 
of work done has been larger than usual. ‘The distributing 


mains have been extended 22.3 miles, and 1.7 miles of the old 
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mains have been relaid with pipes of larger size. The total 
length of mains now connected with the works is 479 miles. 
2,054 services have been ‘connected with the works, a number 
larger than during any year since 1872. The supply for fire 
service has been improved by the addition of 168 hydrants, 
and also by the substitution of 118 hydrants of improved pat- 
tern and large size for the same number of small hydrants of - 
the old pattern. 456 new meters have been added and 112 
discontinued, making a net increase of 344. The pipe line, 
laid through the City of Quincy from Neponset to Long Island, 
for the supply of the Public Institutions on the island, was 
completed and placed in service during the latter part of Au- 
gust of the current year. The 30-inch and 16-inch connecting 
mains for the supply of Charlestown from the Cochituate 
works will be in readiness for use within a few days, and a 
water tank for the use of the supplementary high service for 
East Boston has been erected on Breed’s Island. 

A new 20-inch main for the improvement of the high service 
supply in the City proper has been laid from the reservoir at 
Parker Hill to Boston Common, a distance of 15,650 feet. 
This work is complete with the exception of the connection over 
the Boston & Albany Railroad at Huntington avenue, which 
will be made within two weeks. Plans are under way for the 
removal of the machine shops and offices of the Eastern Divi- 
sion from the present location at 221 Federal street to the yard 
of the Department on Albany street, near Concord street. <A 
new brick stable is now nearly completed at this yard, and a 
contract has been awarded for a building to contain the ma- 
chine shop and the offices. : 


The Waste Detection Department has made during the year 
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examinations of 37,000 premises, and 8,800 reports of defec- 
tive fixtures have been made. 

In the Western Division surveys and borings for the much- 
needed new water basin, Dam No. 5 so called, were begun 
immediately after the passage and approval of the necessary 
loan order by the City Council this autumn, and the work of 
construction will be begun as early in the spring as the weather 
will permit. Surveys are also being made for the acquisition 
by eminent domain at an early date of Whitehall Pond and 
other lands and water rights necessary for the development and 
protection of the supply. 

A contract was made and work begun on the new outlet 
dam at Lake Cochituate, which should be completed by the end 
of another season, and the lining of a portion of the Bea- 
con-street tunnel, which had threatened to cave in, is steadily 
progressing. At the Chestnut-Hill Pumping Station an elec- 
tric-light plant has been put in and is in operation, and a 
small biological laboratory has been erected and_ supplied 
with the necessary apparatus under the direction of a com- 
petent assistant for a systematic study of the animal and 
vegetable organisms which may be found in the water sup- 
ply. It is hoped that this innovation will be of much 
service in helping the Department to arrive at more accu- 
rate knowledge regarding the character of the supply. 

In accordance with the direction of the Board the Engi- 
neer has begun a series of filtration experiments with a view 
to formulating at an early day a plan for the filtration of 
the entire supply, data concerning which we hope to present 
by the end of another year. 

We are glad to report that the Framingham sewerage sys- 


tem is in operation, and that connections by the parties who 
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drain into the Boston water supply are being made with 
reasonable despatch, which could develop into celerity with 
advantage to the City of Boston. ‘The plan for the disposal 
of the sewage of Marlboro’ has been revised, and a_ hearing 
on the same is shortly to be held before the State Board of 
Health. 

The whole important question of pollution will be treated 
at length by the Board in its annual report. We beg to 
state that the matter is being carefully studied and systema- 
tized at the present time with a determination to putting an 
end to such abuses as exist in the Cochituate and Sudbury 
system. Several injunctions have been obtained against par- 
ties polluting the supply. 

In the Mystic Division, in addition to the regular work, 
important repairs have been made on the dam at Mystic 
Lake, and an independent condenser and air pumps _ for 
engines 1 and 2 are now being put in. Considerable labor 
has been expended in cleaning the various ponds of the sys- 
tern, in the hope of saving the supply from further dete- 
rioration. Concerning the future of the: Mystic the Board 
has not at this moment arrived at a definite conclusion. 

The daily average consumption of water has been 83 
gallons per head on the Cochituate and Sudbury supply, and 
70.5 gallons per head on the Mystic supply, a decrease of 3.5 
per cent. in the case of the former, and 5.1 per cent. in the 
latter, as compared with the previous year. 

Acting under advice of the City Engineer we have informed 
the City Council that a new engine is needed at the Chestnut- 
Hill Pumping Station to supplement those now in use, and the 
passage of a loan order to build the same is very desirable. 


The total number of the employees of the entire Department 
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at this date, being our winter force, is 417, subdivided as fol- 
lows: Eastern Division 229; Western Division 81; Mystic 
Division 73; Water Board office 8; Special Agents 3; Engi- 
neering force (temporary) 23.

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The RULES AND ORDERS OF THE COMMON COUNCIL, issued regularly 
from 1822 to 1840, contain the annual register of the City Council and 
the City officers. The volume of 1822 comprises fifteen pages. In 1829 
it was ordered that the City charter be inserted. In 1830 the charter, 
the acts relating to Boston, and the ordinances occupied pp. 11-39 of 
the Rutes. In 1832 an index was added. The RutLes of 1840 contain 
eighty-five pages, and three pages of index, being similar to the MuNI- 
CIPAL REGISTER, so called, which was first issued in 1841, as a docu- 
ment of 104 pages. Its contents are: Rules and orders of the Common 
Council; joint rules; ordinances of the City; statutes of the Common- 
wealth relating to the City ; City government of 1841, with committees ; 
departments (comprising at that time the treasury ; law; police; health ; 
public land and buildings, lamps and bridges; fire; public charitable 
institutions) ; public schools; and a list of the ward officers. From 
that date to the present time the MUNICIPAL REGISTER has been pub- 
lished annually. In 1843 a list of members of preceding City govern- 
ments was added, with a necrological record. As late as 1863 it was 
also customary to publish in this volume the latest ordinances and 
recent special statutes relating to the City of Boston. In 1851 a list 
of the annual orators was added; a map of the City in 1853. The rules 
of the Board of Aldermen were not inserted until 1853. In 1876 statistics 
of registration and voting made their appearance, and since 1879 these 
have been given in tabulated form. In 1883 the custom of publishing 
portraits of the Mayor and presiding officers of the two branches of the 
City Council was established. The list of past city governments of Rox- 
bury and Charlestown was added in 1888. Corrections of the Municipal 
Register may be addressed to the City Clerk. 


The establishment of the Town of Boston dates 
from the passage of the order of the Court of 
Assistants on September 17 (7, O. S.), 1630, 
“that Trimontaine shalbe called Boston.” The 
Town of Boston was always without a charter. 
The first City government was organized on 
May 1, 1822 (St. 1821, c.110; accepted on March 
4,1822). Roxbury was first recognized as a Town 
by the Court of Assistants on October 8, 1630; 
it was incorporated as a City on March 12, 1846 
(St. 1846, c. 95; accepted on March 25, 1846), 
and annexed to Boston on January 6, 1868 (St. 
1867, c. 359; accepted on September 9, 1867). 
Dorchester was named by the Court of Assistants 
in the same order in which Boston was named; 
and it retained its Town organization until an- 
nexed to Boston on January 3, 1870 (St. 1869, 
c. 349; accepted on June 22, 1869). Charles- 
town was founded on July 4, 1629; incorporated 
as a City in 1847 (St. 1847, c. 29; accepted on 
March 10, 1847); annexed to Boston on January 
5, 1874 (St. 1873, c. 286; accepted on October 7, 
1873). West Roxbury was incorporated as a 
Town on March 24, 1851 (St. 1851, c. 250); an- 
nexed to Boston on January 5, 1874 (St. 1873, ec.

By Chapter 1, Section 9, Revised Ordinances of 1890, 
it is provided that “the seal of the City shall be circular in 
form, shall bear a view of the city, the motto ‘Srour Pparri— 
BUS, SIT DEUS NOBIS,’ and the inscription, ‘ BOSTONIA CONDITA 
A.D. 1630. CIVITATIS REGIMINE DONATA A.D. 1822,’ as 
established by the ordinance passed January 2, 1823, as 
herewith set forth :” — 


BOSTONIA & 
CONDITA AD. 


The “Ordinance to Establish the City Seal,” passed on 
January 2, 1823, provided as follows: “That the design 
hereto annexed, as sketched by John R. Penniman, giving a 
view of the City, be the devise of the city seal; that the motto 
be as follows, to wit: ‘SIcUT PATRIBUS, SIT DEUS NOBIS;’ 
and that the inscription be as follows, to wit: ‘Bosronra 
conpiTaA A.D. 1630. CIVITATIS REGIMINE DONATA A.D. 
1822.’” The drawing of the seal established in 1890 revives 
the drawing given on page 221 in the collected Charter and 
Ordinances of 1827. A design by Mr. Penniman appears 
also on the treasury checks of the City, and a fac-simile of 
this sketch is given in the Municipal Registers of 1883 and 
1884. A rough copy is printed opposite the title page. The 
motto of the City seal is taken from i Kings, viii, 57. For 
the penalty in cases of unauthorized use of the City seal, see 
the Pub. St., Chap. 205, § 26.

CHAIRMAN. 


Rute 1. The chairman of the board shall take the chair 
at the hour to which the board shall have adjourned, and 
shall call the members to order, and, a quorum being pres- 
ent, shall cause the minutes of the preceding regular meeting 
to be read; and, in the absence of the chairman, the senior 
member present shall preside as chairman pro tempore. 

Ruxe 2. The chairman shall preserve decorum and order, 
may speak to points of order in preference to other members, 
and shall decide all questions of order, subject to an appeal 
to the board; and no other business shall be in order until 
the question on appeal shall have been decided. 

Rute 38. The chairman shall propound all motions in 
the order in which they are moved, unless the subsequent 
motion shall be previous in its nature, except that, in naming 
sums and fixing times, the largest sum and longest time shall 
be put first. 

RuxtE 4. The chairman shall, at the request of any mem- 
ber, make a division of a question when the sense will admit. 

Ruue 5. The chairman shall, without debate, decide all 
questions relating to priority of business to be acted upon. 
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Rue 6. The chairman may read sitting, but shall rise 
to state a motion, or put a question to the board. 

RuxtEr 7. The chairman shall declare all votes; but, if 
any member doubts a vote, the chairman shall cause a rising | 
‘vote to be taken; and when any member so requests, shall 
cause the vote to be taken or verified by yeas and nays. 

Rute 8. The chairman shall appoint all committees, fill 
all vacancies therein, and designate the rank of the members 
thereof. 

‘ Rute 9. The chairman shall be ex officio member and 
chairman of the committee on finance. 

Rute 10. When the chairman of the board or the chairman 
pro tempore shall desire to vacate the chair, he may call any 
member to it; but such substitution shall not continue 
beyond an adjournment. 


MOTIONS. 

Rute 11. Every motion shall be reduced to writing if any 
member so requests. 

Rute 12. <A motion to strike out and insert shall be 
deemed indivisible; but a motion to strike out being lost 
shall not preclude amendment, or a motion to strike out and 
insert. 

Rue 13. No motion or proposition of a subject different 
from that under consideration shall. be admitted under color 
of amendment. 

Rue 14. When a motion is made on any subject, and 
different committees are proposed, the question shall be 
taken in the following order: — 

1. Toa standing committee of the board. 

2. Toa special committee of the board. 

3. Toa joint standing committee. 

4. To a joint special committee. 

Rute 15. After a motion has been put by the chairman, 
it shall not be withdrawn except by unanimous consent. 
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Rute 16. When a question is under debate, only a 
motion to adjourn, to lay on the table, to postpone to a day 
certain, to commit, to amend, or to postpone indefinitely shall 
be entertained; and said motions shall have precedence in 
the order in which they stand arranged. 

Rute 17. <A motion to adjourn shall be in order at any 
time, except on an immediate repetition, or pending a veri- 
fication of a vote; and that motion, the motion to lay on 
the table, and the motion to take from the table, shall be 
decided without debate. 


READINGS. 


Ruue 18. Every ordinance, order, and resolution shall, 
unless rejected, have two several readings, both of which 
may take place at the same session, unless objection is made. 
Whenever the second reading immediately follows the first 
reading, the document may be read by its title only. Orders 
from the board of street commissioners changing the names 
of streets, and orders granting locations for poles or posts, 
shall, however, have one reading only at the same session. 


CONFIRMATIONS. 


Rute 19. The question of confirming a nomination made 
by the mayor shall be decided by a yea and nay ballot. 


RECONSIDERATION. 


Ruxe 20.. When a vote has been passed, any member 
may move a reconsideration thereof at the same meeting; or 
he may give notice to the clerk, within twenty-four hours of 
the adjournment, of his intention to move a reconsideration 
at the next regular meeting; in which case the clerk shall 
retain possession of the papers until the next regular meet- 
ing; and when a motion for reconsideration is decided that 
vote shall not be reconsidered. 
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CONDUCT OF MEMBERS. 


Rute 21. Every member when about to speak shall 
rise, address the chair, and wait until he is recognized by 
him, and in speaking shall confine himself to the question, 
and avoid personalities. 

Rute 22. No member speaking shall, without his consent, 
be interrupted by another, except upon a point of order. 

Rue 23. No member shall be permitted to vote on any 
question, or serve on any committee, where his private right 
is immediately concerned, distinct from the public interest. 

Rue 24. Every member who shall be present when a 
question is put, where he is not excluded by interest, shall 
give his vote, unless the board for special reasons shall 
excuse him. Application to be so excused on any question 
must be made before the board is divided, or before the 
calling of the yeas and nays; and such application shall be 
accompanied by a brief statement of the reasons, and shall 
be decided without debate. 


STANDING COMMITTEES. 


Rute 25. The following standing committees of the 
board, to consist of three members each, and the members 
of the joint standing committees on the part of this board, 
named in the joint rules and orders of the city council, 
and all other committees, unless otherwise provided for, or 
specially directed by the board, shall be appointed by the

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES.

EXPENSES OF COMMITTEES. 


Rute 28. No money shall be drawn from the city treas- 
ury, for the purpose of paying the expenses of any com- 
mittee, or any portion of the same, while absent from the 
city of Boston, unless authorized by special vote of the 
board. 


SPECTATORS. 


Ruxe 29. No person, except a member of the board, 
shall be permitted to occupy the seat of any member while 
the board is in session.

All vacancies 
upon committees shall be filled in the manner of original 
appointment ; and members so appointed shall take rank ac- 
cording to the date of their appointment. 

Rue 38. The president may at any time call another 
member to the chair; but such substitution shall not continue 
beyond an adjournment. In all cases the president may vote. 

Rue 4. The president may make any rules that he deems 
proper to preserve order in the council chamber during ses- 


RULES OF THE COMMON COUNCIL. 43 


sions of the council, and he shall forbid smoking in the 
council chamber during a session. 


CLERK. 


Rue 5. The clerk shall keep a record of the acts, votes, 
and proceedings of the common council, and a separate rec- 
ord of all decisions of the chair upon questions of order. 
He shall have the care and custody of all papers belonging 
to this branch of the city council; and shall prepare a 
schedule of business in order for each meeting, in such 
manner as the president may direct. 

He shall draw up and send all messages to the board of 
aldermen ; and shall retain in his possession all papers until 
the right to file a notice of reconsideration has expired, and 
after such notice he shall keep the papers pertaining thereto 
until the right of reconsideration has expired. 


CONDUCT OF MEMBERS. 


Rute 6. Except when otherwise provided, no member 
shall speak for more than fifteen minutes, and a further equal 
time if the council so vote. No member shall speak a 
second time on a question, if another member, who has not 
spoken, claims the floor. 

Rute 7. No member shall interrupt another while speak- 
ing, except by rising to call to order, in which case the 
speaker shall not lose his right to the floor. 

Every member, while speaking, shall confine himself to 
the question under debate, and shall refrain from person- 
alities, and shall not refer to any other member of the 
council except by a respectful designation; and no member 
shall speak or vote out of his place without leave of the 


president. 
QUORUM. 


Rue 8. Whenever, on a rising vote or on a roll-call, a 
quorum does not vote, or whenever a member raises the 
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doubt of a quorum being present, the chair shall ascertain 
and declare whether a quorum is present. If there is no 


quorum present he shall immediately declare the council 
adjourned. 


COMMITTEES. 


Rute 9. All matters relating to the elections of members 
shall be referred to the standing committee on elections, 
which shall consist of five members. 

Rute 10. There shall be a standing committee on 
judiciary, consisting of five members, who shall have the 
power to obtain the opinion of the corporation counsel on 
all matters that shall be referred to them. 

Rue 11. All committees of this council shall be noti- 
fied of their meetings by the clerk of committees. They 
shall not sit during sessions of the council without special 
leave, nor be called on less notice than twenty-four hours 
from the time the notices are mailed by the clerk or de- 
spatched by special messenger, unless all the members con- 
sent; and they shall keep a record of their doings. The 
member first named shall be chairman, unless otherwise 
ordered by the committee, in which case the council shall 
be notified of the change; and the same rule shall apply 
to the members serving on joint committees. 

Rue 12. Special committees of this council shall con- 
sist of three members, unless otherwise ordered. 

Rute 13. No report of any committee shall be received 
unless agreed to by such committee at a duly notified meet- 
ing thereof. Such report, when presented, may be ordered 
to be printed, and shall then take its place among the unfin- 
ished business for consideration at the next meeting. 

Rue 14. Committees of this council, to whom any mat- 


ter is referred, shall report within four weeks, or ask for 
further time. 
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COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE. 


RuxtEe 15. When the council shall determine to go into 
-a committee of the whole the president shall appoint the 
member who shall take the chair. 

Rute 16. The rules of proceedings in the council shall 
be observed in committee of the whole, so far as they are 
applicable; but a motion to rise, report progress, and ask 
leave to sit again, shall be first in order, and shall be decided 
without debate; and the previous question shall not be 
moved. 


COURSE OF PROCEEDINGS. 


Rute 17. At every regular meeting of the council the 
order of business shall be as follows :— 


First. Reading of the records of the preceding meeting, 
if called for by any member. 

Second. Papers from the board of aldermen. 

Third. Reports of committee on finance. 

Fourth. Reports of committees, which shall be called for 
by divisions in numerical order. 

fifth. Motions, orders, and resolutions. They shall be 
read once, and may be referred or specially assigned, and, 
if no objection is made and no suspension of the rules is 
necessary, they may be given a second reading and passed. 

Sixth. Unfinished business of preceding meetings. ) 

Seventh. Communications and reports from city officers. 

Highth. Presentation of petitions, remonstrances, and 
memorials. 

Ninth. Notices of motions for reconsideration. 

Tenth. Motions, orders, and resolutions. 


Provided, however, that not more than thirty minutes shall 
be allowed for the presentation of papers under the fifth 
order of business. Papers shall be called for by divisions 
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in numerical order, and only one member in a division shall 
be recognized until each division has been called. 

Rute 18. All papers addressed to the council shall be 
presented by the president, or by a member; and, unless the 
council shall otherwise determine, they shall be read by the 
president, or such other person as he may request, and be 
taken up in the order in which they are presented. 

Rute 19. All ordinances, orders, and resolutions shall, 
unless rejected, have two several readings, after each of 
which debate shall be in order, and they shall then be put on 
their passage. Whenever the second reading immediately 
follows the first the document may be read by its title only, 
unless objection is made. 

Rute 20. No ordinance and no order or resolution im- 
posing penalties, or authorizing a loan or the expenditure of 
_ money shall have more than one reading on the same day ; 

but this rule shall not apply to an order to print a document 
or to provide refreshments during a session. 


MOTIONS. 


Rute 21. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if 
the president shall so direct, and no other motion shall be 
entertained until a reasonable time be afforded for compliance 
with such direction. 

Rute 22. In naming sums and fixing times the largest 
sum and longest time shall first be put to the question. 

RuxLE 23. When a question is under debate the president 
shall receive any of the following motions, but no others : — 


To adjourn. 

The previous question. 

To lay on the table. 

To close debate at a specified time. 
To especially assign to a time certain. 
To refer to a committee.

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7. To amend. 
8. To refer to another board. 
9. To postpone indefinitely. 


These several motions shall not be applied to each other, 
except that the motion to assign, refer, amend, or to close 
debate at a specified time, may be amended; and the pre- 
vious question may be demanded upon an amendment, which 
motion shall be decided without debate. When one of these 
motions has been made, none of the others, inferior to it in 
precedence, shall be made, and, in proceeding to vote, 
motions pending shall be put in the order of their rank, as 
above arranged. No motion or proposition of a subject dif- 
ferent from that under consideration shall be admitted under 
color of amendment. 

Rue 24. When a matter has been especially assigned 
to be taken up at a fixed hour, or at a certain stage of pro- 
ceedings, such matter shall, at the time appointed, or at any 
time subsequent thereto, during the same or succeeding 
meetings, be in order upon the call of any member, and 
take precedence of all other business. 

Rue 25. When an order or resolution relates to a sub- 
ject which may properly be examined and reported upon by 
an existing committee of the city council, such order or res- 
olution shall, upon presentation, be referred to such commit- 
tee. When a motion is made to refer any subject, and different 
committees are proposed, the motion shall be put in the fol- 
lowing order :— 


A standing committee of the council. 
A special committee of the council. 
A joint standing committee. 

A joint special committee. 


Rute 26. <A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, 
provided business of a nature to be recorded on the journal 
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has been transacted since a motion to adjourn was rejected ; 
_ and such motion shall be decided without debate. 

Rute 27. Debate on a call for the previous question, or 
on a motion to close debate at a specified time, or on a mo- 
tion to lay on the table, or take from the table, shall not 
exceed ten minutes, and no member shall speak more than 
three minutes. In such debate, however, the merits of the 
main question shall not be discussed. 

Rute 28. Any member may require the division of a 
question when the sense will admit of it; and any member 
may move at any time for the suspension of any rule or 
rules. 

PREVIOUS QUESTION. 


Ruin 29. When the previous question is ordered the vote 
shall be taken upon all pending amendments, and finally upon 
the main question. 

Rut 30. All incidental questions of order, arising after 
a motion is made for the previous question, shall be decided 
without debate, except on an appeal; and on such an appeal 
no member shall be allowed to speak more than once, with- 
out leave of the council. 

Rue 31. The previous question shall be put in the fol- 
lowing form: “ Shall the main question be now put ?” and all 
debate upon the main question shall be suspended until the 
previous question has been decided. 


APPEAL. 


Rute 32. No appeal from the decision of the president 
shall be entertained unless it is seconded; and no other 
business shall be in order till the question on the appeal has 
been decided. The question shall be put as follows: “ Shall 
the decision of the chair stand as the judgment of the 
council?” And it shall be deemed to be decided in the 
affirmative unless a majority of the votes given are to the 
contrary. 
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VOTING. 


Rue 33. If the president is unable to decide, or if any 
member doubts a vote, the president shall cause a rising vote 
to be taken on the question, without further debate. The 
president shall appoint two tellers for each division of the 
council, as fixed by him, who shall agree on a count, and 
report the result aloud to him. 

Rute 34. <A motion that any pending vote shall be taken 
by yeas and nays shall be in order at any time, and no 
debate shall be allowed thereon, but it shall be passed by 
the assent of one-fifth of the members present. 

Rute 35. After the announcement of a vote not taken 
by yeas and nays any member may move for a verification 
thereof by yeas and nays, and on such motion a debate of 
the original question, not exceeding five minutes, shall be 
permitted ; and the yeas and nays shall be taken, provided 
one-fifth of the members voting shall so require. 


RECONSIDERATION. 


Rute 36. When a vote has been passed, any member 
may move a reconsideration thereof at the same meeting, 
either immediately after the announcement of such vote, or 
whenever motions are in order; or if any member, who is 
not shown by a yea and nay vote to have voted against the 
prevailing side, shall give notice to the clerk, before ten 
o'clock A.M. of the next day but one following that on 
which a meeting was held (except the final meeting of the 
year, or that preceding any adjournment for over two 
weeks), of his intention so to do, he may move a reconsider- 
ation at the next meeting at which said motion is reached in 
the order of proceedings. 

Ruie 37. Debate on motions to reconsider shall be 
limited to thirty minutes, and no member shall speak more 
than five minutes. Whenever a matter has been especially 
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assigned, a notice, as above specified, to reconsider any vote 
affecting it shall be considered whenever such special assign- 
ment takes effect. 

Rute 88. When a motion for reconsideration has been 
decided that decision shall not be reconsidered, and no 
question shall be twice reconsidered unless it has been 
amended after the reconsideration ; nor shall any reconsider- 
ation be had upon either of the following motions : — 


To adjourn. 

The previous question. 

To lay on the table. 

To take from the table. 

To close debate at a specified time. 


RESCINDING VOTES. 


Rute 39. After a vote has been refused a reconsider- 
ation, it shall not be rescinded unless two-thirds of the whole 
number of the members of the common council vote in the 
affirmative. 


ELECTIONS. . 


Rue 40. All officers receiving any compensation from 
the city of Boston, who are primarily elected by the city 
council, shall be chosen in this branch by ballot, at a meet- 
ing subsequent to the one at which they are reported as 
nominated by a committee, or as elected by the board of 
aldermen. 

Rue 41. In all elections by ballot the number of blanks 
cast shall be reported, but shall not be counted in the returns. 
Ballots cast for ineligible persons shall be counted and re- 
ported, but only for the purpose of ascertaining the whole 
number of ballots cast. Where a plurality elects, if an in- 
eligible person receive a plurality there shall be no choice. 
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SEATS OF MEMBERS. 


Rute 42. No person, except a member of the council, 
shall be permitted to occupy the seat of any member while 
the council is in session. The seats of the members of the 
council shall be numbered, and shall be determined, in the 
presence of the council, by drawing the names of members 
and the numbers of the seats simultaneously ; and each member 
shall be entitled for the year to the seat bearing the number 
so drawn against his name, and shall not change it, except 
by the permission of the president. 


SPECTATORS. 


Rue 43. The city messenger shall allow no persun upon 
the floor of the council chamber, or in either of the anterooms, 
except members of the city government and reporters, with- 
out the permission of the president; and, while the council 
is in session, no person except members of the city govern- 
ment and reporters shall be allowed in either of the ante- 
rooms on the easterly side. The president shall order such 
accommodations on the floor for reporters and spectators 
as he shall deem proper; provided, however, that no specta- 
tors shall be seated behind the members of the council. 

Rue 44. The council chamber shall be used for meet- 
ings of the council only, unless by special vote of the com- 
mon council; provided, that during the summer recess the 
president may allow the chamber to be used for public pur- 
poses, in all cases reporting his action to the council at its 
next meeting. The anteroom and large committee-room on 
the east shall be subject to the same rules; except that the 
president may allow committee-meetings to be held therein 
at times when the council is not in session. The clerk’s 
room shall be assigned to the clerk of the common council 
for occupancy and use. The anteroom between the council 
chamber and the clerk’s room shall be used during the

meetings of the council to give access to the seats on the 
floor, and such other purposes as the president may direct ; 
provided, that smoking there shall not be allowed on the part 
of visitors. The general care and supervision of these rooms 
are hereby intrusted to the city messenger, subject to the 
direction of the president; but no expenditure of money 
shall be made except by direct vote of the common council. 


REFRESHMENTS AND CARRIAGE—-HIRE. 


Rue 45. No bill for refreshments or carriage-hire shall 
be incurred by any member of the common council, ex- 
cept in the discharge of official duty, and all bills for 
refreshments, after being duly certified to by the mem- 
bers incurring the same, shall be submitted to the audit- 
ing committee as hereinafter provided. All carriages shall 
be hired through the city messenger, who shall obtain and 
verify the bills within twenty days from the date when they 
were incurred, and the clerk of committees shall furnish to 
the city messenger a copy of the vote, in each case, author- 
izing the use of such carriages. When the common council 
is in session at eleven P.M., the city messenger is directed to 
provide carriages to convey members and officials to their 
respective homes, if they so desire. The president is hereby 
authorized to incur bills for refreshments or carriage-hire while 
in the discharge of his official duties. The prices paid for 
all carriages hired under this rule shall be in conformity with 
the rates established by the board of police. All bills so in- 
curred for refreshments and carriage-hire shall be charged 
to the contingent fund of the common council, and all bills 
for refreshments shall be audited, before presentation to 
the city auditor, by a committee of three members of the 
common council. Said committee shall satisfy themselves 
of the correctness of such bills, both as to authority and 
amount, and may require evidence before approving them 
for payment; such audit shall be completed monthly, on 
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or before the twenty-fifth day of the month, and no bill 
shall be considered unless presented within three months 
of the date of incurring the same. 

The city auditor shall report in print every three months, 
giving in detail the bills allowed and the votes authorizing 
the same. 


REPEAL. 


Rute 46. The foregoing rules shall not be altered, 
amended, suspended, or repealed, at any time, except by the 
votes of two-thirds of the members of the common council 
present and voting thereon. 


JOINT RULES AND ORDERS 


OF THE 


OU Yer GO abNGOelesle 


AS ADOPTED ON JANUARY 27 AND MAY 12, 1890. 


RuxEe 1. There shall be appointed at the commencement 
of the municipal year the following joint committees, the 
members of which shall be appointed by the respective 
branches in such manner as they may determine. Said 
committees shall respectively examine as often as they 
deem necessary the accounts of public moneys received and 
expended by the several departments. To the said com- 
mittees severally shall be referred all estimates and appli- 
cations for appropriations of the respective departments, 
and said committees shall, from time to time, report on all 
matters which may be referred to them, namely : — 


1. A committee on Architect Depariment, to consist of 
‘two aldermen and three members of the common council. 

2. A committee on Assessing Department, to consist of 
three aldermen and five members of the common council. 

3. A committee on Auditing Department, to consist of 
two aldermen and three members of the common council. 

4. A committee on Bridge Department, to consist of 
three aldermen and five members of the common council. 

5. A committee on the Depariment of Public Buildings, 
to consist of three aldermen and five members of the com- 
mon council. 
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6. A committee on Cemeteries, to consist of three alder- 
men and five members of the common council. 

7. A committee on the Crty Clerk Department, to con- 
sist of two aldermen and three members of the common 
council. 

8. <A committee on the Collecting Department, to consist 
of two aldermen and three members of the common council. 

9. A committee on the Department of Public Grounds, 
to consist of three aldermen and five members of the common 
council. 

10. A committee on the Hngineering Department, to 
consist of two aldermen and three members of the common 
council. 

11. A committee on the Ferry Department, to consist of 
three aldermen and five members of the common council. 

12. A committee on the Fire Department, to consist of 
two aldermen and three members of the common council. 

13. A committee on Harbor, to consist of two aldermen 
and three members of the common council. 

14. A committee on Health Depariment and Sanitary 
Police, to consist of three aldermen and five members of the 
common council. 

15. A committee on the Hospital Department, to consist 
of two aldermen and three members of the common council. 

16. A committee on the Department for the Inspection of 
Buildings, to consist of three aldermen and five members of 
the common council. 

17. A committee on the Department of Public Institu- 
tions, to consist of three aldermen and five members of the 
common council. 

18. A committee on the Lamp Department, to consist of 
three aldermen and five members of the common council. 

19. A committee on Public Lands, to consist of two 
aldermen and three members of the common council. 

20. A committee on the Law Department, to consist of 
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three aldermen and five members of the common council. 
(The committee on ordinances provided in Rule 2.) 

21. A committee on the Library Depariment, to consist 
of three aldermen and five members of the common council. 

22. A committee on the Market Department, to consist 
of three aldermen and five members of the common council. 

23. A committee on the Department for the Relief of the 
Poor, to consist of two aldermen and three members of the 
common council. 

24. A committee on the Park Department, to consist of 
three aldermen and five members of the common council. 

25. A committee on the Street Department, to consist of 
three aldermen and five members of the common council. 

26. A committee on the Police Department, to consist of 
two aldermen and three members of the common council. 

27. A committee on the Printing Department, to consist 
of three aldermen and five members of the common council. 

28. A committee on the Registry Department, to consist 
of two aldermen and three members of the common council. 

29. A committee on Schools and School-houses, to consist 
of three aldermen and five members of the common council. 

30. A committee on the Sewer Department, to consist of 
three aldermen and five members of the common council. 

31. A committee on Laying out and Widening Streets, 
to consist of three aldermen and five members of the com- 
mon council. 

32. A committee on the Surveying Department, to consist 
of two aldermen and three members of the common council. 

33. A committee on the Treasury Department, to consist 
of two aldermen and three members of the common council. 

34. A committee on Water, to consist of three aldermen 
and five members of the common council. 

All departments not above specified shall for these pur- 
poses be in charge of the joint standing committee on 
Finance. 


JOINT RULES OF THE CITY COUNCIL. 57 


Rute 2. There shall also be appointed annually, in like 
manner, the following joint standing committees to perform 
the duties assigned them : — 


1. A committee on Appropriations, to consist of seven 
aldermen and seven councilmen, to whom shall be referred 
the estimates of the departments prepared by the auditor in 
February annually, and also any suggestions thereon from 
His Honor the Mayor. They shall, on or before the 
fifteenth day of March, report an order appropriating such 
sums as they deem necessary for the lawful public uses, 
and setting forth in detail, as far as convenient, the pur- 
poses. 

2. A committee on Claims, to consist of three aldermen 
and five councilmen, to whom shall be referred all claims 
against the city arising from the act or neglect of any of its 
departments. They shall report monthly the number and 
nature of the claims approved by them, and the amount of 
money awarded or paid in settlement thereof. 

3. A committee on the Contingent Hapenses of the city 
council, to consist of three aldermen and five councilmen, 
to whom shall be referred all matters involving expenditures 
from any appropriation for such purposes. They shall ex- 
amine all bills and vouchers for expenditures chargeable to 
such appropriation, and, if the same are correctly certified 
to, shall authenticate them, if correct, by the signature of 
their chairman, and send the same to the city auditor on or 
before the twentieth day of each month, to be paid in accord- 
ance with the provisions of the Revised Ordinances of 1890. 
They shall report in print to the city council, on the first 
of every month, the auditor’s statement of expenditures from 
said fund, in reasonable detail, and the amount remaining 
unexpended. They shall have the supervision of City Hall 
and the clerk of committees’ department and the city 
messenger’s department. 
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4. <A committee on FY%nance, to consist of three aldermen 
and five councilmen, to whom shall be referred all applica- 
tions for expenditures which involve a loan, or a transfer of 
any part of an appropriation named in the general appropria- 
tion order, or from the reserved fund. 

5. A committee on the City Hall Reference Library, to 
consist of two aldermen and three councilmen, to have 
charge of said library, and to expend any sums appropriated 
therefor. 

6. A committee on Legislative Matters, to consist of two 
aldermen and three councilmen, who shall, unless otherwise 
ordered, appear before committees of the general court and 
represent the interests of the city ; provided said committee 
shall not, unless directed so to do by the city council, oppose 
any legislation petitioned for by the preceding city council. 
It shall report in print to the city council all bills, resolves, 
and petitions presented to the legislature affecting the city 
of Boston or any department thereof. Such printed report 
shall be made at the next meeting of either branch after such 
application is made, or earlier, at the discretion of said com- 
mittee. ) 

7. A committee on Ordinances, to consist of three alder- 
men and five councilmen, to whom shall be referred all ordi- 
nances introduced in either branch, or transmitted to them 
by vote of any standing committee. Unless specially in- 
structed, they shall merely pass upon the question of the 
form and legality of the ordinance so referred, but they may 
append an order that such ordinance “ought not to pass,” 
and give their reasons therefor. Such reports shall be 
made in not over two weeks from the meeting at which the 
reference was ordered in the ordinance received from a 
committee. They shall also constitute the standing com- 
mittee on the Law Department provided in Rule 1. 

8. <A committee on Printing, to consist of three aldermen 
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and five councilmen, who shall have the charge of all print- 
ing, advertising, or publishing ordered by or for the city 
council, or either branch, as one of its contingent or inci- 
dental expenses, and the supply of all stationery or binding 
for the same purpose. They shall annually appoint an agent 
to transact the business, and, unless otherwise ordered by 
vote of the city council, they shall employ the person ap- 
pointed as superintendent of printing under the provisions 
of chapter 30 of the Revised Ordinances of 1890. When 
so employed he shall receive for both positions only 
the salary fixed by ordinance for the superintendent of 
printing. 

The committee shall fix the number of copies to be printed 
of any document printed as above, the minimum, however, 
to be six hundred; and they shall have the right to make 
rules and regulations for the care, custody, and distribution 
of the same by the city messenger. They shall constitute 
the standing committee on the Printing Department, pro- 
vided in Rule 1. 

9. A committee on Underground Wires, to consist of 
three aldermen and five members of the common council. 


COMMITTEES. 


Rute 3. The member of the board of aldermen first 
named on every joint standing committee shall be its chair- 
man; and, in case of his resignation or inability, the other 
‘members of the same board in the order designated by the 
chairman of the board, and after them the members of the 
common council in the order named, shall act as chairman. 
The chairman shall call meetings of the committee at his 
discretion, or at the written request of a majority of the 
members. Every joint special committee may choose its own 
chairman. 

Rue 4. The joint standing committees shall cause rec- 
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ords of their proceedings to be kept in books provided for 
that purpose; and at all meetings of committees the records 
of the previous meeting shall be read, unless otherwise 
ordered by the committee. In all such meetings of com- 
mittees all votes shall, at the request of any member, be 
taken by yeas and nays and recorded. 

Rue 5. No meeting of any committee shall, without the 
consent of all the members thereof, be called upon less notice 
than twenty-four hours from the time the clerk shall have 
mailed the notices or despatched them by special messenger. 

Rue 6. Any joint committee may expend from the ap- 
propriation for contingent expenses an amount not exceeding 
two hundred dollars in any one year, for purposes con- 
nected with the duties of said committee for which no pro- 
vision has been otherwise made, except for refreshments or 
carriage-hire. 


CONFERENCE COMMITTEES. 


Rue 7. In every case of disagreement between the two 
branches of the city council, if either branch shall request 
a conference, and appoint a committee of conference, the other 
branch shall also appoint such a committee. Both commit- 
tees shall, at an hour to be agreed upon by their chairmen, 
meet and state to each other, verbally or in writing, as either 
shall choose, the reasons for the action of their respective 
branches in relation to the matter in controversy, shall con- 
fer freely thereon, and shall report to their respective 
branches. 


REFERENCE TO COMMITTEES. 


Rue 8. When an order or resolution relates to a subject 
which may properly be examined and reported upon by an 
existing committee of the city council, such order or resolu- 
tion shall, upon presentation, be referred to such committee. 
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Either branch of the city council may commit or recommit 
to a joint committee; but a reference with instructions, 
shall require concurrent action. 


REPORTS OF COMMITTEES. 


Rute 9. No report of a joint committee shall be received 
by either branch of the city council unless agreed to by such 
committee at a duly notified meeting thereof. The report 
of a committee upon any subject referred to it shall, unless 
otherwise ordered by the city council or by the committee, 
be presented to the branch in which the order of reference 
originated. It shall be the duty of every joint committee 
to which any subject may be specially referred, to report 
thereon within four weeks, or to ask for further time. 

Rute 10. «All reports and other papers submitted to the 
city council shall be written or printed, and no indorsement 
of any kind shall be made on the reports, memorials, or other 
papers, excepting those made by the officers of either branch, 
or the name of the member offering the same. Every re- 
port of a committee shall be signed by a member belonging 
to the body to which it shall be presented, unless otherwise 
directed by the committee. Every member presenting an 
order, ordinance, or resolution, shall endorse his name 
thereon. Such member shall be informed, by the clerk of 
the committee to which the matter is referred, of the time 
fixed for its consideration, if he give notice of his desire to 
be heard thereon. 

Rute 11. Any report containing any recommendation, 
other than “leave to withdraw,” or “inexpedient to take 
further action,” or reference to another board or committee, 
shall be accompanied by an ordinance, order, or resolve, 
embodying such recommendation ; and such report shall be 
acted upon separately. 

Rute 12. Any member of a joint committee may submit 
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a minority report at the same time as the majority report, 
and, if the latter be in print, he shall be allowed to submit 
his report also in print. Either branch may order to be 
printed the report of any committee submitted to it, or any 
document relating to a subject under consideration, the 
expense thereof to be charged to the general appropriation 
for printing. 


CLERK OF COMMITTEES. 


Ruue 13. The clerk of committees shall, at the request 
of the chairman of any committee of which he is clerk, make 
copies of any papers to be reported by it, and he shall notify 
each member of the city council of all public committee 
hearings. He shall post daily in the corridor of the city 
hall, and in the chamber of the board of aldermen, and in 
the city messenger’s office, a list of the committee meetings 
to be held that day. 


ORDINANCES, ORDERS, AND RESOLUTIONS. 


Rue 14. If any ordinance, order, or resolution, originat- 
ing in one branch, shall fail to pass in the other, notice shall 
be given, under the signature of the clerk, to the branch in 
which the same originated. 

Rute 15. In all votes requiring concurrent action the 
form of expression shall be “Ordered” for everything by 
way of command; and the form shall be “ Resolved” for 
everything expressing opinions, principles, facts, or pur- 
poses. 


APPROPRIATIONS AND EXPENDITURES. 


Rute 16. Whenever the city council shall order an ex- 
penditure by any committee, board, or officer, either in 
addition to the estimates on which the appropriation was 
made, or for an object not included in such estimates, it 
shall provide for the payment of the same. 
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No expenditure shall be made from the reserved fund 
except by a transfer to some other appropriation, or to a new 
appropriation to be established. 

No expenditure shall be charged to the appropriation for 
incidentals excepting the amounts necessary to pay judg- 
ments, or to settle claims against the city, and transfers. 

Rute 17. When application shall be made for an addi- 
tional appropriation, to be provided for by transfer or loan, 
such appropriation shall not be made until the application 
has been referred to, and reported upon by, the committee 
on Finance. 
~ Rute 18. No order authorizing the borrowing of money, 
or the transfer of one appropriation or part of an appropria- 
tion to another appropriation, shall be passed, unless two- 
thirds of the whole number of the members of each branch 
of the city council vote in the affirmative, by vote taken by 
yea and nay. 

Rute 19. No presiding officer of a board, or chairman 
of a committee, unless duly authorized by such board or 
committee, shall approve any bill or account against the city. 


REFRESHMENTS AND CARRIAGES. 


Rute 20. No bills for refreshments or carriages shall be 
paid, unless such bills shall specify in detail the names of the 
members to whom such refreshments or carriages are fur- 
nished, and the dates of furnishing the same. No member 
of the city council shall incur any such bills, unless the 
same be furnished while performing some duty with which 
he has been charged by a committee of which he is a 
member, and by the vote of such committee authorizing such 
special expenditure. All bills for refreshments shall be pre- 
sented at the time incurred, and shall be approved by the 
members of the city council incurring the same; provided, 
however, that all bills contracted by sub-committees shall be 
submitted to and approved by the full committee. 
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All carriages shall be ordered through the city messenger, 
who shall examine and audit the bills therefor within twenty 
days from the date they are incurred, and the clerk of 
committees shall furnish the city messenger a copy of the 
vote, in each case, authorizing the use of such carriages. 

All bills for refreshments, or carriages, shall be paid from 
the appropriation for the contingent expenses of the city 
council, and, if containing items incurred more than three 
months previous to the date of their presentation to the 
auditor, shall go before the city council for approval. The 
prices paid for all carriages hired under this rule shall be in 
eonformity with the rates established by the board of police. 


NOTICE TO OTHER BRANCH. 


Rute 21. All papers requiring concurrent action shall 
be transmitted from one branch of the city council to the 
other before the next regular meeting of the latter branch, 
with the action of the branch sending them indorsed there- 
on, and signed by the regular presiding officer of such 
branch, or, in his absence, by the clerk, or assistant clerk, 
of such body. In case of votes or action by either branch, 
not based on written orders or papers, notice of the same 
shall be transmitted to the other branch, signed as herein- 
before directed. 


REPEAL. 


Rute 22. The foregoing rules shall not be altered, 
amended, suspended, or repealed, at any time, except by 
the votes of two-thirds of the members of each branch of 
the city council present and voting thereon.

The office of Auditor was established by the ordinance of 
August 2, 1824. Regular annual reports of receipts and 
expenditures have been published by the Auditor since 1825. 
These reports show the annual receipts of the City and 
County, the debt, and the public property. Similar, but 
less complete, reports were published by finance committees 
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from 1811 to 1824, inclusive. The previous reports are broad- 
sides. Since June 1, 1867, the Auditor publishes monthly 
exhibits of all City and County expenditures. Until 1890 he 
published also the annual estimates of revenues and expenses. 

The first day of each month is pay-day. Bills presented to the several 
departments on or before the 15th of any month are ready for payment at 


this office on the first of the next month, when properly approved and a suffi- 
cient appropriation is available. Laborers are paid weekly.

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Appointed during good behavior, by the Inspector, with 
the approval of the Mayor. Salary, $2,000 each. The 
Department for the Inspection of Buildings was created by 
statute in 1871 (Chap. 280). The Department publishes 
annual reports since 1872. 


Under the provisions of the statutes relating to buildings in the City of 
Boston, and under provisions of the City Ordinances relating to build- 
ings, the department has supervision over the following matters : — 


The erection of brick, stone, and iron buildings, under statute provi- 
sions, throughout the city limits. 

The erection of wooden or frame buildings of limited dimensions and 
range, outside of the building limits, under the provision of the city 
ordinance. 

Additions, alterations, and repairs on all classes of buildings, with 
especial reference to their compliance with the present requirements 
of the building law. , 

The inspection of unsafe buildings and structures, with full power to 
require the securing or removal of the same, and in cases where the 
security of the public is imperilled in life and limb, authority to enter 
upon, secure, or take down the same, as the exigencies of the public 
safety, in the opinion of the Inspector, may require. 

The examination of buildings damaged by fire or accident, with authority 
to enter upon the premises and investigate the origin of fires. 

The inspection of buildings liable to take fire from unsafe flues and 
heating apparatus. 

The supervision and the protection of the building limits in which the 
erection of independent wooden buildings is prohibited by statute 
law, with certain limitations as to wharves, market buildings, and 
elevators for grain and coal. 

Authority to issue permits for wooden and frame sheds for special pur- 
poses, within the building limits of the city. 

The examination for approval of plans and specifications of all proposed 
buildings. 

The examination for approval of plans of proposed tenement-houses, 
public and family hotels, with especial reference to their compliance 
with special statute provisions, regulating area for light and ventilation, 
material of construction, water-closets, drainage, cesspools, height 
of habitable rooms, window openings, hall-ways, construction of stair- 
ways, fire-escapes, and the height of the buildings as regulated by the 
width of the street upon which they are to be erected. 
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The enforcement of statutory provisions requiring fire-escapes upon cer- 
tain buildings in which operatives are employed, in factories, mills, 
or manufactories, tenement-houses and hotels, ete. 

Authority as to buildings used for public purposes, to regulate the en- 
trances, door-ways, passage-ways; their width, construction, and 
number, and obstructions that may be placed therein; the arrange- 
ment of the seatings, and the use of combustible materials, draperies, 
scenery, properties, etc. 

The inspection of all hoist-ways and elevators in buildings, with reference 

~ to their construction and use in conformity with the requirements of 
the Public Statutes, authority being vested in the Inspector of Build- 
ings to prohibit their use if unsafe or dangerous, or not conforming 
to the requirements of law, a notice of said action to be placarded on 
the door or entrance of the car or elevator. 

The setting of steam-engines and boilers. The building of furnaces for 
melting glass, iron, or other metals. 

The building of ovens, kilns, etc. The setting of heating apparatus in 
all classes of buildings. 

The examination of the grade of cellar-bottoms of buildings built upon 
filled land ; reporting violations of the same to the Board of Aldermen. 

The storage of combustible material in buildings occupied in whole or 
in part as dwellings, within the limits of the city. 

Authority to regulate the number of watchmen, red lights, gongs, etc., 
and any further provisions deemed necessary for the protection of life 
in hotels, boarding and lodging houses. 

Examination for approval of the construction of bay-windows and other 
projections over or into the highways, for which the Board of Alder- 
‘men may grant licenses. ? 

The examination of buildings, with reference to their being provided 
with ample and sufficient means of egress, and their compliance with 
statute requirements, upon petition for license to occupy the same as a 
place of public amusement. | 

Authority to apply to any Court in Equity for an injunction restraining 
the erection or alteration of a building which does not conform to the 
requirements of law, and the construction of windows, steps, and 
porches, etc., projecting into or over any public highway, without a 
license from the Board of Aldermen. 

The inspection of all steam-boilers, so that the facts and returns relative to 
them, required to be made, may be reported to the Tax Commissioners. 

The projection of electric, gas and oil lights from buildings throughout 
the city. 
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The construction, management, and inspection of hoist-ways and eleva- 
tors throughout the city. 

The regulation of plumbing. 

Authority, on complaint of any officer empowered to serve criminal 
process, to enter and inspect any building which is believed to be re- 
sorted to for gaming purposes, and to cause any obstructions of 
unusual strength to be removed. 

The examinations of buildings, to see that they conform to the require- 
ments of Stat. 1888, Chap. 426. 

To notify owners what changes are necessary to conform to said act. 

To issue certificates when buildings conform to said act. 

To revoke certificates when buildings have been changed from their con- 
ditions at the time of granting said certificates. 


BUILDING LIMITS. 
[Stat. 1885, Chap. 374, § 21. Rev. Ord., Chap. 48, § 30.] 


Among other restrictions imposed by the law and ordinances on the 
erection of buildings, it is provided that no wooden building shall be 
erected within the following limits : — 

Beginning at the intersection of the centre lines of Dover and Albany 
streets, and thence running east through the centre of said Dover street 
to the Harbor Commissioners’ line; thence by the said Harbor Commis- 
sioners’ line around the northerly portion of the City proper to a point 
on Charles river at the intersection of said line with the boundary line 
between Brookline and Boston; thence along said boundary line to the 
centre of Longwood avenue; thence through the centre of said avenue 
to the centre of Bumstead lane; thence through the centre of said lane 
to the centre of Ward street; thence through the centre of said Ward 
street to the centre of Parker street; thence through the centre of said 
Parker street to the centre of Ruggles street; thence through the centre 
of said Ruggles street to the centre of Washington street; thence through 
the centre of said Washington street to a point opposite the centre of 
Palmer street; thence through the centre of said Palmer street and 
through the centre of Eustis street to the centre of Hampden street; and 
thence through the centre of said Hampden street and the centre of 
Albany street to the point of beginning.

The Public Buildings of the City and County comprise the City Hall, 
the Registry of Deeds, the Court-House, Faneuil Hall and Faneuil Hall 
Market-House, the Jail and Dead House, the Institutions at South Bos- 
ton and Deer Island, the Old State-House, the Public Library, the City 
Hospital, the City Building (12 and 14 Beacon street), the Armories, the 
School-houses (numbering 175), and all the Engine, Hydrant, and Hook- 
and-Ladder Houses in the City, including Roxbury, Dorchester, West 
Roxbury, Brighton, and Charlestown, besides other buildings used 
for public purposes, numbering in all 293, not including 4 leased 
buildings. The office of the Superintendent of Public Buildings was 
established by ordinance on July 1, 1850, and annual reports have been 
published by the Superintendent since 1851.

The City Clerk, chosen annually in January by concurrent 
vote of the two branches of the City Council, has the care 
and custody of the records of the Board of Aldermen and of 
all City records, documents, maps, plans, and papers, except 
where otherwise provided for. He also records chattel mort- 
gages, assignments of wages, liens upon vessels, and per- 
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forms other duties imposed by statute, especially in providing 
the vast machinery for two annual elections. See Doc. 1, 
1890, pages 36—45. 

The City Clerk is, ex officio, clerk of the Board of Alder- 
men and of all meetings of both branches of the City Council 
when met in convention. 

The Assistant City Clerk is appointed annually by the City 
Clerk, subject to the approval of the Mayor, and discharges 
the duties of the City Clerk in his absence or in case of a 
vacancy in that office [Rev. Ord., Chap. 4, §§ 5,6]. By Pub.

He is also in 
charge of the construction of a system of intercepting and 
outlet sewers (Improved Sewerage or Main Drainage), and 
of the engineering work in connection with the parks. The 
office of City Engineer was established by ordinance on 
October 31, 1850.

On December 17, 1869, the City voted to 
purchase the ferry property and franchise for the sum of $275,- 
000; and the property was delivered to the City on April 1, 
1870. [See City Doc. 115 of 1869.]! The general care 
and management of the East Boston Ferries are entrusted to 
a Board of Commissioners, five in number, appointed annu- 
ally, and exercising the powers vested in the City Council by 
statute.

The Department was not placed on 
a business basis until 1837, the Chief Engineer of the paid 
Department publishing annual reports from 1838 until 1873. 
By the ordinance of October 24, 1873, the Department was 
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placed under a Board of three Fire Commissioners, who 
have published annual reports since 1874. At the present 
time the Fire Department consists of a Board of three Fire 
Commissioners, who have entire control of the department, 
a Chief, an Assistant Chief, nine District Chiefs, a Superin- 
tendent of Fire-Alarms, and officers, engine-men, telegraph 
operators, etc., to the number of about seven hundred 
in all.

All that part south and west of District 7 to the boundary line 
of Ward 23 (formerly West Roxbury), and west of Shawmut avenue, 
to the Brookline boundary line, and including Ward 25, formerly 
Brighton. 

Dist. 9. Al) that part south of Districts 6 and 7 to Ward 23, and a line 
running through the centre of Blue Hill avenue, Columbia, Green, 
Bowdoin, Chureh, and East streets, and east of District 8, to the 
water. 

ist. 10. All the southerly part of Boston south of Districts 8 and 9 
including Ward 23 (formerly West Roxbury).

A constant watch is kept at the head-quarters, City Hall, night and 
day, by the operators. Each operator has assigned to him certain hours 
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of duty, during which time he is responsible for the correct use of 
the apparatus in giving alarms, for testing the circuits, and for other 
details pertaining to the service. An automatic arrangement is con- 
nected with the receiving apparatus, by which assistance may be called 
from the sleeping apartments, if at any time the operator should be 
suddenly incapacitated from performing his duties. 

An accurate account is kept of the time of each alarm, of the 
station from which it; originates, and of all other necessary informa- 
tion. ; 
Alarms are transmitted to the Central Office, from the signal stations, 
or boxes, by pulling a slide in the box. The police-officers and other 
persons near each station have keys to the boxes. There are 501 fire- 
alarm boxes in connection with the head-quarters, numbered variously 
from 2 to 874. 

ALARMs are. sounded by striking the number of the box upon the 
alarm-bells, and upon the gongs in the engine-houses, for three 
rounds. 

Second Alarms are sounded by striking ten blows, followed by the 
box number. Third Alarms are sounded by striking ten blows twice, 
followed by the box number. 

In cases where the entire department is required, alarms are sounded 
by striking twelve blows twice, followed by the box number. 

In cases where special apparatus is wanted, signals are given as fol-

to be followed by the numbers of the Companies wanted, and the 
number of the box to which they are called. 

Of other signals given on the fire-alarm bells, 689 indicates a fire 
at Deer Island; 698 indicates a call from Chelsea for assistance ; 699 in- 
dicates a call upon Chelsea for assistance ; 22 indicates ‘‘ no school.” 

MerIDIAN BELLS, at their various locations on churches, schvol- 
houses, and engine-houses, are struck from the Fire-Alarm office pre- 
cisely at noon (standard time), every day. Correct time is furnished 
by telegraph from the Observatory of Harvard University, so that ac- 
curacy is secured. 

All bells in the city proper north of Dover street, except the Faneuil 
Hall bell, have been cut out from sounding public alarms. 
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FIRE—MARSHAL. 
[Stat. 1886, Chap. 354; 1887, Chap. 231. ] 


The Fire-Marshal is appointed by the Governor, to hold office for 
three years from the date of his appointment, or until his successor is 
appointed, with the duty of examining into the cause, circumstances, 
and origin of fires in the City of Boston, for which purpose he is 
vested with certain judicial and police powers. The Board of Fire 
Commissioners makes rules and regulations for the performance of the 
duties of the Fire-Marshal, and supervises his investigations and pro- 
ceedings when in its opinion the public interests will be subserved 
thereby. The salary and expenses of the Fire-Marshal are repaid to the 
City of Boston from the treasury of the Commonwealth, to an extent not 
exceeding 25 per cent. of the State tax collected on premiums for writing 
fire risks in the City of Boston during the preceding year.

HEALTH DEPARTMENT.

The first Board of Health in Boston was established in 1799, 
under the special statute of February 13, 1799. The first 
collected edition of the statutes under which this Board acted, 
was published in 1811 (pp. 38), and contained also the regu- 
lations of the Board. This Board had in substance the same 
powers as the present Board of Health, and was abolished 
by the first City charter. The present Board of Health was 
established by the ordinance of December 2, 1872, and has 
published annual reports since 1873. From 1822 to 1873 
the functions of the Board were exercised through the City 
Council. The Health Department, created by the Revised 
Ordinances of 1890, continues the Board as established in 
1872, and first organized on January 15, 1873. This Board 
consists of three Commissioners, one being appointed an- 
nually for a term of three years from the first day of May.

BATH—HOUSES. 


By an ordinance passed Dec. 27, 1879, the Board of Health was ap- 
pointed and invested with authority to carry into effect the provisions 
of Chapter 214 of the Statutes of 1874, entitled, ‘‘ An act to authorize 
cities and towns to erect and maintain public baths and wash-houses,”’ 
which act was accepted by the City on January 2, 1875. Seventeen free 
bath-houses have been established, open daily from June 1 to Sept. 30, 
at which, during the season of 1887, the number of persons bathing was 
866,609 ; in 1888, 784,385; in 1889, 780,744.

HOSPITAL DEPARTMENT. 


[Stat. 1880, Chap. 174. 


Rev. Ord., Chap. 27. ] 


The City Hospital, on the south-east side of Harrison avenue, 
occupies the entire square between Hast Springfield and East 
Concord streets, and a part of the adjacent square to East 
Chester park, and was begun on September 9, 1861. It 
consists of many pavilions, connected with the central 


structure. This hospital was established for the reception 
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of those in need of temporary relief during illness or 
from injuries. The Board of Trustees publishes annual 
reports since 1865 ; and four volumes of Medical and Surgi- 
cal Reports have been issued. 


BOARD OF TRUSTEES. 


The Trustees of the City Hospital are incorporated by 
Chap. 174 of the Acts of 1880, and are authorized to receive 
and hold real and personal estate bequeathed or devised to 
said corporation to an amount not exceeding $1,000,000. 
The Trustees are five in number, one of whom is ap- 
pointed annually in April, for the term of five years from 
the first day of May. The Board as at present consti- 
tuted is as follows :—

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PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS. 


[Stat. 1889, Chap. 245. Rev. Ord., Chap. 34.] 


The Institutions under the charge of the Commissioners 
may be classed under three heads: First, penal and reforma- 
tory, namely, the House of Correction, the House of Indus- 
try, the House of Reformation, and the Truant School; 
second, the almshouses, namely, Long Island for men; 
Rainsford Island for women; the Almshouse at Charles- 
town for both sexes, and the Marcella-street Home for 
Neglected Children ; third, the Boston Lunatic Hospital, with 
an outlying ward for the chronic insane at Austin Farm. 
These Institutions are under the care and government of a 
Board of three Commissioners of Public Institutions, one of 
whom is appointed annually, to serve for a term of three 
years from the first day of May. The Department has 
charge of in-dvor relief, and was branched off from the Over- 
seers of the Poor, who give out-door relief, in 1823. The 
Department has charge also of all correctional institutions 
for the City and County. The publications of the Department 
begin in 1824, and are very numerous. The combined an- 
nual reports for the Institutions named begin in 1858.

LIBRARY DEPARTMENT.! 
[Stats. 1878, Chap. 114. Rev. Ord., Chap. 31.] 

The Trustees of the Public Library are incorporated by an 
act of the Legislature, passed April 4, 1878, and are author- 
ized to receive and hold real and personal estate which may 
be given, bequeathed, or devised to said corporation, to an 
amount not exceeding $1,000,000. The first trustees were 
appointed under the ordinance of October 14, 1852, and 
published their first annual report in 1853. These reports, 
dealing largely with the statistics of the Public Library, 
have been continued without interruption. The first cata- 
logue of the library was published in 1854 (8vo, pp. iv, 
180). The second catalogue, of Bates Hall, was published 
in 1861; a Supplement in 1866. The Trustees have pub- 
lished also catalogues of the Lower Hall collections, of the 
Charlestown, Jamaica Plain, and other branch libraries ; 


1New Liprary BuILpInG. — By Chap. 222 of the Acts of 1880, amended 
by Chap. 141 of the Acts of 1883, the Commonwealth granted to the City of 
Boston a lot of land on the southerly corner of Dartmouth and Boylston 
streets ‘for the purpose of erecting and maintaining thereon a building for 
the use of the Public Library of said city.” By Chap. 143 of the Acts of 
1882 said city was authorized to take, by purchase or otherwise, land “for 
the erection thereon of a Public Library, and for a yard for the same,” with 
authority to ‘‘ appropriate and use therefor any land now owned by it.” Under 
the provisions of the last-named act, by an order approved April 17, 1883, 
certain lands adjacent to the land granted by the State were taken, and 
by order, approved April 14, 1883, loans were authorized as follows, viz.: 
$180,000, to pay for the land taken as above, and $450,000 for the erection 
of a Library building. By Chap. 60 of the Acts of 1887 the construction of the new 
building was placed in the hands of the Board of Trustees of the Public Library; and 
by Chap. 68 of the Acts of 1889, and by order of March 11, 1889, a further loan of 
$1,000,000 was authorized for the completion of the building. The architects are 
Messrs. McKim, Mead & White. ;

The Arnold Arboretum contained originally 122.6 acres, belonging to 
Harvard University. This, together with nearly 45 acres of other land, 
was taken by the Park Commissioners for a Public Park, and 122 of the 
whole area of 167.4 acres were leased to the University, under perpetual 
lease, to be used only for the purposes of an arboretum, under the trusts 
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created by the wills of Benjamin Bussey and of James Arnold. The 
Arboretum is open to visitors daily from 7 A.M. until sunset. The Park 
Commissioners have charge also of the Commonwealth-avenue grounds 
between West Chester park and Beacon street, and of the Leif Erikson 
statue.

POLICE DEPARTMENT. 
[Stat. 1885, Chap. 323. ] 


The Board of Police was established by Chapter 323 ofthe 
Acts of 1885, and is composed of three citizens of Boston, 
chosen from the two principal political parties. The members 
are appointed by the Governor with the advice and consent 
of the Executive Council, and the full term of office is five 
years from the first day of May. The present Board as- 
sumed office on July 23, 1885. 

In cases of tumult, riot, or violent disturbance of public 
order, the Mayor has the right to assume temporary control 
of the police force, and it is the duty of the Board of Police 
to execute all orders promulgated by him for the suppression 
of such tumult and the restoration of order. 

The Board of Police has authority to appoint and establish 
and organize the police force of the city of Boston, and make 
all needful rules and regulations for its efficiency ; to grant 
licenses for the sale of liquor, and for keeping dogs, and to 
license and regulate billiard-tables, bowling-alleys, auction- 
eers, private detectives, conductors and drivers of street 
railway cars, skating rinks, picnic groves, carriages, Wagons, 
and other vehicles, intelligence ‘offices, itinerant musicians, 
pawnbrokers, and dealers in second-hand articles and old 
junk. The Board appoints also the harbor master and as- 
sistant harbor master for the port of Boston.

MAIN DRAINAGE. 


By an order of the Board of Aldermen, approved Feb. 25, 1875, the 
Mayor was authorized to appoint a scientific commission of three 
members to examine the system of sewerage in this city, and to 
suggest any improvements which could be made therein. Accord- 
ingly, the following persons were selected by the Mayor for such com- 
mission: E. S. Chesbrough, of Chicago, Moses Lane, of Milwaukee, 
and Charles F. Folsom, M.D., of Boston, who submitted their report 
(City Doc. 3 of 1876), recommending the construction of intercept- 
ing sewers, at a cost of about $6,000,000. On July 17, 1876, the sum of 
$40,000 was appropriated by the City Council for the purpose of making 
preliminary surveys for routes to Moon Island and to Castle Island. 
In 1877 the Joint Special Committee upon this subject reported (City 
Doc. 70), recommending the immediate undertaking of the project; 
and on August 9, 1877, a loan of $3,713,000 was authorized to meet the 
expense of constructing a large intercepting sewer from Charles river 
across the city, in a southerly direction, to Moon Island. A further 
sum of $1,500,000 was appropriated for this object in May, 1882, and 
$200,000 in June, 1885. On the first of January, 1884, construction was 
sufficiently advanced to permit the works being put in operation. The 
total expense for constructing the Main Drainage works, up to April 1, 
1890, was $5,454,851.77.

The Water Income Department, dealing with the revenues 
from water and with water takers, is under the charge of the 
Water Registrar. The office of Water Registrar was 
established by the ordinance of October 31, 1850. His 
annual reports, since 1851, appear in those of the Cochitu- 
ate and Boston Water Boards.

WATER-SUPPLY DEPARTMENT.

The first water document published by the City of 
Boston appeared in 1825. The public introduction of water 
from Lake Cochituate, took place on October 25,1848. The 
history of the Boston Water Works up to January 1, 1868, 
has been written by Nathaniel J. Bradlee; from 1868 to 
1876, by Desmond FitzGerald; of the “ Additional Supply 
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from Sudbury River,” by A. Fteley. In addition to the 
annual reports on the Cochituate supply, from 1850, and of 
the Mystic supply, from 1866, there are numerous special 
reports. By an act passed in 1875 (Chap. 80), the City 
Council of Boston was authorized to unite the Cochituate and 
Mystic Water boards under one board of three members, to 
be called the Boston Water Board. An ordinance to establish 
the Boston Water Board was passed March 22, 1876. One 
member of this Board is appointed annually, to serve for 
three years from the first day of May. Salary, $3,000, 
each, per annum.

The Boston Water-Works consist of the Cochituate Water- 
Works, subdivided into two divisions, the Eastern and the 
Western; and the Mystic Water-Works. 

The Superintendent of the Eastern Division of the Co- 
chituate Water-Works (Dexter Brackett, salary, $3,500; 
office, 221 Federal street, Boston) has charge of the Cochit- 
uate water system in the city, the pumping-stations at 
Chestnut Hill, East Boston, and West Roxbury, and the 
Parker- Hill, East-Boston and South-Boston reservoirs. 

The Superintendent of the Western Division of the Co- 
chituate Water-Works (Desmond FitzGerald, salary, $3,500 ; 
office, Chestnut Hill reservoir) has charge of the Sudbury 
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and Cochituate aqueducts, the Sudbury-river basins, Lake 
Cochituate, and the Chestnut-Hill, Fisher-Hill, and Brookline 
reservoirs. 

The Superintendent of the Mystic Water-Works (Eugene 
S. Sullivan, salary, $2,200; office, corner of Medford and 
Tufts streets, Charlestown) has charge of the entire Mystic 
water supply, including the sewerage works at Winchester.

The Court-House for Suffolk County is in Court square. ‘Thomas 
Watson, Keeper. [Appointed by the Superintendent of Public Build- 
ings, and salary determined by him.] By Chap. 377, Acts of 1885, 
SoLomon B. STEBBINS, THOMAS J. WHIDDEN, and GopFREY MORSE, 
Commissioners previously appointed by the Mayor to make preliminary 
arrangements for the erection of a new Court-House, were authorized 
to select and take land in behalf of the City for that purpose, subject 
to the approval of the Mayor, and to erect a suitable building thereon. 
Under this authority, 67,208 square feet of land have been taken on 
Pemberton square and Somerset street. By Chap. 122, Acts of 1886, 
authority was given this commission to take additional estates on Pem- 
berton square and Somerset street, aggregating 17,854 square feet, for 
the purpose of accommodating the Registry of Deeds and the Registry 
of Probate. George A. Clough, formerly City Architect, has been 
chosen by the Commissioners architect of the new building. The Com- 
missioners receive a salary of $2,000, each, perannum.. The cost of the 


new Court-House, up to May 1, 1890, is $2,605,147.68, including the 
land. 
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VOTING PRECINCTS. 


The City is divided into twenty-five Wards, established in 1875 and 
1876. The Wards are defined in City document 115 of 1875, supple- 
mented by the ordinance of May 27, 1876. ‘The Precincts in the several 
Wards were established by Orders of the Board of Aldermen approved 
on March 18 and 25, 1890, the number of voters referred to being the 
male voters registered for the municipal election of the year 1890.

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ELECTION OFFICERS. 


Under Stat. 1884, Chap. 299, and Stat. 1889, Chap. 413, the Mayor 
appoints, with the approval of the Board of Aldermen, between the 
first and twentieth days of September, annually, a Warden, a Deputy 
Warden, a Clerk, a Deputy Clerk, four Inspectors, and four Deputy 
Inspectors, for each precinct, who serve for one year from the first day 
of November following their appointment. These officers are paid at 
the rate of $8.00 a day for actual service, with the exception of the 
Clerks, who are paid at the rate of $10.00 a day on condition that their 
records are kept to the satisfaction of the City Clerk. The election 
officers must represent the leading political parties.

Note. — All the addresses delivered by the Annual Orators were published, except 
those of 1806, 1812, and 1852. The orations of 1792, 1798, 1804, 1807, 1808, 1809, 
1811, 1816, 1821, 1850, 1854, 1859, and 1876, went through a second edition each; those 
of 1863 and 1876 were published also in a more elegant form; those of 1842 and 
1845 went through four editions each; that of 1857 through five. The orations from 
1771 to 1788, and the large-paper editions of the orations of 1863 and 1876 are in 
quarto, all others in octavo. 

The names given above are copied from the orations as officially published. The 
Massacre orations were reprinted in a volume in 1785, by Peter Edes, and again in 
1807. For the orators from 1771 to 1851, inclusive, see ‘* The Hundred Boston 
Orators,’’ by James Spear Loring (Boston, 1852) ; and the appendix to the oration of 
1889 for the full names of the orators from 1783 to 1889, inclusive. 


SELECTMEN 
OF THE TOWN OF BOSTON FROM 1634 TO 1821, INCLUSIVE. 


Prior to the date when the seven Selectmen became regular ofli- 
cers, similar officials had served. The earliest entry preserved in the 
Town Records is dated September 1, 1634. We cannot, therefore, 
learn when the custom began of choosing selectmen or townsmen. 
We find at that date, however, a board of ten citizens in office, —

Sept. 16, 1636.— Hutchinson, Oliver, Leverett, Colborn, 
Coggeshall, Sanford, Brenton, and Balston reélected, and two new 
men added, — Robert Keayne and John Newgate. 

March 20, 1637. — Eight reélected ; Eliot and Pen returned in 
place of Keayne and Newgate, and Robert Harding added. In 
all eleven. 

Oct. 16, 1637.— Eleven chosen: ten reélected, and William 
Aspinwall in place of Brenton. 

April 23, 1638.—Seven chosen: Oliver, Leverett, MKeayne, 
Colborn, Newgate, Pen, and Eliot, —all having served before. 

Nov. 5, 1638.—Seven chosen: six reélected, with Robert 
Harding in place of Newgate. 

April 29, 1639. — Nine chosen: Oliver, Leverett, Keayne, Col- 
born, Harding, and Eliot; Pen dropped; Edward Gibbons, Wil- 
liam Tyng, and John Cogan added. 

Dec. 16, 1639.— Nine chosen: Colborn, Harding, Eliot, Gib- 
bons, Tyng, and Cogan reélected; Gov. John Winthrop, Richard 
Bellingham, and William Hibbens, new members. 

Sept. 28, 1640. — Nine chosen for the next six months: Colborn, 
Eliot, Gibbons, Tyng, Winthrop, Bellingham, and Hibbens, old 
members ; with John Newgate and Atherton Hough added. 

May 27, 1641.— Nine chosen: the seven old members, with 
John Oliver and James Pen for Newgate and Hough. 

March 6, 1641-42. — Nine chosen: eight reélected, and Valen- 
tine Hill in place of Hibbens. 

Sept. 2, 1642. The same nine reélected for six months. 

March 20, 1642—43. — Winthrop, Bellingham, Tyng, Gibbons, Col- 
born, Eliot, Hill, and Oliver reélected ; Hibbens put in place of Pen 

Sept. 25, 1643. — Same nine reélected. 

May 17, 1644. — Eight reélected, with Pen for Bellingham. 
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April 10, 1645.—Eight reélected, with Edward Tyng for 
Wiitiam Tyng. 

Dec. 26, 1645. — Winthrop, Hibbens, Gibbons, Colborn, Hill, 
Eliot, and Pen reélected; Oliver and E. Tyng dropped; Robert 
Keayne and Thomas Fowle added. 


No election is recorded in 1646, though all but Fowle were 
serving Feb. 25, 1646-47. Probably some change had taken 
place about this time, as March 13, 1646-47, we find a board of 
seven acting, and the same seven were chosen five days later at a 
‘¢ general town’s meeting warned from house to house.” From 
this time it seems to have been a settled custom to elect seven 
selectmen in March for the year ensuing, though occasionally this 


number was exceeded.

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The election of Mayor for 1845 was more warmly contested 
than in any former year. ‘There were not less than eight several 
ballotings by the citizens. At the eighth trial, on the twenty-first 
of February, Thomas A. Davis was elected. 

In the meantime, from January to February 27, 1845, William 
Parker, one of the Aldermen, having been elected Chairman of the 
Board of Aldermen, performed the duties of Mayor. 

On the sixth of October, Thomas A. Davis, being in declining 
nealth, resigned the office of Mayor, which resignation, however, 
was not accepted by the City Council; and on the twenty-second 
of November he died, being the only Mayor who has died in office 
since the organization of the city government in 1822. 

On the eleventh of December, Josiah Quincy, Jr., was electea 
Mayor by the City Council, for the unexpired term of 1845. Ben- 
son Leavitt, one of the Board of Aldermen, acted as Chairman of 
the Board in the interval between the death of Mr. Davis and the 
election of Mr. Quincy. 

In 1851 Benjamin Seaver, having already been elected an Alder- 
man of the city for 1852, was afterwards chosen Mayor for said 
year. At the commencement of the ensuing municipal year, 1852, 
he resigned as an Alderman, and accepted the office of Mayor. 

The election of Mayor for 1854 was continued through three 
ballotings, from December 12, 1853, to January 9, 1854. In the 
meantime the duties of Mayor were performed by Benjamin L. 
Allen, Chairman of the Board of Aldermen. 

At the municipal election, in 1872, William Gaston was certified, 
by the returns of the officers of the several wards, to have been 
elected Mayor of the city for the next municipal term. But, upon 
charges of alleged fraudulent practices in one of the wards of the 
city, a recount of all the ballots cast at said election was demanded 
and made; and, it appearing therefrom that Henry L. Pierce had 
79 plurality, he was declared duly elected Mayor for the year 1873. 

In 1873 Henry L. Pierce, Mayor of the city, was elected a mem- 
ber of the 43d Congress from the Third Massachusetts District, in 
place of William Whiting, deceased. Mr. Pierce resigned his office 
as Mayor on November 29, and occupied his seat in Congress on 
December 1, 1873. 

The duties of the Mayor for the remainder of the municipal year 
were performed by Leonard R. Cutter, Chairman of the Board of 
Aldermen, who signed all official papers as ‘* Acting Mayor.”

In 1878 Samuel C. Perkins died while in office. 

In 1879 Benjamin Pope died while in office. 

In 1880 George E. Bell died while in office. 

In 1885 Edwin. F. Leighton died while in office. 

In 1888 William P. Carroll died while in office. 

At the municipal election, in 1852, nine Aldermen had a majority 
of ballots; but, in accordance with the statute, the eight who had 
the highest number of votes were declared elected. 

The municipal government for 1855 was the first one that was 
organized under the new or revised City Charter, which provided 
for the annual election of twelve Aldermen. 

At the municipal election, Dec. 14, 1880, the returns of the pre- 
cinct officers showed William Frost to be elected Alderman by a 
plurality of fifteen votes over James J. Flynn, and a very slight 
difference in the number of ballots cast for other candidates who 
failed of election. A recount of the ballots cast for Mayor 
and Aldermen was thereupon demanded in legal form. A com- 
mittee of the Board of 1880, having made the recount, 
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reported, Dec. 27, that Mr. Flynn was elected, having received 
a plurality of votes over Mr. Frost; and Mr. Flynn took the 
seat at the organization of the Board of 1881. Mr. Frost gave 
notice of his intention to contest the seat of Mr. Flynn, and also 
of Mr. Haldeman who had received the next greatest number of 
votes. A committee of the Board of 1881 was appointed to con- 
sider the matter, and reported, March 14, 1881 (City Document 
No. 38, of 1881), the majority declaring Mr. Frost entitled to the 
seat held by Mr. Flynn, with two minority reports. The majority 
report was accepted, March 21, and Mr. Frost took the seat. One 
peculiar incident in this case was the reception of a numerously 
signed petition asking the Board to examine and recount the bal- 
lots for Messrs. Woolley, Haldeman, and Flynn, sitting members, 
and Messrs. William Frost, John Thompson, and George 8. Dexter, 
standing next highest on the precinct returns; another was the 
fact that many ballots were either mislaid or stolen, in Precinct 3 
of Ward 13, on election day. 

At the municipal election, Dec. 13, 1881, the returns of the pre- 
cinct officers showed William Frost to be elected Alderman by a 
plurality of 154 votes over Charles V. Whitten. On petition, in 
due legal form, a committee of the Board of 1881 made a recount 
of the ballots cast for Mayor and Aldermen, and reported that Mr. 
Whitten was elected over Mr. Frost, and Mr. Whitten took the 
seat. Mr. Frost contested the seat of Mr. Whitten, and called 
for a reéxamination of the ballots cast. Such examination was 
made by a new committee, which reported, January 17, that 
William Frost had 19,861, and Charles V. Whitten had 19,825. 
On January 19, 1882, the seat was awarded to Mr. Frost. 

For reports of contested seats in the Board of Aldermen see 
City Document No. 7 for 1861, and City Document No. 16 for 1862. 

At the municipal election, Dec. 12, 1882, the returns of the pre- 
cinct officers showed Edwin F. Leighton to be elected Alderman by 
a plurality of 102 votes over Joseph Caldwell. On petition in due 
legal form a committee of the Board of 1882 recounted the ballots 
cast for these two candidates, and reported, Dec. 26, that Joseph 
Caldwell appeared to be chosen by a plurality of 14; and that in 
addition there were found 3 ballots for ‘ Caldwell,” 1 for 
‘¢K. F. Leighton,” 18 for ‘‘ F. Leighton,” and 11. for ‘* Leigh- 
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ton ;” also, that, ** with the exception of the name‘ E. F. Leighton,’ 
which was written, the abbreviated names above recited were plainly 
legible beyond the edges of ‘ stickers,’ or ‘ pasters,’ which covered 
and concealed the Christian names of Messrs. Caldwell and Leighton, 
those stickers having been pasted upon an adjoining name, but being 
of such length as to partly cover the names in question.” The com- 
mittee further reported that there was plainly no intent to cancel the 
names over which the stickers extended. Mr. Caldwell, who was 
a member of the Board of 1882, thereupon stated his intention of 
not appearing to claim a seat in the Board of 1883, and introduced 
an order, which was passed, declaring that, in the opinion of the 
Board, the abbreviated ballots should be credited to Mr. Leighton. 
The Board of 1883, on petition of Mr. Leighton, awarded him the 
seat at the first meeting, Jan. 1.

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William Bowes Bradford, Ward 3, elected 1822, did not qualify 
himself, declining to be sworn, there being then no provision for 
affirmation, except for Quakers. 

Lucius Manlius Sargent, Ward 6, elected for 1827, declined. 

Henry D. Gray and Isaac Harris, Ward 1; Eleazer Howard, 
Ward 2, and Joseph H. Thayer, Ward 9, elected for 1828; also, 
Holmes Hinkley, Ward 11, for 1845, declined prior to the organi- 
zation. 

Samuel Thaxter, Ward 6, elected for 1830, declined. 

William Foster, Ward 6, elected for 1831, declined. 

John Boles, Ward 3, reélected for 1838, declined. 

The Junior of George Morey omitted 1829. 

Asa Adams, Ward 3, took the intermediate name of Perry, 1830. 

Henry Andrews, Ward 2, elected in 1833, afterwards took the 
intermediate letter R. 

The Junior of Joshua Seaver, Ward 6, omitted 1833. 

The Junior of Henry Fowle, Ward 2, omitted 1837. 

The Junior of Francis Brinley, Ward 10, omitted 1838. 

The Junior of Ezra Lincoln omitted 1851. 

The Junior of William B. Fowle omitted 1865. 

Ezra Forristall, Ward 6, resigned in May, 1853, and was elected 
Superintendent of Health. 

Daniel J. Coburn, Ward 5, resigned in April, 1856, and was 
thereafter appointed Chief of Police. 

Edward F. Robinson, Ward 11, resigned in May, 1861, and was 
- elected a Principal Assessor. 

Charles J. McCarthy, Ward 7, resigned in March, 1862, and was 
appointed Paymaster of Relief Funds to families of soldiers in 
the United States service from Boston. 

Daniel Dowd, a member from Ward 13, died in office, September, 
1872. 

Thomas H. Doherty, of Ward 2, died in office, August, 1873. 

Hillman B. Barnes, of Ward 11, died in office, September, 1874. 

Edward J. Long of Ward 8, died in office, November, 1875. 

Stephen G. Jones, of Ward 4, resigned in March, 1876. 

Thomas J. Fitzpatrick, of Ward 13, died in office, March, 1876. 
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Joseph Healy, of Ward 10, died in office, April 18, 1880. 

George T. Perkins, of Ward 17, died in office, December 7, 1880. 

Daniel J. Sweeney, Porter street, Ward 2, East Boston, and re- 
elected to the Common Council of 1881, died in office, Dec. 19, 1880. 

Eugene B. Hagar, of Ward 10, resigned June 16, 1881, and. was 
appointed Assistant City Solicitor. 

Andrew J. Bailey, of Ward 4, resigned Oct. 27, 1881, and was 
chosen City Solicitor. 

Nahum M. Morrison, of Ward 23, resigned March 16, 1882, and 
was appointed Assistant Inspector of Buildings. 

Abraham T. Rogers, of Ward 22, resigned July 13, 1882, and 
was appointed Assistant Inspector of Buildings. 

William L. Harding, of Ward 3, died in office, March 4, 1882. 

James J. Flynn, of Ward 13, resigned in June, 1883, and was 
chosen Superintendent of Streets. 

Cornelius F. Doherty, of Ward 2, resigned in July, 1883, and 
was appointed in the Service Division of the Water Department. 

Michael J. Houghton, of Ward 6, resigned in July, 1883, and 
was appointed Assistant Superintendent in the Inspection and 
Waste Division of the Water Department. 

Eugene D. Sullivan, of Ward 12, resigned in September, 1883, 
and was appointed clerk in the City Collector’s Department. 

George E. Bacon, of Ward 4, resigned March 6, 1884. 

Francis P. Maguire, of Ward 8, resigned February 20, 1884. 

William J. Kilduff, of Ward 19, died in office, Dec. 7, 1884. 

William M. Osborne, of Ward 21, resigned Aug. 27, 1885, and 
was appointed a member of the Board of Police. 

Neil J. Gillespie, of Ward 7, died in office, Nov. 28, 1888. 

Charles J. Brooks, of Ward 10, died in office, Jan. 21, 1889. 

Thomas F. Nunan, of Ward 15, died in office, August 13, 1889. 

Francis W. Sprague, 2d, of Ward 10, resigned Oct. 10, 1889. 

There have been the following successfully contested elections : — 

The first, February 22, 1830, vacated the seat of a member from 
Ward 6, on the ground that ‘‘ closing the poll before the hour at 
which the voters were notified it would be closed was a violation 
of the rights of the voters.” 

The second, May 7, 1835, vacated the seats of the members of 
Ward 3, who were returned as having been elected at an adjourned 
meeting, December 11, 1834, on the ground of irregular proceed- 
ing, to render the whole number of votes certain by taking the high- 
est number of votes for candidates on each opposing ticket, ad- 
journment of the meeting by the sole authority of the Warden, and 
other irregularities, at the annual election, December 8. 
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The third case, March 7, 1839, vacated the seats of three mem- 
bers of Ward 12, on the ground that a number of illegal voters, 
sufficient to affect the choice, voted at the polls. 

The fourth, February 9, 1843, vacated the seats of three mem- 
bers from Ward 1, returned as elected at the adjourned meeting, 
December 14, on the ground that four votes for non-resident can- 
didates (after having been first thrown out by the ward officers)" 
were counted at the annual election, December 12, thereby pre- 
venting the choice of two other candidates, who, by excluding the 
said four votes, were by the decision of the Council declared 
elected, leaving one vacancy. 

The fifth, February 27, 1851, vacated the seats of two members 
from Ward 3, on the ground that they were chosen at an adjourned 
meeting, which was illegally held. At the subsequent trial the 
same members were again returned to the Common Council. 

The sixth, January 20, 1853, vacated the seats of three members 
of Ward 3, on the ground that they were chosen at an adjourned 
meeting, which was illegally held. 

The seventh, February 3, 1853, in accordance with the Report 
of the Committee on Elections, vacated the seats of three members 
from Ward 11, on the ground that the Mayor and Aldermen had 
no right to issue warrants for election of members of the Common 
Council, after the annual election, and before the organization of 
the government-elect. But inasmuch as the elections in question 
were conducted dond fide, and no other informality was apparent, 
and as this custom of supplementary elections had been in vogue 
for twenty years, the members thus elected were by the vote of the 
Common Council declared entitled to their seats. 

‘Fhe eighth, March 19, 1863, in accordance with the [eport of 
the Committee on Elections, vacated the seat of a member from 
Ward 3, on the ground that at the time of his election he was not 
an inhabitant of that ward. Before a decision was reached on this 
point the member in question resigned. 

The ninth, April 9, 1863, vacated the seats of the entire delega- 
tion from Ward 10, on the ground that more votes were returned 
than there were persons who voted in that ward at the municipal 
election, — occasioned by mistake, probably, in the counting of the 


1 This fact was admitted, though not stated in the report of the committee. 
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ballots, — the variation being so great as to affect the election of 
the whole delegation. At the subsequent trial the same members 
were again returned to the Common Council. 

The tenth, January 24, 1867, vacated the seat of a member from 
Ward 3, who was chosen at an adjourned meeting (held on account 
of a tie-vote at the regular meeting, Dec. 10, 1866), on the ground 
that the polls at said adjourned meeting were not kept open the 
same number of hours as were required by the original warrant. 
At a subsequent election the same member was returned to the 
Common Council. [See City Doc. No. 12 for 1867.] 

The eleventh, January 16, 1868, vacated the seat of a member 
returned from Ward 10, because by the count of the original ballots 
cast in said ward it appeared that another person was chosen. 

The twelfth, January 6, 1870, vacated the seat of a member re- 
turned from Ward 13, for the same reason as recited above. 

The thirteenth, January 5, 1871, vacated the seat of a member 
returned from Ward 15, for the same reason. 

The fourteenth, January 18, 1872, vacated the seat of a member 
returned from Ward 7, for the same reason. 

The fifteenth occurred as follows : — 

At the annual municipal election in 1871 Frederick S. Risteen 
was declared elected as a member from Ward 10. This election 
was contested by J. Q. A. Brackett, and a recount of the original 
ballots showed that said Brackett was elected by a plurality of one 
ballot over F. S. Risteen, and said Brackett was accordingly de- 
clared by the Common Council of 1872 to be entitled to the seat. 
Subsequently Mr. Risteen contested this decision, on the ground 
that his name was erased from a number of ballots by some one of 
the ward officers after said ballots were deposited by the voters. 
After a protracted inquiry the Common Council sustained this 
view of the case, and Mr. Risteen was again returned to his former 
seat, and was again duly qualified on February 1, 1872. [See 
City Doc. No. 18 for 1872. ] 

The sixteenth, January 4, 1874, vacated the seat of a member 
returned from Ward 13, because, by the count of the original bal- 
lots cast in said ward, it appeared that another person was chosen. 

The seventeenth, January 14, 1875, vacated the seat of a mem- 
ber from Ward 1, because, by the count of the original ballots cast 
in said ward, it appeared that another person was elected. 
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The eighteenth, January 4, 1877, vacated the seat of a member 
from Ward 20, because, by the count of the original ballots cast in 
said ward, it appeared that another person was elected. 

The nineteenth, January 10,:1878, vacated the seat of a member 
_ from Ward 20, because, by the count of the original ballots cast in 
that ward, it appeared that another person was chosen. 

The twentieth, Dec. 27, 1880 (see records of Board of Aldermen 
of said date), vacated the seats of one member from each of the 
following-named wards, viz., 3, 18, 16, and 19, because, from an 
examination of the original ballots cast in said wards, it appeared 
that other persons were chosen. From an examination made at the 
same time of the original ballots cast in Ward 5, it appeared that, 
instead of there being a tie vote for a third member from said ward, 
three members were duly chosen. Peculiar features of the case in 
Ward 13 are, that some of the ballots undoubtedly deposited by 
the voters of Precinct 3 of this ward were either mislaid or stolen at 
the polling place ; and that the Committee of the Board of Aldermen 
of 1880, who examined the ballots for Common Council in that 
ward, erroneously reported that the sitting member had been duly 
elected. [See City Doc. 54 of 1881. ] 

In 1887, one seat in the representation of Ward 4, and one in 
that of Ward 15, were vacated, and the contestants declared 
elected, the Council exercising its discretion as to the intent of 
the voter in certain cases of technical irregularity. [See City 
Does. Nos. 6, 11, of 1887. ] 

In 1889, one seat in the representation of Ward 3, and one in 
that of Ward 12, were vacated, and the contestants declared 
elected, the intent of the voter in cases of technical irregularity 
being considered.

To the Honorable City Council: — 


In compliance with the City Ordinance, the Board of 
Directors have the honor to submit their report for the year 
1889, in which they refer to the present condition of the 
property, and make such recommendations relative to im- 
provements and increased facilities as seems to them an 
immediate want and urgent necessity, which they feel 
assured proper inquiry and investigation on the part of the 
City Council cannot fail to discover. 

They beg to remind your honorable body that no material 
changes or additions increasing the facilities of this depart- 
ment have been made since the city purchased the ferries in 
1870, while the passenger travel has increased from five to 
ten million annually, and the number of teams in proportion, 
as may be seen by the detailed statement hereunto annexed. 

The rapid increase of travel for the past ten years im- 
presses them with the importance of making ample provision 
for its continuance, which they feel justified in anticipating, 
basing their judgment upon the natural facilities which this 
section of the city affords for manufacture and commerce, 
and the large tracts of land yet unimproved. 
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The territorial dimensions of the ferry property is insuffi- 
cient. The people of the Island wards are familiar with this 
fact, and have so expressed themselves through their repre- 
sentatives in the City Council, and also in business assem- 
blies. 

The improvements asked for will increase the industries 
and enhance the value of real estate in East Boston, which 
would consequently become an additional source of revenue 
to the city, and, in their judgment, in a short time more than 
compensate it for the proposed outlay. 

The present condition of the property, without reference 
to design or convenience, is fair. There are, however, parts 
which have been many years in service, in consequence of 
which they have deteriorated to such an extent that they 
deem it advisable to have them renewed at once. ‘There are 

other parts which will need alterations and repairs, all of 
which should be done in order to ensure safety and con- 
fidence. 

A careful estimate of the cost of the improvements herein 
referred to a amount to $500,000, to be apportioned as 
follows, viz. 


For property on each side of the North nent $200,000 00 


For two new ferry-boats : - 100,000 00

RULES OF THE BOARD OF 
ALDERMEN, 


In Boarp oF ALDERMEN, Jan. 13, 1890. 


The special committee appointed to prepare rules for the 
government of the board of aldermen for the current year 
submit herewith the accompanying draft, which they recom- 
mend for adoption. 

The committee, with the assistance of the city solicitor, 
have made a careful revision of the rules. The arrangement 
has been changed and certain alterations in the phraseology, 
and some additions have been made. ‘The rearrangement, 
the committee consider, will make the rules more symmetrical 
and more in conformity to the order observed in the trans- 
action of business; the alterations and additions are for the 
most part made for the sake of uniformity of construction, 


The changes in the rules may be noted as follows 
Rule 3 is old rule 7 
Rule 4 is a revision of the first clause of old rule 17. 
Rule 5 is old rule 21. 
Rule 6 is old rule 4. 
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Rule 7 is old rule 3. 

Rule 8 is old rule 25, revised. 

Rule 9 is old rule 26. 

Rule 10 is old rule 5. 

Rule 11 is old rule 16. 

Rule 12 is the second clause of old rule 17. 

Rule 13 is old rule 18. 

Rule 14 is old rule 22. 

Rule 15 is old rule 8. 

Rule 16 is old rule 9, with slight verbal changes. 

Rule 17 is old rule 10, slightly amended. 

Rule 18 is old rule 6, amended. 

Rule 19 is a new one, and merely establishes as a rule the 
invariable practice of the board in regard to the confirmation 
of the Mayor’s appointments. 

Rule 20 is old rule 11. 

Rule 21 is old rule 12, slightly changed. 

Rules 22 to 24, inclusive, are old rules 13 to 15 inclusive, 
without change. 

Rule 25 is old rule 23. 

Rule 26 is old rule 24. 

Rules 27, 28, and 29 are unchanged. 

In Rule 30 an additional provision is made in regard to 
visitors in the aldermanic chamber during sessions of the 
board. 

Rule 31 is section two of chapter ten of the standing reg- 
ulations, and is introduced into the rules as the place where 
it properly belongs, being a rule, and not a regulation. 

Rule 32 is old rule 31, amended. 

Old rules 19 and 20 are stricken out.

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RULES 


OF THE 


DUAR OF ALDERMEN. 


CHAIRMAN. 


Ruxte 1. The chairman of the board shall take the chair 
at the hour to which the board shall have adjourned, and 
shall call the members to order, and, a quorum being pres- 
ent, shall cause the minutes of the preceding regular meeting 
to be read; and, in the absence of the chairman, the senior 
member present shall preside as chairman pro tempore. 

Rute 2. The chairman shall preserve decorum and order, 
may speak to points of order in preference to other members, 
and shall decide all questions of order, subject to an appeal 
to the board; and no other business shall be in order until 
the question on appeal shall have been decided. 

Rute 3. The chairman shall propound all motions in 
the order in which they are moved, unless the subsequent 
motion shall be previous in its nature, except that, in naming 
sums and fixing times, the largest sum and longest time shall 
be put first. 

Rute 4. The chairman shall, at the request of any mem- 
ber, make a division of a question when the sense will admit. 

Rue 5d. The chairman shall, without debate, decide all 
questions relating to priority of business to be acted upon. 

Rue 6. The chairman may read sitting, but shall rise 
to state a motion, or put a question to the board. 

Rute 7. The chairman shall declare all votes; but, if 
any member doubts a vote, the chairman shall cause a rising 
vote to be taken; and when any member so requests, shall 
cause the vote to be taken or verified by yeas and nays. 

Ruxe 8. The chairman shall appoint all committees, fill 
all vacancies therein, and designate the rank of the members 
thereof. 

Rute 9. The chairman shall be ex officio member and 
chairman of the committee on finance. 

Rute 10. When the chairman of the board or the chairman 
pro tempore shall desire to vacate the chair, he may call any 
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member to it; but such substitution shall not continue 
beyond an adjournment. 


MortTIONS. 


Rute 11. Every motion shall be reduced to writing if any 
member so requests. 

‘Rute 12. A motion to strike out and insert shall be deemed 
indivisible ; but a motion to strike out being lost shall not 
preclude amendment, or a motion to strike out and insert. 

Rue 13. No motion or proposition of a subject different 
from that under consideration shall be admitted under color 
of amendment. 

Rute 14. When a motion is made on any subject, and 
different committees are proposed, the question shall be 
taken in the following order : — 

1. Toa standing committee of the board. 

2. To a special committee of the board. 

3. To a joint standing committee. 

4. To a joint special committee. 

Rute 15. After a motion has been put by the chairman, 
it shall not be withdrawn except by unanimous consent. 

RuitE 16. When a question is under debate, only a 
motion to adjourn, to lay on the table, to postpone to a day 
certain, to commit, to amend, or to postpone indefinitely shall 
be entertained ; and said motions shall have precedence in 
the order in which they stand arranged. 

Rute 17. A motion to adjourn shall be in order at any 
time, except on an immediate repetition, or pending a veri- 
fication of a vote; and that motion, the motion to lay on 
the table, and the motion to take from the table, shall be 
decided without debate. 


READINGS. 


Rute 18. Every ordinance, order, and resolution shall, 
unless rejected, have two several readings, both of which 
may take place at the same session, unless objection is made. 
Whenever the second reading immediately follows the first 
reading, the document may be read by its title only. Orders 
from the board of street commissioners changing the names 
of streets, and orders granting locations for poles or posts, 
shall, however, have one reading only at the same session. 


CONFIRMATIONS. 


Rue 19. The question of confirming a nomination made 
by the mayor shall be decided by a yea and nay ballot. 
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RECONSIDERATION. 


Rute 20. When a vote bas been passed, any member 
may move a reconsideration thereof at the same meeting ; or 
he may give notice to the clerk, within twenty-four hours of 
the adjournment, of his intention to move a reconsideration 
at the next regular meeting; in which case the clerk shall 
retain possession of the papers until the next regular meet- 
ing; and when a motion for reconsideration is decided that 


vote shall not be reconsidered. 


Conpuct OF MEMBERS. 


Rute 21. Every member when about to speak shall 
rise, address the chair, and wait until be is recognized by 
him, and in speaking shall confine himself to the question, 
and avoid personalities. 

Rute 22. No member speaking shall, without his consent, 
be interrupted by another, except upon a point of order. 

Rute 23. No member shall be permitted to vote on any 
question, or serve on any committee, where his private right 
is immediately concerned, distinct from the public interest. 

Rue 24. Every member who shall be present when a 
question is put, where he is not excluded by interest, shall 
give his vote, unless the board for special reasons shall 
excuse him. Application to be so excused on any question 
must be made before the board is divided, or before the 
calling of the yeas and nays; and such application shall be 
accompanied by a brief statement of the reasons, and shall 
be decided without debate. 


STANDING COMMITTEES. 


Rute 25. The following standing committees of the 
board, to consist of three members each, and the members 
of the joint standing committees on the part of this board, 
named in the joint rules and orders of the city council, 
and all other committees, unless otherwise provided for, or 
specially directed by the board, shall be appointed by the 
chair : —

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ORDER OF BUSINESS. 


Rue 26. At every regular meeting of the board the order 
of business shall be as follows : —

3. Papers from the common council. 

4. Unfinished business of preceding meetings. 

5. Reports of city officers. 

6. Reports of committees. 

7. Motions, orders, and resolutions.

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES. 


Rue 27. Committees of the board, to whom any matter 
is especially referred, shall report within four weeks, or ask 
for further time. 

EXPENSES OF COMMITTEES. 


Rute 28. No money shall be drawn from the city treas- 
ury, for the purpose of paying the expenses of any com- 
mittee, or any portion of the same, while absent from the 
wity of Boston, unless authorized by special vote of the 
board. 

SPECTATORS. 


Rute 29. No person, except a member of the board, 
shall be permitted to occupy the seat of any member while 
the board is in session. 

Rute 30. No person or persons, excepting members of 
the city government and reporters, and persons invited by 
members of the board, shall be allowed in the anteroom 
of the aldermanic chamber while the board is in session. 
Nor shall any person be allowed in the aldermanic chamber 
while the board is in session, when the seats furnished for 
spectators are occupied. The city messenger shall enforce 
this rule. 

LICENSES. 


Rue 31. No licenses shall be granted for exhibitions of 
pugilism or wrestling. 
SUSPENSION OF RULES. 


Rue 32. Any rule may be suspended by vote of two- 
thirds of the members of the board present and voting, except 
rule 81, which shall be suspended only by a unanimous vote.

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REVIEW. 


In a brief review of the work done on my district during 
the year ending Dec. 31, 1889, 


The records show 


that on January 1 there were remaining on probation 312 
persons. ‘That during the year visits were made to the City 
Prison every morning but one; to the Municipal Court every 
day when in session but one; to the County Jail, 35; 
other eriminal courts, 143. 

Three thousand five hundred and sixty investigations have 
been made for persons charged with crime; 1,116 persons 
have been placed on probation by the courts, — for whom 
surety has been given on their bonds, for good behavior, in 
sums amounting to $64,294; 1,125 cases have been disposed 
of, leaving in care 303 persons on December 31. 


In the one thousand one hundred and twenty-five cases dis- 
posed of, 


1,065, or 94 per cent., were honorably discharged or had their 
cases placed on file, accredited with doing well, while 60, or 
less than 6 per cent., proved incorrigible, and were recorded 
lost. 


The five hundred and fifty-nine cases discharged 


were mostly residents of the city. This class was visited 
at their homes on 988 occasions; paid 1,367 visits to this 
office, and by a rule of court paid the court clerks $1,640, 
before discharge, being costs they had made the county, al- 
though in many cases costs were remitted on account of 
poverty. 


Of the three hundred and fifteen persons sent home, 


a majority were strangers in the city, — had been convicted 
of some minor offence, and were without means. They were 
sent home to save them from prison. Among them were 49 
young women convicted the first time for some act of lewd- 
ness, and were sent to parents or relatives to save them, not 
only from prison, but a probable life of infamy. 

Persons sent to country homes are given to understand 
that they are held responsible for good behavior, and are re- 
quired to report to me in writing at specified times. If they 


do not return to the city and their vicious ways, their cases 
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are eventually laid on file. The cases of the 39 sailors sent 
to sea are placed on file, and are rarely heard from. 


Bonds have been given 


for the good behavior of 150 women, a majority having been 
convicted of drunkenness, and who at their own request 
were sent to one of the charity homes. Usually they were 
without home or means. 

The conduct of these poor outcasts, under the watchful 
care and kind treatment of the matrons and their assistants 


of these institutions, has been exceedingly encouraging. 


Healthy. 


Of the 1,125 persons who are recorded disposed of, but 2 
have died during the year. 


Stecords are made daily, 


showing the name, age, sex, residence, offence, court where 
convicted, result, name of the arresting officer, and all mat- 
ters of interest connected with each case. From these 
records reports are made to the Prison Commissioners of the 
Commonwealth at the end of every month, to the Superin- 
tendent of Police at the end of each quarter, and an annual 
report to the Mayor and City Council at the end of the 


year. 
In CONCLUSION 


I claim that probation on the Central District during the year 
has saved 949 persons from prison, 244 years’ imprisonment, 
and $31,342 in prison expenses. 


And I also claim 


that the work on the three probation districts in the County 
of Suffolk —in securing opportunity for hundreds of unfor- 
tunate specimens of human frailty who show an honest desire 
to reform, in restoring to destitute and suffering families those 
on whom they were dependent for the necessaries of life, and 
in aiding to stay the increase of the criminal classes — renders 
a service that outweighs any pecuniary consideration.

DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC LANDS. 


OFFICE OF THE BOARD OF STREET COMMISSIONERS, 
Jan. 20, 1890. 


Hon. Tuomas N. Hart, Mayor: — 


Sir, —The Board of Street Commissioners: respectfully 
report the following transactions in the Public Lands in their 
charge during the year ending Dec. 31, 1889: 

Two small lots taken by. the City Solleeroy on Bailey 
street, Dorchester, for non-payment of taxes, have been sold 
for a sum above the amount due the City upon them, as re- 
quired by statute. 

_ The nine-acre wood lot in Milton, so long held by the 

town of Dorchester and the City for the benefit of the Dor- 
chester schools, the Commissioners sold by auction, in May i 
for $475 an acre. 

In April the State Armory Commissioners seized from 
the South Bay lands remaining in the City’s possession 
70,797 square feet, bounding on East Newton and Stoughton 
streets, for an armory. Payment has been made for this, at 
sixty cents a foot, of $42,478.20. 

By an order of the City Council, 10,596 square feet of the 
South Bay lands, making the corner of Harrison avenue and 
Stoughton street, were, in June, granted and conveyed to 
the Homeopathic Medical Dispensary, for a dispensary 
building, conditioned upon the erection of a twenty-five 
thousand dollar dispensary building on the land within two 
years from the date of the conveyance to the institution, and 
the payment of two dollars per square foot for it to the City 
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if it is ever sold or diverted to other uses than that for which 
it was given. 

On Winship place, Brighton, a portion of an estate bought 
for enlarging a school-house yard, and not needed by the City, 
was surrendered by the School Committee and has been sold 
by private sale to the adjoining land-owner for $404.20. 

The old Wilson Hotel building in Brighton was sold by 
auction, in November, for $125. 

The total product of land sold or seized, and of buildings 
sold, during the year, is $47,569.96, all of which has been 
paid in to the City Collector. 

A lease was made, in November, of about ten thousand 
feet of vacant land from the old small-pox hospital estate 
on Swett street, for five years, at a rent of $300 a year. In 
June a parcel of about three thousand five hundred feet of 
vacant land (part of the Burial Hill flats) on Rutherford 
avenue, at Charlestown, was leased for a term of eighteen 
months, at a rent of $50 a year. 

By an order of the City Council, approved by the Mayor 
Dec. 9, 1889, over thirty-three thousand feet, or about one- 
half, of the Wilson Hotel estate in Brighton was transferred 
from the custody of the Street Commissioners to the Board 
of Police. 

The City is receiving $1,217 yearly rental from lands and 
buildings in charge of the Street Commissioners let to 
tenants- at-will.

In Common Councit, Jan. 23, 1890. 


The joint special committee on the joint rules of the city 
council, having considered the matter, beg leave to report, 
in part, at this time, and submit herewith the accompanying 
draft for adoption by the city council as the rules for the 
ensuing year. The draft embodies the rules that have been 
in Faves during the past year, with the following changes, 
which the committee have considered desirable, namely ; — 

In rule 3 the words “ designated by the chairman of the 
board” are substituted for the words “in which they are 
named.” 

Rule 8 is redrafted and to it is added the first part of 
rule 9. 

Rule 9 includes old rule 8, and a portion of the first para- 
graph is struck out, being covered in rule 8. 

Rule 10 is amended verbally, but its purpose is not 
changed. 

Rules 20 and 21 are carried under the heading Reports 
OF COMMITTEES, where they properly belong, and become 
rules 11 and 12. The numbers of the remaining rules are 
changed as required by the rearrangement.

Rute 1. There shall be appointed at the commencement 
of the municipal year the following joint committees, the 
members of which shall be appointed by the respective 
branches in such manner as they may determine. Said 
committees shall respectively examine, as often as_ they 
deem necessary, the accounts of public moneys received and 
expended by the several departments. To the said com- 
mittees severally shall be referred all estimates and appli- 
cations for appropriations of the respective departments, 
and said committees shall, from time to time, report on all 
matters which may be referred to them, namely : — 


1. A committee on Architect's Department, to consist of 
two aldermen and three members of the common council. 

2. A committee on Assessors’ Department, to consist of 
three aldermen and five members of the common council. 

3. A committee on City Auditor's Department, to con- 
sist of two aldermen and three members of the common 
council. 

4. A committe» on Bridges, to consist of three aldermen 
and five members of the common council. 

5. A committee on Public Buildings, to consist of three 
aldermen and five members of the common council. 

6. A committee on Cemeteries, to consist of three alder- 
men and five members of the common council. 

7. A committee on the City Clerk’s Department, to con- 
sist of two aldermen and three members of the common 
council. 

8. A committee on the City Collector's Department, to 
consist of two aldermen and three members of the common 
council. 

9. A committee on Common and Public Grounds, to 
consist of three aldermen and five members of the common 
council. 
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10. A committee on the Engineer's Department, to consist 
of two aldermen and three members of the common council. 

11. A committee on Hast Boston Ferries, to consist of 
three aldermen and five members of the common council. 

12. A committee on the Fire Department, to consist of 
two aldermen and three members of the common council. 

13. A committee on Havbor, to consist of two aldermen 
and three members of the common council. 

14. A eommittee on Health Depariment, to consist of 
three aldermen and five members of the common council. 

15. A committee on the Crty Hospital, to consist of two 
aldermen and three members of the common council. 

16. A committee on the Department for the Inspection 
of Buildings, to consist of three aldermen and five mem- 
bers of the common council, who shall be authorized to ex- 
ercise the powers in regard to granting permits given to a 
committee by section 11 of chapter 48 of the Revised Ordi- 
nances of 1885. 

17. A committee on Public Institutions, to consist of 
three aldermen and five members of the common council. 

18. A committee on Lamp Department, to consist of 
three aldermen and five members of the common council. 

19. <A committee on Public Lands, to consist of two 
aldermen and three members of the common council. 

20. A committee on Law Department, to consist of three 
aldermen and five members of the common council. (The 
committee on ordinances, provided in rule 2.) 

21. A committee on Public Library, to consist of three 
aldermen and five members of the common council. 

22. A committee on Markets, to consist of three alder- 
men and five members of the common council. 

23. A committee on Overseers of the Poor, to consist of 
two aldermen and three members of the common council. 

24. <A committee on Public Park Department, to consist 
of three aldermen and five members of the common council. 

25. A committee on Paving Department, to consist of 
three aldermen and five members of the common council. 

26. A committee on Police Department, to consist of two 
aldermen and three members of the common council. 

27. A committee on Printing, to consist of three alder- 
men and five members of the common council. 

28. Acommittee on the /egistrar’s Department, to consist 
of two aldermen and three members of the common council. 

29. A committee on Schools and School-houses, to consist 
of three aldermen and five members of the common council. 

30. A committee on Sewer Department, to consist of 
three aldermen and five members of the common council. 
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31. A committee on Laying out and Widening Streets, 
to consist of three aldermen and five members of the com- 
mon council. 

32. A committee on the Surveyor’s Department, to consist 
of two aldermen and three members of the common council. 

33. A committee on the City Treasurer's Department, to 
consist of two aldermen and three members of the common 
council. 

34. A committee on Water, to consist of three aldermen 
and five members of the common council. 

All departments not above specified shall for these pur- 
poses be in charge of the joint standing committee on 
Finance. 

Ruxe 2. There shall also be appointed annually, in 
like manner, the following joint standing committees to 
perform the duties assigned them : — 

1. A committee on Appropriations, to consist of seven 
aldermen and seven councilmen, to whom shall be referred 
the estimates of the departments prepared by the auditor in 
February annually, and also any suggestions thereon from 
His Honor the Mayor. 

They shall, on or before the fifteenth day of March, report 
an order appropriating such sums as they deem necessary for 
the lawful public uses, and setting forth in detail, as far as 
convenient, the purposes. 

2. A committee on Claims, to consist of three aldermen 
and five councilmen, to whom shall be referred all claims 
against the city arising from the act or neglect of any of its 
departments. They shall report monthly the number and 
nature of the claims approved by them, and the amount of 
money awarded or paid in settlement thereof. 

3. A committee on the Contingent Expenses of the city 
council, to consist of three aldermen and five councilmen, 
to whom shall be referred all matters involving expenditures 
from any appropriation tor such purposes. ‘They shall ex- 
amine all bills and vouchers for expenditures chargeable to 
such appropriation, and, if the same are correctly certified 
to, shall authenticate them, if correct, by the signature 
of their chairman, and send the same to the city auditor on or 
before the twentieth day of each month, to be paid in accord- 
ance with the provisions of the Revised Ordinances of 1885. 

They shail report in print to the city council, on the first 
of every month, the auditor’s statement of expenditures from 
said fund, in Kenaonblé detail, and the amount remaining 
unexpended. They shall have the supervision of City Hall 
und the clerk of committees’ department and the city 
Inessenger’s department. 
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4. A committee on Finance, to consist of three alder- 
men and five councilmen, to whom shall be referred all appli- 
cations for expenditures which involve a loan, or a transfer 
of any part of an appropriation named in the general appro- 
priation order, or from the reserved fund. 

5. A committee on the City Hall Reference Library, to 
consist of two aldermen and three councilmen, to have 
charge of said library, and to expend any sums appropriated 
therefor. 

6. A committee on Legislative Matters, to consist of two 
aldermen and three councilmen, who shall, unless otherwise 
ordered, appear before committees of the general court 
and represent the interests of the city ; provided said com- 
mittee shall not, unless directed so to do by the city coun- 
cil, oppose any legislation petitioned for by the preceding 
city council. It shall report in print to the city council all 
bills, resolves, and petitions presented to the legislature 
affecting the city of Boston or any department thereof. 
Such printed report shall be made at the next meeting 
of either branch after such application is made, or earlier, 
at the discretion of said committee. 

7. A committee on Ordinances, to consist of three alder- 
men and five councilmen, to whom shall be referred all or- | 
dinances introduced in either branch, or transmitted to them 
by vote of any standing committee. Unless specially in- 
structed they shall merely pass upon the question of the 
form and legality of the ordinance so referred, but they m: Wy 
append an order that such ordinance “ought not to pass,” 
and give their reasons therefor. Such reports shall be 
made in not over two weeks from the meeting at which the 
reference was ordered in the ordinance received from a 
committee. 

To them shall be referred all requests of the corporation 
counsel for additional legal assistance, as provided in the 
Revised Ordinances of 1885, chap. 25, § 3. 

They shall also constitute the standing committee on the 
Law Department. 

8. A committee on Printing, to consist of three aldermen 
and five councilmen, who shall have the charge of all print- 
ing, advertising, or publishing ordered by or for the city 
council, or either branch, as one of its contingent or inci- 
dental expenses, and the supply of all stationery or binding 
for the same purpose. They shall annually appoint an agent 
to transact the business, and, unless otherwise ordered by 
vote of the city council, they shall employ the person ap- 
pointed as superintendent of printing under the provisions 
of chap. 33 of the Revised Ordinances of 1885. When so 
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employed he shall receive for both positions only the salary 
fixed by ordinance for the superintendent of printing. 

The committee shall fix the number of copies to be printed 
of any document printed as above, the minimum, however, 
to be six hundred; and they shall have the right to make 
rules and regulations for the care, custody, and ‘distribution 
of the same by the city messenger. 

They shall constitute the standing committee on the De- 
partment of the Superintendent of Printing, provided in 
Joint Rule No. 1. 

9. A committee on Underground Wires, to consist of 
three aldermen and five members of the common council. 


COMMITTEES. 


Rute 38. The member of the board of aldermen first 
named on every joint standing committee shall be its chair- 
man; and, in case of his resignation or inability, the other 
members of the same board in the order designated by the 
chairman of the board, and after them the members of the 
common council in the order named, shall act as chairman. 
The chairman shall call meetings of the committee at his 
discretion, or at the written request of « majority of the 
members. Every joint special committee may choose its own 
chairman. | 

Rute 4. The joint standing committees shall cause rec- 
ords of their proceedings to be kept in books provided for 
that purpose; and at all meetings of committees the records 
of the previous meeting shall be read, unless otherwise 
ordered by the committee. In all such meetings of com- 
mittees all votes shall, at the request of any member, be 
taken by yeas and nays and recorded. 

Rue 5. No meeting of any committee shall, without the 
consent of all the members thereof, be called upon less notice 
than twenty-four hours from the time the clerk shall have 
mailed the notices or despatched them by special messenger. 

Rue 6. Any joint committee may expend from the ap- 
propriation for contingent expenses an amount not exceeding 
two hundred dollars in any one year, for purposes con- 
nected with the duties of said committee for which no pro- 
vision has been otherwise made, except for refreshments or 


carriage-h ire. 
CONFERENCE COMMITTEES. 


Rute 7. In every case of disagreement between the two 
branches of the city council, if either branch shall request 
a conference, and appoint a committee of conference, the other 
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branch shall also appoint such a committee. Both commit- 
tees shall, at an hour to be agreed upon by their chairmen, 
meet and state to each other, verbally or in writing, as either 
shall choose, the reasons for the action of their respective 
branches in relation to the matter in controversy, shall con- 
fer freely thereon, and shall report to their respective 
branches. 


REFERENCE TO COMMITTEES. 


Rute 8. When an order or resolution relates to a subject 
which may properly be examined and reported upon by an 
existing committee of the city council, such order or resolu- 
tion shall, upon presentation, be referred to such committee. 
Either branch of the city council may commit or recommit 
to a joint committee; but a reference with instructions, 
shall require concurrent action. 


REPorRTS OF COMMITTEES. 


Rue 9. No report of a joint committee shall be received 
by either branch of the city council unless agreed to by such 
committee at a duly notified meeting thereof. The report 
of a committee upon any subject referred to it shall, unless 

otherwise ordered by the city council or by the committee, 
‘ be presented to the branch in which the order of reference 
originated. It shall be the duty of every joint committee 
to which any subject may be specially referred, to report 
thereon within four weeks, or to ask for further time. 

Rute 10. All reports and other papers submitted to the 
city council shall be written or printed, and no indorsement 
of any kind shall be made on the reports, memorials, or other 
papers, excepting those made by the officers of either branch, 
or the name of the member offering the same. Every re- 
port of a committee shall be signed by a member belonging 
to the body to which it shall be presented, unless otherwise 
directed by the committee. Every member presenting an 
order, ordinance, or resolution, shall endorse his name 
thereon. Such member shall be informed, by the clerk of 
the committee to which the matter is referred, of the time 
fixed for its consideration, if he give notice of his desire to 
be heard thereon. 

Ruxe 11. Any report containing any recommendation, 
other than “leave to withdraw,” or “inexpedient to take 
further action,” or reference to another board or committee, 
shall be accompanied by an ordinance, order, or resolve, 
embodying such recommendation ; and such report shall be 
acted upon separately. 
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Rove 12. Any member of a joint committee may submit 
a minority report at the same time as the majority report, 
and, if the latter be in print, he shall be allowed to submit 
his report also in print. Either branch may order to be 
printed the report of any committee submitted to it, or any 
document relating to a subject under consideration, the 
expense thereof to be charged to the general appropriation 
for printing. 


CLERK OF COMMITTEES. 


Rute 13. Theclerk of committees shall, at the request 
of the chairman of any committee of which he is clerk, make 
copies of any papers to be reported by it, and he shall notify 
each member of the city council of all public committee 
hearings. He shall post daily in the corridor of the city 
hall, and in the chamber of the board of aldermen, and in 
the city messenger’s office, a list of the committee meetings 


to be held that day. 


ORDINANCES, OrDERS, AND RESOLUTIONS. 


Rute 14. _ If any ordinance, order, or resolution, originat- 
ing in one branch, shall fail to pass in the other, notice shall 
be given, under the signature of the clerk, to the branch in 
which the same originated. 

Rutz 15. In all votes requiring concurrent action the 
form of expression shall be “Ordered” for everything by 
way of command; and the form shall be “ Resolved” for 
everything expressing opinions, principles, facts, or pur- 
poses. 


APPROPRIATIONS AND EXPENDITURES. 


Rute 16. Whenever the city council shall order an ex- 
penditure by any committee, board, or officer, either in 
addition to the estimates on which the appropriation was 
made, or for an object not included in such estimates, it 
shall provide for the payment of the same. 

No expenditure shall be made from the reserved fund 
except by a transfer to some other appropriation, or to a new 
appropriation to be established. 

No expenditure shall be charged to the appropriation for 
incidentals excepting the amounts necessary to pay judg- 
ments, or to settle claims against the city, and transfers. 

Rute 17. When applic: ition shall be made for an addi- 
tional appropriation, to be provided for by transfer or loan, 
such appropriation shall not be made until the application 
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has been referred to, and reported upon by, the committee 
on Finance. 

Rue 18. No order authorizing the borrowing of money, 
or the transfer of one appropriation or part of an appropria- 
tion to another appropriation, shall be passed, unless two- 
thirds of the whole number of the members of each branch 
of the city council vote in the affirmative, by vote taken by 
yea and nay. 

Rue 19. No presiding officer of a board, or chairman 
of a committee, unless duly authorized by such board or 
committee, shall approve any bill or account against the city. 


REFRESHMENTS AND CARRIAGES. 


Rue 20. No bills for refreshments or carriages shall be 
paid, unless such bills shall specify in detail the names of the 
members to whom such refreshments or carriages are fur- 
nished, and the dates of furnishing the same. No member 
of the city council shall incur any such bills, unless the 
same be furnished while performing some duty with which 
he has been charged by a committee of which he is a 
member, and by the vote of such committee authorizing such 
special expenditure. All bills for refreshments shall be pre- 
sented at the time incurred, and shall be approved by the 
members of the city council incurring the same; provided, 
however, that all bills contracted by sub-committees shall be 
submitted to and approved by the full committee. 

All carriages shall be ordered through the city messenger, 
who shall examine and audit the bills therefor within twenty 
days from the date they are incurred, and the clerk of 
committees shall furnish the city messenger a copy of the 
vote, in each case, authorizing the use of such carriages. 

All bills for refreshments, or carriages, shall be paid from 
the appropriation for the contingent expenses of the city 
council, and, if containing items incurred more than three 
months previous to the date of their presentation to the 
auditor, shall go before the city council for approval. The 
prices paid for all carriages hired under this rule shall be in 
conformity with the rates established by the board of police. 


Notick To OTHER BRANCH. 


Rute 21. All papers requiring concurrent action shall 
be transmitted from one branch of the city council to the 
other before the next regular meeting of the latter branch, 
with the action of the branen sending them indorsed nae 


on, and signed by the regular presiding officer of such 
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branch, or, in his absence, by the clerk, or assistant clerk, 
of such body. In case of votes or action by either branch, 
not based on written orders or papers, notice of the same 
shall be transmitted to the other branch, signed as herein- 
before directed. 


REPEAL. 


Rute 22. The foregoing rules shall not be altered, 
amended, suspended, or repealed, at any time, except by 
the votes of two-thirds of the members of each branch of 
the city council present and voting thereon.

The committee on rules of the common council appointed 
to consider what alterations, if any, were needed to be made 
in the rules of that body, having attended to that duty, 
respectfully submit the accompanying draft of rules for 
adoption by the common council. 

The changes recommended by the committee in the rules 
in force during the past year are noted as follows ; — 

The following rule is prefixed to rule 25: “ When an order 
or resolution relates to a subject which may properly be 
examined and reported upon by an existing committee of the 
city council, such order or resolution shall, upon presenta- 
tion, be referred to such committee.” 

The following new rule is inserted as rule 39, namely :— 

Rue 39. After a vote has been refused a reconsidera- 
tion, it shall not be rescinded unless two-thirds of the whole 
number of the members of the common council vote in the 
affirmative. 

The numbers of the remaining rules are changed. 

In rule 45 (old rule 44) the words “and officials ” are 
inserted after the word “members ” in the 13th line, 
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Rule 45 is amended to read as follows, and becomes rule 
46 :— 

“Rute 46. The foregoing rules shall not be altered, 
amended, suspended, or repealed, at any time, except by 
the votes of two-thirds of the members of the common 
council present and voting thereon.”

Committee on Rules. 
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RULES AND ORDERS 


OF THE 


COMMON COUNCIL. 


Rute 1. Unless otherwise ordered from time to time, 
the regular meeting of the common council shall be held 
on every Thursday, at half-past seven o’clock P.M., and, 
on the appearance of a quorum, the council shall be called 
to order. In the absence of the president the oldest senior 
member present shall take the chair, and a president pro 
tempore shall be chosen by ballot; and, if an election is not 
effected on the first trial, on subsequent trials a plurality vote 
shall elect. 


PRESIDENT. 


Ruue 2. The president shall appoint and announce all 
committees, unless otherwise ordered, and shall communicate 
his appointments to the council at the meeting following 
such action, if not made during a session. All vacancies 
upon committees shall be filled in the manner of original 
appointment ; and members so appointed shall take rank ac- 
cording to the date of their appointment. 

Rute 3. The president may at any time call another 
member to the chair; but such substitution shall not continue 
beyond an adjournment. In all cases the president may vote. 

Rue 4. The president may make any rules that he deems 
proper to preserve order in the council chamber during ses- 
sions of the council, and he shall forbid smoking in the 
council chamber during a session. 


CLERK. 


‘Rue 5. The clerk shall keep a record of the acts, votes, 
and proceedings of the common council, and a separate rec- 
ord of all decisions of the chair upon questions of order. 
He shall have the care and custody of all papers belonging 
to this branch of the city council; and shall prepare a

schedule of business in order for each meeting, in such 
manner as the president may direct. 

He shall draw up and send all messages to the board of 
aldermen; and shall retain in his possession all papers until 
the right to file a notice of reconsideration has expired, and 
after such notice he shall keep the papers pertaining thereto 
until the right of reconsideration has expired. 


Conpuct OF MEMBERS. 


Rute 6. Except when otherwise provided, no member 
shall speak for more than fifteen minutes, and a further equal © 
time if the council so vote. No member shall speak a 
second time on a question, if another member, who has not 
spoken, claims the floor. 

Rue 7. No member shall interrupt another while speak- 
ing, except by rising to call to order, in which case the 
speaker shall not lose his right to the floor. 

Every member, while speaking, shall confine himself to 
the question under debate, and shall refrain from person- 
alities, and shall not refer to any other member cof the 
council except by a respectful designation ; and no member 
shall speak or vote out of his place without leave of the 
president. 


QUORUM. 


Rue 8. Whenever, on a rising vote or ona roll-call, a 
quorum does not vote, or whenever a member raises the 
doubt of a quorum being present, the chair shall ascertain 
and declare whether a quorum is present. If there is no 
quorum present he shall immediately declare the council 
adjourned. 


COMMITTEES. 


Rue 9. All matters relating to the elections of members 
shall be referred ‘to the standing committee on elections, 
which shall consist of five members. 

Rute 10. There shall be a standing committee on 
judiciary, consisting of five members, who shall have the 
power to obtain the opinion of the corporation counsel on 
all matters that shall be referred to them. 

Rute 11. All committees of this council shall be noti- 
fied of their meetings by the clerk of committees. They 
shall not sit during sessions of the council without special 
leave, nor be called on less notice than twenty-four hours 
from the time the notices are mailed by the clerk or de- 
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spatched by special messenger, unless all the members con- 
sent; and they shall keep a record of their doings. The 
member first named shall be chairman, unless otherwise 
ordered by the committee, in which case the council shall 
be notified of the change; and the same rule shall apply 
to the members serving on joint committees. 

RuieE 12. Special committees of this council shall con- 
sist of three members, unless otherwise ordered. 

Rue 13. No report of any committee shall be received 
unless agreed to by such committee at a duly notified meet- 
ing thereof. Such report, when presented, may be ordered 
to be printed, and shall then take its place among the unfin- 
ished business for consideration at the next meeting. 

Rue 14. Committees of this council, to whom any mat- 
ter is referred, shall report within four weeks, or ask for 
further time. 


COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE. 


Rute 15. When the council shall determine to go into 


a committee of the whole the president shall appoint the 


member who shall take the chair. 

Rute 16. The rules of proceedings in the council shall 
be observed in committee of the whole, so far as they are 
applicable ; but a motion to rise, report progress, and ask 
leave to sit again, shall be first in order, and shall be decided 
without debate; and the previous question shall not be 
moved. 


COURSE OF PROCEEDINGS. 


Ruiter 17. At every regular meeting of the council the 


order of business shall be as follows :— 


First. Reading of the records of the preceding meeting, 
if called for by any member. 

Second. Papers from the board of aldermen. 

Third. Reports of committee on finance. 

Fourth. Reports of committees, which shall be called for 
by divisions in numerical order. 

Fifth. Motions, orders, and resolutions. They shall be 
read once, and may be referred or specially assigned, and, 
if no objection is made and no suspension of the rules is 
necessary, they may be given a second reading and passed. 

Sixth. Untinished business of preceding meetings. 

Seventh. Communications and reports from city officers. 

Eighth. Presentation of petitions, remonstrances, and 
memorials. 
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Ninth. Notices of motions for reconsideration. 
Tenth. Motions, orders, und resolutions. 


Provided, however, that not more than thirty minutes shal] 
be allowed for the presentation of papers under the fifth 
order of business. Papers shall be called for by divisions 
in numerical order, and only one member in a division shall 
be recognized until each division has been called. 


Ruxe 18. All papers addressed to the council shall be 
presented by the president, or by a member; and, unless the 
council shall otherwise determine, they shall be read by the 
president, or such other person as he may request, and be 
taken up in the order in which they are presented. 

Rute 19. All ordinances, orders, and resolutions shall, 
unless rejected, have two several readings, after each of 
which debate shall be in order, and they shall then be put on 
their passage. Whenever the second reading immediately 
follows the first the document may be read by its title only, 
unless objection is made. 

Rute 20. No ordinance and no order or resolution im- 
posing penalties, or authorizing a loan or the expenditure of 
money shall have more than one reading on the same day ; 
but this rule shall not apply to an order to print a document 
or to provide refreshments during a session. 


MortTIons. 


Rue 21. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if 
the president shall so direct, and no other motion shall be 
entertained until a reasonable time be afforded for compliance 
with such direction. 

Rue 22. In naming sums and fixing times the largest 
sum and longest time shall first be put to the question. 

RuLE 23. When a question is under debate the president 
shall receive any of the following motions, but no others : — 


1. To adjourn 

2. The previous question. 

3. To lay on the table. 

4. To close debate at a specified time. 

5. To especially assign to a time certain. 
6. To refer to a committee. 

7. To amend. 

8. To refer to another board. 

9. To postpone indefinitely. 


These several motions shall not be applied to each other, 
except that the motion to assign, refer, amend, or to close 
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debate at a specified time, may be amended; and the pre- 
vious question may be demanded upon an amendment, which 
motion shall be decided without debate. When one of these 
motions has been made, none of the others, inferior to it in 
precedence, shall be made, and, in proceeding to vote, 
motions pending shall be put in the order of their rank, as 
above arranged. No motion or proposition of a subject dif- 
ferent from that under consideration shall be admitted under 
color of amendment. 

Rute 24. When a matter has been especially assigned 
to be taken up at a fixed hour, or at a certain stage of pro- 
ceedings, such matter shall, at the time appointed, or at any 
time subsequent thereto, during the same or succeeding 
meetings, be in order upon the call of any member, and 
take precedence of all other business. 

Rute 25. When an order or resolution relates to a sub- 
ject which may properly be examined and reported upon by 
an existing committee of the city council, such order or res- 
olution shall, upon presentation, be referred to such commit- 
tee. When a motion is made to refer any subject, and different 
committees are proposed, the motion shall be put in the fol- 
lowing order :— 


A standing-committee of the council. 
A special committee of the council. 
A joint standing committee. 

A joint special committee. 


Ruxe 26. <A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, 
provided business of a nature to be recorded on the journal 
has been transacted since a motion to adjourn was rejected ; 
and such motion shall be decided without debate. 

Ruie 27. Debate on a call for the previous question, or 
on a motion to close debate at a specified time, or on a mo- 
tion to lay on the table, or take from the table, shall not 
exceed ten minutes, and no member shall speak more than 
three minutes. In such debate, however, the merits of the 
min question shall not be discussed. 

Rute 28. Any member may require the division of a 
question when the sense will admit of it; and any member 
may move at any time for the suspension of any rule or 
rules. 

PREVIOUS QUESTION. 

RuLE 29. When the previous question is ordered the vote 
shall be taken upon all pending amendments, and finally upon 
the main question. 

Rue 30. All incidental questions of order, arising after 
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a motion is made for the previous question, shall be decided 
without debate, except on an appeal; and on such an appeal 
no member shall be allowed to speak more than once, with- 
out leave of the council. 

Rute 31. The previous question shall be put in the fol- 
lowing form: “ Shall the main question be now put?” and all 
debate upon the main question shall be suspended until the 
previous question has been decided. 


APPEAL. 


Rute 32. No appeal from the decision of the president 
shall be entertained unless it is seconded; and no other 
business shall be in order till the question on the appeal has 
been decided. The question shall be put as follows: “ Shall 
the decision of the chair stand as the judgment of the 
council?” And it shall be deemed to be decided in the 
affirmative unless a majority of the votes given are to the 
contrary. 

VOTING. 


Rute 33. If the president is unable to decide, or if any 
member doubts a vote, the president shall cause a rising vote 
to be taken on the question, without further debate. The 
president shall appoint two tellers for each division of the 
council, as fixed by him, who shall agree on a count, and 
report the result aloud to him. 

Rue 34. A motion that any pending vote shall be taken 
by yeas and nays shall be in order at any time, and no 
debate shall be allowed thereon, but it shall be passed by 
the assent of one-fifth of the members present. 

Rue 35. After the announcement of a vote not taken 
by yeas and nays any member may move for a verification 
thereof by yeas and nays, and on such motion a debate of 
the original question, not exceeding five minutes, shall be 
permitted ; and the yeas and nays shall be taken, provided 
one-fifth of the members voting shall so require. 


RECONSIDERATION. 


Rue 36. When a vote has been passed, any member 
may move a reconsideration thereof at the same meeting, 
either immediately after the announcement of such vote, or 
whenever motions are in order; or if any member, who is 
not shown by a yea and nay vote to have voted against the 
prevailing side, shall give notice to the clerk, before ten 
o'clock A.M. of the next day but one following that on 
which a meeting was held (except the final meeting of the 
year, or that preceding any adjournment for over two 
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weeks), of his intention so to do, he may move a reconsider- 
ation at the next meeting at which said motion is reached in 
the order of proceedings. 

Rute 37. Debate on motions to reconsider shall be 
limited to thirty minutes, and no member shall speak more 
than five minutes. Whenever a matter has been especially 
assigned, a notice, as above specified, to reconsider any vote 
affecting it shall be considered whenever such special assign- 
ment takes effect. 

RuxeE 38. When a motion for reconsideration has been 
decided that decision shall not be reconsidered, and no 
question shall be twice reconsidered unless it has been 
amended after the reconsideration ; nor shall any reconsider- 
ation be had upon either of the following motions : — 


To adjourn. 

The previous question. 

To lay on the table. 

To take from the table. 

To close debate at a specified time. 


RESCINDING VOTES. 


RuxLe 39. After a vote has been refused a reconsidera- 
tion, it shall not be rescinded unless two-thirds of the whole 
number of the members of the common council vote in the 
affirmative. 


ELECTIONS. 


Rue 40. All officers receiving any compensation from 
he city of Boston, who are primarily elected by the city 
council, shall be chosen in this branch by ballot, at a meet- 
ing subsequent to the one at which they are reported at 
nominated by a committee, or as elected by the board of 
aldermen. 

Rute 41. In all elections by ballot the number of blanks 
cast shall be reported, but shall not be counted in the returns. 
Ballots cast for ineligible persons shall be counted and _ re- 
ported, but only for the purpose of ascertaining the whole 
number of ballots cast. Where a plurality elects, if an in- 
eligible person receive a plurality there shall be no choice. 


SEATS OF MEMBERS. 


RuuE 42. No person, except a member of the council, 
shall be permitted to occupy the seat of any member while 
the council is in session. The seats of the members of the 
council shall be numbered, and shall be determined, in the 
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presence of the council, by drawing the names of members 
and the numbers of the seats simultaneously ; and each member 
shall be entitled for the year to the seat bearing the number 
so drawn against his name, and shall not change it, except 


by the permission of the president. 


SPECTATORS. 


Rute 43. The city messenger shall allow no person upon 
the floor of the council chamber, or in either of the anterooms, 
except members of the city government and reporters, with- 
out the permission of the president; and, while the council 
is in session, no person except members of the city govern- 
ment and reporters shall be allowed in either of the ante- 
rooms on the easterly side. The president shall order such 
accommodations on the floor for reporters and spectators 
as he shall deem proper; provided, however, that no specta- 
tors shall be seated behind the members of the council. 

Rue 44. The council chamber shall be used for meet- 
ings of the council only, unless by special vote of the com- 
mon council; provided, that during the summer recess the 
president may allow the chamber to be used for public pur- 
poses, in all cases reporting his action to the council at its 
next meeting. The anteroom and large committee-room on 
the east shall be subject to the same rules; except that the 
president may allow committee-meetings to be held therein 
~-at times when the council is not in session. The clerk’s 
room shall be assigned to the clerk of the common council 
for occupancy and use. The anteroom between the council 
chamber and the clerk’s room shall be used during the 
meetings of the council to give access to the seats on the 
floor, and such other purposes as the president may direct ; 
provided, that smoking there shall not be allowed on the part 
of visitors. The general care and supervision of these rooms 
are hereby intrusted to the city messenger, subject to the 
direction of the president; but no expenditure of money 
shall be made except by direct vote of the common council. 


REFRESHMENTS AND CARRIAGE—HIRE. 


Ruie 45. No bill for refreshments or carriage-hire shall 
be incurred by any member of the common council, ex- 
cept in the discharge of official duty, and all bills for 
refreshments, after being duly certified to by the mem- 
bers incurring the same, shall be submitted to the audit- 
ing committee as hereinafter provided. All carriages shall 
be hired through the city messenger, who shall obtain and 


verify the bills ‘within tw enty days from the date when they 
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were incurred, and the clerk of committees shall furnish to 
the city messenger a copy of the vote, in each case, author- 
izing the use of such carriages. When the common council 
is in session at eleven P.M., the city messenger is directed to 
provide carriages to convey members and officials to their 
respective homes, if they so desire. The president is hereby 
authorized to incur bills for refreshments or carriage-hire while 
in the discharge of his official duties. The prices paid for 
all carriages hired under this rule shall be in conformity with 
the rates established by the board of police. All bills so in- 
curred for refreshments and carriage-hire shall be charged 
to the contingent fund of the common council, and all bills 
for refreshments shall be audited, before presentation to 
the city auditor, by a committee of three members of the 
common council. Said committee shall satisfy themselves 
of the correctness of such bills, both as to authority and 
amount, and may require evidence before approving them 
for payment; such audit shall be completed monthly, on 
or before the twenty-fifth day of the month, and no bill 
shall be considered unless presented within three months 
of the date of incurring the same. 

The city auditor shall report in print every three months, 
giving in detail the bills allowed and the votes authorizing 
the same. 


REPEAL. 


Rute 46. The foregoing rules shall not be altered, 
amended, suspended, or repealed, at any time, except by the 
votes of two-thirds of the members of the common council 
present and voting thereon.

THIRTY-SECOND ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


TRUSTEES OF MOUNT HOPE 
CEMETERY, 


To the Honorable City Council: — 


The Board of Trustees of Mount Hope Cemetery respect- 
fully submit their report of the affairs of this institution 
during the year 1889. 

There was an unexpended balance in the treasury on the 
first day of January, 1889, of $346.66. Subsequently, on 
Jan. 3, 1889, the Board received the sum of $2,000, appro- 
priated by the City Council, for their use, in December of 
1888, and on Oct. 10, 1889, the Board received an appro- 
priation of $5,000, made by the City Council; thus making 
the amount to be used by the Trustees in carrying on the 
cemetery, $7,346.66, exclusive of the revenue of the ceme- 
tery for 1889, of $22,957.79 ; making the total at the disposal 
of the Trustees of $30,304.45; being $4,903.07 less than 
the Board of Trustees had in 1888. 

The receipts from the sale of lots and graves, care of lots, 
sale of flowers, receiving-tomb, and foundations to monu- 
ments, headstones, etc., were $22,957.79, as will appear 
from the schedule below; being a sum of $925.21 more than 
was received in 1888 from the same sources. 

The expenditures were $27,864.34, as shown by the 
schedule below, being $6,996.52 less than for the year 
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1888. And of these expenditures the present Board of 
Trustees have paid $1,659.50 for debts contracted by the 
Trustees of 1888, thus showing that the real expenditures of 
the cemetery incurred by this Board were only $26,204.84 ; 
being $8,656.02 less than for the year 1888. | 

The balance in the treasury January 1, 1889, was 
$2,440.11. 

The work done in the cemetery has been the usual work 
necessary for carrying on such an institution, and there has 
been none performed that was not absolutely necessary to 
prepare the ground for lots and graves,and keep the same 
in good condition. 

There were 241 feet of drain constructed, 340 feet of 
walks raised and gravelled, and 150 feet of avenues prop- 
erly made and graded. 

Two hundred and ten graves were prepared for sale in 
Maple Grove; 280 graves in Maple Grove were raised and 
covered with loam; 66 lots were prepared for sale. ~There 
are now ready for sale 166 graves in Maple Grove, 28 
graves in Cypress Vale, and 88 lots. In the City Cemetery 
326 graves were prepared. 

The proprietors of lots erected at their own expense 11 
monuments and 12) headstones.

Section 1 of Chapter 123 of the Acts of 1876 provides 
that “the Sealer of Weights and Measures sball annually 
give public notice, by advertisement, or by posting notices 
in one or more public places, to all sahabitaits or persois 
having a usual place of business therein, who use seales, 
we eights, or measures, for the purpose of selling any goods, 
wares, merchandise, or other commodities, or for ‘public 
weighing, to bring in their scales, weights, and measures to 
be adjusted and sealed.” 

The same section also provides that “in those cities and 
towns where a salary is paid to the Sealer of Weights and 
Measures no fees shall be charged for such service.” 

In compliance with the provisions of the foregoing section, 
it is customary for the sealer to notify annually, in May, all 
such persons as are referred to by the statutes, by publishing 
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the required notice in the daily papers, to bring to this office 
their scales, weights, and measures, to be tested and sealed. 

Section 2 of Chapters 123 of the Acts of 1876, amended 
by Section 2 of Chapter 151 of the Acts of 1877, provides 
that, “at any time after said notice, the said Sealer of 
Weights and Measures shall go to the houses, stores, and 
shops. of persons mentioned in the foregoing section, who 
have neglected to comply with the notice given thereunder, 
anc having entered the same, with the assent of the oceu- 
pants, shall adjust and seal their scales, weights, and meas- 
ures, and shall be entitled to receive for said service the 
compensation set forth in Chapter 51, Section 14, of the 
General Statutes.” 

The customary notice having been published, after a rea- 
sonable time the deputy sealers were instructed to visit. the 
places where scales, weights, and measures were in use 3 
and, having infor med the owners thereof that it was optional 
with them whether their seales, ete., should be tested at this 
office, or at their place of business, and in'the former case no 
charge would be made for such services, proceeded there- 
ufter, with their consent, to test and seal the same.

ANNUAT REPORT 


OF THE 


SUPERINTENDENT OF SEWERS, 


FOR THE YHAR 1889. 


OFFICE OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SEWERS, 
City Hatt, Boston, Jan. 27, 1890. 


To the Honorable the City Council: — 


In compliance with the requirements of the Ordinances of 
1885, the following statement of the expenditures, income, 
and business of this department, together with a schedule of 
property belonging to it, is respectfully submitted : — 

The condition of the sewers, in the older portions of the 
city, has not improved with age. The much-needed and all- 
important system of intercepting sewers and main drains has, 
at large expense, been partially built ; still, much remains to 
be done to complete it, and to secure to us such a system of 
drainage as we desire and expect. This can only be done 
by liberal appropriations and a proper expenditure of 
the money. In order to get the full benefit of the main 
drainage works, the tide water, now carried at every tide 
into the intercepting sewers by means of the leakage into the 
old wooden sewers at the North and the West Ends, must be 
absolutely excluded; that is to say, leaky sewers must be 
replaced by water-tight sewers. 

The necessity for sewering the suburban districts is evi- 
dent to all citizens who look forward to the growth of the 
city. The construction of sewers must be simultaneous 
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with the introduction of city water. A large portion of the 
suburbs consists of clay subsoil, in which cesspools rapidly 
fill with water, necessitating such frequent cleaning as to pre- 
vent the development of property and increase of valuation. 

The building of sewers should precede the necessity for 
their use. They would be an incentive to developing real 
estate ; whereas, now, sewers are at a premium, and only to 
be obtained by strong personal effort on the part of the ap- 
plicant, persevered in frequently for years. 

The appropriation for common sewers should be sufficient 
to anticipate all legitimate wants. 

The main dramage works are in fair order, so far as the 
permanent portion is concerned. Expenses for renewal of 
the metal work, which comes in contact with sewage, will 
increase until the whole has been renewed. 

The wooden flume from Squantum to Moon Island is the 
weak point in the system, and is likely to break at any mo- 
ment, and cause nuisances along the shore. As two seasons 
will be required to construct the conduit to take the place of 
this flume, it would appear to be very necessary to begin it 
the present year. 

Provisions should be made, also, for pumping out the 
tunnel, and for a new tow-boat, as soon as’ possible. 

These matters were brought to the attention of the Honor- 
able City Council of 1889, but without any result. This 
system is not automatic. Failure to furnish means for main- 
taining the main drainage system will be immediately fol- 
lowed by rapid deterioration of the w ovks, and much greater 

expense in the end. 

Many of the old sewers in East Boston and Charlestown 
must be rebuilt: they are now cesspools, and very detri- 
mental to the health of the community. 

Stony-brook Improvement, as contemplated at present, Is 
‘completed, and Roxbury, so far as can be foreseen, will not 
suffer again by flooding. Beyond the portion improved, the 
channel remains in its former condition; and the low dis-. 
tricts, adjacent to the upper portions of the brook, are liable 
to flooding under the same conditions as formerly. 

W herever practicable, systems of surface drainage, dis- 
charging into the brooks or tide water, distinct from the 
house drainage, must be put in. There can be no objection 
to discharging surface water in this way, and legislative | 
authority already exists for the taking of these water-courses 
by the city. ; 

The combined system, with overflows for storm water into 
the brooks, while answering the purpose tor a limited time, 
will eventually become a nuisance. Some of the advantages 
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from the separate system will be —smaller sewers emptying 
into the intercepting sewers, and hence less water (sewage) 
to be overflowed or pumped, and the preventing of the flood- 
ing of cellars by relieving the sewers connected with houses, 
which are now gorged at every storm. The disadvantage, 
if it can be considered such, will be the expense incident 
to the care and conservation of the water-courses by the city. 

The work during the season has been done entirely by day 
labor, and has been accomplished at no greater expense to 
the city than under the contract system for the same class of 
work. Cheap work has not been attempted, and is not eco- 
nomical, especially as applied to sewers. The policy has 
been to secure good substantial work at a minimum cost. 

The work in the South Cove district is progressing as rap- 
idly as possible; but it is necessarily slow, on account of 
tide-water and obstacles of all sorts, such as old sea-walls, 
foundations to old buildings, cob wharves, bad bottom, etc., 
etc., and is complicated still further by the necessity of caring 
for the sewage in the old sewers during the time of con- 
structing the new ones. 

The engineers, foremen, sub-foremen, and all those in 
charge of work in the department have given their full atten- 
tion and their best efforts to the work in hand, and have, at 
all times, co6perated with me in securing to the citizens the 
value of the money expended. 

The clerks in the office have attended strictly to business, 
and have been, at all times, courteous and willing. 

The mechanics and laborers employed have, with few ex- 
ceptions, been of a high class, and have ably performed their 
parts. 

To all the employees I desire to extend my _ personal 
thanks for the very able and efficient manner in which they 
have assisted me, and to express the hope that their efforts 
may be appreciated by the public, as they certainly are by 
me. 

During the year, assessments amounting to $61,808.49 
have been levied by the Board of Aldermen, in accordance 
with old law governing sewer assessments, a bills therefor 
have been turned over to the City Collector for collection. 

Assessments to the amount of - $36,809.15 have, also, 
been made and determined by the Superintendent of Sewers, 
in accordance with the provisions of Chap. 456 of the Acts 
and Resolves of the Legislature of 1889. Of this amount, 
bills amounting to $10,920.73 ‘have been sent to the City 
Collector tor collection. These assessments are not collect- 
able until entry is made into the sewer. 

Entrance fees, amounting to $3,851.81, have been col- 
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lected from estates, upon which no assessment was ever 
levied, and have been turned over to the City Collector. 

The City Collector has received during the year, on 
account of the department, $91,071.52. 

Two thousand three hundred and thirty-one permits have 
been granted to drain-layers to connect new drains with the 
sewers, or to repair old ones: and the work done under 
these permits has been duly inspected and recorded by the 
inspectors appointed for that purpose.

ParkK CONSTRUCTION. 


The following is an account of the operations of the De- 
partment during the past year; a more detailed statement by 
the Engineer will be found in the Appendix : — 


Wood Island Park, Hast Boston. —'The approaches from 
Neptune Bridge on the Park grounds have been partially 
graded with material taken from the site of the proposed 
playground on the northerly slope of the Park. The work 
is being done under a new laying out by the Landscape Archi- 
tects, which will effect a saving in the construction of the 
Park. 

Marine Park. — The pier-head, a contract for which was 
let early in the season, is nearly completed. Four spans 
have been added to the iron pier, and a contract has been 
made for the remaining span to be placed in position when 
the pier-head is finished. The Board has made a contract for 
200,000 cubic yards of filling, under which about 25,000 
cubic yards have been deposited. 

Charlesbank. — The grading and planting has been fin- 
ished, the gymnasium completed and opened to the public, 
and a building for use in connection with the gymnasium and 
for administration purposes erected. Gas lamps have been 
placed along the embankment wall, and 100 park settees 
ages along the walks. The girls’ gymnasium ground is 
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ready for the building and the apparatus, and the children’s 
playground is nearly “completed. 

The Parkway — Back Bay Fens.-— Audubon Road on the 
westerly side of the upper basin has been finished for a 
distance of 1,700 feet from Agassiz Road, and the adjoining 
slopes and large island planted. On the easterly side the 
slopes have been completed and mostly planted from Agassiz 
Bridge to the new Stony-Brook outlet, the walk graded and 
partly built, and, except for a short distance near the Steny- 
Brook outlet, the slopes around the southerly side of the 
basin to the location of the Fen Bridge have been graded 
and loamed ready for planting. The walk on this side has 
also been graded. The channel has been dredged and tke 
shores completed up to the proposed Fen Bridge : at the point 
where the Parkway is to turn towards Brookline Avenue. 
Excavations for the foundations of the bridge have also been 
made. The curbstones and paving blocks “for the Fenw: ay 
from Agassiz Road to the new outlet of Stony Brook have 
been purchased, and are on the ground, and a large amount 
of road material has been prepared for use next year. The 
Sewer Department bas also partly built the abutments and 
piers for the Stony-Brook Bridge. The question occurs 
whether the Sewer Department is to build this bridge. The 
Board does not see how this work can be said to belong to 
the Park Department, inasmuch as Stony Brook was led into 
the Parkway at this point by the Sewer Department, and this 
necessitated the bridge, there being already another channel 
of Stony Brook into the Fens. 

Arnold Arboretum. — The driveway from the present 
drive to Walter Street has been graded for about three- 
quarters of the distance, — about 2,000 feet, — including the 
building of one culvert. 

Franklin Park, — The Playstead Shelter and the grounds 
and walks about it were finished, and, together with the 
Playstead, were opened to the public on the 12th of June 
with appropriate ceremonies. 

The Walnut-Avenue Entrances were also finished early in 
the season, and the grounds about them planted. <A rustic 
fountain of field stone, supplied with water from a neighbor- 
ing spring, was erected near the Playstead Road. 

‘The Old Trail Road entering the Park from Seaver Street, 
opposite Humboldt Avenue, has been finished and the slopes 
graded. 

The valley gate to the Country Park and about 3,500 feet 
of the Park wall on the line of Glen Lane have been com- 
pleted. Glen Lane (for heavy traffic) has been graded for 
two-thirds of the distance across the Park, and about half the 
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whole length of the road macadamized and furnished with 
edgestones and gutters. 

The circuit drive has been completed and opened to travel 
from the valley gate to Walnut Avenue near Ellicott Street, 
— about one-half mile, — the slopes graded and some of the 
adjacent walks built. This included Ellicott arch, which 
carries the drive and ride over the walk from Williams-Strect 
Entrance to Ellicottdale. The ride has been partly subgraded 
along this part of the circuit drive. 

The circuit drive from Walnut Avenue, near Ellicott 
Street, has been subgraded to the road leading to the Dairy 
and Searboro Hill, and the subgrading of this road is now in 
progress. Some work has also been done on the Loop Road 
in the Wilderness. 

Ellicottdale has been cleared of stone, drained, and mostly 
graded. 

The upper part of the valley southerly from the valley 
gate, including the old location of Williams Street, has been 
cleared and graded, and the main line of the Park drainage 
has been extended. 

There is but little more required to finish the surface of 
the Country Park as it is designed to be left for use by the 
public, and the Board hopes that it can be finished next sea- 
son, not including the circuit drive from Scarboro Hill 
around the southerly and easterly sides to Glen Lane. 

A flock of 56 sheep has been obtained for the Country 
Park, and a temporary sheep-fold provided. 


The Board would recommend that the City Council pass 
the order for a loan of $600, 000, outside the debt limit, 
as authorized by the Legislature in 1888 for the purchase of 
additional land required for parkways connecting Back Bay 
Fens, Franklin, ¢ 1d Marine Parks, especially in view of the 
fact that each year’s delay enhances the price of the lands to 
be acquired, and so increases the cost; and of the fact that 
the extension of the Back Bay Fens as planned cannot pro- 
ceed unless additional land is first purchased. 

The Board would also suggest that an early construction 
of the bridge required at the new outlet of Stony Brook by 
the Sewer Department will enable the Board to finish its 
work in the vicinity now suspended ; and that the placing of 
edgestones around the areas reserved for planting on Com- 
monwealth avenue, by the Paving Department, must precede 
the work of this depar tment in planting the areas which are 
now in its charge. 


\ 
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Tok PARKWAY SYSTEM. 


In 1888 the Legislature authorized the city to borrow 
$600,000 outside of the debt limit for the purchase of lands 
for the Parkway, upon the request of this Board for a 
loan of $1,000,000, leaving the balance of the amount then 
required, namely, $400, 000, open for future action. The 
links in the chain of parks and parkways thus unprovided 
for were Jamaica Pond and parkway of about 120 acres, 
two short lengths of parkway between Jumaica Pond and 
Franklin Park, and the way between Franklin and Marine 
Parks, which latter it was understood would be provided for 
by the city in the proposed widening of Columbia and 
Boston streets. Of the first of these peat Na connections, 
the Board, in its report of 1876, says: 

“The area of Jamaica Park, including are pond of seventy 
acres, is one hundred and twenty-two acres. This beautiful 
lake is the only important sheet of fresh water within the 
city limits. For a short distance on its northerly and southerly 
sides it is skirted by the highway, and from these points of 
view its beauty is familiar to the public. Its western shore 
is a somewhat steep hillside, well planted with trees and 
shrubbery, and mostly occupied at present by private dwell- 
ings, with their adjacent ornamental grounds, seriously dis- 
figured, however, within a few years, by the erection of 
extensive ice-houses. Its eastern border is less bold, more 
irregular in outline, and at present occupied by private 
dwellings, with their lawns and shrubberies, and with some 
fine trees. The different characters of the opposite shores 
contrast well with each other. Unless the city takes posses- 
sion of the entire shore, the rural character of the scenery 
will probably be hopelessly destroyed within a few years. 
As estates come into the market, one after the other, the 
banks will be denuded of their present fine growth, and be 
replaced by unsightly ice-houses, with their adjuncts of 
stables and tenements, by which the pure waters of the 
pond will be defiled, —dangers already threatened. ; 

“The chance that this pond, situated in an extensive plain, 
with a range of high hills on three sides, in the midst of such 
a dense neighborhood as within a few years will exist around 
it, will become pestilential, and the certainty that, if defended 
and used as proposed, it will be of great sanitary advantage 
to the city, are considered to be conclusive reasons for this 
location. The Commissioners cannot too strongly urge the 
importance of early action in the premises in order to avert 
the danger and secure the benefit. The pond is a favorite ° 
resort of skaters in winter, and, to a limited extent, is used . 
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for boating in summer, and these will be encouraged and 
rendered more safe by police regulations. It lies between 
the four and four and one-half mile circles. Its chief ap- 
proach from town will be by the Jamaica Parkway (or 
Muddy-River Improvement) which will skirt the eastern 
shore, while the western will be traversed by foot and saddle 
paths. Notwithstanding the comparatively large amount of 
improvements, in the form of dwellings, ice- houses, etc., 
upon this location, the Commissioners are of the opinion 
that the cost will be justified by the exceptional character of 
the Park.” 


The amount necessary to be obtained, in addition to the. 


$600,000 already authorized, to enable the Board to take the 
lands required to complete the Parkway system as above 
proposed will, with the increase of valuations during the last 
two years, be $500,000. It is believed to be the best policy 
to secure these lands at once before building enterprises and 
increased land values make them more expensive. 

A new plan for laying out the Muddy-hiver section of the 
Parkway, prepared by the Landscape Architects, is herewith 


printed.

The Harbor and Land Commissioners having determined 
in their plans for the occupation of the South ‘Boston Flats 
to provide a reserved channel along the north shore of 
South Boston, which had received the sanction of the Gover- 
nor and Council, and which had also received the approval 
of nearly all the shore owners and proprietors of wharves, 
it remained for this Board to adjust the northerly limits of 
the Marine Park to the line of the proposed channel. This 
required a further act of the Legislature, which was obtained, 
and will be found in the Appendix. 

As the preliminary study for a plan of the Marine Park 
published in 1883 covered a larger area of flats than had 
been granted by the Commonwealth, a new study was there- 
upon ‘undertaken by the Landscape Architects to adjust the 
purposes of the old plan to the new lines. 

Meanwhile the Board of Engineers appointed by the 
United States Government to report upon and recommend 
harbor lines to he established by the Secretary of War, 
convened in this city, and gave a number of hearings which 
this Board attended with the object of securing action 
favorable to the carrying out of the plan of the Marine Park. 
At these hearings the Board submitted the modified plan of 
the Park prepared by Mr. Olmsted, and, at the suggestion of 
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the Board of Engineers, a bridge to connect the Marine Park 


with Castle Island was inserted in the plan. 

The United States Board of Engineers, being restricted in 
its powers to the delimitation of harbor lines, could make 
no official recommendation of the project of connecting 
Castle Island with the Marine Park, although. requested to 
do so by this Board; but it is believed that if the subject 
were referred to a similarly constituted Board of Engineers 
a favorable report would be given. The matter has there- 
fore again been presented to Congress, — this time by Con- 
-gressman O'Neil, in whose district the island lies, — the pro- 
posed joint resolution, similar to that passed by the last 
Congress and vetoed by the President, being as follows : — 


Joint Resolution authorizing the improvement of Castle Island in 
Boston Harbor, owned by the United States. 


Be tt resolved, by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America, in Congress assembled : — 

That permission be, and is hereby, granted to the City of Boston, in 
the State of Massachusetts, through its Park Commissioners, to improve 
and beautify Castle Island, situated in said city, and belonging to the 
United States, in connection with a public park to be laid out on land 
adjoining and connecting with said island, with the right to said City of 
Boston to make such excavations and fillings, and erect and maintain 
such structures as the Secretary of War may from time to time approve ; 
provided, that this resolution shall not be construed to pass any title in 
said island, but that the ownership and control of the said grounds shall 
remain entirely in the United States, and shall be subject to such changes 
and uses for military purposes as the Secretary of War may direct. 


The revised plan for the Marine Park, prepared by the 
Landscape Architects, and submitted to the Board, anda mod- 
ified plan to provide for the immediate use of the island in 
its present condition by the public, are herewith published. 
A brief report by the Landscape Architects in regard to the 
plans follows. 


THE HON. BENJAMIN Gee Chairman of the Board of Commissioners 
of Public Parks : 


Sir, — In certain particulars the general plan of Marine Park must 
remain of a tentative character as long as it is an open question pre- 
cisely what arrangement the United States will allow to be made in 
connection with Castle Island. 

_ The first of the plans herewith submitted is an answer to the follow- 
ing question : — 

Suppose the United States should be willing to extend the Park abreast 
of Fort Independence on its land side, but not to make a road on its side 
toward the ship channel ; suppose that it should require that it remain sur- 
rounded by water and accessible only by a drawbridge, so that, in war 
time, public approach to it can be prevented ; and suppose it should be 
desired to provide ample accommodation for the proposed salt-water 
aquarium of the Natural History Society as near as practicable to the 
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deep water of the harbor, — what variation from the original plan could 
be satisfactorily made? ~ 

The second of the plans for Marine Park herewith presented is an 
answer to the question, — 

What arrangement would the designers propose if required to con- 
siderably reduce the area of land to be formed abreast of the island, 
disregarding the aquarium project? 

With regard to the latter suggestion we may add that should it be 
thought best to adopt it, a readjustment of the plan can be made by 
which the aquarial garden would be provided for between the beach 
drive and the west border of the Park.

Objections having been raised by the Committee on 
Streets and Parks of the Citizens’ Association of South 
Boston and by Ward 14 Republican Club to the width of 
the sidewalks on Q Street, particularly to that of the prome- 
nade on the easterly side, which is laid out twenty feet wide, 
with six feet additional space for a row of trees, the follow- 
ing communication was made in reply thereto : —

(GENTLEMEN, — The Park Commissioners duly received copies of reso- 
lutions, dated Aug. 24th and 30th, passed by Ward Fourteen Republican 
Club and the Committee on Streets and Parks of the Citizens’ Associa- 
tion of South Boston, protesting against the plan which has been adopted 
for laying out Q Street, particularly in reference to the promenade on its 
easterly side. 

The resolutions, besides objecting to the plan of the Park Commis- 
sioners, asked for a hearing before the orders of the Park Commissioners 
or the Committee on Paying i in relation to the matter should be carried 
into effect. Copies of these resolutions were sent to His Honor the 
Mayor, the Committee on Paving, and the Park Commissioners. 

Moved by this request, the Commissioners answered on the 3d Septem- 
ber that a hearing would be given at an early day, and the following 
day issued inv itations for a conference on the 6th at the residence of the 

Shairmian, on the corner of Q Street and Br oadway. The Commission- 
ers regret that because, as they are informed, of the short notice given, 
this he: ‘ring was not attended by those inter ested, it having been their 
hope that an excha iunge of opinions would render further proceedings i in 
the matter unnecessary. 

The subject having now been taken up by the Committee on Paving, 
the Commissioners take this method of infor ming that Committee and 
others concerned as to their views upon Wie 

Although the plan of this work is subject to variation in important de- 
tails in accommodation to conclusions yet to be reached by the National, 
the State, and the City Governments, it is not expected that the leading 
intentions adopted by the predecessors of the present Commissioners 
will have to be abandoned 5 in any essential respect, and of these inten- 
tions the sketch published in 1883, under the title of ‘* A Preliminary 
Study of a Plan for a Pleasure Bay,” may be taken as a sufficient ex- 
ponent. 
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~From the sketch it will be seen to have been designed, 

First. That there should be formed, off City Point, a sea-beach a 
mile in length, sweeping about a bay, which bay would serve as a ren- 
dezvous for pleasure boats and a field for aquatic sports, with a pleasure 
walk and drive of equal length, laid along the head of the beach, from 
which there would be an extended prospect of the islands and shores to 
the south-eastward. 

Second. That there should be a pier carried out far enough from the 
western headland of the bay to open to view two fine expanses of natural 
scenery, not otherwise to be commanded from any public ground in the 
city ; one towards the ocean, the other towards the head of Dorchester 
Bay. 

Third. That, looking landward from the bay and the beach drive and 
walk, visitors should have before them a body of foliage corresponding 
in scale with the other great features of the extended local scenery ; 
that this body of foliage should have an unbroken and gracefully con- 
tinuous sky line, and a face advancing and retiring in such manner that 
there would be a pleasing play of light and shadeupon a sloping field of 
turf between Q Street and the beach drive. 

Fourth. Vhat, as visitors coming in carriages would have to leave them 
to go upon the pier, a concourse three hundred feet square should be 
provided for carriages to stand in, clear of the streets and roadways, 
and that this concourse should have broad carriage entrances direct from 
Q Street, as well as from the beach drive. 

It will be observed that the features of the plan, to which your atten- 
tion has thus been called, are not at all such as would be looked for m 
the plan of an ordinary local park. ‘They are intimately related to broad 
circumstances of natural topography and landscape, extending a dis- 
tance of miles from the city. The scheme is, at best, costly, and only 
to be justified by the conviction that the city possesses advantages in the 
peculiar circumstances of the locality, which it would be folly to fritter 
away by the adoption of any project of a cheaper and more common- 
place character. Economy requires that the operations which it involves 
should be carried on in well-considered order, one paving the way to 
another, and that every advantage prac ‘tieable should be taken of the 
local peculiarities of topography. 

Yo avoid unnecessary expense in making land, the new shore of the 
bay, where its trend will be most nearly parallel with Q Street, must be 
formed at no greater distance from Q Street than is necessary to allow a 
suitable orale. for the passage of carriages moving from Q Street to the 
beach drive But for this consideration a much broader space would be 
desirable between Q Street and the bay than the plan provides for. As 
it is. the space allowed will be cramped with reference to the landscape 
design of the Park, as explained under the third head above. For the 
reason thus indicated it is important that the trees that are to be on the 
west side of the intended body of foliage, between the beach drive and 
Q Street, should stand as far to the westward as practicable. Supposing 
these trees to have grown to full size, it will be seen that, standing in 
their shade and looking under them, the observer will be at a more 
elevated point, and will command a more comprehensive view than can 
be found anywhere else within the Park. His prospect will take in 
the entire Park, with the pier, Castle Island, the ship channel, and the 
upper harbor with its islands and shores. ‘The narrowness of the avail- 
able space, and the necessary slope of the surface of the ground, stand 
in the way of any broad winding walk in this quarter of the Park. 

Taking all the above considerations into account, it had been thought 
by the Beil aealtae of the present Commissioners that a formal mall 
should.be laid out along the west border of the Park. It was further 
thought best that this ‘mall should be shaded in the afternoon by a row 
of trees on its west side. Such a row of trees, allowing for varying 
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elevation of the ground on which they would be planted, and for varying 
rates of growth, “would provide the flowing skyline of foliage desired in 
that quarter of the Park as a matter of ceneral Jandsecape effect. That 
the trees might flourish, it was thought best that borders of soil six feet 
wide should be pr epared on the west side of the mall. It was then 
further considered that the mall would make any sidewalk on the east 
side of Q Street unnecessary, even more than the mall on the east side 
of the Common makes a sidewalk unnecessary upon the west side of 
Tremont Street. 

At the time the plan of the Marine Park was prepared the jurisdiction 
of the Park Commissioners extended to within fifty feet of the west 
line of Q Street. The Park Commissioners thought, however, that in 
time, Q Street, at this width, would prove inconveniently narrow. They 
volunteered, therefore, to surrender a strip of land, forty feet wide, from 
the Park, in order to provide for a widening of Q Street, with the con- 
dition that the proposed mall should stand in the place of a sidewalk on 
the east side of Q Street, and that proper provision should be made for 
the required row of trees on the west side of the mall. Such arrange- 
ment, having been suggested to the Street Commissioners, was approv ved 
by them, and, through the joint action of the two Boards, provided for. It 
appears to the present Park Commissioners that this was a good arrange- 
ment; that it was devised with no exclusive regard to the ‘affairs of the 
Park Department, but in a liberal spirit with reference to the future 
wants of the city, both without and within the Park. 

If the Paving Department should now think that a broader wheelway 
is desirable on Q Street than was thought necessary at the time this 
arrangement was made, the present Park Commissioners have pointed 
out why it is desirable for the purposes with which they have been 
specially intrusted, that there should be a line of trees bordering the 
Park on the west, and as far to the westward of the bay as public con- 
venience will permit. They would further point out that by reducing 
the sidewalk space on the west side of the street to ten feet, a wheelway 
fifty-four feet wide might be obtained without compelling a shift of the 
high curb that has: lately been set for the border otf the proposed mall, 
or in any way interfering with the original plan of the Park. A wheel- 
way fifty-four feet wide would be twenty feet wider ‘than that of 
Sixth Street, through which passes a double line of street railway. In 
considering whether a greater breadth of wheelway than would thus be 
had is necessary in Q: Street, it should be had in mind that visitors 
coming to the Park in carriages will have no occasion to leave them in 
Q Street. They will pass directly into the Park, and stop there in the 
broad concourse to be provided for the purpose. It should also be re- 
membered that there will be no houses or stores, therefore no occasion 
for vehicles for other purposes to be backing, turning, or standing on 
the east side of Q Street, and thus obstructing the passage of other 
vehicles. 

Without wishing to urge their own views upon a question with which 
they have but incidentally anything to do, the Park Commissioners 
think it proper to add that, to the best of their judgment, the arrange- 
ment concluded between their predecessors and the Street Commis- 
siouers would, if carried out, prove satisfactory.

To the Committee on Paving of the Board of Aldermen, 
The Ward 14 Republican Club, and the 
Committee on Streets and Parks of the Citizens’ Association of South Boston. 
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A hearing, as requested by the petitioners, was given by the 
Committee on Paving of last year, which this Board and 
many citizens of South Boston attended, and subsequently 
the Board of Aldermen passed an order establishing the side- 
walk on the easterly side of Q Street at 15 feet wide. 

This Board doubted the efficacy of such an order, from the 
fact that the sidewalk referred to is entirely within the 
strip of park territory, which was laid out by the Street Com- 
missioners, at the request of the Board, — which request pro- 
vided for the larger walk or promenade as referred to above, 
— under section 13 of the Park Act (chap. 185 of the Acts 
of 1875) which provides that “ No street or way, and no steam 
or horse railroad shall be laid out over any portion of any 
park located under this Act, except at such places and in 
such manner as said Board (Park Commissioners) shall 
approve.” 

The Board has therefore requested an opinion from the 
Corporation Counsel in regard to the validity of the order. 


NATURAL History GARDENS. 


The following communication from the Council of the Bos- 
ton Society of Natural History, in further explanation of its 
plans for establishing Zoélogical Gardens and Aquaria in the 
public parks, was received, and action taken thereon as 
below : — 


To the Honorable the Park Commissioners of the City of Boston : — 


GENTLEMEN. — The Society of Natural History has been earnestly and 
constantly engaged in work upon matters connected with the founda- 
tion of natural history gardens, since the receipt of the last letter of the 
Commissioners, dated Dee. 30, 1887, and has finally concluded to offer 
the following as plans of what they deem to be best, hoping, if these are 
accepted, to “follow up this first step very rapidly, so as to bring the 
matter speedily before the public. They propose to designate all the 
collections of living animals under their charge as the Natural History 
Gardens, and to establish under this title three different divisions, — 
one to be called the Marine Aquarium, a second the Fresh Water Aqua- 
rium, and the third the New England Zoological Garden; these to be 
situated on grounds and to have buildings such as may be mutually 
agreed upon ‘by the Commissoners and by the Society, in accordance with 
the provisions of the letter of the Commissioners above referred to. 

In compliance with your request to present a statement of the pro- 
posed policy of the Society in regard to the exhibits at the places desig- 
nated by you, — namely » at City Point, near Jamaica Pond, and at 
Franklin Park, — the Council herewith offers for your consideration the 
following general statement and the outline of its plans with reference 
to each of the three divisions. 

The attention of the Commissioners is invited at the outset to the 
scientific and educational character of the plan of the Natural History 
Gardens. ‘The three divisions of this department of the Society’s work, 
when regarded as a whole, form a connected series of exhibitions which 
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will, it is hoped, illustrate more completely than has ever been done 
before the relations of organisms to the four great regions of their dis- 
tribution, — the sea, the fresh water, the land, and the air. The prin- 
ciple underlying the whole, and to which each part, however small, has 
been made to contribute, is the illustration of the relations of plants 
und animals to their surroundings. The Council believes that a full 
exposition of the laws governing these correlations is the fittest use 
they can make of the opportunities offered by the Commissioncrs, and 
the most valuable contribution which they and the Commissioners actin g 
together can bring to the cause of public education. 


I. MARINE AQUARIUM 


In the maps of the proposed Marine Park the lands and ponds assigned 
for the use of the Society are admirably suited for the purposes of a large 
aquarial garden; and the Council desires to express its satisfaction with 
these indications of the intentions of the Commissioners, for they con- _ 
firm the Council in the opinion that it will be practicable to found a. 
Marine Aquarium at this place which will be of unique excellence as an 
instrument of popular interest and education. 

1. A collection of living organisms arranged and exhibited for the 
illustration of natural laws has a fuller effect, if the minds of the students 
and visitors have been prepared by previous study; or, in place of this, 
if they have at hand a brief explanation of the general structure and 
relations of animals and plants to each other and to their surroundin gs. 

The Society proposes to supply this explanation by means of an epit- 
ome collection which, with a printed guide, shall explain the structure 
and relations of the more important subdivisions of animals and plants, 
the general adaptations of the structure of organisms to an aquatic ex- 
istence, and the fact that under ordinary conditions, however diverse, 
the organisms retain their typical structures. This collection would 
consist of two classes of objects, — (a) a series of representative forms, 
including the principal types of animals and plants; (0) such general 
dissections and other anatomical preparations of selected types, accom- 
panied by diagrams, as may enable the observer to grasp the funda- 
mental points of the structure. physiology, and correlations of the 
animal kingdom, but with special reference to those living forms which 
constitute the whole aquarial exhibit. These collections, being an intro- 
duction to the larger display, should occupy one room, serving also as 
the vestibule or entrance-hall in the main building. 

2. The correlations between certain structures and parts in animals, 
and their habits and natural surr oundings, can be illustrated by placing 
plants and animals that live on muddy, sandy, gravelly, or rocky parts 
of our own shores in separate aquaria properly arranged and furnished. 
The suitability of organisms to the work they have to do could be illus- 

trated in this and other ways, and clear ideas of one of the fundamen- 
tal laws of organic modifications presented to intelligent visitors and’ 
students. 

3. The extraordinary modifications which have taken place in the 
structure of the descendants of air-breathing land animals, in order to 
fit them for life in the sea, would be illustrated i in the aquaria and also 
in the salt-water ponds. These would be used for such seals, cetacea, 
and other marine animals as are either too large to be accommodated in 
tanks in the buildings, or which can be most appropriately exhibited in 
such enclosures. Adaptations equally fitting and instructive are found 
in birds which live upon the sea or its borders ; and examples of these 
forms would be shown in the same ponds, or in appropriate places upon 
their margins. 

4. It is well known that the distribution of plants and animals is 
limited more, perhaps, by temperature than by any other single cause.

Park Commissioners’ Report. 933 


It is practicable to illustrate this great law of distribution with suit: bly 
constructed and properly arranged aquaria, stocked and kept supplied 
with animals and plants taken at moderate depths upon our own coasts. 
The problems connected with obtaining and hindling animals gathered 
at great depths present difficulties with which no arden should attempt 
to cope until it is completely organized. , . 

5. Faunal collections would ¢ compose the greater bulk of the marine 
aquaria. It is intended to group these together in such a way as to rep- 
resent the association of the forms in their respective habitats. No 
attempt, of course, would here be made toward systematic grouping, 
but very dissimilar forms would be associated together, bringing promi- 
nently into view the geographical distribution of types. In one room 
of suitable size aquaria would be devoted solely to the marine plants 
and animals of the North Atlantic, from Cape Cod northward. As a 
part of this collection a series of aquaria would be maintained for the 
exhibition of the commoner plants and animals occurring on the coast 
of Massachusetts. These forms could be permanently ‘supplied, and, 
being named and described in a proper guide-book, would be of great 
interest to all persons living on the seashore. ‘The fauna south of Cape 
Cod is in large part easy of acquisition, and could also be well repre- 
sented in separate series of aquaria. The fauna south of Cape Hatteras 
and that of the western coasts of the United States, and other faunas, 
could also be exhibited. as opportunities presented themselves, either to 
a limited degree, or more or less extensively 1f the future progress and 
success of this division warranted the extension. 


II. FRESH WATER AQUARIUM. 


It is obvious that an epitome collection is as desirable for the ex- 
planation of the relations of fresh-water plants and animals as of the 
marine. 

1. The Society would therefore form an epitome collection similar 
to that planned for the Marine Aquarium; but this would necessarily 
differ in the details of its composition, fresh-water plants and animals 
being used instead of marine types. The adaptations of the structures 
of organisms to an aquatic existence would be exhibited by means of 
preparations of the gills, ete. as in the corresponding marine collection ; 
but special adaptations to a fresh-water e existence, such as the mode of 
reproduction of sponges, bryozoa, and some crustaceans by means of 
winter buds, the effects of desiccation upon some of these, and their 
mode of transportation from pond to pond. the contrasted structures of 
corresponding fresh-water and marine shrimps, the peculiarities of the 
batrachians, showing the transitions from a purely aquatic to a terres- 
trial type, and similar classes ot faets, would be prominently illustrated. 
The fresh-water faunas of the globe are all secondary, or derived mainly 
from the marine faunas. ‘This can also be approximately demonstrated 
in the epitome collection by placing side by side a certain number of 
marine and fresh-water animals in series or in pairs, including occasion- 
ally some fossils, in order to compare the existing Aniia, garpikes, Che. 
with their marine but now extinct ancestors 

2. Some of the most important results of research bearing upon the 
evolution of organisms have been attained by means of experiment: l- 
tion, and it is of the greatest importance for educational purposes that 
illustrations of such facts should be made accessible to teachers and stu- 
dents. We would therefore aim at the repetition of some of these ex- 
perimental observations, and make permanent exhibitions of the results. 
For example, a series of aquaria could be maintained, showing the 
gradual modification of the brine shrimp in passing from a satu- 

rated solution of salt through ordinary salt and brackish waters to a 
final lodgment in purely fresh water, where it becomes transformed into 
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a well-known fresh-water type of crustacean; another series repeating 
Semper’s experiments upon the snail, Lymnea stagnalis ; and still others 
showing the results of experimentation upon the development of the 
axolotl, salamanders, ete. This department would also include aquaria 
for the exhibition of the animals and plants now living in mineral or 
hot springs, the Caspian and Dead Seas, and other anomalous and more 
or less isolated positions, such as caves and subterranean rivers. 

3. Fresh-water plants and animals are not wholly derived from the 
sea: many of them are modified descendants of terrestrial organisms 
that have changed their habitat and become suited to an aquatic exist- 
ence. Some of the ponds would be used to exhibit this important fact, 
since in them the larger air-breathing animals that live on or in the 
fresh waters (such as the swimming and pene birds; the batrachians, 
— frogs, salamanders, ete. : turtles, and alliga- 
tors ; beavers, muskrats, and sossibly < eer representatives of the mam- 
malia from the tropics, such as the hippopotamus) could be confined. 
Some of these ponds would also be devoted to the exhibition of the 
Liliaceze and other plants, which, although originally truly terrestrial 
and flowering plants, have become more or less modified and fitted for 
aquatic lite. The huge leaves and flowers of the Victoria regia, and 
the lovely color of many of these annuals floating upon the classy sur- 
face of the water and framed in a shore growth ‘of rushes and grasses, 
would form pictures of rare beauty and attractiveness. 

4. Insects, although as a whole purely terrestrial and aerial, contain 
a number of groups that pass either a portion or the whole of their lives 
in water. An Insectary would therefore be established, furnished with 
aquaria, placed in the midst of suitable plants, and surrounded by am- 
ple cages of netting for the confinement and display of the adults after 
they have passed through their transformations and have begun to fly. 
This part of the exhibit could be made exceedin gly instr uctive by means 
ofa printed guide explaining the transformations of the insects shown 
in the aquaria and cages. 

5. The tauna of our own fresh waters is apt to strike one at first as un- 
interesting ; but it contains sponges, especially interesting to the public 
on account of their effect on the water supply ; many microscopical 
plants that can be cultivated in masses so as to be seen by the unassisted 
eye; large bryozoa, such as Pectinatella, growing in heads like a brain- 
coral; bivalves and snails of respectable size; several interesting spe- 
cies of batrachians, and many fishes of remarkable structure and habits. 
We would therefore bring together a series of aquaria, exhibiting the 
wnimals of the fauna of New England and Eastern Canada, and also 
keep in view the idea of explaining their more obvious relations to the 
water supply of our cities. The fauna of the inland waters of the west- 
ern and southern parts of North America is accessible, and should be 
shown, in so far.as the more prominent forms are concerned, in a sep- 
arate series of aquaria. Opportunities will perhaps be offered in the 
future for the acquisition of the larger and more interesting organisms 
of other faunas; these can be exhibited, provided the future success of 
this division justifies an extension of the plan. 


Ill. New ENGLAND ZOOLOGICAL GARDEN. 


The grounds at Franklin Park assigned by the Commissioners for the 
use of the Soc iety are suited only to the third division of our Natural 
Ilistory Gardens, — the higher vertebrates or the larger terrestrial and 
werial animals ; and here, better perhaps than any where else, would it 
be possible to carry out one of the favorite projects of the supporters of 
the Society, namely, such exhibitions as would familiarize the observer 
with the animals of New England. For in Long Crouch Woods we 
have not only a characteristic fragment of New England scenery and 
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rock structure, but by the limitations of the surface and of the territory 
it would be impossible to make there any extensive display of foreign 
forms. ' 

1. We would exhibit fully the animals of the North Temperate Zone 
of the New World, limiting this zone to about eight or ten degrees of 
latitude on the parallels of New England, and thus display those which 
one might see at any point within the Northern United States. All 
these animals could be cared for in such a place at the minimum ex- 
pense, for their habits in a wild state have accustomed them to brave all 
the severities and vicissitudes of our climate. It being easier to obtain 


-and to maintain the animals of this zone which are nearest home, it 


would follow that the great bulk of the collection at all times would 
be made up of animals characteristic of New England. But as we 
thus necessarily touch upon one of the prime features of life upon the 
globe, — its geographical distribution, —so we may make the lesson far 
more telling “if Wwe add to this assemblage just those animals (and no 
others) which in other faunas specially represent our indigenous ani- 
mals. Thus, to instance one or two points, we would exhibit side by 
side with the Rocky Mountain goat the chamois, structurally allied, 

adapted for and dwelling in similar mountain regions, characteristic of 
the Old as our own is of the New World; beside the cougar, or Ameri- 
can panther, we would display the jaguar of South America: beside the 
black. the brown bear; while to correspond with the opossum, we 
would seek a relative, not in the more nearly allied marsupials of South 
America, but in the distinctive home of marsupials, among the strange 
forms which occur in Australia. As it would not be necessary to seek 
this counterpart for each animal, but in many cases only one for an en- 
tire series, as with the mice, hares, foxes, and so on, it will be seen that 
the collection would not be very largely increased, while its increase 
would be strictly limited, and its educational value greatly enhanced. 
Tt might be desirable to extend the collection in one or two instances, 
but in these only, in the case of great groups, not represented in our 
own fauna, such as the ornithorhynchus of New Holland, and one, pos- 
sibly two (or even three), of the quadrumana. Under such restrictions, 
which seem to be absolutely required by the extent to which our grounds 
it this point are limited, there would be a coherency and meaning to the 
collection which it would be difficult to find duplicated elsewhere, and 
it would be a means of exhibiting the characteristic features of the New 
England fauna and its relationships not easily accomplished in any 
other way. 

We are constrained to say, however, that the principal difficulty in 
carrying out even this limited plan is the insufficient surface suitable for 
such an exhibition. This is nowhere more manifestly true than as re- 
gards the ruminants, for within the limits of Long Crouch Woods itself 
it would be entirely impossible to display in any pleasing or profitable 
manner those largest forms among our quadrupeds which excite, per- 
haps, greater interest than any other, — the bison, moose, elk, caribou, 
deer ; for this purpose it is absolutely essential that more round be had, 
at least so far as a range is concerned. And this we hope the Commis- 
sioners will grant, whenever needed, — perhaps in the ground which has 
been set apart as a deer-park, in which it would be quite possible, by 
lines of wire fence practically invisible, to separate such bands as could 
not be brought into a common enclosure. 

2. What has been said thus far relates principally to the terrestrial 
animals. Another mode of exhibition for the freer-moving, aerial 
creatures may be advantageously pursued. Thus it might be possible 
in a series of out-door aviaries, sufficiently large to ~ enclose good- 
sized trees, to bring together at their proper periods the char acter- 
istic summer or winter “pirds, so that one might see for himself what 
was the avifauna of New England at any eiven time. In others might 
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be placed, as a permanent exhibition, such of our native breeding birds 
as would bear association, where they might find room enough, and 
suitable places, for all purposes of nesting and bringing up their. young. 
The headlong flight of some birds might prevent their exhibition here. 
Similar aviaries for the exhibition of birds found in our North Temper- 
ate zone west of New England should be placed side by side with those 
of New England itself; while the exhibition of foreign birds for com- 
parative purposes, limited in the same way as those of the less freely 
moving vertebrates, would be more naturally disposed in the mode 
common in foreign gardens. 

3. Long Crouch Woods, then, would be par excellence a New Eng- 
land exhibit ; and such a display would naturally lose much of its in- 
terest in the winter time. If, however, we could combine with this a 
Winter Garden situated in Sargeant’s Field, adjoining, cost alone would 
prevent it from becoming so attractive as to make it a constant place ot 
resort at all times, and “particularly during the colder months of the 
year. Here, ina lar ve but simple structure “of olass and iron, handsome 
rather ip its proportions than through decorative attachments, warmed 
so as to have a very constant but not too high temperaiure throughout 
the winter, one would walk upon the unfrozen ground in a garden where 
varied and luxuriant vegetable forms would enable him to imagine him- 
self in the midst of the tropics. The loftier vegetation, like the bamboos 
and certain palms, could be grouped in a higher central portion ; while 
miniature ponds and fountains, reached by winding walks, would every- 
where afford special nooks for aquatic or spray-loving plants. We could 
enliven this still further with a very few of the more brilliant-plumaged — 
birds and songsters in aviaries, aquatic birds on the ponds, and with 
here and there an enclosure containing some small creature, specially 
pleasing by its form or attractive by its habits, —a gazelle, a jerboa, 
perhaps a spider monkey; a chameleon, a Surinam ‘toad, or a garter 
snake. The possibilities of such a scheme are fascinating ; and the 
structure should be so arranged and situated that extensive ‘additions 
could be made to it. and that it could be approached directly by con- 
veyance to the door. An ordinary greenhouse would, of course, be 
necessary as an adjunct of the Winter Garden for forcing plants for 
ornamental purposes. 

4. An Insectary should be built; and both for economic reasons in 
construction and heating and for the convenient proximity of the necessary 
food-plants it should be an annex to the greenhouse. Colonies of 
striking and curious insects, especially the social insects, undergoing 
their transformations, might be exhibited in a small, single- stoxiad str uc- 
ture of glass and iron, ‘Tike an ordinary conservatory, with no more 
flooring than would he required for passageways between the plants 
and shrubs. Such a collection would be inexpensive and attractive, and, 
without in any way curtailing its public use, would afford ample oppor- 
tunity for scientific e experimentation of an important kind. Pedigree 
breeding, for instance, or breeding in constant temperatures, whether 
high, low, or average, might here be carried on upon a large scale. 
Indeed, the opportunities are so great that the choice of subject ts would 
be difficult, so many would claim attention; and it would be quite 
possible to display a changing round of attractive and instructive sights 
from week to week throughout the year. 

The educational use that can be made or these three different divisions 
of the Natural History Gardens, forming one connected whole, — one 
in principle, but varying in details to suit the special needs of each di- 
vision, and the adaptability of the separate locations, — will undoubtedly 
meet the requirements of the present, and also give the necessary free- 
dom for enlargement or modification needed by | future generations. It 
will be seen, also, that the New England element enters into each di- 
vision in varying proportions, as circumstances permit, and to the 
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greatest degree where the objects concerned are more commonly known, 
being most “dev eloped among the higher animals, with which, from their 
size and their relations to man, the public i is more familiar. 

The difficulties which surround the whole project, — in many respects 
so novel as to offer no precedents, wholly new to those on whom the 
burden of the execution of the plan must fall, — as well as the great 
expense of the undertaking, have been subjects of long and thorough 
consideration by the Council. These difficulties account for the dela vy 
in replying to the last communication of the Commissioners. Its delib- 
erations have finally brought the Council to the assured conviction that 
it would be neither feasible nor wise to attempt to begin the three pro- 
posed divisions at the same time; and yet it is obvious that the work of 
the Society in building up the departnient of Natural History Gardens 
should not be delay ed. Although the sites proposed for the Marine . 
Aquarium and the Fresh Water Aquarium will not be ready for occupa- 
tion for some time, nevertheless it is the unanimous opinion of the 
Council that the undert aking should begin with the Marine Aquarium. 
The proposed site of this division, the less proportionate expenditure for 
installation and maintenance, and its general interest to the public com- 
bine to make it likely that it can be made a financial success, and thus 
contribute to the foundation and maintenance of the other departments. 

In order to meet these difficulties and make a beginning without un- 
necessary delay, the Council suggests the propriety ‘of starting a tempo- 

rary Marine Aquarium on rounds already under the control of the 
Commissioners, and would f{herefore respectfully inquire of the Park 
Commissioners whether the establishment of a temporary aquarium at 
the Marine Park in South Boston would meet with their approval; and 
if so, what part of the grounds and water-front, now at their disposal, 
could be allowed the Society for that purpose. 

The pumps, piping, and specimens would of course be serviceable for 
removal to the buildings and grounds of the permanent establishment ; 
and if thought advisable, it might be practicable to construct even the 

temporary building, so that it could be taken down and rebuilt in another 
place, or easily removed to a new site. 

A temporary garden of respectable proportions would require only a 
limited sum for buildings and machinery, and would probably | reve 
remunerative ; the Society could also begin operations sooner, if a 
limited sum devoted to such uses could be asked for, and it could thus 
effectively start the work of exciting public interest in favor of its plans 
for the establishment of a Fresh Water Aquarium and a New England 
Zoological Garden, and probably advance with surer steps toward the 
establishment of these two divisions of the Natural History Gardens. 

In view of these considerations the Council of the Boston Society of 
Natural History asks the approval of the Park Commissioners to the 
following proposition, namely, that it shall be allowed to begin opera- 
tions as soon as it has raised a third part, more or less, as may be 

eded, of the proposed sum of two hundred thousand dollars, for the 

‘ose of erecting and equipping a building for a temporary aquar ium 
, aarine Park, on land to be granted by the Commissioners of Parks; 

«1 Sum to be ultimately incorporated with the two hundred thousand 
aollars to be raised by the Society for the establishment of the Natural 
History Gardens; but for the present, and as Jong as the temporary 
aquarium exists, to be considered as belonging to an independent 
foundation. 

Little has been said about buildings in this communication, because it 
has been considered essential first to settle what we as scientific men 
and the Commissioners in their official capacity, both being equally 
interested in the cause of public education, would deem it best to do; 
and secondly, because in all such undertakings the true basis should be 
sought in the exposition and teaching of principles. As will be seen, 
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however, by all those who have followed the history of this undertaking, 
our plans have been made with due consideration of the advantages 
offered by the localities proposed for the three divisions; and their 
unique character and extent are fully justified by the unequalled oppor- 
tunities offered by the Commissioners for the founding.of these great 
institutions, devoted to the entertainment and instruction of the people 
in the system of parks under their jurisdiction.

Voted, That the Board accedes to the request of the Boston Society 
of Natural History that it may erect and equip a temporary building for 
a Marine Aquarium as soon as the Society has raised a third of the two 
hundred thousand dollars required to be raised by a previous vote of this 
Board before the Society can obtain the privileges in the Public Parks 
for its Natural History Gardens. 


Woop IsLanp Park. 


The Board has adopted a revised plan for laying out Wood 
Island Park, which will be more economical in construction, 
and more satisfactory in other respects than the earlier pre- 
liminary plan. It is published with this report, and a com- 
munication from the Landscape Architects in regard to it 
follows : — 


Tue Hon. BENJAMIN DEAN, Chairman of the Board of Park Commis- 
stoners : — 


Sir, — The plan originally adopted by the Commission for Wood 
Island Park was designed with the object of obtaining material for the 
filling of the area below high-water mark from the higher ground in the 
Park. The Engineer having reported that, in his opinion, owing to 
the extreme hardness of the subsoil proposed to be moved, it would cost 
less to obtain the necessary amount of filling by railroad from the 
country, a recast of the plan has been made, under which the full present 
elevation of the site may be retained. In order to accomplish this, the 
position of the athletic ground has, in the revised plan, been shifted 
eastward, leaving all of the ridge to be treated as a lawn with groups of 
trees and shrubs. The Park will thus have a higher degree of landscape 
beauty, and the view down the harbor, which is “to be its chief attr action, 
will be commanded from a larger part of it.

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A Park FOR CHARLESTOWN. 


Feb. 1, 1889, the Board received the following order : — 


In BoarpD OF ALDERMEN, Jan. 21, 1889. 


Ordered, 'That in view of the rapidly increasing population of the 
Charlestown Distr ict, and the entire absence of any “public park or play- 
ground in its limits, the Board of Park Commissioners be requested to 
consider the expediency of acquiring or purchasing the whole or parts 
of certain lands herein specified, viz., Tuft’s Mill Pond, containing about 
eleven acres, and having a frontage on Alford street of 840 feet ; marsh 
lands of about one hundred acres in Somerville, 700 feet from Charles- 
town line on Mystic avenue, and opposite convent property, or the lands 
bounded by Bunker Hill, Quincy, Medford, and North Mead streets. 
Passed. Sent down for concurrence. Jan. 24, came up concurred. 
Approved by the Mayor, Jan. 26, 1889. 


A hearing was thereupon given, at which a large delega- 
tion of citizens-of the district, headed by Alderman Stacey, 
appeared and gave their views, and soon after a visit was 
made to the sites mentioned in the order. While not at this 
time expressing a preference for any one of the proposed 
sites, the Board heartily concurs in the proposition to ask 
the Legislature for a loan of $250,000 outside the debt limit 
for a park for Charlestown, which has lately passed both 
branches of the City Government. 


OPENING OF THE FRANKLIN PARK PLAYSTEAD. 


The Board having notified the School Board of its intention 
of opening the Playstead for the use of the school children, 
and of its desire that some simple ceremony take place in 
recognition thereof, to be participated in by the children of 
the public schools, the School Board appointed a special 
committee to make all necessary arrangements, and to have 
charge of the proceedings of the dedication. These con- 
sisted of a review and dress-parade by the school regiment, 
to which was attached a band provided by H. M. WI hitney, 
Esq., and a flag-raising, accompanied by asalute by the regi- 
ment, withthe singing of the ‘+ Star-Spangled Banner” and 
‘* America” by the school children, followed by a band cca- 
cert. The West End Street Railway Company furnished 
free transportation to the pupils of the High and first classes 
of the Grammar Schools taking part in the ceremony. These 
came in detachments, carrying banners designating the re- 
spective schools, and upon their arrival they were “assigned 
positions on the green by Col. Harrington, the chief marshal, 
until after the review and parade, when they assembled at 
the flagstaff for the final exercises. The flag was unfurled

by a detachment of sailors from the Navy Yard, and all the 
proceedings passed off satisfactorily and with much pleasure 
to those taking part. 

The occasion was honored by the presence of the Governor 
of the Commonwealth, the Mayor of Boston, members of the 
City Government and the School Board, and other invited 
cuests. A view of the dress-parade is here given. The 
following circular was issued at the time to parents : —

To Parents, — The playground prepared by the Park Commission- 
ers for the school children of the city of the Grammar School age, is to 
be dedicated to their use next Wednesday. ‘The School Board has 
ordered that there shall be no afternoon session of the public schools 
that day, that there shall be a parade of the School Regiment, and a 
brief ceremony in which the pupils of the first classes of the Grammar 
Schools will take part. 

The Special Committee of the School Board having charge of the 
proceedings invite the attention of parents to the following communica- 
tion of the Park Commissioners.

There is to be a flag-raising and a formal opening of the Playstead of 
Franklin Park next Wednesday afternoon. ‘The Commissioners of the 
Park hope that many parents will take the oceasion to obtain from per- 
sonal observation some knowledge of what is being prepared for their 
use In this public property, and they wish, in this circular, to offer them 
a little information on the subject. 

The highest aim of the Commissioners will have been accomplished 
when this Park shall have been adapted to supply to families living in 
the city during the summer, in the largest degree that the space per- 
mits, opportunities for those benefits which men of wealth seek to pro- 
vide for their families in extensive private rural retreats. It is desired 
that it shall offer, especially to women and children, to tired and over- 
wrought men, to the aged, the delicate, to those suffering under 
nervous strains, and to those enfeebled by illness, as large a measure as 
is possible of the restful and refreshing influences that townspeople find 
in rural scenery of a broadly quiet and simply natural character. 

It is not possible to maintain such scenery in the outskirts of a great 
city, and at the same time provide for the comfortable enjoyment of it 


by multitudes of people, without the use of a great deal that 1s artificial, 


‘and of much contrivance to prevent that which is artificial from being 
over-conspicuous, incongruous, and from too much drawing off atten- 
tion from that which is natural. It is not possible to maintain such 
scenery unless the people of the city are willing to submit themselves 
fo certain constraints that are unnecessary in the actual country where 


_ population is sparse. It is essential to the accomplishment of the object 


that the we']-disposed and thoughtful part of the community should 
cordially aceppt such constraints, and by willing submission, not merely 
to the letter, but to the spirit of them, should establish a custom of 
behavior on the Park which will have a wholesale influence on all who 
resort to lt. A large use of the Park by families, by good women and 
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dutiful children, will accomplish this result. Nothing else will. No 
laws and no police force will do it. Hence the Commissioners greatly 
desire to have parents take a lively and intelligent interest in their work, 
and that they may do so, to have them appreciate its leading purpose. 

~ The ground upon which Franklin Park is to be formed is more than 
ten times as large as Boston Common. When acquired by the city it 
mainly consisted of hills and dales, ledges, woods and meadows or 
cleared fields. From large parts of it views were possible over the 
tops of woods to woody hills miles away. The principal aim of the 
work undertaken by the Commissioners is to make its characteristics in 
these respects more marked and effective, and by the introduction of 
judiciously directed roads, walks, and other conveniences, to lead 
people in courses by which they will obtain the most enjoyment of the 
scenery for themselves and interfere least with the enjoyment of it by 
others. The means taken for this purpose cannot have their intended 
effect all at once. The first results are necessarily raw and inharmo- 
nious. Some little time is needed to reconcile them with nature. But, 
at the present stage of the work, a considerate observer will readily see 
the general tendency of the operations. 

Grace and breadth of turfy surface is gained through the removal of 
old causeways, ridges, and walls, the reduction of hillocks, and the 
partial filling of abrupt depressions; through the cutting out of trees by 
which broad views were too much obstructed or divided, through the 
planting of trees and bushes where shade and obscurity would enhance 
landscape effects, and by giving greater apparent prominence to certain 
rocks and trees and other natural objects of interest. 

‘There are considerable parts of the Park yet almost untouched by the 
work, which are naturally ina high degree attractive, and which in their 
present condition will be found satisfactory places for picnicking of 
families or of small parties of friends, being shady, dry, with pleasing 
surroundings and secluded from disturbing circumstances. This being 
the case, the Commissioners have reflected that lack of opportunity for 
active play was to no part of the population so great a misfortune as. to 
children from seven to sixteen years of age. ‘There are many thousands 
of these living in the denser parts of the city to whom such healthful 
and educative playing as Nature beneficently disposes them to engage 
in, is possible only on more or less filthy street pavements, with much 
risk of serious accidents and of trouble to others using them. The play 
of the smaller children of a family can be more easily regulated by 
their parents. The larger can be more safely allowed to look out for 
themselves. With this consideration in view the Commissioners have 
taken the only considerable piece of nearly level ground of the Park 
site for their first work, and have prepared it especially for the use of 
the intermediate class of school children. It is hoped that on school 
holidays, and especially during the summer vacation, parents will often 
find it pleasant to take their children of this age with them to the Park, 
and give them the freedom of this ground, called the Playstead, while 
they themselves ramble near by in the woods and fields. 

It will be the aim of the Commissioners to guard children while on 
the Playstead from injuring one another, or from interfering with the 
pleasure of other visitors to the Park. The structure called the Over- 
look, the exterior face of which is mainly formed of stones taken off the 
Playstead, piled up, and to be gradually overgrown and hidden by 
naturally disposed bushes and vines, will be a good place for parents 
visiting the Park to see their children on the Playstead; and under the 
adjoining Shelter, entered by an arch from the Playstead, there will be 
found drinking-water and places for washing hands, depositing coats, 
and leaving bats, bails, and croquet or other implements of play. 

Except for children, this Park has not been intended to be a place for 
athletic sports or for any sort of rough and boisterous recreation. Had 
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it been. a site would have been taken for it, upon which a large area of 
flat surface could be obtained without an excessive amount of costly 
rock excavation. 

Later, it is the Commissioners’ intention to prepare a special ground 
for the recreation of children of tender years; and they have already 
begun the preparation of another special ground suitable for quiet plays 
that are most enjoyed by young ladies, such as lawn tennis and croquet. 
In connection with each of these grounds there will be houses with 
matrons in charge, toilet and other conveniences. 

It is against the law for any one when in the Park to fire guns, 
crackers, or squibs, to make outcries, orations, or harangues, to “hold 
meetings, move in processions, play hand-organs, peddle any articles, 
solicit custom or advertise, use vile, profane, or threatening language, 
and gener ally to do anything that must disturb, worry, or annoy other 
visitors. ‘The foliage and flowers that grow on the Park are for the 
common enjoyment of all where they grow. It is against the law to do 
anything that would be destructive of them. ‘To pick them for private 
use is as criminal and as mean as to steal private property. 

Parents are earnestly desired to educate their children, and use their 
influence with others as occasion offers, to obtain respect, not alone for 
the letter, but for the spirit of the law in these respects, the object being 
the greatest good of the greatest number, and the establishment of 
customs in the use of the Park, by a general regard for which only is 
it possible to make the Park what it is intended to be,—a safe and 
pleasant resort, especially for that part of the community most needing 
tranquillizing forms of open-air recreation. 

The site of the Park is very rocky, and because it is so the work upon 
it advances more slowly and at heavier cost than it otherwise would; 
but the results are correspondingly firm and substantial. Nothing is 
expended for meretricious ornament or splendor; but it is hoped that 
with time and growth a simple and refreshing landscape beauty will be 
secured, that to those who are confined during the summer months to 
the city will be found of great value.

ATHLETIC GROUNDS. 


Two playgrounds have lately been provided by the City 
Council. One of these is located on the South Boston Flats, 
and is leased from the Commonwealth for a short term of 
years ; the other is in Brighton. Neither of these places. 
seems to meet the demand for a large central ground, which 
could be made, on short notice, a rendezvous for any 
lawful purpose to which it could be put. Such a ground 
would meet the requirements for large open-air meetings, 
lately grown in favor among workingmen, and for fri iendly 
games “of rivalry at foot and base ball and other athletic 
sports, and i prevent the constant demands upon Frank- 
lin Park for such purposes, for which it is ill adapted, and in 
the plans for which no provision for them has been made. 


A large area of South Bay, now under water, and which, 
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from its having been a receptacle for sewage for many years, 
is in its present condition a constant nuisance and menace to 
health, can be purchased or taken by the city at the nominal 
value of unimproved flats. It is centrally located, easy of ap- 
proach from all sides by direct avenues, and, when filled, it 
could by judicious plantations along its borders be made an 
attractive and inviting spot for all out-door exercises. It 
would be large enough for a training or parade ground for 
the militia, and would be within easy marching distance of 
the new armories. 

In the Appendix will be found the City Engineer’s report, 
new statutes relating to public parks, late additions to Park 
Ordinances, and a compilation of replies received from other 
cities in answer to inquiries with reference to the use of parks 
for public meetings.

Sir, —I herewith submit the following report of work done and 
of the matters of interest in connection with the work placed 
under iny direction by your Board, the work being continued 
under the immediate charge of Assistant Engineer E. W. 
Howe :— 


THe Parkway— Back Bay FEwns. 


Excavation of Waterway.— The dredger was employed during 
the early part of the season in completing the work of deepening 
the channel as described in the last annual report, the site of the 
proposed bridge at the junction of Audubon Road, and the Fenway 
has been dredged, and early in October, there being no other work 
which could be done by the dredger at present, the force was sus- 
pended. 

On December 17 work was resumed for a few days to excavate 
the earth dam left by the Sewer Department at the outlet of the 
new channel for Stony Brook. This work has been finished, and 
until the channel from the Fen Bridge to Brookline Avenue can be 
built, there will be nothing for the dredger to do. 

Grading of Marsh. —'The area of marsh land has been but 
slightly added to during the year, but considerable work has been 
done in seeding and sodding the areas previously graded. 

Drainage. —Catch-basins have been built in Audubon Road, 
and drains laid for conveying the water collected by them into the 
channel. 

Roadways and Walks. — During the winter of 1888-89 7,015 
tons of stone were purchased for surfacing roads and walks, and a 
small force of men and teams kept at work operating the crusher 
and piling the stone. The average cost of the stone delivered at 
the crusher was 93 cents per ton of 2,000 lbs., and the total cost 
of the crushed stone, including material, crushing, screening, team- 
ing, depositing in piles, and all other expenses, was $1.54 per ton. 
The piles of crushed stone and screenings were also measured, and 
it was found that the product cost in the piles $2.05 per cubic 
yard. On January 30 a contract was made with James J. Vernon, 
of Lanesville, Mass., for furnishing curbstone for Audubon 
Road to the Fen Bridge, and for the Fenway from Agassiz Road 
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to and including Huntington Entrance. He delivered under this 
contract 6,248 lineal feet of curbstone, at $1.57 per lineal foot. 

A contract was also made with 8S. & R. J. Lombard for fur- 
nishing paving blocks, under which there were delivered 70,914 
blocks, at $45 per M. 

Seventeen hundred lineal feet of Audubon Road southerly 
from Agassiz Road have been macadamized, the curbstone set, 
gutters paved, and the walk bordering the road on its easterly side 
has been finished; this road has not, however, been open to travel, 
there being at present no outlet at its southerly end. 

In addition to the above, the walk through the Fenside southerly 
from a point near the easterly end of Agassiz Road has been 
nearly completed as far as the Stony-Brook gatehouse ; and from 
this point the walk has been sub-graded around the easterly and 
southerly sides of the basin to the junction of the Fenway and 
Audubon Road, excepting the portion opposite Huntington 
Entrance. 

The crushed stone, curbstone, and paving blocks required for 
the completion of the Fenway between Westland and Huntington 
Entrances and for Huntington Entrance have been purchased, but 
the work has not been done, the Sewer Department not having yet 
completed its work at the outlet of the new channel for Stony 
Brook. 

Grading of Slopes, Loaming, and Planting. —The large area 
described in the last annual report as graded has been planted, 
and nearly four acres in addition prepared for planting. 

The foundations for the bridge over the outlet of the new 
channel for Stony Brook has been completed by the Sewer Depart- 
ment, but the superstructure is yet to be built.

Much work besides that included in the table has been but par- 
tially completed, and canuot yet be classified. 

A considerable force has also been employed through the year 
in the care of the plantations, roads, walks, etc. 
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ARNOLD ARBORETUM. 


The spring, or well, at the foot of Bussey Hill has been coy- 
ered, and the ground about it graded. On Sept. 19 work was 
begun on the grading of the driveway leading from the present 
road to the Walter-Street Entrance, and the work is now in prog- 
ress. One of the culverts over the brook has been built. The 
other work done during the year has been that required for the 
care of the roads and of the plantations on the city’s reservation 
at the summit of Bussey Hill. 


FRANKLIN PARK. 


Drives and Walks. — During the year the Old Trail Road, from 
Seaver Street, opposite Humboldt Avenue, to the westerly end of 
the Greeting, and the adjacent walks have been completed. 

Glen Lane has been completed from Glen Road to a point 300 
feet beyond the valley gate, and for 600 feet further has been sub- 
graded. 

The circuit drive has been completed from the valley-gate En- 
trance to near the corner of Walnut and Ellicott Streets, and the 
walks in its vicinity are nearly finished. ‘The walks in the rear of 
the Playstead Shelter have been completed. About 1,200 lineal 
feet of the Loop Road in the Wilderness has been sub-graded, and 
a portion of it covered with stone. Work is now in progress sub- 
grading the drive from the present terminus of the circuit drive 
to the top of Searboro Hill. 

Playstead Shelter and Green. — A spring near the junction of 
the Playstead Road and the Greeting has been preserved and car- 
ried by a pipe across the road to a rustic fountain or covered pool, 
where it furnishes a continuous flow of good drinking-water. A 
flag and pennant were purchased for the large flagstaff, and the 
pennant has been displayed on every pleasant day except Sundays 
and holidays, when the ensign has been shown. 

Gateways. — The valley gate, at the entrance to the Country 
Park, from the Playstead district, has been completed in accord- 
ance with the description given in the last annual report. 

Boundary Wall for the Country Park. — A wall has been built 
along the southerly side of Glen Road and of Glen Lane from the 
westerly boundary of the Park to a point on Glen Lane about 900 
feet east of the valley gate. 

Ellicott Arch. — This bridge, which is a brick masonry arch, 71 
feet in length, 17.5 feet in span, and 15 feet in height above the 
walk, has been completed The ends of the arch and the adjoin- 
ing retaining walls are of rustic masonry, built of field stone 
found in the vicinity. Arched recesses were constructed along 
the sides, in which seats are to be placed. 

Ellicottdale. —This ground was generally a rocky swamp, and 
its treatment involved a large amount of labor; hundreds of bould- 
ers had to be broken and removed, and nearly the whole area re- 
quired to be sub-drained ; much of the ground also needed grading in 
order to make it suitable for its intended use. ‘This work, with the 
exception of ploughing and seeding, has been nearly finished.

Drainage of Nazingdale. — About two-fifths of the whole Park 
is included in one drainage area, the outlet for which is through a 
culvert under Canterbury Street. At the head of this drainage 
area is the easterly portion of the Playstead anda part of Long 
Crouch Woods. Consequently a main drain extending through the 
valley would be nearly a mile in length, and at its lower end would 
be about five feet in diameter. It had been thought that the sum- 
mer flow of water from the valley would be so slight that an 
open channel or brook would be unsightly in dry weather, but the 
expense of a covered drain being so great it was determined to 
make an open channel through the lower part of the valley. 
This channel has been treated so as to have the appearance of a 
natural brook, and work upon it is nearly finished. At the lower 
part of the valley a temporary dam has been built, which floods 
about three acres of ground for a small skating pond. ‘The covered 
drain ends at a point “about fifty feet south of “the old location of 
Williams Street, and above this point the main drain, with the ex- 
ception of about 150 feet, has been completed as far as the Old 
Trail Road. 

The following table gives the principal items of work completed 
to date, but it does not include all the work done, a large amount 
of labor and materials having been expended on work which has 
not been sufficiently finished to admit of classification : —

COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 
[Cuap. 129.] 
In the Year One Thousand Eight Hundred and Eighty-nine. 


AN ACT RELATING TO BUILDINGS IN THE PUBLIC PARKS OF 
THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General 
Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, as follows : — 


Section 1. The park commissioners of the city of Boston may 
erect, in the parks of said city that now are or hereafter may 
be under their control, except the common, public garden and 
public squares, structures for the shelter and refreshment of per- 
sons frequenting such parks, and for other park purposes, of such 
materials and in such places as in the opinion of the fire commis- 
sioners of said city do not endanger buildings beyond the limits 
of the park. Section sixteen chapter fifty-four of the Public 
Statutes, and chapter three hundred and seventy-four of the acts 
of the year eighteen hundred and eighty-five shall not apply to 
such buildings. 

Sect. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 

(Approved March 19, 1889.) 


CoMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 
[Cuap. 438. ] 
In the Year One Thousand Eight Hundred and Eighty-nine. 


AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE ENLARGEMENT OF THE PRO- 
POSED MARINE PARK IN THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General 
Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, as follows : — 


Section 1. The board of park commissioners of the city of 
Boston, subject to the provisions of chapter nineteen of the Public 
Statutes, excepting so much of section sixteen of said chapter as 
requires the payment into the treasury of compensation for the 
rights and privileges hereby granted in land of the Commonwealth, 
may make such excavation and filling and erect and maintain such 
structures in and over the area of tide-water at or near Dorchester 
point in South Boston which lies east of the westerly line of Q 
street, extending southerly into old harbor, and northerly to the 
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St. Louis, Mo.—‘‘No public meetings except picnics are 
allowed in our parks.” Chapter 33, of the Revised Ordinance of 
the city, reads: ‘‘ No person . ..._ shall deliver any oration, 
address, speech, or lecture” in the public parks. 

Chicago. —‘* Under no circumstances are public meetings of 
either religious, political, or other character allowed within the Park 
(Lincoln). I am not aware that public meetings are allowed in 
either the South or West Park. The Common, on the Lake front, 
is in charge of the city, and meetings were formerly held there, 
but not since the Haymarket tragedy.” 

Minneapolis. — ‘* We have never allowed public meetings in our 
parks.” 

Buffalo. —** Our ordinances provide that ‘no person shall make 
any oration or harangue in any park or parkway without permis- 
sion in writing of the Park Board.’ No such permission has 
ever been granted.” 

Hartford. — We have invariably refused to allow our Park to be 
used by labor unions, or for religious meetings, etc., as they are 
foreign to the purpose for which the Park was established.” 

Bridgeport. —**It has not been the custom of the Park Com- 
mission to permit such public meetings as you refer to in our city 
parks. Concerts, school and other picnics, under proper restric- 
tions, memorial exercises at the soldiers’ monument, are, of 
course, among the public gatherings allowed and encouraged.” 

San Francisco. —'The ordinance reads as follows: ‘“ Sect. 6. 
No public meeting and no public discussion or debate shall be held 
within the limit of said parks, avenues, and grounds.” 

New York. — Nothing has been received from New York, but it 
is believed that the ordinance of the Boston Park Commission in 
respect to the matter follows that of New York; and it is known 
that permission to hold meetings in the parks has repeatedly been 
declined. 

Washington. — Pubiic gatherings of all kinds are forbidden, by 
an Act of Congress, in the Park of the Capitol, except with the 
express written permission of the President of the Senate and the 
Speaker of the House of Representatives. Such permission has 
never been given except for a meeting to be addressed by the 
President of the United States on the occasion of his taking 
the oath of office, and for such meeting a large paved space has 
been prepared, which is separated by a massive stone wall from 
the turf and trees of the Park. 
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Gymnastic Ground. — The gymnastic ground was opened to the 
public on August 27. This ground has been provided with appa- 
ratus consisting of 2 sheds, with 10 sets of chest weights in each, 
2 giant stride poles, 12 sets of horizontal bars, 8 sets of parallel 
bars, 6 jumping-boxes, 7 sets of boxes for quoit pitching, hammer 
and shot throwing, and two large frames, each 160 feet long, to 
which are attached swings, trapezes, ropes and poles for climbing, 
ladders, flying-rings, ete. Around the outside of the ground there 
is a running and bicycle track 15 feet wide and one-fifth of a mile 
long. The apparatus was designed and furnished by D. A. Sar- 
gent, M.D., Professor of Physical Culture of Harvard University. 
Two drinking-fountains have been erected within the enclosure. 
The grounds at the southerly end of the Park have been re-arranged 
to conform to a new plan for a girls’ gymnasium and children’s 
playground. 

Muddy-River and Stony-Brook Covered Channels. — These re- 
main in the same condition as described in the last annual report.

PARKS AND PUBLIC MEETINGS. 


As it has been several times publicly stated that Boston is the 
only city which declines to allow its parks to be used as places for 
public meetings, an inquiry has been addressed to the authorities 
of a number of American cities, of the returns from which, as far 
as received, the following is a compilation : — 

Philadelphia. —‘* Up to last summer all meetings gathered by 
advertisement or otherwise were refused permission to use any 
part of the Park. An exception, however, was made last summer 
in the case of the Evangelical Alliance Association, who were 
granted permission to hold religious services in a secluded portion 
of the Park on Sunday afternoons. ‘The same permission was also 
granted this year.” 

South Park, Chicago. —‘*In regard to public meetings and 
addresses in parks, would say that such public meetings or ad- 
dresses, liable to draw crowds, are not allowed in the parks or on 
the promenades under control of the Board. All means are used 
to give the public a chance for recreation, such as picnics, 
ball-games, tennis, etc. But no public meeting or speech-making 
is permitted.” 

West-Side Park, Chicago. —‘* The Park Commissioners have 
never allowed any large gathering of people in the West-Side 
Park, for the purpose mentioned.” 

Brooklyn, N.Y. —‘* The only public gathering allowed in the 
parks is the celebration of what is known as * Anniversary Day,’ 
which is a parade of all the Sunday-school children.” 
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There have also been roughly graded or sub-graded about 3,300 
lineal feet of driveway. 


MARINE PARK. 


Iron Pier. —'The four spans contracted for Oct. 20, 1888, have 
been completed, and this addition to the pier was opened to the 
public on August 29. One other span to connect the iron pier 
with the pier-head has been contracted for, and will be put in place 
as soon as the work on the pier-head is sufficiently advanced. 

Pier- Head. —On March 23 a contract was made with Joseph 
E. White for the construction of the pier-head, and this work is 
now in progress. The structure consists of an island somewhat 
pear-shaped in plan, built of gravel, with its outer line protected 
by a sloping wall of ballast and rip-rap, surmounted by a parapet 
of cut granite. 

At the side towards the iron pier there is an abutment of 
masonry laid in cement mortar, and in the centre a circular wall 
has been built to serve as a foundation for an iron structure. The 
grade of the surface of the pier-head is to be about fifteen feet 
above city-base. This artificial island is filled on a mud founda- 
tion, and consequently there will be more or less settlement for 
several years. 

Filling. — October 5 a contract was made for furnishing 200,000 
cubic yards of filling to grade the southerly portion of the Park. 
About 25,000 cubic yards have been deposited to date. 


Woop IsLaNnp PARK. 


On September 19 the excavation of the site of the proposed 
playground and the grading of the concourse near the bridge over 
the railroad was commenced, and this work is now in progress. 


CHARLESBANK. 


Plantations. — The entire area of the Park, excepting the walks 
and gymnastic grounds, bas been planted during the past season. 

Lamps. — Gas-lamps have been placed along the river wall, 
and since July 28 they have been lighted at night. 

Buildings. —'The old brick building which was used for a tem- 
porary office has been removed, and a new building near the 
northerly boat-landing has been constructed by W. H. Keyes & 
Co., under the direction of the City Architect. The building is 
twenty feet by fifty feet on the ground, and is two stories in height. 
‘The lower story contains offices for the police and foreman, store- 
rooms for tools. etc., and a room for the use of the boat-keeper. 
‘he upper story is divided into two rooms, one of which contains 
water-closets, urinals, and lavatories, and the other is the entrance 
to the gymnastic ground, and is provided with boxes for clothing. 

This room is connected with the gymnastic ground by a bridge 
over the walk and bicycle track, with stairs from its outer end 
leading to the ground, and the only entrance to and exit from the 

eymnastic eround is through turnstiles at the entrance to the 
bridge. 
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southerly line of the reserved channel as established by the board 
of harbor and land commissioners and approved by the governor 
and council under chapter forty-six of the resolves of the year

PARK ORDINANCES. 


In Boarp or Park Commissioners. Aug. 9, 1889. 


foted, That the following rules, under the title of Ordinances, 
be adopted for the use and government of Charlesbank. 


The Board of Park Commissioners for the City of Boston, by 
virtue of its authority to make rules for the use and govern- 
ment of the Public Parks of said city, and for breaches of 
such rules to aflix penalties, hereby ordains that within the 
limits of Charlesbank, except with the prior consent of the 
Board, it is forbidden : — 

1. To cut, break, injure, deface, defile, or ill-use any building, 
fence, or other construction, or any tree, bush, plant, or turf, or 
any other thing or property of said city. 

2. To have possession of any freshly plucked tree, bush, or 
plant, or portion thereof. 

3. ‘To throw stones, balls, or other missiles; to discharge or 
carry fire-arms, fire-crackers, torpedoes, or fire-works; to make 
fires; to play musical instruments; to have any intoxicating 
beverages ; to sell, offer or expose for sale, any goods or wares; 
to post or display signs, placards, flags, or advertising devices ; to 
solicit subscriptions or contributions ; to play games of chance, or 
have possession of instruments of gambling; to make orations, 
harangues, or loud outcries ; to enter into political canvassing of 
any kind; to utter profane, threatening, abusive, or indecent 
language, or to do any obscene or indecent act; to bathe or fish ; 
to solicit the acquaintance of, or follow, or otherwise annoy other 
visitors. 

4. ‘To allow animals of any kind to pass over or stray upon the 
Park lands, provided that this shall not apply to dogs when 
closely led by a cord or chain not more than six feet long. 

~d. To move in military or civic parades, drills or processions. 

6. To walk on any part of the property except the prepared 
walks. 

7. To refuse to obey the orders or requests of either of the 
Commissioners, or of the Park Police, or other agents of the Com- 
missioners, and to refuse to assist them when required. 
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Any person wilfully doing either of the things above forbidden, 
shall be punished by, fine not exceeding twenty dollars. 

Compliance with the foregoing regulations is a condition of the 
use of these premises. 


foted, That the following rules, under the title of Regulations, 
be adopted for the use and government of the Charlesbank 
Gymnasium. 

1. The Superintendent is responsible for the maintenance of 
order and decorum, and for the exercise of discretion and civility 
in all use to be made of the gymnasium. His authority corre- 
sponds with his responsibility. No one is to enter the gymnasium 
when forbidden by him; no one to remain in it when “desired by 
him to leave. Report may be made to the Park Commissioners 
whenever the Superintendent is thought to have used his authority 
unjustly, but his authority is not to be resisted or impugned by 
visitors on the ground. 

2. No one is to occupy the gymnasium except while making 
use of some of its apparatus for exercise, or while waiting oppor- 
tunity to do so, or for a reasonable breathing time between 
exercises. 

3. No part of the person usually clothed within doors, is to be 
exposed while in the gymnasium. 

4. No person is to use any piece of the apparatus to the ex- 
clusion of another person beyond a reasonable time. In cases of 
dispute the Superintendent will decide what is a reasonable time. 

5. No person is to engage in dangerous exercises. If the 
Superintendent judges any form of exercise by any person to be 
dangerous, it is to be so considered and refrained from by that 
person. 

6. Nopart of the apparatus is to be put to other than its proper 
use, or to be used with excessive violence. 

7. In any use of the track, the right side of the person is to be 
kept toward the fence. 

8. Shots, hammers. quoits, and poles, after any use of them, 
are to be placed by their users in the boxes and racks provided for 
them. 

9. Persons not engaged in putting the shot or hammer are to - 

avoid the ground assigned to those who are so engaged. 

10. Wheelmen will have the right to use the ‘track during the 
forenoon of each day; runners, during the afternoon. But, with 
permission of the Superintendent, runners can use it when it is not 
wanted for wheeling in the forenoon, and wheelmen can use it 
when it is not wanted by runners in the afternoon. 

The regulations above recited for the use of the Charlesbank 
Gymnasium are hereby made ordinances of the Department of 
Parks. All offending against them will be subject, to a fine not 
exceeding twenty dollars, and will forfeit their right to the use 
of the ground for the season. 
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ing on a very strong current, and found, under these circum- 
stances, to give proper protection, might yet, if a weaker 
current were gradually applied, be able to carry a sufficient 
amount of electricity, without fusing, to damage the appara- 
tus which it was intended to protect. 

Also, unless the distance between the ends of a fuse is of 
a considerable length, if a discharge from an electric-light 
wire passes through the circuit it may burn the fuse, but, in 
thus doing, form an electric are which may persist for some 
time, forming in itself a dangerous focus of combustion, and 
also allowing a current to pass through it to the protected 
apparatus beyond sufficient to destroy it by fusion. 

@. Have you examined the fuse with which the Time 
Company’s wires was supplied in their office? and, if so, 
should you consider it a proper fuse? 

A. I have gxamined the fuse referred to, and should 
consider that it would be subject to the difficulty from 
arcing that I have just referred to. 

(). Would it be a reasonable conclusion to suppose that 
an excessive current of electricity might, by passing through 
the fifth-cireuit wires of the Time Company Thursday morn- 
ing, have caused the fire, while another current the night 
before, over the same wires, was harmless so far as it 
affected the relays or fuses in the Time Company’s office ? 

A. This might very readily have occurred if the cur- 
rent of Wednesday night were feebler than the current of 
Thursday morning. For example, it might have happened 
that the current of Wednesday evening was too slight to 
produce any ™aterial effect at the Time Company’s office, 
being readily carried by the fuse, while a stronger cur- 


rent getting on to the same circuit on Thursday morning 
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might, perhaps, have melted the safety fuse at the com- 
pany’s office, producing an electric arc there, and thus 
caused the fire. 

@. If there were a number of clocks on the fifth circuit 
burned out Wednesday evening, might that circuit still be 
in condition te convey a current to the Time Company’s 
office so as to set a fire Thursday morning? 

A. Jn my opinion it might, since the fusing of the 
wires of the clocks would not necessarily break the elec- 
tric circuit. That is, some of the electrical muagnet-wires 
might be fused together so as to prevent any disconnec- 
tion. It is possible that the resistance of the coils might 
be lessened by fusion, as the several wires might be melted 


together.

The Public Buildings in charge of this department, belong- 
ing to the City of Boston, number 118, together with 4 leased 
buildings, variously occupied for city purposes. The City 
Hall is occupied entirely by the various departments and 
offices of the city. 

The Fire Department requires for its service the use of 59 
buildings, occupied as follows : — 


33 Engine-houses. 
8 Chemical-Engine houses. 
8 Hose-houses. 
6 Hook-and-Ladder houses. 
1 Repair-shop, 1 Stable and Store-house. 
2 Fuel-houses. 
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The buildings in use wholly by the Police Department 
number 15, 12 of which are in use for Police station-houses, 
and the remainder for lock-ups ; the remaining Police-stations, 
which number 5, are in other city buildings. 

This department also has the charge of the City Hall 
(Charlestown District). Faneuil Hall and Faneuil-Hall mar- 
ket-house, Charity Bureau, Old State-House, and stables of 
the Health Department. 

Estates numbered 7 Pemberton square and 12 and 14 
Beacon street are occupied for city offices. 

The Park Commissioners occupy rooms in the New Eng- 
land Life Insurance building. 

The amount expended the past year for rents, taxes, and 
heating for this outside property has been $18,675.20. 

The above-mentioned buildings occupy 1,036,901 square 
feet of land, and their assessed value is $6,500,000. 

The school-houses owned by the city number 174, occupy- 
ing 3,243,351 square feet of Jand, the valuation of land and 
buildings being $8,750,000. 

In addition, 18 buildings were leased for school purposes, 
at a rental of $7,547.20, and containing 31 school-reoms. 

The Court-House, Probate building, and County Jail are 
used for county purposes alone. 

The Municipal District Courts number 7, and occupy 
rooms in city buildings in various sections of the city. 

The County buildings cover 162,728 square feet of land, 
and are valued at $1,925,500.

KINGSTON-STREET FIRE, NOVEMBER 28, 1889. 


OFFICE OF THE Fire MARSHAL, 
City oF Boston. 


To the Honorable the City Council of the City of Boston : — 


GENTLEMEN, —I have the honor to submit herewith the 
following special report : — 

The Fire Department, Board of Underwriters, and citi- 
zens generally of the city of Boston will not readily forget 
the disastrous conflagration whose cause and origin form the 
subject of the accompanying communication. 

Thursday morning, November 28th (Thanksgiving Day), 
was ushered in by a drenching, driving rain, impelled 


fiercely onward by a strong south-easterly wind, blowing at 
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the rate of twenty-six miles an hour. While at the height of 
its velocity, 8.14 A.M., this hurrying wind received and bore 
along with it on its stormy course the warning signal which 
was soon to people the deserted streets with an excited 
throng, and enliven the lonesomeness of a rainy holiday, by 
heralding the advent of the most costly fire-spectacle which 
Boston had witnessed since the great conflagration of 1872. 
This harbinger of evil was an alarm of fire from box 52, the 
same box-number which, seventeen years before, had sum- 
moned the Fire Department to the most serious conflict in 
which it had ever been called upon to engage. The cause 
of the alarm was a fire which started in the upper stories of 
the Columbia-street end of the large warehouse familiarly 
known as the Brown & Durrell building, fronting on King- 
ston, Bedford, and Columbia streets. The first alarm was 
followed by a second, third, and general alarms in rapid 
succession, and shortly thereafter a call for outside help was 
sent out. 

After razing to the ground the cradle of their birth, the 
foraging flames licked their way across the narrow barrier of 
Kingston street, where they enveloped in annihilating em- 
brace that artistic specimen of mercantile architecture known 
as the Ames building. With the added impetus thus gained 
they pursued their devastating career unchecked until the 
Allen building, at the corner of Bedford and Chauncy 
streets, was reached. Here, and in the Nevins building at 
the corner of Rowe place and Chauncy street, between the 
hours of twelve and one, their mad course was stayed, but 
not until business structures to the value of nearly one 
million dollars and millions of dollars worth of merchandise 


had been wiped out of existence, leaving behind a blackened

swath of smouldering ruins three and one-third acres in 
extent. 
The “all out” signal was given at 6.20 P.M., December 


6, eight days and a half after the fire started. 


ToTaL INSURANCE — LIVES LOST — APPARATUS DESTROYED 


— NUMBER OF ALARMS, ETC. 


According to the estimate of Supt. Samuel Abbott, Jr., 
of the Protective Department, the total loss on buildings 
was $968,493.86; on merchandise, $2,872,594.35 ; while the 
insurance companies suffered a total loss of $3,173,437.70. 
The fire department lost four men and an ex-member, and 
about $16,000 worth of engines and other apparatus. 

A thorough and painstaking investigation has been held 
for the purpose of determining, if possible, how the fire 
started, and how, when once started, it could have spread to 
such an unusual extent. The inquest, which has been re- 
tarded by unavoidable delays and numerous obstacles en- 
countered in getting at the locations and conditions of 
various electric wires previous to the fire, has involved the 
examination of a large number of witnesses and the taking 
of hundreds of pages of expert and other testimony. Be- 
lieving that the testimony of Professor Cross, of the Insti- 
tute of Technology, might prove of unusual interest in 
considering the possibility that the fire may have been 
caused by electricity, it has been appended to the report. 


The investigation discloses the following facts : — 


STARTING—PLACE AND COURSE OF THE FIRE. 


Officer Maxwell, who rang the alarm, first discovered a 


dense, black smoke issuing from around the sashes of the 
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windows on the fifth or sixth story, situated directly over 
the freight-elevator well on Columbia street. He is posi- 
tive that at that time there were no flames to be seen, — noth- 
ing but smoke. Engine 7 was the first apparatus to 
arrive at the fire, being stationed at the corner of Columbia 
and Essex streets, which it reached a minute and a half after 
the alarm. Supposing that the elevator door was an en- 
trance leading to the floor on which the fire was, they 
unfortunately proceeded to break it in, whereupon a roaring 
draft of air, which could be heard clear across the street, 
was drawn with cyclonic force into the upper stories; the 
smoke became whiter, the glass began to fly, while the 
flames broke suddenly forth in great fury ; pieces of burning 
wood dropped down the well, followed inside of two minutes 
by the fall of the elevator frame, bringing with it a living 
sheet of flame, and knocking out doors and windows in its 
passage. Immediately every floor seemed consigned to 
the flames at once. After finding that the door which had 
been broken in did not lead upstairs, as they supposed, the 
members of Engine 7 and Ladder 8 succeeded in unfastening 
the iron gate of the fire-escape tower, and in carrying a line 
up the spiral iron staircase to the sixth and fifth stories, both 
of which at that time appeared to be well on fire. After 
playing a stream on the sixth floor for about five minutes, 
they retired to the fifth floor, and whereupon, learning 
that the fire was getting below them, they retreated 
to the street. Meanwhile District Chief Regan and 
the men of Engine 26 had earried a line up to the fifth 
floor on the Kingston-street side of the building. Owing, 
however, to the dense volume of smoke and fire which was 


being borne rapidly toward them from the Columbia-street 
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end of the building, and to the almost incredible rapidity 
with which the flames were being communicated to the lower 
floors by means of conveniently provided wooden chimneys, 
in the shape of elevator wells and light shafts, they were 
obliged to retire to avoid being cut off by the fire below. 

There is considerable conflicting testimony, and some un- 
certainty in the minds of the witnesses as to whether the 
smoke first showed itself on the fifth or sixth floor, and also 
as to whether any fire was to be seen prior to the opening of 
the elevator door. The preponderance of evidence favors 
the theory that the flames had not broken through the 
windows at least, until this door was opened. It is univer- 
sally conceded by the witnesses that the first indications of 
fire appeared from the windows directly above the freight- 
elevator well on Columbia street. This elevator extended 
for use only to the fourth floor, although the framework 
projected into the office on the fifth floor, occupied by the 
Boston Electric Time Company, where it was enclosed in a 
wooden casing, the box thus formed standing about three 
feet above the floor in their room. “On two small wooden 
shelves, extending from this box to a wooden partition, the 
relays, nine in number, of the time service were placed close 
together. The fact that, directly upon the opening of the 
street door of the elevator well, burning wood fell, followed 
by the burning framework of the elevator itself, would 
seem to indicate that the fire had unquestionably been burn- 
ing about the top of the frame for some time. This, to- 
gether with the location of the smoke and flames by those 
who were first at the scene, taken in conjunction with the 
further fact that the sixth floor was stored with nothing 


but cases of dry-goods, one tier high, and the failure to 
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ascertain the existence of any conditions which might have 
constituted a possible cause for the fire’s originating there, 
would seem to warrant the conclusion that the Time Com- 
pany’s office was the birthplace of the fire. The smoke by 
which the fire was discovered was black and heavy, giving 
evidence that it had been confined some time. 

Owing to the combustible nature of the dry-goods stock 
contained therein, and to the peculiar and faulty construction 
of the building, which will be hereafter considered, the 
flames soon obtained complete mastery of the situation, and 
the toiling firemen were powerless to stay them. The ability 
of the firemen to cope with the flames was also materially 
lessened by the extreme heat and by the hot pebbles of fly-. 
ing granite with which they were unmercifully assailed. 
About forty minutes after the alarm was sounded the im- 
mense structure collapsed, the walls falling out while the 
floors tumbled in. The air-pressure thus created was suff- 
cient to blow in bodily the large lights in the front of the 
Ames building before they were at all cracked by the heat. 
This left an unobstructed passage for the flames, which, 
pressed out by the falling of the Brown & Durrell building, 
were drawn in a volume through the passageway thus con- 
veniently made for them into the Ames building. It appears 
in evidence that, just previous to this, the iron roof of the 
Ames building, becoming expanded by the heat of the flames 
which were rushing over it from the Brown & Durrell build- 
ing, gradually spread the walls and fell in. This building 
probably took fire at about 8.58, being the time when 
the Martin-Wilson people, who have several of their 
systems throughout the building, received their first alarm, 


which came from the fourth floor, on the Kingston-street 
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side. Within half an hour the building was a mass of 
ruins. 


PROBABLE CAUSE OF THE FIRE. 


The Boston Electric Time Co. occupied an office in the 
extreme south-eastern corner of the fifth floor of the Brown 
& Durrell building, as will be seen by reference to exhibit A. 
They furnished time-service to their customers by means of 
twelve different circuits. On a wooden sheathing wall in 
their office were two master, or regulator, clocks, — one for 
the synchronous and the other for the jump-dial system. In 
addition to those were so-called tell-tale clocks, one for each 
circuit. 

As it will be necessary to hereafter refer to certain 
trouble on the fifth circuit, it may be well to state its route 
at the present time. 

Starting from a relay on a shelf close to the freight-eleva- 
tor box, whose situation and construction have been already 
described, this wire passed through a fuse and ran into 
a cable containing other wires of the company; it was 
then carried through the adjoining office of the Warren 
Thread Co., between the ceiling and the floor above; 
thence along the wooden beams to Room 7, on the opposite 
side of the floor; at this point, and just after leaving the 
cable, the wires were connected with a one-ampére fuse set 
on a wooden hase, and having a space about one inch between 
the terminals; thence the wires passed through to the floor 
above, along the beams of the sixth story, to the passenger- 
elevator well, fronting on Columbia street ; in the top of the 
elevator well, and above the roof, the line was connected 
with another fuse, and thence carried across the roof to a fix- 


ture on the top of the fire-escape; thence across Bedford 
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street to the top of 105 Summer street, to 295 Devonshire 
street, across Devonshire street to the building occupied by 
Carter, Rice, & Co.; thence to the corner of Franklin and 
Devonshire streets; thence over a line of fixtures to Milk 
street; thence to a fixture on the building occupied by 
Kiley, the printer, on Spring lane; thence across the street 
to the Journal building; thence to a fixture on the top of the 
Herald building, where there is a cable-box which has not 
been used since the Time Company moved away from that 
building; on the Herald building the circuit is)formed into 
several loops, one of which goes across the top of the lower 
Herald building, City Hall, the Probate office, 294 Tremont 
street (from which one loop dropped down to Dr. Waining’s 
and to Dobbins’ jewelry store, while another ran into Met- 
calf’s drug store), Houghton & Dutton’s, Randige’s, the 
tailor, on Tremont place ; then back as it came to the Herald 
building; there is also a loop over to the Rogers building, 
for the use of the Pennsylvania Railroad Co.; and another 
from the Herald building down Washington street to the 
Advertiser building, crossing Devonshire street, running 
along the roof of 62, 64, 66, and 68, and through Devon- 
shire street, taking in several offices, and out to State street, 
to F. A. Seaverns’, corner of State and Devonshire, then 
down to Congress.square. This fifth circuit is a metallic 
circuit of No. 12 copper wire, covered with a_parafline 
insulation. 

A better idea of the route of this circuit may perhaps be 
obtained by reference to exhibit B, containing a plan of 
the route, together with a list uf the apparatus thereon. 

It would seem that all the clocks or relays on this circuit, 


with the possible exception of Dr. Waining’s, Metcalf’s, and 
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Dobbins’, were burned out or injured Wednesday even- 
ing. the night before the fire. About 6.40 a member of the 
firm of Wyman & Son, whose place of business is on Water 
street, saw smoke coming from behind their clock, and got 
up and took it down. Seeing nothing the matter with it, he 
returned it to its place, the hands starting and jumping 
around in an irregular manner. ‘Two minutes after replac- 
ing it the clock again made a rattling noise, and was taken 
down, whereupon a blue flame was emitted from the wire, 
about three or four inches from where it was attached to the 
clock. The two wires were then twisted together, leaving a 
space of about one-half inch between the two ends. After 
the clock was disconnected, and before the wires were 
twisted up, sparks came from the end of them. The back 
of the clock was scorched. 

The clocks numbered from 1 to 24 on the plan of the fifth 
circuit, and situated between Columbia street and the Herald 
building, with the exception of one or two which were out of 
order, suffered the same experience, of being burned out or 
having the insulation of their wires burned off at about the 
same time. On the Tremont-street loop from the Herald 
huilding, the clocks at City Hall, Randige’s, together with the 
relay at Hazen’s, were also burned out at the same time, and 
in a similar manner, the current being sufficient at the latter 
place to start quite a blaze. The Suffolk-Club clock was 
out of order and had not been running. It has been impos- 
sible, up to the present time, to obtain any evidence as to 
whether the clocks at Dr. Waining’s, Metcalf’s, and Dobbins’ 
were affected by the disturbances which affected the others 
on Wednesday eve or not. It is known, however, that there 


was no burning the night before in either of these three 
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eases. The clock at Metcalf’s, which had been more or less 
out of order during the day, stopped at twenty-five minutes 
past six. It must, however, have started again during the 
night, as the next morning the clock had stopped at twenty- 
five minutes of eight; and shortly after eight o’clock Thurs- 
day morning a charring was found on the clock and wall, 
which was not there when the store was closed at half-past 
nine the evening before. The clock at Dr. Waining’s 
showed twenty minutes of eleven the evening before when 
that was the correct time. When Dr. Waining passed his 
clock Thursday morning, it was buzzing, whirring, and 
smoking, the smoking continuing for eight or ten minutes. 
At this time, when it stopped, the clock showed thirteen 
minutes of eight, which was the correct time when the doc- 
tor entered his office. The clock at Dobbins’, which was his 
own, consisted of a circular piece of plate-glass, hanging 
in the window, and was worked from the Time Company’s 
relay, which was operated by their fifth circuit. 

Nobody has been found who can-state whether this clock 
was going or not Wednesday night after the burning of 
the other clocks, although Mr. Dobbins, who was in his 
store all the evening, thinks he would have noticed it if 
it had stopped. Thursday morning he heard the relay 
rattling terribly, and making a _ noise like that of a 
circular saw. At the same time he looked toward the 
clock and out into the street, where he saw a solid white 
puff of smoke over the centre of the street nearly opposite 
his store. Directly afterwards smoke and flame came 
from the relay. He went down cellar, obtained a bucket 
of water and threw it on the fire. After extinguishing 


it, he looked at the clock, which showed twelve minutes 
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before eight. The record of the Boston Electric Protective 
Association, whose system is in use in Dobbins’ place, 
shows that his cellar door was opened at eleven minutes 
before eight. The relay at Dobbins’, and also the one 
at Hazen’s, which was burned the night before, bear 
evidence of severe burning. At the Pennsylvania office, 
in the Rogers building, the clock was out of order, but 
the insulation on the wires was burned off Wednesday 
evening. 

On the Congress-street loop practically the same dis- 
turbance, at about the same time Wednesday evening, oc- 
curred as in the other cases, with the exception that the 
clock at Soley, Gay, & Dorr’s was found Friday morning 
stopped at 8.11, and it is not known whether it stopped 
Wednesday night or Thursday morning. 

It will thus be seen that on Wednesday evening, which 
was very stormy, between half-past six and seven o’clock, 
a general electrical disturbance took place which affected 
all of the clocks and relays on the fifth circuit, with the 
exception of those of Dr. Waining, Metcalf, and Dob- 
bins. 

At twenty-five minutes to seven the same evening, being 
about the same time as that when the clocks of the Time 
Company were burned out, a ticker of the Financial Tele- 
graph Company at the Quincy House was likewise affected. 
Friday morning, upon making an examination of the 
circuit to discover where the break was, an employé of 
the company found his wire, which was included in a 
bunch of fifteen or twenty other wires in the elevator 
well in the Niles building on School street, burned com- 


pletely off. He further found that his wire on the lower 
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Herald building had been burned through, presumably 
by a wire of the Mutual District Telegraph Company, 
which, having melted its:way through his wire, rested upon 
the fifth-cireuit wires of the Time Company’s system and 
upon several power wires of the Herald electric-light plant. 
The insulation of the power wire also showed signs of having 
been burned at some time. The portions of the Time and 
Financial Company’s wires which were burned are in my 
possession. The Financial Company’s wires were also found 
burned off again on the Thompson Spa building, although 
there was no evidence that they had come in contact with 
other wires at that point. I also have this wire. It is 
further testified, that Friday morning the Herald electric- 
light wire was lying on three other wires between Young’s 
Hotel and the Herald building, and other wires were lying 
on top of these. 

These Herald light wires, which were found loose and 
sagging, and attached to shaky supports which had been 
there a long time, were put in a substantial condition the day 
following the fire. The Herald wire-support on Young's 
Hotel had been tied on to the Boston Electric Light Com- 
pany’s structure on Young’s Hotel with an iron wire, from 
which it was hanging down. 

Wednesday evening the ninth-circuit register of the Mutual 
District Telegraph Company opened, ‘*as though an electric- 
light wire opened it;” the relay was burned out, and the 
attendant pulled the plugs from the switch. He thinks the 
time was from eight to half-past. It was the wire of this 
circuit which was in contact with the other wires on the 
Herald building. The current which burned out this 


ninth circuit and other circuits the next morning must have 


~ 
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been a powerful one, as the lines are all supplied with gutta- 
percha covered fuses, having a space of several inches be- 
tween the terminals, from which it will be seen that they 
apparently afforded no protection whatever. The ninth-cir- 
cuit wire runs from the point where their wires are cabled 
on the Old State House to the Thompson Spa building, and 
through the rear of Washington street over the low Herald 
building. A lineman in the employ of the District Tele- 
graph Company went over the ninth circuit between the Old 
State House and Tremont Temple Friday afternoon, and 
found five or six breaks, including the one in their office, 
viz., on the roof of Thompson Spa building, where their 
main line had been burned through, as he believes, by a 
time wire, and on the adjoining roof, where it was crossed 
by a dead wire. By putting the ends together for the pur- 
pose of ascertaining whether this were the case, he found 
that the fusing of his company’s wire was at a point where it 
would come in contact with the time wire, the insulation of 
which had also been recently burned off. In the Niles 
block the wire of this circuit was burned off, and on the 
Herald building it had been cut after the fire, and the ends 
tied up. | 

As to the disturbance the next morning, it will be remem- 
bered that at the time (eleven minutes before eight) when 
Mr. Dobbins discovered his relay to be on fire, he noticed a 
puff of white smoke in the centre of the street opposite his 
store. At the point where the smoke was seen a No. 
14 iron wire, the insulation of which was in poor con- 
dition, was found crooked about the easterly wire of the 
West End trolley system. 


Among other disturbances Thursday morning, it is 
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stated in evidence that the relays of the telephone and 
burglar alarm in Station 2 of the Police Department, 
which are connected with the relays in the Messenger’s 
office at City Hall, as well. as the relays themselves 
in City Hall, were burned out, in which condition they 
were found by a lineman of the New England Tele- 
phone Co., at quarter-past eight that morning. Captain 
Hemmenway states that the burning out in Station 2 
occurred about a quarter before eight. , 

At 32 Pemberton square the precaution signals were 
also fused, and the fire-alarm drop was burned out. <A 
bell in the City Solicitor’s office, which is connected by 
private telephone with the Messenger’s office at City Hall, 
was also burned out, and the armature of their tele- 
phone. These were all on different circuits, but all ran 
through the same cable into’ City Hall, which is the same 
through which the Electric Clock and District Messenger 
wires run, 

While the clocks on some of the circuits of the Time 
Company had the appearance of having stopped at five 
minutes after eight Thursday morning, being about the 
time when it might be supposed that they would cease 
to run on account of the heat from the fire affecting the 
master or tell-tale clocks in the Time Company’s office, it is 
evident that the general condition of the clocks on the 
various circuits Thursday morning cannot properly be con- 
sidered indicative of the working or non-working condition 
of the circuits. It is testified to, for instance, that clocks 
on other circuits stopped at three minutes before nine, 
twenty-four minutes of nine, and _ half-past eight, respec- 


tively ; three clocks, singularly enough, indicating about the 
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same time, 7.e., half-past eight. At the same time it is a 
matter of absolute knowledge that at three minutes before 
nine o’clock the Brown, Durrell, & Co. building had been 
burned to the ground, and that at half-past eight the office 
of the Time Company was entirely consumed. These clock 
freaks must apparently be accounted for on the supposition 
that either the witnesses must have been mistaken, or that in 
some manner the clocks received extra impulses from an 
unknown source, causing them to jump around in an irregu- 
lar manner, which they have frequently been known to do. 

In looking for the cause of the break at Station 2 the 
lineman of the telephone company discovered the broken 
wire, which afterwards proved to belong to the Mutual Dis- 
trict Telegraph Co., lying across both wires of the West 
End trolley system, a part of it hanging down in a loop 
about seven feet between the trolley wires, while the end was 
crooked around the eastern trolley wire, extending a few 
inches beyond it. The iron wire had been burned off, the 
ends showing that it had been fused. This wire is now in 
my possession. The lineman of the telephone company re- 
moved this wire, one end of which went on to the Dobbins 
building, 29 Tremont street, and the other crossed the Pro- 
bate building to the District Telegraph Co.’s cable at 17 
State street. This wire was on their tenth circuit, the relays 
of which, together with their other circuits, except the 
ninth, were burned out Thursday morning. 

Opposite Houghton & Dutton’s the trolley lines had 
been protected with insulating joints, or ears, as they are 
sometimes called, which were supposed to render it impos- 
sible for any current to pass northerly beyond them. It 


is stated that various tests made Thursday evening on the 
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northerly side of the insulating ears corroborate the belief 
that there was no current on that end of the trolley lines 
where the road was under construction, and where they were 
thoroughly grounded. It is further claimed that if there 
had been a leakage through the insulating ears, or had they 
been removed, so that the current could have been extended 
to the part of the line below them, the cars above that point 
would have been stopped instantly, whereas no trouble what- 
ever occurred. 

Furthermore, the insulation of the messenger wire, which 
lay on the trolley wires, gave no evidence of burning, which, 
naturally, it must have shown had the trolley wires been 
working. This would seem to establish the fact that at 
this point, at least, the trolley wires were not the cause of 
the disturbance. 

It is stated that the engine of the Herald light plant 
was completely shut off Thursday morning at half past six, 
in which case, of course, it could not have created the cur- 
rent which caused the disturbance about an hour and a half 
later. 

It is presumed that this tenth-circuit wire of the Messenger 
Company must have been crossed either by an electric light 
or power wire, or some other wire, by the Electric Time 
Company’s, or in connection with one of these, thus causing 
it to fuse in its weakest spot, which, singularly enough, 
chanced to be directly over the wires of the West End 
system. 

The tenth circuit, which is a metallic one, runs from 
the company’s cable at 17 State street to 214 Washing- 
ton street, across to the Rogers building, to Young’s Hotel, 


to the Court House, across on to the Museum building, 
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over to 292 Tremont street, and from there to 32 and to 


20 Pemberton square. 


CAUSE OF THE FIRE SPREADING. 


Having considered, then, all the obtainable facts liable to 
suggest a probable cause for the fire, the important ques- 
tion now arises, What were the reasons for its spreading 
so rapidly and to such an extent? The Brown & Durrell 
building, in which the fire started, and to the construction 
of which more than to all other causes put together may 
undoubtedly be attributed the fact that the fire extended 
beyond its own walls, was owned by Eben Jordan and 
the heirs of Charles Marsh. It was a six-story granite 
structure, eighty feet high, with roof and flooring of timber, 


| 


partly “mill framing,” and partly in the ordinary method 
of proper-sized joists, about twelve inches apart. The 
three lower floors of the building were unbroken by par- 
tition walls; the fifth floor alone being divided into offices. 
to suit the convenience of tenants. 

It was the largest building in the city of Boston without. 
partition walls, the inside area of the lower floor being over 
23,000 square feet ; although when erected, eight years ago, 
it was built in strict conformity to the building laws in force 
at that time, and which, so far as they would affect the divis- 
ion of the building by such walls, are still in effect at the 
present time. 

The fifth floor, where the fire originated, was divided into 
offices by wooden partitions sheathed on both sides. The 
ceiling was covered with half-inch sheathing. The sixth 
floor was used for a warehouse by Jordan, Marsh, & Co. 


The building was provided with four elevators, —two pas- 
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senger and two freight. The elevator wells were of wood coy- 
ered with tin, although the tin had been worn. off in places, 
exposing the boards underneath. The two upper stories 
were supported by wooden posts, the others by iron col- 
umns. Around the building, at the top and base of each 
window, the building was hooped in, as it were, by a four- 
by-one inch iron band. Behind this was brick backing. 
When the crisis came, and a portion of the wall gave way, 
the whole building fell to pieces like a harrel with a broken 
hoop. 

There were in the building two light-shafts, one at the 
Kingston-street end and one at the Columbia-street end, 
thirteen by twenty-one feet. These were fenced in by 
sheathing three feet high, and from the fourth floor up 
there was wire netting between the ceiling and this fencing. 
The granite wall of the building rested upon cast-iron 
girders of twenty feet span on the centres and eighteen 
feet between the posts: These girders were unprotected by 
brick er otherwise, and were not so covered as to prevent 
the heat from affecting them at dangerous points. These 
cast-iron girders rested upon upright cast-iron posts, which 
in turn were placed upon granite posts in the basement 
around the outside of the building, the sections of the gran- 
ite posts being very little larger than those of the iron posts, 
and the point of junction being midway of the basement 
windows, where the heat of the fire in the basement, on its 
passage out, with a draft through the broken glass, would 
exert itself to its utmost intensity. The heads of these 
granite piers became rounded off by the heat, leaving the 
iron posts without adequate support, when the common brick, 


with which the cast-iron uprights were filled, not being sufli- 
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cient to support the weight, but being used as a mere filling, 
naturally gave way. Some of these granite piers are entirely 
destroyed by fire, while others were merely rounded off at 
the top. 

This method of construction was not’ only an important 
factor in the destruction of the Brown & Durrell building 
itself, but was also an element of extreme hazard to the 
adjacent buildings, as, when it collapsed, aided by such 
construction, the street was so blockaded with débris as to 
render inaccessible to the firemen any vantage ground from 
which they could protect the Ames building or prevent its 
total destruction. 

An extremely dangerous element in the construction of 
this building was the fact that a large elevator well should 
have been allowed to terminate two stories below the roof, 
and, by a singular fatality in the very room where the fire 
was destined to break out, allowing it to divert the sparks 
and flames into the other stories. It should rather have 
been carried through the roof, so that an outward draft might 
have been created which could have drawn the fire, sparks, 
and flames above the building. It is better that an ele- 
vator well should be a flue for the escape of the heat and 
flame into the air, rather than a means of communicating it to 
the various floors. 

While, therefore, in view of the foregoing facts, and after 
a careful review of all the evidence submitted, I recognize 
the impossibility of making a decision which shall be correct 
beyond the possibility of a doubt, I must still yield to the irre- 
sistible conclusion that the fire was, in some way, caused by 
the ignition of the fifth-circuit relay, or of the wood-mounted 


fuse connected with this circuit in the office of the Boston 
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Electric Time Company ; that such ignition was probably due 
to the overcharging of the fifth-circuit wire either by direct 
contact with a highly charged wire or by contact with a 
foreign wire, which in turn was in contact with such highly 
charged wire; that such contact was primarily the result 
of the heavy wind and storm prevailing during the night of 
November 27 and early morning of November 28, and of 
the extremely negligent and shiftless manner in which many 
of the wires were allowed to remain. I believe that if a 
proper system for the municipal regulation of electric wires 
had been in force and properly administered, such over- 
charging of the Time Company’s wire would not have 
occurred ; that the so-called fusible cut-outs or plugs which 
were used by the Electric Time and other companies were 
utterly insufficient to prevent arcing, or to constitute any 
practical safeguard whatsoever. 

It would seem as if, considering the nature of the build- 
ing and its liability to rapid destruction when once on fire, 
the fact that no watchman or automatic alarm were in that 
part of the building where the fire occurred, ought to be 
considered a matter of negligence on the part of some one, 
particularly as the company occupying this part of the 
building had already had the experience of having their 
apparatus and twenty-four clocks burned out by a similar 
contact some time before, and should have protected their 
lines with the best fuse which the market afforded, instead 
of an inferior one. It would also seem the part of prudence 
to avoid placing so many relays close together upon a wooden 
shelf between wooden partitions. 

The closing in of the elevator frame, in a room two stories 


below the roof, was certainly censurable.

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The construction of a large building of such area without 
partition walls, largely supported by unprotected iron posts 
resting upon granite pillars in the basement, providing it 
with six large flues in the shape of wooden elevator wells 
and light-shafts, although conforming to the building acts 
at the time of erection, is a monument not only to public 
negligence and the laxity of the city’s building laws, but to 
individual ignorance and short-sightedness, especially when 
it is borne in mind that the building was filled with inflam- 
mable merchandise, and situated on a narrow street. That 
this faulty construction was well understood and appreciated 
by the underwriters, is evidenced by a glance at the insur- 
ance rates in that locality; they being much higher on this 


building than on others in the neighborhood. 


CONCLUSION. 


In conclusion, it may be well to note briefly the large 
number of existing conditions apparently ready to assist 
in the birth and progress of the flames. Rarely has a fire 
started out on its voyage of devastation under such favor- 
able auspices. Everybody and everything appeared anx- 
ious to lend a helping hand. Fate and Official Decree 
conspired to create a fierce rain-bearing wind and a holiday 
at one and the same time. While the former, by causing 
improperly strung wires to come in contact, impelled the 
embryonic spark to the most favorably arranged _fire- 
nursery in the city, the latter was the means of leaving 
the building where the fire started bereft of occupant or 
watchman, who might have exterminated the dangerous 
germ before it developed the strength of an unconquerable 


giant. The very direction of the wind seemed to vie with 
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our code of imperfect building laws in ministering to 
the fire’s vitality. While the former, by electing to pur- 
sue its coéperating journey north-westerly at the time of 
the fire’s inception, left the office of the Time Company, 
under the lee of the wind, in the most favorable part of 
the building for the fire to spread from, the latter had 
accommodatingly allowed the same office to be furnished 
with a wooden draft-tube (elevator well), through which 
might be fanned a current of fresh air from the outside, 
thus instilling new life into the flames when they chanced 
to languish from want of oxygen, and forcing them, with 
their vigor renewed, in an unobstructed sweep across the 
whole length of the warehouse to the Kingston-street 
end. 

To designate, however, as censurable all the instances of 
commission and omission which might properly be looked 
upon as factors either in starting the incipient blaze or in 
assisting it to attain such enormous proportions, would 
perhaps appear unjust, in view of the general lack of 
education regarding the danger from electricity improperly 
installed and negligently maintained, and from building 
construction supervised by officials acting under grossly 
defective building laws. Whether it be preferred to con- 
sider the cause of the fire and its subsequent growth as the 
result of accident or carelessness, it should certainly be 
classed as a preventable disaster. It probably would not 
have occurred had the different companies using electric 
wires provided them, in their own interest, with better 
insulation, more reliable fuses, and stronger supports; or 
had these companies been governed by an equitable system 


of municipal or other regulation, as to the maintenance and 
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equipment of their lines; or had the relays in the office 
of the Time Company, instead of resting on a wooden 
shelf, between wooden partitions, been placed upon an 
incombustible base, surmounted by a close-fitting cover of 
like material. 

Even though once started, the fire would not, in all 
probability, have developed into a conflagration, had it 
been possible to eliminate any one or more of the various 
elements of defective construction hereinbefore referred 
to; or had there been a faithful watchman on the fifth 
floor of the building; or had the room occupied by the 
Time Company been equipped with a reliable automatic 
alarm (if any such exists), which might have prevented 
the twenty-five minutes’ start (assuming that the fire was 
the result of the crossing of electric wires at 7.49), by 
which the firemen were handicapped. 

An enumeration of the more important circumstances 
which were conducive to the extending of the fire, considered 
in conjunction with the fact that the not unreasonable fear 
which prevailed at one time, viz., that the whole business 
portion of the city might be obliterated, was not realized, 
leads directly to the conclusion that there must have been 
some advantages, also, on the fire-fighting side. Such, in 
reality, was the case. In the first place, the whole Fire 
Department, together with horses and apparatus, were 
in the best of condition, and the supply of: water was unex- 


celled.! I do not believe a braver or better-disciplined 


1Tt will be remembered that the department suffered serious inconvenience 
at the time of the great fire in 1872, by reason of the horse distemper, which 
prevailed at that time, making it necessary to draw much of the apparatus by 


hand. The water-supply was also inadequate. 
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set of firemen were ever called upon to do battle with the 
flames, nor could they have been commanded by a more 
clear-headed and more efficient general than Chief Webber. 
Being in the daytime, the out-of-town assistance, which 
rendered such good service, were transported far more ex- 
peditiously than could have been possible at night. 

Again, the same rain which undoubtedly aided in con- 
ducting the electrical current which started the fire was 
largely instrumental in preventing its spread to distant 
buildings, by deluging with water, roofs, skylights, copings, 
and other exposed wood, thus rendering harmless the ava- 
lanche of burning embers which the powerful wind dropped 
In many dangerous places far remote from the scene of the 
disaster. Another fortunate circumstance which was of 
material aid to the firemen was the subsiding of the wind’s 
velocity from twenty-six miles an hour, when the fire 
started, to eight miles an hour, at eleven o’clock. To such 
favoring auxiliaries as these, recruited by the fairly sub- 
stantial character of the Allen, Nevins, and other buildings 
on Chauncy street, with their compartments of small area 
and well-built party-walls extending above the roof, is due 
the confinement of the fire within its actual limits. 

Such a public calamity constitutes for the community a 
costly object-lesson; but, if carefully studied and utilized, 
the knowledge gained therefrom may be properly regarded 
as comparatively inexpensive. Numerous suggestions pre- 
sent themselves to my mind as necessary of adoption, 
if a repetition of the Thanksgiving Day disaster is to be 
avoided. I deem it, however, neither advisable nor a 
part of my duty to make recommendations at the present 


time. Mine is rather the responsibility of a coroner to 
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locate the disease, and to point out, so far as possible, its 
superinducing cause. 

It remains for your honorable body, having in charge the 
commercial health of the city, to prescribe the remedy by 
the enactment of such laws and ordinances as the teaching 
of the autopsy may commend to your judgment. Should 
you believe with me that these now ruined buildings first 
became inoculated with the fire-creating virus through the 
medium of an electric current, and that, once impregnated, 
their structural anatomy was such that the spread of the 
flames became inevitable, you have it in your power to do 
much toward preventing the recurrence of such fire epi- 
demic, by providing for the adoption of  electric-wire 
regulation, amended building laws, and such other pre- 


cautionary measures as may seem to you _ proper.

TESTIMONY OF PROFESSOR CROSS.

@. Are you familiar with the evidence as it has been 
read to you as to various electrical disturbances which 


occurred Wednesday evening, November 27, and Thursday 
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norning, upon the circuits of the Boston Electric Time Com- 
pany, the Mutual District Telegraph Company, the Financial 
Telegram Company, and the Telephone Company ? 

WA. Se Tuam: 

@. Are you familiar with the route of the Time Com- 
pany’s fifth circuit, from its office in the Brown & Durrell 
building, including the different loops? Also with the 
routes of the ninth and tenth circuits of the Mutual Dis- 
trict Telegraph Company ? 

tA, eam: 

@. What do you understand the system to be upon 
which the Time Company’s service is based? 

A. My understanding of their system is, that a number of 
dials are placed in series upon an all-metallic electric circuit ; 
each one of these dials contains an electro-magnetic device 
which is operated by an intermittent current transmitted 
from a central station and governed by a clock placed at that 
station so that the circuit shall be broken at regular in- 
tervals. The alternate making and breaking of the current 
causes, in each one of the dials, a motion of the armature of 
the electro-magnet towards and away from the poles of that 
magnet. By a suitable mechanical device these alternate 
motions of the armature towards and away from the poles 
of the magnet are made to actuate the hands of the dial, and 
thus cause them to progress regularly and mark the time. 

On certain portions of the circuit of the Time Company it 
has been found convenient to bring both of their wires, 7.e., 
the go and return wire, to the top of the same building, and 
from this, as a sort of centre of radiation, to carry separate 
lines of the wire, called loops, in different directions, each 


one of these loops including a number of dials of a circuit. 
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These loops all form parts of the same circuit, so that the 
electrical current passes successively through the entire wire 
circuit, including the various loops. 

@. Supposing that upon the fifth circuit of the Time 
Company a general electrical disturbance occurred the even- 
ing of the 27th, practically affecting all of the clocks and 
relays on that circuit, with possibly three exceptions (which 
were on two separate loops from the same building), and a 
similar disturbance affected the apparatus of the Financial 
Telegraph Company at about the same time, and the ninth 
circuit of the District Telegraph Company a short time 
thereafter; and, supposing further, that, on the morning of 
the 29th, the wires of the fifth circuit of the Time Com- 
pany, as well as those of the Financial Telegraph Company 
and of the ninth circuit of the Mutual District Messenger 
Company, were each found burned off in several. different 
locations where they were in company, and that, on the 
lower Herald building, one of the wires mentioned should 
be found lying across and in contact with the other two, and 
at the same time being in contact with the Herald electric- 
light wire, — would you connect such Friday morning dis- 
covery as to the condition of these wires with the disturb- 
ance Wednesday evening ? 

A. I should. I should infer, from the condition of 
things as stated, that, in some way, on Wednesday even- 
ing a set of wires, conveying a powerful current, had 
come in contact with some of the various other wires 
referred to, and that a heavy current entering these last 
wires had run through several of the various sets of 
wires in different directions, escaping from these in one 


or another way, and its passage causing the various burn- 
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outs, fusing of wires, and other appearances of heat which 
were noted. I should infer that the electric-power wires 
on the roof of the Herald building were the ones from — 
which the heavy current entered the various telegraph 
and clock circuit wires. 

@. Should you consider it possible, from your knowl- 
edge of the situation, for a contact on the fifth circuit 
to burn out practically all of the clocks and relays on 
that circuit which were in working order without affecting 
the relay of Mr. Dobbins and the clocks of Mr. Metcalf 
and Dr. Waining? If so, what explanation could you 
give? 

A. The situation is a peculiar one, and I do not know 
the actual condition of things at the time of the dis- 
turbance so as to feel in any way certain of the real 
explanation. 

It is possible that, in some way, there was some con- 
nection temporarily made which extended from a_ point 
on the main-circuit wire on one side of the two loops 
on which were placed the apparatus that were unaffected 
to a point on the main wire on the other side of these 
two loops. If such a condition of things existed it would 
account for the phenomena. There may also have been 
some difference in the construction of the electro-magnetic 
apparatus used in the cases of the three pieces of appa- 
ratus which were unaffected. The latter hypothesis seems 
much more plausible than the first. 

@. Assuming that those two clocks and the relay were 
working Thursday morning, would you conclude that, by 
the taking down of Wyman’s clock the night previous, the 


circuit had been opened? 
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A. It could not have been permanently opened. Very 
likely, in taking it down, a temporary break of the circuit. 
was produced, but the circuit must have again been closed 
in some way. 

(). Is it possible that the clock wires at Wyman’s could 
have been left in such a position, after taking down the 
clock, that a current could have passed through them suf- 
ficient to run the clock? 

A. Yes, if they were left in contact in any way. 

@. Could a current possessing the apparent strength of 
the disturbing current have passed through? 

A. It could have done so. 

Q. Have you examined the wires? 

A. I have. 

@. From an examination of these wires, should you con- 
sider it possible that a current could have passed through 
sufficient to operate the clocks? 

A. I should. 

Q. Might it have been possible for a current of the ap- 
parent strength of the disturbing current to have passed 
through without any more evidence of burning upon the 
wires ? 

A. I should certainly expect to find more evidence of 
burning than is shown. Without careful experimental tests 
to determine what is possible under these circumstances, [ 
should not feel ready to say that, beyond question, such a 
heavy current might be conveyed; but I am not at all pre- 
pared to say that the conveyance of such a heavy current, 
without more extensive burning, is at all impossible. 

@. Assuming that the crossing of wires which caused 


the trouble on the fifth circuit, Thursday morning, affected 
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three places on the fifth circuit, and that these were not af- 
fected the evening. before, what conclusion would you draw? 

A. I should think, either that the remaining portions of 
the circuit, ¢.e., the portions unaffected on Wednesday even- 
ing, were, in some unknown manner, cut out at that time 
from the effect of the entering current, or that some other 
unknown conditions of the circuit were present which pre- 
vented the full current from entering them. Or, more 
likely, there were some peculiarities in their construction, 
perhaps accidental, perhaps designed, which rendered them 
less sensitive to the effect of the current than were the 
others. This seems to me the most probable supposition. 

Under these circumstances, if the current entering the 
circuits on Thursday morning were a decidedly stronger one 
than that entering the circuits on Wednesday night, we 
should have a plausible explanation of the phenomena. 

Q. Supposing that, owing to the condition in which the 
wires were left at Wyman’s after the taking down of his 
clock, the circuit was opened at that place, should you 
believe it possible for the current received from the wire 
contact which caused the disturbance on Tremont. street 
Thursday morning to have, in some way, been passed to 
the fifth-circuit wires of the Electric Time Company, at a 
point on the Columbia-street side of Wyman’s place? 

A. Such a thing is perfectly conceivable, and doubt- 
less might happen in several ways. If any dead wire 
had fallen upon the Time Company’s wires subsequent to 
the disturbance of Wednesday night, and prior to that of 
Thursday morning, and rested upon these wires in such 
a way as to complete a metallic circuit through the Time 


Company’s wires, merely cutting out Wyman’s apparatus 
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Thursday morning, the disturbance could have been propa- 
gated throughout all of that portion of the circuit which was 
not so cut out. Thus, if a wire had chanced so to fall as to 
connect the Time Company’s wires running to and from 
Wyman’s clock, but outside of the building, it would have 
allowed the passage through it of an electrical current so 
long as this cross-wire was in contact as suggested, since it 
would complete the metallic circuit of the Time Company. 
It might also be possible that considerable portions of the 
Time Company’s wires, including the clock at Wyman’s, 
could be cut out while yet leaving a complete circuit through 
those wires by the existence of a series of accidental contacts 
at various points, and possibly over a considerable area 
instead of by the action of a single wire. 

Q. Does any other method of passing 2 current to the 
office of the Time Company, with the circuit at Wyman’s 
being open, occur to you? 

A. Another possible way occurs to me. There is always 
a very considerable amount of leakage from the electric-light 
wires which are suspended on poles, so that there is always 
more or less of earth connection from these wires. If now, 
from other parts of the circuit at a considerable distance 
from the first, measured along a continuous line of the cir- 
cuit, there were another earth connection to be made acci- 
dentally, the current, which might be of considerable 
strength, would flow to the earth through this last-mentioned 
connection. If now we imagine that the same dead wire 
falls upon the electric-light wire, and also upon one of the 
Time Company’s wires; or if, in some other way, the 
electric-light wire comes into contact with one of the Time 


Company’s wires; and if, at some other point in the circuit, 
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the Time Company’s wire is In any way connected with the 
earth, quite a powerful current might enter the Time Com- 
pany’s wire from the electric-light wire, flow through the 
Time Company’s circuit to its central office, and thence 
through its apparatus to the other wire of the Time Com- 
pany’s circuit, going along this until it reached an earth con- 
nection, and flowing thence to the earth. The better this 
earth connection, on the one hand, and the worse the insula- 
tion of the electric-light wires, on the other hand, the 
stronger will be the current entering the Time Company’s 
wires, and the greater the liability to the production of fire 
by such an accident. 

(@. If the conditions mentioned in the preceding ques- 
tion had existed, should you suppose it possible for them 
to have caused the District Messenger Company’s wire to 
have fused, through the medium of the wires of the West 
End Company, providing it had fallen upon. the West End 
wires before fusing, and there being no current on the West 
End wires? 

A. This would be possible under the existence of certain 
conditions which I am not, however, aware to have existed. 

If the District Telegraph Company’s wire was in connec- 
tion with the West End Railway’s trolley wire on that 
portion of the trolley wire which was unused and, as I 
understand, completely grounded, it is clear that any current 
which could get on to the District Telegraph Company’s 
wire would have a direct path to the earth through the West 
End Company’s unused trolley wire. Under these circum- 
stances, if a heavy current entered the District Company’s 
wire in any way, fusion would be likely to occur at its con- 


tact with the West End Company’s wire. 
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@. Have you examined the wire which was shown to 
you as having been found upon the trolley wire of the West 
End system ? 

A, I have. 

(@. Does the appearance of this wire indicate to your 
mind that such fusion took place, and was owing to a contact 
with the trolley wire? 

A. It is evident that fusion took place on the wire. 

The appearance of the wire, however, is not such as [ 
should expect it to be if the fusion were produced in this 
way. It looks more as if a melting had taken place from a 
current which entered the wire from some contact at a dis- 
tance, and, traversing the wire, melted it at some point on 
the wire at which there was a flaw. The insulation shows 
no appearance of a burning. 

@. Was the weather, the evening of the 27th, unusually 
conducive to the crossing of wires and to an unusual leakage 
therefrom ? 

A. It was. I recollect very distinctly that it was wet 
and rainy, so that there was great liability to leakage from 
all the lines. It is well known that the effect of wetting 
poles and all conductors is to largely increase the facility 
with which the electricity escapes over them. 

@. If the disturbance Thursday morning at Dobbins’, 
Metecalf’s, Dr. Waining’s, and the private telephone relays at 
Station 2, at the City Hall, and the City Solicitor’s office 
occurred at practically the same time, and that time identi- 
cal with the fusing of the tenth-circuit wire of the Mutual 
District Telegraph Company, as referred to (the relay of 
this and other circuits at the central office of the telegraph 


company being burned shortly after), would you, in your 
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opinion, suppose them to have been caused by the same 
cross? 

A. Ishould naturally draw that inference. 

@. Would the fact that the wires with which all of the 
instruments which were burned out Thursday morning were 
connected ran through the same cable into the City Messen- 
ger’s office at City Hall have any bearing upon your opinion 
in the matter? 

A. It would certainly seem as if some _ contact 
would be likely to have occurred among these different 
wires in the cable. But, on the other hand, I understand 
that the working wires of this cable have been in use ever 
since, and that they show no signs of damage, so far as the 
ordinary electrical tests which the companies are in the 
habit of applying show. 

There are, however, I am informed, a number of dead 
wires within the cable, and I suppose that it is possible 
that some of these might have been instrumental in com- 
municating the disturbance without materially damaging 
the others. This could only be shown definitely by making 
a thorough examination of the interior of the cable. 

@. How would you account for the burning out of all 
the circuits of the District Telegraph Company, the wires 
of which were provided with a gutta-percha ....c having 
spaces several inches between the terminals ? 

A. Ican only say that the fuses must, for some reason, 
have failed to work. I do not think that the reliability 
of all the fuses used has been completely proved, and, still 
more, it is very likely that there is more or less carelessness 
in putting them up and connecting them. It is also possible 


that a fuse which had been tested only by suddenly: throw-

His Honor the Mayor, in his Inaugural Address before 
the City Council, January 11, 1890, stated that “ the Superin- 
tendent of Printing had clerical power only,” and recom- 
mends that “he should have the authority of making all 
contracts for his department; he should control the distribu- 
tion of stationery and similar supplies; and the distribution 
of public documents should be placed under his charge, after 
the City Council has reserved for its own pleasure al “suitable 
number of executive and kindred documents.” 

If His Honor’s recommendations are favorably considered 
by the City Council, and the powers granted as recom- 
mended, an additional appropriation for this department will 
be required to care for and distribute the city SOUS So 
a labor at present done by the City Messenger’s department. 

The duties of the Superintendent heretofore yas been of 
a dual nature: that of superintending the printing and sta- 
tionery supplies under the ordinances, for the departments ; 
and for the City Council under a joint rule giving to the 
Committee on Printing charge of all printing, advertising, 
or publishing ordered by or for the City Council, or either 
branch thereof, with authority to employ the Superintendent 
as their agent to transact the business for them. Under this 
rule the Auditor requires that the bills against the appropria- 
tion for printing shall be countersigned by the chairman of 
the committee. This is many times an inconvenience to the 
Superintendent, and in his opinion should be changed, so 
that bills may be passed by the Auditor on the certification 
of the Superintendent alone. 

If the City Council deems it proper to harmonize the 
ordinance and the joint rule governing this department, the 
Superintendent will endeavor to perform the added duties in 
a satisfactory manner.

I desire to call the attention of the City Council to the rights 
of the various electric-lighting , telephone, and telegraph com- 
panies in the streets, and the constant necessity of disturbing 
the pavements for the purpose of repairs, connections, ete., 
and to suggest the desirability of grouping these different 
systems together in one conduit, for the better preservation 
of our strect surfaces. There were issued from this office 
last year 9,670 permits for street openings. 

Within the past few years a wave of public sentiment, 
extending over the whole country, has called for better roads 
and pavements. 

In the State of New York the Governor makes it a leading 
subject in his inaugural address, and the city of New York 
has, within the year, by an appropriation of five millions of 
dollars, taken active measures towards bringing its pave- 
ments to that condition which becomes a wealthy ‘and intelli- 
gent community. 
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The wave seems to have reached our own city; possibly 
it may have originated here, and, gathering force as it went, 
culminated in results at other points, while we have not pro- 
eressed beyond the stage which is content with a discussion 
of the subject. 

The first step toward the accomplishment of a public 
improvement is to awaken the interest of the community in 
it; that this has been thoroughly aroused in our midst in the 
matter of improved pavements is shown by the fact that our 
local clubs discuss the subject, professors deliver courses of 
lectures upon it, people talk about it, and to the press it 
furnishes a perennial subject for comment and criticism. 

Public discussion is good, but the means are what are 
wanted now ; it is time for the wave of public sentiment to 
break, and for our citizens and the press to realize that better 
pavements can be had whenever the means for their construc- 
tion are provided. 

It is a fact beyond controversy that the annual appropria- 
tions for the Paving Department have not, for several years, 
been sufficient for the work in hand, and while our street 
mileage has been increasing on the average five miles yearly, 
the annual appropriations have almost as constantly been 
reduced. This is clearly shown in City Document 127, 
page 3. 

With such conditions, can any other results than deterio- 
rated pavements be expected ? 

The total public street mileage to-day is four hundred and 
four miles; to put these in condition to satisfy the require- 
ments of a discriminating public, and to meet the constantly 
increasing demands for new edgestone, brick sidewalks, 
cross-walks, etc., will require the expenditure of, at least, a 
million and a half of dollars annually for a series of years. 

The whole force of the department has been kept steadily 
employed, when the weather was suitable, up tothe present 
time. 

All the ledges are being worked, and eight stone-crushers 
are now in operation in different sections of the city, prepar- 
ing crushed stone for use on the streets the coming season. 
This will put the department in excellent condition to per- 
form efficient service when the new financial year opens ; the 
men can then be put upon the streets instead of being sent to 
the ledges, as was rendered necessary last year through lack 
of a supply of stone. 

During the year our plant has been improved by the pur- 
chase of two new steam road-rollers, with pick attachment, 
two new stone-crushers and engines, and two new street- 
sweeping machines. 
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The last is an innovation in this department, and has been 
found to give such good results in the saving of labor on 
macadamized streets as to warrant the purchase of more of 
them at an early day. With this improved plant, and the 
well-organized force now in the employ of the department, I 
feel confident that much better results will be obtained dur- 
ing the coming year, than in that which has passed.

Ordinances, the Commissioner for West Boston, Canal, and 
Prison-Point Bridges submits for himself and associate the 
Nineteenth Annual Report of the matters pertaining to West 
Boston and Canal Bridges, and the Thirteenth Annual Report 


on Prison-Point Bridge. 


West Bosron BRIDGE. 


By an act of the Legislature (Chapter 366, 1889"), the cities 
of Boston and Cambridge were authorized to widen West 
Boston Bridge on its southerly side, not exceeding twenty 
feet, for street-railw ay purposes, the expense therefor to be 
paid in whole or in part by the railway company. No action 
has been taken by said cities, and the work of repairing the 
bridge on the southerly side, which it was intended to do this 
year, has been postponed on this account ; only such tempo- 


rary rep: urs have been made as were absolutely ‘required. In 


1See Appendix. 
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any event, it will be necessary to make the extensive repairs 
contemplated during the coming year, as the southerly side- 
walk from the fe to Cambridge, and the southerly bulk- 
head near the Boston end, are in “dangerous condition. 

The bridge has been strengthened by adding extra girder- 
caps to all bents of piles not previously so repaired ; ; seventy 
bents have been repaired this year. 

Poles and wires have been erected for running street cars 
by electricity, with the necessary special structures for crossing 
the draw; the tracks of the street railroad have been relaid 
with heavier rails, and a considerable amount of repavihg in 
connection therewith has been done. 

The draw has been repaired by renewing decayed timber 
at the ends; a new under-floor has been laid, and the surface 
sheathed. ‘The use of elm plank for sheathing has not been 
found satisfactory in the long run, and its use has been 
abandoned, spruce sheathing being used, as heretofore. The 
draw has been painted. 

As a whole, the bridge is old, narrow, and poor, not suit- 
able for the increase of travel and transportation which at 
present must be accommodated. Itis impossible to maintain 
paving in decent condition upon it. The amount of travel 
is very large, and there has been no change in the width of 
the bridge since 1854, while the travel has increased enor- 
mously. The draw, built in 1875, has almost reached the 
limit of life for a wooden structure; and it is a question of 
but a few years when the bridge must be replaced by a much 
wider and more modern structure, which shall properly ac- 
commodate the street-car travel, and furnish well-paved road- 
ways for teams. 


CANAL, OR CRAIGIE’S, BRIDGE. 


A number of the oldest piles near the Boston end have 
been reénforced by new caps, a considerable amount of pav- 
ing has been done, and a portion of the fender-guard near 
the draw, damaged by vessels, has been repaired by driving 
eight new piles and renewing the connecting timber- work. 
The roadway paving should he mostly or wholly relaid next 
year, and the flooring carefully examined and repaired where 
necessary. The fender-guard on the southerly side of the 
bridge should be repaired, the foundation of the engine- 


house put in good condition, and the fences painted. 


Prison—Porint Briver. 
The wood-work of the draw has been nearly all renewed, 
and the machinery tor hoisting is now in process of repair, 
and will be put in good condition.

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APPENDIX. 


CHAPTER 3866, ACTS OF 1889. 


An ACT AUTHORIZING THE CiTIES OF BOSTON AND CAMBRIDGE TO 
WIDEN West Boston BRIDGE. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows : — 


Section 1. The cities of Boston or Cambridge, or either of 
them within its limits, are authorized, subject to the provisions of 
chapter nineteen of the Public Statutes, to widen the bridge between 
said cities known as West Boston Bridge, on its southerly side, 
not exceeding twenty feet, and to make such changes in said bridge 
and draw, and draw-piers connected therewith, and do such other 
acts as may be necessary and expedient or convenient for this 
purpose; provided, one or more clear openings, not less than 
thirty-six feet in width, shall be left through said draw for the 
passage of vessels. 

Secor. 2. The boards of aldermen of said cities, or either of 
them within the limits of its city, may by vote grant locations and 
set apart a portion of said bridge, when so widened, for the special 
use of street cars, or may grant locations under the provisions of 
chapter one hundred and thirteen of the Public Statutes; and said 
boards of aldermen, e° either of them, are hereby authorized and 
empowered to contra‘t with any street-railway company owning, 
controlling, or running street cars on said bridge for making of 
said widening, or for the payment of all or any part of the expense 
or cost thereof, and for keeping the same in repair, and for the 
setting apart as aforesaid of a portion of said bridge when so 
widened for such special use of such street cars. Such street- 
railway company may acquire private lands, by purchase or lease, 
for the purpose of making proper approaches to or for the exten- 
sion of such location. The board of aldermen of the city where 
such lands are situate may then grant to said company special loca- 
tions on and over lands so acquired. 

Secor. 3. The care and management of the whole of said bridge 
and draw shall remain in said cities; the expense of all repairs 
made on that portion of it set apart for the special use of street 
cars shall be borne hy the company owning or controlling said 
cars, so long as it continues to use it. 

Seot. 4. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

STREETS. 


There are employed in sweeping and cleaning the streets 
187 men, 35 carts, 10 sweeping-machines, and 6 water-carts ; ; 
of this number 90 men are sw eepers. The principal streets 
ure cleaned daily, and others twice a week. During the 
winter months the teams are employed in moving house-dirt, 
and the sweepers in cleaning crossings and removing snow 
from public squares and buildings. The number of miles of 
streets cleaned, 185 per week; the cost of labor for doing 
this work for the year, $108,324.01. 


HousE—-OFFAL. 


There are employed in removing house-offal 130 men and 
59 wagons. ‘The offal is removed from dwelling-houses three 
times a week during the summer months, and twice a week 
during the winter ; from hotels, markets. and restaurants it 
is removed daily. There are 55 districts, and each team is 
assigned a route. The men employed in collecting offal are 
required to enter the premises, collect the offal, and empty 
the same in wagons; when filled, to drive to one of the offal- 
depots owned by the city; it is there sold to farmers of 
adjoining towns within a radius of 20 miles. 

The cost of labor for this work for the year, $90,282.35. 


OrraL DeEpot. 


A new offal depot is needed; the one in Roxbury, adjoin- 
ing the Marcella-street Home, has become a nuisance to the 
neighborhood. The depot on Albany street we have out- 
grown, A new depot could be built on land owned by the 
city away from dwelling-houses, which would be convenient 
to both Roxbury and city. 


Hovusk—pirRT AND ASHES. 


There are employed in removing house-dirt and ashes 200 
men and 94 carts, with two men to each team. This material 
is removed from hotels, tenement-houses, and stores twice in 

each week, and from dwellings once a week. There are 71 
routes, one team being assigned each route; 11 extra teams. 

The ordinance requires that house-dirt and ashes shall be 
kept in some convenient place for collection. The men are 
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required to enter the premises and place such vessels as con- 
tain the ashes upon the sidewalk, or in passage-ways in the 
rear; the teams follow, and are loaded; the empty vessels 
are returned by the men to their original position. 

The cost of labor for doing this work for the year, 
$140,823.85. 

Bills for the sale of ashes are forwarded to the Collector. 


ForREMEN, Mecuanics, WATCHMEN, ETC. 


There are 4 district foremen, 16 mechanics who are em- 
ployed in manufacturing and repairing carts, wagons, sleds, 
water-carts, sweeping-machines, harnesses, and horseshoe- 
ing, 4 watchmen, 3 prison-wagon drivers, 4 feeders, 7 stable- 
men, 6 yard-men, 10 extra men, 2 men at dumping-scow ;

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There is required at the South, West, and Roxbury yards 
more stable accommodations ; many of the horses are kept in 
buildings outside of the stables, which are without drainage 
or ventilation, and are unfit for such use. The city is grow- 
ing, and more teams must be employed. 

I would most respectfully call attention to the sweeping 
and cleaning of the streets, and their condition during the 
day, which is not satisfactory to me, and for the following 
reasons : — 

That the several horse-railroads are distributing gravel 
daily upon their tracks. 

The drivers of dump-carts are in the habit of overloading 
their teams ; consequently a portion of their loads is distrib- 
uted on the streets. 

The sweeping of store-dirt and paper into the gutters adds 
much to the unfavorable condition of our streets. 

Paper, rag, and coal pickers pull rubbish from the ash- 
barrels on the sidewalks, and in so doing throw much into 
the streets and upon the walks. 

The distribution of shop cards and notices (as an adver- 
tisement) has become a growing evil, and daily the side- 
walks of our principal thoroughfares are covered with such 
material.

To the Honorable the Mayor and the City Council: — 

The Board of Health respectfully submits its eighteenth 
annual report, covering the work of this department for the 
vear 1889. 

The deaths during the year numbered 10,259, com- 
pared with 10,197 in 1888, making the death-rate for the 
year 24.42, reckoning the present population of the city at 
420,000. This is a high rate, but it is necessary to analyze 
the list of deaths and their causes in order to see how far 
sanitary administration can be held responsible for this 
record. 

Of the 10,259 deaths during the year, it will be seen by the 
tables that but 1,968 are due to causes which are generally 
classed under the head of preventable diseases. That is to 
say, 19.18 per cent. of the total deaths were from zymotic 
diseases, while 80.82 per cent. were from other causes. 
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There were 1,481 deaths from consumption, 938 from pneu- 
moma, 448 from bronchitis, and 789 from heart-disease. 
These, together with the deaths from violent causes, old age, 
Bright’s disease, and cancer, account for nearly one-half the 
total number of deaths. Of the deaths from preventable 
‘auses, diphtheria was the cause of the largest number, there 
having been 564 deaths from this disease, and 450 from 
cholera-infantum. The death-rate among children under five 
years of age was 35.41 per cent., against 35.2 the previous 
year, but still a comparatively low percentage of the total 
mortality. 

There has been no epidemic in the city during the year, 
excepting that of influenza, which had become alarmingly 
prevalent at the close of the year, the deaths for the last week 
of December exceeding those of any other week of 1889. 
Although the influenza is not in itself a dangerous disease, 
the form it assumed left its victims greatly enfeebled and an 
easy prey to the more dangerous and fatal diseases incident 
to this season of the year. It is not in any sense a filth dis- 
ease, and cannot be kept out by quarantine, so that it may 
be said to be entirely beyond the reach of public health 
authorities. 

Small-pox, from which the city has been almost entirely 
exempt for a long period, reappeared in October at the North 
End. An Italian arrived here by way of New York from 
Italy, and a fortnight subsequent to his arrival five members 
of his family were found to be suffering from small-pox. A 
careful investigation gave conclusive evidence that the father 
had conveyed the disease to his children, he having been 
afflicted with it on his arrival here. Nine cases followed this 
one, and there is every reason to believe that they all had 
their origin in this importation. Nearly all these cases of 
small-pox were found in crowded tenement-houses. By 
prompt attention, however, it was prevented from spreading 
and was soon wholly suppressed.

CHOLERA—INFANTUM. 


With the general improvement of the health of children, 
and the decrease of infant mortality during the past decade, 
the deaths from cholera-infantum bear also a proportionate 
decrease. During the five years ending 1884, the percentage 
of total deaths from this disease to the total mortality was 
5.51; whereas, during the same period ending 1889, the per- 
centage of deaths was only 4.63. 

The following table, for a period of nineteen years, shows, 
for three months each year, the effects of temperature and 
humidity on the disease : — 
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ConTAGiIous DISEASES. 


The number of cases of contagious diseases reported to the 
board of health for the year 1889 was 5,758, against 4,500 
in 1888. Thetotal number of deaths from the same diseases 
in 1889 was 823, against 734 in 1888. Small-pox has been 
discovered in 10 cases, and there have been 2 deaths, against 
8 cases and no deaths in 1888. Scarlet fever was less 
prevalent. There were 464 cases reported and 23 deaths, 
against 707 cases and 65 deaths in 1888. Measles was more 
prevalent. There were 2,399 cases reported and 48 deaths, 
against 1,517 cases and 27 deaths the year before. Typhoid 
fever was reported in 1,071 cases, and there were 186 
deaths, against 924 cases and 170 deaths in 1888. 

Diphtheria has been present in Boston for thirty years, 
and during the past year there have been 1,816 cases reported 
and 564 deaths. In 1888 there were 1,411 cases reported and 
470 deaths. The first death was reported in 1859, and the 
deaths reported thereafter are given in the following table : —

The disease has not been confined to any _ particular 
locality, but has been very generally disseminated through- 
out the city. It is an interesting fact that the disease has 
not been particularly prevalent in the crowded and imper- 
fectly drained portions of the city, but has been fully as 
prevalent where the sanitary conditions are comparatively 
good. This would seem to prove that crowded tenements, 
imperfect drainage, and poor hygienic surroundings, although 
important factors in causing the prevalence of the disease, are 
not the whole cause, but that contagion, not only from the 
severe cases, but from mild and unrecognized forms, is the 
most important factor. The history of various epidemics 
in different cities bears out this statement. It is interesting 
to note that the average age of the patients has been six 
years, which fact has an important bearing upon the isolation 
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or removal to hospitals. It very frequently happens that a 
child a year old will be ill with the disease and the mother is 
willing to go with it to the hospital, if suitable provision 
could be made for the other children. Unfavorable comment 
has frequently been made that the board of health has not 
so effectually dealt with diphtheria as it has with small-pox. 
It must be borne in mind, however, that in the case of small- 
pox we have the protective power of vaccination. In spite of 
the endeavors of the board of health to have cases of diph- 
theria removed to the City Hospital, only 347 out of the 1,816, 
or about 1 in 5 of the reported cases, have been induced 
to go. 

Large and commodious wards, supplied with every facility 
for treating the disease, are open and ready to receive 
patients ; still it has been the experience of the medical offi- 
cers of the board of health that no amount of urging, in 
many instances, will induce mothers to send their children to 
the hospital. Diphtheria for the past four years has been 
apparently increasing in Boston, but it must be borne in 
mind that the population is also increasing. ‘The disease is 
also more readily recognized to-day than it was five years 
ago, and the cases of diphtheria are more generally reported. 
The results obtained in Glasgow for the suppression of this 
disease have certainly been remarkable. The power, how- 
ever, of the health officers in Glasgow is immeasurably greater 
than the power of the board of health in Boston, and for 
that very reason much more can be accomplished in Glasgow. 
In order to effectually deal with an epidemic of diphtheria, 
the following things are absolutely necessary :’ First, a good 
hospital, this the city has; second, what might be termed a 
house of refuge, where all who had been exposed to the dis- 
ease might be placed for a reasonable time ; third, a building 
in which convalescents could be placed during the process of 
disinfection of their houses; fourth, a careful medical super- 
vision of the schools, for it is an undisputed fact that many 
children attend school while they are suffering from the dis- 
ease in a mild form, and communicate diphtheria to other 
children; fifth, power to remove these cases in tenement 
houses, not only the legal power, but also that which is of 
fully as great importance, the moral support of the commu- 
nity ; sixth, the prompt report of cases, not only of diph- 
theria, but also of membranous croup, which is conceded by 
the best medical authorities of the present day to be the 
same as diphtheria; seventh, the prohibition of public 
funerals in cases of diphtheria. The report of cases is 
evaded in many ways, by using the term “ laryngitis,” and 
various other terms, which, if not absolutely incorrect, serve 
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to mislead, not only the friends of the patient, but also the 
general public. It is useless for any health authority to try 
to accomplish anything in the suppression of a disease 
without plenty of money, freedom from the annoyance of 
legal complication, and the full, free, and hearty codperaticn 
of the community. The history of the great epidemic of 
small-pox in 1871 and 1872, and the comparative freedom of 
the city from this disease since that time, proves this con- 
clusively. In regard to the removal of patients, it is neither 
desirable nor important to send all indiscriminately to a 
hospital, for in many instances the patients can be isolated at 
home, or the other members of the family can be sent to some 
institution under the control of the board of health. A 
patient can be perfectly isolated in a house occupied by only 
one family. Isolation is also comparatively easy in one of 
the modern apartment houses, but in the ordinary dwelling- 
house, occupied by two or more families, isolation is practi- 
cally impossible. The history of the course of diphtheria the 
past two years demonstrates this.

The following materials have been used: Bichloride of 
mercury, 2,100 pounds; chloride of lime, 100,800 pounds ; 
copperas, 4,200 pounds; sulphur, 21,600 pounds, and about 
4,800 pounds of other disinfecting powder. 

These substances are used with a view of arresting and 
preventing decomposition and of destroying disease germs. 
The bichloride of mercury is used in solution, — 1 part in 
500 of water for vaults, cesspools, alleyways, and other foul 
places, and 1 part in 4,000 in the streets. The copperas 
is used in connection with the mercury, in a small percentage, 
to aid as a deodorant. The lime is used both dry and in 
solution — one-half pound to the gallon — in vaults, yards, 
cellars, street gutters, water-closets, and wherever plumbing 
work or metallic surfaces might be affected by mercury. 
The sulphur is burned to produce sulphur dioxide gas as a 
disinfectant. By far the most important part of this work is 
in the effort to destroy the germs of contagious diseases. 
Where such a disease has existed, the householder is required 
by statute law to immediately disinfect, to the approval of the 
board of health ; but this is found to be wholly impracticable, 
and such work, therefore, if done at all, must be done by the 
city. Our process in such cases, although not always insisted 
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upon, is to close up the apartments to be disinfected, tightly, 
and to burn four pounds of sulphur to each 1,000 cubic feet of 
space, evaporating water with the heat of the burning sul- 
phur, and keeping the room closed for ten hours. In cases 
of small-pox this is all we ordinarily do; but in cases of diph- 
theria, scarlet fever, and typhoid fever, where the sputa or 
some other of the secretions may have become fixed and dried 
upon articles or surfaces in the room, and, moreover, where a 
stronger germicide is required for the spore-bearing germ 
which is likely to become so fixed, we rub the walls, floors, 
and other hard surfaces with a solution of bichloride of mer- 
cury, — 1 to 500, — and boil for one hour articles of clothing 
and bedding.

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SCHOOL—-HOUSES. 


All of the public school-houses have been examined and re- 
examined, and their sanitary defects reported to the super- 
intendent of public buildings, and in many instances the 
drainage and ventilation have been improved. 

Owing to the occurrence of several cases of diphtheria 
among the pupils of a school located in the best section of 
the city, and the fact that the parents of the school children 
in this section felt apprehensive that the cause of the disease 
would be found in a defective condition of the drains and other 
sanitary appliances of this school-house, directions were 
given to close the school and tear up the drains, and an 
order was introduced in the Board of Aldermen requesting 
the board of health to examine into the sanitary condition 
of all of the school-houses and report through the press. 
The drains of this building, when exposed, were found to be 
as tight and sound as when laid fourteen years ago. It 
should be said in this connection that the bad s sanitary con- 
dition of the school-house may bear no relation to the number 
of cases of diphtheria among the school children of the dis- 
trict, and that a mild unrecognized case among the pupils, 
with the close contact which takes place with such children, 
is a very frequent cause of the spread of the disease. The 
removal of the old and substitution of a new drain in this 
case, however, served a good purpose in removing a doubt 
as to the condition of the drainage of this building, and in 
restoring to the school many children who had been with- 
drawn. Under the order of the City Council, the board of 
health felt warranted in considering not only the condition 
of the drainage, but the questions of ventilation, overcrowd- 
ing, and the surrounding area for light and air. 

The following are copies of the order of the City Coun- 
cil and the report of the board of health : — 


To the Honorable City Council : — 

GENTLEMEN, — In response to an order of the City Council, received 
June 10, requesting the board of health to examine the school-houses 
of the city, and report their sanitary condition to the press, we beg to 
present the following statement and recommendations, a copy of which 
has been sent to the press : — 

The principal part of the work was done during the last few days 
before the closing of the schools in June, but the number of pupils 
in each building was not obtained before the teachers had left the city 
for their vacations. ‘This information was received only since the return 
of the teachers in September, otherwise this report would have been 
made in June. 

We have examined 163 school-houses, with the following results: 
Defective drainage was found in 35, want. of traps in 7, offensive privy- 

vaults in 51, offensive urinals in 49, offensive and defective cesspools in 
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15, offensive water-closets in 6, defective rain-conductors in 4. The 
number of defective and offensive drains, vaults, cesspools, and water- 
closets being so much larger than is usually found in our yearly inspec- 
tion of school-houses is explained by the fact that this examination was 
made just before the annual repairs were begun by the superintendent 
of public buildings, instead of covering the whole year, as has been the 
case heretofore. In all cases where defects were found, the superin- 
tendent of public buildings was notified, as usual, and on reéxamina- 
tion the repairs were found to have been made in most instances. The 
ventilation of the buildings, the condition of the cellars and the sur- 
rounding air spaces, were especially examined and call for special 
remark. Fifty-seven of the cellars were dark, musty, or damp. Forty- 
six of the houses could properly be criticised as having too little yard 
room or air space surrounding them, while some are closely hemmed 
in by high buildings, or by objectionable trades. 

Of the 163 houses, 146 are without anv modern or efficient means of 
ventilation, being dependent upon the old-fashioned shafts in the wall, 
aided here and there by small apertures through the external walls; all 
of which is too feeble to be called ventilation. In eleven of the school- 
houses the extraction of foul air has been more or less promoted by the 
aid of heat applied to the outlet shafts to increase the current of air, and 
in six others the same object has been sought and more or less effected 
by the use of exhaust fans in the tops of the buildings. 

It would be much better if all privy accommodations were removed 
from the cellars to an adjoining apartment, where ventilation and such 
use of water or heat for the disposal of excreta could be used, as may 
be found most healthful and economical by expert calculation. A dry 
and light cellar would be largely promoted by this step, and what is 
now a ‘possible danger would be altogether avoided. The question of 
yard room and the surroundings of the school-houses is an important 
one, and should be carefully considered in giving the necessary sun- 
light and fresh-air currents about the buildings. 

“The lar ge number of pupils in each building and the lack of means 
for extracting the foul air have claimed the most attention and consti- 
tute the greatest sanitary evil connected with our schools. 

In our recent examinations we find, by measurement, that the aver- 
age number of cubic feet of space given to each pupil, in 163 houses 
examined, is as follows: —

These measurements were made by twelve inspectors, and, while there 
may be slight errors in individual cases, they may be regarded as too 
small materi ially to affect the averages given. 

In 1874 we caused to be made a chemical analysis of the atmosphere 
of every room inten school-houses. The selection of the houses, and 
the methods pursued, were such as to give a fair average of the condi- 
tion of the air in all of the school-houses of the city, without needlessly 
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extending the expense. The result of this examination showed that in 
only one ‘room of the 111 rooms examined was the impurity as low as 
5.7 volumes of carbonic-acid gas to 10,000 volumes of air, and from this 
it ranged as high as 30 volumes to the 10,000. The rooms of the best 
house ave eraged 8.3 volumes to 10,000, and those of the poorest one 
18.1 volumes to 10,000. The majority of the school-houses remain un- 
altered. Having ascertained the actual condition of the air in the aver- 
age school-room, are we justified in saying that such an atmosphere is 
unwholesome and produces mental and physical lassitude in the 
children ? 

According to the best information that we have on this subject, a per- 
son requires about 3,000 cubic feet of fresh air each hour, in order to 
keep himself in a healthful condition, and preserve the purity of the 
air. In other words, a person uses about 3,000 cubic feet of air each 
hour, and when it is once so used it is not fit to breathe again until it 
has been renewed An excess of carbonic-acid gas in the air is re- 
garded by authorities as indicating an excess of other impurities, and 
has been adopted as a standard measure in testing the purity of the 
air. The normal atmosphere contains about 4 volumes of carbonic- 
acid gas in each 10,000 volumes of air, and when the amount of carbonic- 
acid gas exceeds 7 volumes in 10,000, the air becomes perceptibly 
vitiated, and cannot be regarded as suitable for respiration. We have 
found, by measurement, that the average air space allotted to each 
pupil in the average school-room, with an average attendance, is 267 
cubic feet, and when the seats are filled, 202 cubic feet. Now, if 3,000 
cubic feet are needed for each pupil per hour, the amount given to start 
with will last from four to five minutes, and to be kept fresh must be 
changed from twelve to fifteen times each hour, which is impracticable. 
In the poorer houses, or those in which the smaller spaces are given, 
the change of air, by the same rule, would need to be made about thirty 
times per hour. We have stated the amount of air-supply found to be 
necessary for the best results. Two thousand cubic feet per hour would- 
be a compromise, and not an unreasonable amount to ask for. Can this 
be done, and how? 

The practicability of ventilating school-houses admits of no doubt. 
It is as much a matter of exact knowledge as any other question in 
mathematics or engineering. The air should be introduced into the 
room ata proper temperature, well distributed to the children, and re- 
moved sufficiently often to prevent foulness and without producing un- 
comfortable draughts. This can be done only with the aid of power, 
and may be accomplished by heated shafts or fans. The air may be 
propelled into the room and escape by properly arranged outlets, or the 
foul air may be extracted from the room, having properly arranged in- 
lets for the fresh air. All dependence upon natural ventilation should 
be abandoned as delusive and untrustworthy, and the simple question 
of expense for the use of the necessary power to move the air be recog- 
nized and met without further delay. 

The board of health would respectfully recommend that His Honor 
the Mayor be authorized to appoint a board of three sanitary experts, 
who shall consider and report to your honorable body within six 
months from their appointment the best method and specifications for 
ventilating our school-houses and of disposing of the excreta therefrom ; 
and that for such services the experts be paid a liberal compensation.

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It may be added that the recommendation for expert 
advice in ventilation sprang from a belief that a greater 
economy in the expenditure of money, as well as the best 
results in ventilation, would thus be secured. 

The board, therefore, earnestly renews its recommenda- 
tion that the advice of three engineers skilled in the science 
and practical treatment of school-house ventilation be ob- 
tained in the manner expressed in the report to the City 
Council. 

In view of the fact that many of the school-houses have 
been located upon unhealthful sites, and are without ade- 
quate areas for light and air, we would respectfully recom- 
mend that no site for a school-house be hereafter accepted by 
the city until approved by the board of health. 


TENEMENT HOUSES. 


By an amendment to the act in relation to tenement houses 
in the city of Boston, passed by the last Legislature, a tene- 
ment house was defined as a building which, or any portion 
of which, is occupied, or is to be occupied, as the residence 
of more than two families living independently of one 
another, and doing their cooking on the premises. The 
former act provided that a tenement house should be taken to 
mean a building which was occupied by more than three 
families, living independently of one another, etc. The effect 
of this amendment has been greatly to increase the number 
of houses which must be classed as tenement houses, and the 
work of inspecting them has increased in a corresponding 

ratio. Taking the old definition, it was estimated that there 
wére about 3,500 tenement houses in the city. Under this 
amended definition, however, there are about 8,500, or more 
than double the old number of houses which must be in- 
spected twice a year, at least, under the direction of this 
board, in order to comply with. the provisions of the law. 
With a force of but fifteen inspectors, it is practically 
impossible to do this, and at the same time attend to the 
complaints against public and private dwellings, which are 
constantly being lodged at this office, and which by them- 
selves require a large part of the inspectors’ time. Never- 
theless, the inspection of all tenement houses has been 
energetically pushed during the year, and information as to 
their state of cleanliness, repair, drainage, ventilation, privy 
accommodations, and as to the number of people occupying 
the rooms has been obtained, and is on file at this office. 
Where overcrowding or defective sanitary conditions have 
been found, the owners of the property have been notified 
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and the faults complained of have been attended to. The 
provisions of the tenement-house law relating to the white- 
washing of the interior walls have been rigidly enforced, and 


it may safely be said that the tenement houses of the city are 
in a better condition to-day than they have ever been before. 
This is not saying that they are all that they should be, how- 
ever, orthat there is not room for material i improvement in this 
class of dwellings. That desirable condition of things can 
be achieved only when the whole tenement-house system, as 


it now exists in Boston, has undergone radical changes. 


SEWERAGE. 


The plan for sewering the remaining portion of the metro- 
politan district, which embraces Cambridge, Somerville, 
Charlestown, Chelsea, East Boston, and other cities and 
towns on the Charles and Mystic rivers, was submitted to 
the Legislature last winter. was approved, and the Governor 
has appointed the several commissioners for building the 
sewer and apportioning the expenses of the same upon the 
cities and towns through which it passes. Preparations are 
being made, and work will be begun early in the spring. When 
this work has been done and the sewage of these cities and 
towns diverted from the flats and docks on the borders of 
the Charles and Mystic rivers, the citizens of Boston will be 
relieved from a nuisance of great magnitude.

The necessity of extending the public sewers in the out- 


lying sections of the city, and the reconstruction of many of 
the old ones in the thickly populated districts, is a subject 
which deserves the prompt attention of the City Government 
as a measure for the protection of the public health. 

One of the provisions of an act to amend the acts relating 
to the preservation of health in buildings in the city of Bos- 
ton, passed by the last Legislature, provides that if there is 
no sewer in a street, court, or passageway, where, in the 
opinion of this board, the public health requires one, said 
board shall so certify to the Board of Aldermen of said city, 
and said last-named board shall forthwith lay and make a 
common sewer in such street, court, or passageway ; pro- 
vided, however, that said Board of Aldermen shall not be 
required in any one year to make sewers in accordance with 
this act to cost, in the aggregate, more than ten thousand 
dollars. 

Under the provisions of this act the board of health ex- 
ercised the authority therein conferred to the extent of cer- 
tifying to the necessity of a sewer to drain the houses situated 
on Freeman street, and on Charles street between Freeman 
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and Ditson streets, Ward 24, and transmitted this certificate 
to the City Council; but the sewer called for has not been 
provided, although the terms of the act are mandatory, and 
require that the work be done forthwith. It is sufficient 
to say that the necessity for a sewer in the locality above 
named is such as to demand an early compliance with the 


board’s request. 


DISPOSAL OF WASTES. 


There are now about three hundred and fifty thousand 
loads of garbage, ashes, street-sweepings, and other miscel- 
laneous débris gathered up by the city teams annually and 
carted away to different places and for different uses. 

The annual cost to the city in handling this large amount 
of material is about five hundred fHouewed dollars, about 

eighty thousand of which is spent in collecting garbage. 
With the growth of the city and the gradually increased dis- 
tance to which such matter must be carried for disposal, 
comes a corresponding increase in the expense. 

The question occurs to us, cannot this growing expense be 
lessened, and much of the offence now attending the neces- 
sary storing of garbage in the houses and yards, and the 
handling and carting of it in the str eets, be avoided? It is 
found that with trifling cost in arranging the kitchen stove, 
each family can easily burn all its refuse as it is made, and 
before it becomes offensive, and thus save all subsequent 
expense and nuisance incident to its being kept on the 
premises for several days and then carried through the 
streets by the city teams. 

In the city of Minneapolis, the process of immediate burn- 
ing is successfully carried out by a large majority of the 
families, leaving but a small percentage of the material to be 
removed, and this is done at the expense of the parties for 
whom the removal is made. 

We respectfully recommend that this question be con- 
sidered by the City Council. 


THe ABATTOIR. 


For twelve years the inspection of live animals and 
dressed meat at the abattoir has been done by officers of this 
department, who were somewhat familiar with the diseases 
among animals; and, although not scientifically trained for 
the work, they have succeeded in detecting and condemning 
much unwholesome meat which, through the innocence of its 


owners or otherwise, would have forced its way upon the 
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market. Believing, however, that this work should keep 
pace with the advanced knowledge of the diseases among 
domestic animals whose flesh is used for human food, and the 
danger of communicating such diseases to man through 
animal food, the board instituted a new order of inspection 
on the lst of October. Dr. Alexander Burr, a recent 
oraduate from the Harvard Veterinary School, was appointed 
as inspector. His report for the three months, ending on the 
31st of December, will be found in the Appendix, also that 
of Prof. Wm. F. Whitney, of the Harvard Medical School, 
through whose kindness the work of Dr. Burr has been 
largely promoted. 
GLANDERS. 


Some cases of glanders and one of farcy have been re- 
ported and disposed of during the year. 


STREETS AND ALLEYWAYS. 


The poor sanitary condition of our streets and alleyways 
has been the subject of much unfavorable criticism from the 
citizens and the board of health for many years: and were it 
not for the fact that the streets and alleyways cover nearly 
one-quarter of the area of our city, the Board of Health 
night not feel that the uncleanly condition of the streets and 
alleyways exerted any considerable influence upon the 
health of the city, and would refrain from its annual and 
semi-annual allusions to them. There are several causes 
which have contributed to this condition of these places. 
First, in putting down a coarse, open-jointed pavement. 
Second, in the repeated tearing up of the streets. Third, in 
the impracticability of sweeping or making any street clean 
which is full of open seams and depressions. Fourth, the 
macadamized street presents a sour, semi-liquid paste, or a 
cloud of dust the greater part of the time. This condition 
of street surface is not only distasteful to the sense of sight 
and smell, but unhealthful, and the cause of an infinite amount 
of labor and annoyance to the private citizen in his house. 
We believe that both public health and convenience would be 
materially improved by smooth and durable streets, upon 
which filth and puddles of water would not find easy lodge- 
ment. 

The alleyways are in bad condition and without any trust- 
worthy care in most parts of the city. It is not practicable 
to secure their proper care under the present laws and 
ordinances, and the board would respectfully recommend 
that the city secure the right of control and sanitary care of 
all the passageways of the city.

The contract with the Odorless Excavating Company for 
the emptying of vaults expired on the 31st of December, 1889. 
In anticipation thereof, the board advertised for bids under a 
new contract from Jan. 1, 1890. On the 24th of December 
the contract was awarded to the ‘* Odorless Excavating Com- 
pany,” who offered to do the work for the sum of six dollars 
per load of eighty cubic feet, in accordance with the terms of 
the following contract : — 


This agreement, made this 24th day of December, A.D. 1889, between 
the City of Boston, first party, and ‘*The Odorless Excavating Com- 
pany,” a corporation established by the laws of Massachusetts, second 
party, witnesseth : — 

1. That the said company shall have and exercise the exclusive right 
and privilege, during the term of three years from Jan. 1, 1890, “of 
taking and removing the contents, which are to. be removed, of all 
vaults, privies, and cesspools, used as receptacles for night-soil in said 
city, and, for said work, shall furnish and employ such odorless appa- 
ratus, and such wagons, tanks, and barrels, as shall be satisfactory to the 
Board of Health of said city; said wagons to contain not less than 
eighty cubic feet each, as first measured and sealed by some sealer of 
said city ; and said company shall not sell or assign its said privilege, 
nor any right or interest under this agreement, without the consent in 
writing of said board of health. 

2. Said city shall, at its own expense, receive all applications for re- 
moving said contents, and, by notice signed by the clerk of said board 
of health, notify said company thereof. 

3. Said company shall, every day except Sundays, during said term, 
send a person to the office of said board of health to receive the notices 
aforesaid, and shall, at the same time, report the number of cubic feet 
of such contents removed under each application during the preceding 
twenty-four hours. 

4. Said company shall promptly, neatly, and thoroughly remove all 
such contents as they shall be notified of as aforesaid, by said odorless 
apparatus wherever practicable, and to the satisfaction of said board of 
health, within a reasonable time, and within forty-eight hours after 
receiving said notice, if so directed in the notice, and in accordance with 
the ordinances of said city relating thereto, which are now, or hereafter 
during said time may be, in force; provided, however, that the rate of 
compensation herein specified shall not be altered or affected by any 
ordinance of said city hereafter passed during said term. When the 
said board of health, on complaint of a person charged for such 
work, causes the same to be measured, and it measures less than as 
reported by said company, the company shall pay the cost of such meas- 
urement, and shall complete the work charged for. 

5. The said company may demand and receive from applicants, or 
from any other person legally liable for said work, ** and may require the 
same to be paid in advance, or deposited with said board of health,” the 
sum of six dollars for each and ev ery load of eighty cubic feet or fractional 
part of the contents of such vaults or cesspools removed by it; pro- 
vided, that said vault or cesspool shall be thoroughly emptied by said 
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company; but said city shall not be liable for any payment for such 
work unless done on premises owned or leased by it. 

6. Said company shall not bring any such wagon, tank, or barrel, 
unless it be air-tight and odorless, within the limits of said city before 
ten o’clock in the evening, or keep the same within said limits later than 
until one hour before sunrise; shall not empty any of the contents 
thereof into any dock or stream in said city; shall, at its own expense, 
furnish and apply to every vault, privy, and cesspool cleaned by it as ~ 
aforesaid, deodorizing material of such kind and in such quantity as said 
board of health shall require; shall leave said vaults, privies, and cess- 
pools covered and clean; shall not drop or leave any of the contents 
thereof on the premises about the same, nor in any street or way of said 
city; and shall reimburse said city for all damages and expenses it may 
suifer or incur by reason of such leavings or droppings, or the removal 
thereof. 

7. The City of Boston may cancel this agreement in case of failure 
on the part of said company to perform all its said agreements to the 
satisfaction of said board of health. 


Houses VACATED. 


The number of houses ordered to be vacated for sanitary 
reasons during the year was 152, of which number only 33 
were actually vacated; the others having been put in proper 
condition before the expiration of the time specified in the 
notice, the tenants were allowed to remain. 


Wet LANDs. 


The territory known as Durginville, which has hitherto 
been the subject of frequent complaint on account of its bad 
sanitary condition, calls for some decided action by the city 
government if it is to continue to be occupied as a tenement- 
house district. This territory is bounded by the New York 
& New England Railroad, Willow court, Graham court, an 
irregular line from Graham court along the rear of Frank- 
lin court and Norfolk avenue. It contains by estimation 
about 700,000 square feet of land, much of which is at about 
marsh level. Running through this land in the rear of 
Oakes street is a watercourse leading to South Bay, furnish- 
ing drainage for a water-shed of something like 500 acres. 
Into this watercourse much filth finds its way from tenement 
houses on Oakes street, Clapp street, and Willow court; 
also, at times, there is an overflow from the intercepting 
sewer in Kast Chester park. The tide backs up this water- 
course often as far as Norfolk avenue, and sometimes beyond, 
through a culvert under the railroad, upon land in the vicin- 
ity of Dolan court. As the water backs up a portion of 
filth is forced along, which at a high tide is spread over the 
surface, more or less, according to the height of the tide. If 
it were not for the storm-water from the large water-shed, the 
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tide could be kept back by properly constructed tide-gates ; 
but constant care would be required to see that they did not 
get clogged up. But the greatest difficulty lies in the fact 
that when we have a heavy rainfall at a high tide the storm- 
water cannot go out below the level of the water in South 
Bay, and as a natural consequence this territory is covered 
with water to a great degree, causing a bad sanitary condi- 
tion. 

In view of the foregoing, the only practical way out of the 
difficulty seems to be to fill this land up to the level of high 
tide at a high course. Grade 14 would be none too high. 
To fill to a less grade would not be farsighted. 

It is doubtful if the several owners of these lands could be 
induced to fill to a proper grade, and the only way to accom- 
plish this would probably be by means of legislation giving 
the city a right to fill and assess expense and apply better- 
ments. 


InFANT BOARDING. 


There are at present 12 registered infant boarding-houses, 
and they have reported 189 infants received. In former 
years it was only necessary, in order to take infants to 
board, that the person engaging in such occupation should 
notify the board of health within two days of the reception 
of each child; but if not more than two infants under three 
years of uge were taken, no notification was required. In 
1889, however, the following was enacted : — 


[CHap. 416, ACTS AND RESOLVES, 1889.] 
AN ACT 


TO PROVIDE FOR THE LICENSING OF PERSONS MAIN- 
TAINING BOARDING-HOUSES FOR INFANTS UNDER FIVE 
YEARS OF AGE. 

Be it enacted, etc., as follows : — 

Section 1. No person shall maintain a boarding-house for infants 
under the age of five years unless licensed by the board of health of 
the city or the selectmen of the town in which the same is located. 
Whoever violates the provisions of this section shall be punished by fine 
not exceeding one hundred dollars or by imprisonment not exceeding 
one year, or by both such fine and imprisonment. 

Sect. 2. Whoever shall for hire, gain, or reward have in his 
custody or control at one time more than three infants under the age of 
five years, unattended by a parent or guardian, for the purpose of pro- 
viding care, food, and lodging for such infants, shall be deemed to 
maintain a boarding-house for infants within the meaning of this act. 

Secr. 3. The board of health of cities and the selectmen of towns 
may grant a license to maintain a boarding-house for infants. Said 
boards of health and the selectmen of towns shall annually, and may at 
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BE 


all times, visit and inspect premises so licensed, and may at any time 
designate any person to visit and inspect said premises. [Approved 
June 5, 1889.) 


Under this new enactment a license is required, instead of 
a simple notification, and three children may be boarded 
outside the provisions of the law, instead of two as formerly. 
This latter change defeats, to a certain degree, the intention 
of the act, since it allows designing persons to keep within 
the number designated, and yet be without the jurisdiction 
of any governing board. A return to the old limit would 
be a desirable amendment to the present law. 

An ingenious way of circumventing the law has been 
found in adopting a certain number of children. These in- 
fants then become, to all intents and purposes, the legal 
offspring of the person adopting them, and are, therefore, 
not included in the number of boarders. The final disposi- 
tion of such children has been considered as of interest only 
to the person adopting them, and the board of health has 
no means of compelling information as to their whereabouts. 
Again, while the law requires registration of the arrival of 
each infant, there is no provision calling for notification of 
its death or discharge. This is an unfortunate omission, as 
it is impossible in the majority of cases to identify a nursing 
infant, and the inspector is unable to tell, on making a 
second or third visit to the house, whether he sees the same 
children or others of corresponding ages. He is, therefore, 
unable to form any just estimate of the degrees of emacia- 
tion, of neglect, or of the mortality of the boarders. During 
the year just passed, twelve licenses to keep infant boarding- 
houses have been granted and one refused. There have 
been 189 infants reported as having been received at these 
establishments. 


The medical inspector visits these houses at frequent 
intervals. Whenever complaints, anonymous or otherwise, 
have been received, due attention has been given them. It 
is often a matter of extreme difficulty, however, to act with 
strict justice toward all parties. Charitably disposed per- 
sons honestly believe that children in a certain house are not 
receiving the care that should be giventhem. The inspector 
on visiting the place is unable fully to determine that they have 
been neglected. He is then obliged either to allow matters 
to proceed as before, or else, by an adverse report, to deprive 
the licensed keeper of her means of subsistence. Many of 
these women are quite poor, and support themselves and 
their children by the income derived from their occupation. 
It would be a hardship to take away their means. of liveli- 
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hood without good and sufficient reasons for so doing. The 
Board recognizes the fact that the conditions in many of these 
houses are not the best for infant life. The keepers, on 
account of their poverty, are compelled to live in tenement 
houses ; the apartments are often more or less crowded; the 
food is procured from a corner grocery, and is prepared by 
women who, if well-meaning, are often ignorant and always 
unscientific. Yet with all these drawbacks the mortality 
is not greater than in the larger and better-appointed institu- 
tions. | 

It would seem that in a city like Boston there should be 
at least one free foundling hospital. Yet there is not in 
Boston a single institution in which a destitute mother may 
place her child. If better facilities were offered for the care 
of nursing infants, not only the present total disregard of 
foetal life might not exist, but there would be also fewer 
cases of abandoned children and even of infanticide. There 
are very many young mothers who are able to support them- 
selves if not burdened by the child, but who are unable to 
spare from their small earnings even the pittance required 
by the infant boarding-house keeper. 


LICENSES.

CEMETERIES. 


The 17 cemeteries under the control of the board of 
health, comprising 374 acres, have been well cared for by 
the superintendents in charge. 

Of the territory embraced within these grounds, about 54 
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acres are contained in King’s Chapel, Granary, Central, and 
Copp’s Hill, the first three of which, being centrally located 
and upon crowded thoroughfares, are naturally objects of 
note and interest. Concerning these grounds, Mr. L. W. 
Ross, custodian, vice Mr. John Reardon, deceased, has sub- 
mitted « communication to the board of health, from which 
the following extracts are quoted : — | 


I respectfully beg leave to submit for your consideration the fol- 
lowing suggestions for the improvement of the several burial grounds 
in your department under my care. I make these recommendations be- 
cause of a sincere desire to see these grounds (particularly the Granary, 
King’s Chapel, and the Central) placed in such condition as will render 
them objects of interest to our citizens and visitors, making them spots 
of beauty in the heart of the city, an ornament to Boston, and a credit 
to those in charge of them. ’ I am persuaded, after a careful estimate, 
that this can be accomplished by the judicious expenditure of about 
$3,000. . . . J cannot help feeling that Boston can afford to do this, 
although, perhaps, under no legal obligation sotodo. I would sugcest 
that the money be used in this way: Remove one- -half, or more, of the 
trees, reserving the best, which will, in a few years of proper care, 
develop into good specimens, which is an impossibility under present 
conditions, as ‘they are so crowded as to be in each other’s way; by this 
means the sun and air will be freely admitted. The entire ground 
should then be worked over and enriched. . . . Then sow with 
grass-seed, which will, in a short time, cover the ground in good shape, 
and remain so, which would not obtain except on the remov ‘al of super- 
fluous trees. I would advise the planting of vines to cover unsightly 
walls, the bare trunks of trees, etc. 


These suggestions, as a whole, seem to be worthy of con- 
sideration. While the expenditure of so large a sum as 
$3,000 may not seem advisable, much can be accomplished 
with a less amount, which, expended in the judicious manner 
proposed by superintendent Ross, would produce results 
satisfactory to all citizens and tax-payers. 

Annoyance has been caused by the surreptitious deposit, 
within several of the enclosures, of waste-paper and refuse 
which have occasioned an unsightly appearance. The police 
have been notified, and arrests will be followed by a vigorous 
prosecution of the offenders. 

During the year the department was deprived of the 
services of two competent officials. Mr. John Reardon, 
whose skill as gardener had for ten years been displayed in 
his care of the cemeteries placed in his charge, died August 
1, at the age of 70. 

Mr. George Fowler resigned, on November 21, the care 
of the Dorchester North Cemetery, after faithfully serving for 
nearly twenty-eight years. 

Following is his letter of resignation : — 
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DORCHESTER, Noy. 21, 1889. 


To the Board of Health of the City of Boston : — 


DEAR Sirs, — As I have made up my mind to resign my position as 
Superintendent of the North Cemetery, Dorchester District, I wish it to 
take effect Nov. 30, 1889. After serving in that capacity for twenty- 
seven years and eight months, I feel that the responsibility is too much, 
considering my health and age, which is seventy-seven years and nine 
months. I was appointed by the Selectmen of Dorchester, April 1, 
1862. In the year 1869, appointed by the city of Boston. I consider 
everything about the cemetery in good order, gravestones righted up 
and cleaned, iron gates painted, fence whitewashed, and other improve- 
ments too numerous to mention.

A considerable expense ($590.75) has been entailed dur- 
ing the year in repairing the walls of the Copp’s Hill grounds, 
and it is probable that a greater sum will be required during 
the coming spring, asa large section of the wall is in precari- 
ous condition. The fence enclosing the Dorchester North 
eround has been supported by braces in several places, but 
it is so decayed that it must soon be replaced.

STABLES. 


Prior to the past year, permits for the occupancy of stables 
for horses have been granted by the Board of Aldermen. 


* In charge of the board of health. 
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In March last, however, an act was passed by the legisla- 
ture transferring this duty to the board of health. Follow- 
ing is the act referred to: — 


Be tt enacted, etc., as follows : — 


SEecTION 1. No person shall hereafter occupy or use any building 
in the city of Boston for a stable unless first authorized thereto by the 
board of health of said city, and in such case only to the extent so 
authorized, provided that this act shall not prevent any such occupation 
and use authorized by law at the time of the passage of this act, to the 
extent so authorized. 

Secr. 2. Any person violating any provision of this act shall be 
liable to a fine not exceeding five dollars for each and every day that 
such violation continues, and any court having jurisdiction in equity may 
restrain such use and occupation. 

Sect. 3. Chapter three hundred and sixty-nine of the acts of the 
year eighteen hundred and sixty-nine, chapter one hundred and ninety- 
two of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and seventy-eight, and all 
acts and parts of acts inconsistent herewith are hereby repealed. 

Sect. 4. This act shall take effect upon its passage. [Approved 
March 8, 1889.) 


In accordance with the provisions of this act, 228 petitions 
were considered, and 224 acted upon by the board, 196 being 
oranted. At the request of remonstrants, hearings were had 
in 72 cases, of which number 40 were granted, 28 refused, 3 
withdrawn pending action, while 1 remains unsettled. In 
addition to the requirements hitherto insisted upon, the 
regulations of this board make it incumbent on those to whom 
permits for stables are granted to locate their manure-pits 
under the stable, in order that the loading of the manure 
may be done inside the building; and these pits must be 
constructed of brick and stones laidin cement. It is also re- 
quired that the drainage and ventilation shall be made satis- 
factory to this board. 


Pusuic BaTHs. 


Owing to the comparatively cool summer, the number of 
persons who patronized the public bathing-houses during the 
bathing season was not so large as usual, although it exceeded 
three-quarters of a million. The following table shows the 
number of bathers at each of the bathing-houses during the 
season, and the number for the previous season, as reported 
by the superintendents : —

During the bathing season twelye men and nine women 
were employed to superintend the houses, and seven men 
were employed as special officers to preserve order at 
the houses where the crowds were generally the largest. 
During the autumn months the work of repairing the old 
houses and building a new house has been in progress, but 
this work has now been suspended until spring. A floating 
bath-house of larger proportions than the ordinary pattern 
has been erected, which will be moored on the Charles river, 
in close proximity to the open-air gymnasium, which is 
maintained there by the Park Department. It will be an ex- 
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cellent adjunct of that institution, and will, no doubt, be 
appreciated by those who like to take a plunge in the salt- 
water after exercising in the gymnasium. 


Pusputic URINALS. 


No additional public urinals have been erected during the 
year, although numerous requests have come to us for sup- 
plying such accommodations in several sections of the city. 
The only reason why these requests have not been complied 
with is because the appropriation of the department would 
not permit the outlay that would be involved. According to 
the estimates furnished by the builders of the small iron 
urinals now maintained by the board, each of these structures 
cost $275, without reckoning the expense of setting them on 
proper foundations and furnishing the necessary plumbing. 
The entire expense of erecting these small urinals is about 
$525, exclusive of the cost of maintaining them. The larger 
structures are far more expensive, of course, costing abont 
$1,200, but they are greatly to be preferred in the more 
populous sections. We renew the recommendations hitherto 
made by this board that a sufficient appropriation be granted 
to enable the board to increase these accommodations. thus 
meeting what is unquestionably a popular and reasonable de- 
mand. 

The expense of maintaining the nineteen urinals now in 
use during the past year has been $6,000. Thissum covers 
the cost of superintendence, water-rates, painting, and other 


necessary repairs. 


(QUARANTINE. 


The usual work of inspection in this department has been 
continued through the year. No unusual sickness, like 
cholera or yellow fever, has been found on board. any vessel 
since our last report, and there have been but few cases of 
the commoner forms of disease found which required removal 
from the vessel to the quarantine hospital. There have also 
been but few vessels which required disinfection and general 
cleaning up. A detailed account of the work for the year 
will be found in the appended report of the port physician. 

During the summer the sea-wall which partially surrounds 
Gallop’s Island has been extended 300 feet by the national 
government, and the serious inroads which the heavy seas 
had made on the south-western extremity of the island have 
been, in a measure, arrested, though the further extension 
of the wall for a distance of at least seventy feet will have to 
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be completed before the washing away of the beach can be 
entirely stopped. It is gr atifyine to be able to state that the 
necessity of such an ‘extension of the work is fully recognized 
by the United States engineer in charge of the Massachusetts 
district, and that an appropriation has been asked for from 
Congress sufficient to complete the work, thereby saving 
the city’s property, and at the same time preserving the ad- 
jacent channels for the shipping. 


APPOINTMENTS. 


On the first Monday in May Edwin F. Pilsbury suc- 
ceeded William Taylor as a member of this board. 

The board organized by the choice of Samuel H. Durgin, 
M.D., as chairman, and Charles E. Davis, Jr., as clerk. 

On the 24th of September, Alexander Burr, V.S., was 
appointed inspector at the abattoir in place of George W. 
Boynton.

REPORT OF THE CITY PHYSICIAN.

City Puysicran’s Orrice, Boston, Jan. 1, 1890. 


To the Board of Health: — 


GENTLEMEN, — I have the honor to submit the following 
report of this office for the year erding Dec. 31, 1889. 
There have been 3,087 persons vaccinated, and certificates of 
vaccination have been given to 1,856 children for their ad- 
mission to the public schools. In every instance where a 
case of small-pox has occurred, all in the immediate vicinity 
exposed to the disease have been vaccinated. There has also 
been a careful medical supervision of the infected localities, 
until all danger of an outbreak of this disease had passed. 
A table is appended, showing the number vaccinated from the 
year ending April 30, 1873, to the year ending Dec. 31, 1889. 

Three hundred and twenty-five men have been examined 
at the request of the Civil-Service Commission for appoint- 
ment in the Policeand Fire Departments. At the request of 
the Board of Police eight men have been examined for retire- 
ment, and three cases of supposed injury or disease investi- 
gated. At the requestof the Board of Fire Commissioners 
fifteen men were examined for retirement, and two cases of 
injury investigated. 

The bodies of 553 persons dying without a physician in 
attendance have been examined. These cases comprise, 
principally, those who die of chronic diseases, where there 
has been no medical care for months previous to death, and 
those who die suddenly from natural causes. In these cases 
a careful external examination is made, the symptoms learned, 
and a diagnosis, sufficiently accurate for all practical pur- 
poses, reached. The law requires a medical certificate of 
death before a permit for burial is granted, and these examina- 
tions are made to conform to the law, as well as to collect 
statistics for the bills of mortality. <A tabular statement is 
appended. 

Fifty-four cases of eruptive diseases, reported as small- 
pox, have been examined. ‘Ten of these were found to be 
small-pox. ‘Two deaths have occurred from this disease 
during the year. The statement of the remaining 44 re- | 
ported cases is as follows: Varicella, 22 cases; measles, 13 ; 
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eczema, 3; artificial eczema, 1; urticaria, 1; vaccinal urti- 
caria, 1; syphilis, 3. 


City PrIson. 


A visit has been made every Sunday morning to this in- 
stitution. The following diseases have been treated: De- 
lirium tremens, 8 cases; fractures, 2; incised wounds, 3; 
scalp wounds, 3; contusions, 4; sprains, 2. 


SUFFOLK CouNTY JAIL. 


In this institution there have been 799 patients treated 
during the year, requiring 1,918 visits. No death has occurred 
during the year. On the 17th of December an epidemic of 
influenza appeared at the jail. The disease was, in some in- 
stances, of a severe type; but in no case did pneumonia 
supervene. Otitis and severe and persistent supra-orbital 
neuralgia in a few instances followed the attack. <A tabular 
statement is appended. 


Ciry TEMPORARY HomeE. 


At this institution 128 visits have been made during the 
ear. Three cases of confinement have been attended; two 
of the children were born alive, one was still-born. Two 
deaths have occurred during the year. The following dis- 
eases have been treated : Cholera-infantum, delirium tremens, 
diarrhea, diphtheria, ophthalmia neonatorum, pneumonia, 
puerperal condition, scarlet fever, whooping-cough. Seven 
patients were sent to the City Hospital. 

There has been a supervision of the cases of diphtheria and 
scarlet fever occurring during the year, with a view to em- 
phasize the importance of isolation, and also to facilitate the 
removal of patients to the City Hospital. This work has 
taken a very considerable amount of time, as there have been 
1,824 cases of diphtheria and 464 cases of scarlet fever 
reported. These diseases have not been confined to any 
particular locality, but have been found throughout the whole 
extent of the city. 

Dr. Morton Prince, Assistant City Physician, and Dr. 
William G. Macdonald, Medical Inspector, have been 
prompt and efficient in the performance of the duties pertain- 
ing to their respective departments.

QUARANTINE STATION, 
Boston Harpor, Jan. 1, 1890. 


To the Board of Health: — 


GENTLEMEN, — I have the honor to submit the following 
report of the Quarantine Department for the year ending 
Dec. 31, 1889: — 

Quarantine has been enforced on vessels bringing foreign 
immigrants during the year. The quarantine on vessels 
bringing rags, which has been in force for several years, was 
removed February 1. From June 1 to October 31, inclusive, 
all vessels arriving from the following ports were subject to 
quarantine : From any port in Europe, Western Madeira, 
Canary or Cape de Verde Islands ; from the Mediterranean or 
straits thereof, the west coast of Africa, or around the Cape 
of Good Hope; from the West India, Bahama, or Bermuda 
Islands ; and from any American port south of Virginia. On 
Januiury 17, a sailor sick with typhoid fever was removed 
from the steamer “ Naranja” to the quarantine hospital on 
Gallop’s Island, and with him was taken his clothing and 
bedding for disinfection. On January 30, a cattleman who 
had been sick for eighteen days with typhoid fever was re- 
moved to Gallop’s Island from the steamer “ Hibernian ;” his 
bedding and clothing were also removed for disinfection. On 
April 15, the steamer “Carthaginian ” arrived at quarantine, 
having had a case of diphtheria on board. The hospital in 
which the child had been isolated during its entire illness was 
thoroughly fumigated, and the steamer allowed to proceed 
without delay. On April 18, two steerage passengers were 
removed from the steamer “ Kansas,” one sick with ty Ene 
fever, and the other for observation. The ship’s hospital wa 
fumigated for eight hours, and the clothing and bedding RSS 
to Gallop’ s for disinfection. On May 23, a case of measles 
was removed from the steamer“ Austrian.” The disinfection 
was done by the ship’s surgeon. On July 5, the bark “Sarah ” 
arrived, having had a case of measles on the voyage. The 
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bark was fumigated for eight hours, and allowed to proceed 
to the city. On July 26, , the schooner “A. E. Rickerson.” 
eighteen days out from Miragoane, with a cargo of logwood, 
arrived at quarantine. Although there was no sickness on 
board of a contagious character, the schooner was in.such a 
dirty and unwholesome condition that she was detained for 
twenty-four hours and thoroughly cleaned and fumigated. 
On August 2, the schooner “ D. W. McLean,” sixteen days 
out from Maracaibo, anchored at quarantine and reported a 
death from yellow fever on the fifth day out. The schooner 
was detained twenty-four hours while the cabin and foreeastle 
were fumigated and washed with a solution of corrosive sub- 
limate. All the clothing and bedding aboard was steamed, 
On August 19, a child and its mother were removed from 
the steamer “ Catalonia ” to Gallop’s Island, the mother re- 
fusing to have the child vaccinated. The following day the 
father came down from the city, when, by his consent, the 
child was vaccinated and discharged. 

On August 22, the bark “S. B. Hale,” twenty-one days 
out from Milk River, arrived at quarantine, and reported the 
death of the captain from yellow fever. The cabin and fore- 
castle were fumigated for eight hours, and afterwards washed 
with a solution of corrosive sublimate ; the clothing and bed- 
ding were steamed, and after a detention of twenty-four 
hours the bark was allowed to proceed. On September 2, 
the brig “ Matilda Buck,” twenty-nine days from Hayti, ar- 
rived, reporting the death of the mate from yellow fever. 
The brig was detained at quarantine for twenty-four hours, 
the cabin and forecastle thoroughly fumigated and washed 
with a solution of corrosive sublimate, the clothing and bed- 
ding being steamed. On September 9, a case of measles was 
removed from the steamer “ Pavonia,” and the compartment 
in the steerage from which the patient was removed fumi- 
gated, without any detention to the steamer. On October 14, 
the steamer “ Pavonia” arrived, having had two cases of 
measles on the voyage. Both were convalescent, so they 
were not removed. The hospital where the cases had been 
isolated was fumigated, and the ship allowed to proceed. 
On October 27, two cases of measles were removed from the 
steamer “Catalonia;” the steamer’s hospital was fumi- 
gated for six hours, and the ship allowed to proceed. 
On December 2, one of the stewards on the steamer ‘“ Cata- 
lonia ” was removed to the hospital on Gallop’s Island, sick 
with scarlet fever in the stage of desquamation. All his 
elotning and bedding were removed at the same time for dis- 
infection. The. steamer’s hospital was fumigated for eight 
hours, and the ship allowed to proceed. 
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All other vessels boarded were free from contagious dis- 
eases, and in good sanitary condition.

In addition to the above amount of cash, bills amounting 
to $201, for board and medical attendance of State paupers 
in the quarantine hospitals at Gallop’s Island, have been 
turned over to the City Collector for collection. The falling- 
off of the receipts from last year, which you will notice is 
quite considerable, was due to the removal of quarantine, in 
the early part of the year, from vessels having rags as part 
of their cargo. 

The number of immigrants inspected during the year, 
35,502, while above the average for the past ten years, still 
falls short by nearly 10,000, of the number inspected in 1888. 
May 6, 1,418 passengers were inspected on the Cunard 
steamer “ Catalonia,” the largest number ever inspected on 
one ship at this station. 

The past year has brought a much-needed improvement to 
Gallop’s Island, — an extension, by the United States govern- 
ment, of 300 feet to the south-west end of the sea-wall. 
This will be of great benefit in protecting the western bluff; 
but a still further extension is needed to prevent the washing 
away of the southern road and embankment in front of the 
hospitals. 

The house chimneys at Gallop’s have been rebuilt from the 
roof up. The underpinning of both hospitals has been re- 
laid, the wards given two coats of paint, and all the stoves 
thoroughly repaired. 
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The produce of the island was increased considerably over 
that of previous years. The potato crop, however, was a 
failure : —

And enough garden vegetables, in their season, to supply 
the island and quarantine steamer. All the milk and eggs 
used by both were supplied from the island. 

The live-stock at present consists of one horse, three cows, 
five hogs, and one hundred and five hens and chickens. 

The quarantine steamer“ Vigilant” is in good repair, and 
has been kept so at a moderate cost. Last spring new 
pistons were put in the cylinders, and a new propeller pur- 
chased. 

This department is indebted to Mr. Gerrish, Superintend- 
ent of the House of Industry, for many favors during the 
past year. I take this opportunity to offer bim my sincere 
thanks. I also desire to thank the Board of Health for the 
kindness and consideration shown me.

NORTH GROVE-STREET MORGUE,

1889, there were received at the North Grove-st. Morgue, 
one hundred and two bodies of persons deceased. Of these, 
twelve were unidentified at the time of reception, and of 
these, four were subsequently identified. 

There were twenty-eight autopsies made by the Medical 
Examiner and his associate, at which I assisted. 

The building is in good condition, with the exception of 
front wall, which can be repaired at a small expense the 
coming spring.

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BRIGHTON ABATTOIR. 


JANUARY 1, 1890. 
To the Board of Health: — 


GENTLEMEN, —I have the honor to submit the following 
report of the inspection at the Abattoir, for the three months 
ending Dec. 31, 1889. 

On assuming this position, Oct. 1, 1889, I found that the 
tenants had been accustomed to a simple inspection, which 
consisted principally of an examination of the dressed meats. 
They were unprepared to see a professional examination of 
the animal while alive, and of all the internal organs during 
the process of dressing. Under the present rules, all lungs 
have not been examined with the corresponding carcass while 
being dressed, as the butchers are not obliged to save them ; 
but such as have not been so examined have been examined 
in the cellar, and, in some cases, disease has been traced to 
the animal upstairs after being dressed and hung up. Dur- 
ing the three months, there have been killed 9,451 cattle, 
7,630 calves, and 128,488 sheep. Five animals have been 
brought to the slaughter-house in the ambulance, and have 
received careful examination before and during dressing. All 
dead cattle have been examined on their arrival, and the 
history and disposition of the remaining animals of the same 
drove looked into. 

I have made it a special point rigidly to inspect all cows 
coming to be slaughtered. During the corresponding three 
months of past years, it has been a practice to dress poor 
cows for canning purposes, and an average of 175 cows a 
week were dressed; but this work has not been carried on to 
any extent this season. |

From the above it will be seen that not all of the tubercu- 
lous animals have been condemned ; and I wish to state that 
our discrimination might be more rigid were it not for the 
fact that, in surrounding cities and towns, dissatisfied tenants 
could slaughter without inspection for our market, and thus 
defeat the object of our inspection. 

The method of collecting blood, to be used in preparing 
patented fluid food, is not free from objection; and if the 
practice is to be continued, I would recommend that greater 
precautions be taken to avoid the admixture of extraneous 
matters. I also recommend the adoption of a few new rules, 
among which are : — 


1st. The Inspector shall have the right to order the deten- 
tion of any suspicious animal for a reasonable length of time, 
for observation. 

2d. He shall be allowed to take small portions of any ap- 
parently diseased organ or carcass for experimental purposes. 

dd. All lungs should be hung in a suitable place, in the 
same order as their corresponding carcasses, for inspection. 


Owing to the good work of the Superintendent, Mr. 
Judson, the premises of the Abattoir are in the best sanitary 
condition, and there have been no complaints during my 
service. 

I take this opportunity to sincerely thank Drs. Lyman and 
Bryden for the suggestions and advice which they have 
kindly given me. And I am under special obligations to Dr. 
William F. Whitney, of the Harvard Medical School, under 
whose direction all microscopic work has been carried out, 
and whose suggestions and aid have been of great value to 
me.

ANIMALS SLAUGHTERED AT THE BRIGHTON 
ABATIOIR, FROM OCT. 1, 1889, TO JAN. 1, 1890.

GENTLEMEN, — I have the honor to report that, in accord- 
ance with your request, I have examined, with Dr. Burr, the 
specimens brought by him from the cases mentioned in his 
report, and have confirmed the diagnosis, chiefly by micro- 
scopic examination. Even in the short time that such 
systematic examination has been carried on, much of general 
interest has been found, with a promise of greater extension 
in the future. The facts thus obtained can be generalized as 
follows : — 


ACTINOMYCOSIS. 


This disease, which is generally known among the stock- 
men as “lump-jaw,” usually has its seat in the lower jaw, 
und when it reaches a considerable size interferes with chew- 
ing to such an extent as to markedly affect the condition of 
the animals. Such do not find their way into the best houses, 
and therefore the number reported, six in all, shows fairly 
the average occurrence in ten thousand well-selected animals. 
The disease is, however, not alone confined to the mouth, 
but may involve the internal organs, either primarily or in 
connection with that of the jaw. In two such cases the 
lesions were found in the lungs alone, and the diagnosis was 
made by finding, under the microscope, masses of the char- 
acteristically shaped ray fungus (actinomyces) from whence 
the disease derives its name. In one of the cases it was 
present as a small, dense nodule in the lung, in which were 
soft but gritty spots, the contents of which were made up of 
fatty detritus, and extensively calcified masses of the fungus. 
It is highly probable that such a nodule represents an ar- 
rested stage of the disease, and was of but little harm to the 
animal. 

The second case was evidently an active one. In this 
there were numerous quite large abscesses, occupying a 
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large part of one of the lobes. These were separated by 
bands of connective tissue, containing numerous minute holes 
filled with a yellowish puriform material. The pus contained 
in the larger cavities was quite different in character from 
that found after ordinary suppuration, or that accompanying 
tuberculosis. It was extremely viscid, and, when lifted up 
on the point of a knife, did not wet or cling to the blade, but 
hung together in tenacious strings. This peculiarity at once 
aroused the suspicion that it was something extraordinary, 
and the microscope showed a large number of the fungous 
masses in every drop. Although cases of this disease have 
been reported in man, they are rare, and, as far as known, 
none have occurred in this immediate vicinity in the ten 
years that have elapsed since the attention of the medical 
profession has been generally directed to the subject. In 
one case a tongue containing nodules was destroyed ; but no 
animal was condemned, as nothing has shown, as yet, that the 
disease can be transmitted through the meat, and this, after 
dressing, gave no evidence that it was unfit for food. 


ABSCESS OF THE LIVER. 


This was found the most frequently of any single trouble, — 
nineteen times in the ten thousand animals slaughtered. The 
histological examinations showed it to be associated with an 


inflammation of the portal vein (pylephlebitis), but whether 
primarily or secondarily has not been fully determined as 
yet, and.will be a subject for future investigation. These 
abscesses were, in general, of small size; but one was of 
especial interest, as not only had it destroyed the greater part 
of the liver, but had pushed upon into the chest and some- 
what involved the lung. In spite of this the animal was 
reported in prime condition, and when dressed weighed over 
eight hundred pounds. The wall of the abscess was made 
up of very dense connective tissue, apparently shutting it off 
from the neighboring parts. The pus itself was extremely 
offensive, and was found loaded with large colonies of micro- 
cocci. An experiment made by the Inspector seemed to 
show that the meat from this animal underwent putrefaction 
a little more rapidly than that from a sound animal killed at 
the same time and left under the same conditions. All such 
livers were condemned, but whether the meat from such 
cases should be taken is a question that must be decided in 
the future. 
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CANCER. 


The occurrence of cancer among the larger barn-yard 
animals is regarded by all authorities as rare. A case, 
therefore, which presents, as far as known, an undescribed 
variety of this disease among animals, and at the same time 
has such appearances as would warrant any one in inferring 
the presence of tuberculosis, deserves more than a passing 
notice. 

The case referred to had lesions in the lungs, the costal 
pleura, and the pericardial fat tissue. 

The portion of lung seen consisted of the greater part of 
one of the lobes. The pleural surface was studded with 
rounded, slightly-raised, yellowish masses, varying from the 
size of a pin’s head to a ten-cent piece, and from the free 
edge hung a fringe of rounded, lobulated, often heart or 
kidney shaped nodules the size of large beans. The section 
surface of one of these was homogeneous, slightly translucent, 
and of a light-orange color. Nowhere was there any evi- 
dence of calcareous infiltration or cheesy degeneration, and 
it was this that pointed to the probable absence of tubercu- 
ean The similarity in general appearance to a case of 

called “grapes ’ ’ (nodular tuberculosis of a serous surface) 
will be seen on comparing Plates I. and Il. The costal 
pleura was thickened, roughened, and infiltrated with the 
same yellowish, slightly transparent tissue. The fat tissue 
about the pericardium was traversed by broad bands of the 
new growth alternating with the normal white fat tissue. The 
inicroscopic examination showed an identical structure of the 
erowth in the three places. This was an alveolated arrange- 
ment of connective tissue, the spaces of which were lined 
with a cubical epithelium, leaving a distinct opening in the 
centre. In other words, it seemed a perfect reproduction of 
gland tissue. Here and there the spaces were more com- 
pletely filled, and spots could be picked out where it more 
nearly resembled the ordinary type of cancer. In general, 
however, it seemed more closely allied to the adenomata, 
while from its power of generalizing it must be regarded as 
malignant. The name of “malignant adenoma,” applied to 
such growths when found in the human body, seems per- 
fectly justified here; and, as before stated, this particular 
form is not known to have been described as occurring in 
neat cattle. Unfortunately, the other organs of the body 
could not be identified, so that the primary seat must still 
be a matter of doubt. The stomach or liver is the most 
probable. 
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a 
TUBERCULOSIS. 


Of the diseases which affect animals in respect to their use 
as food for man, tuberculosis is the most important. 

When it is remembered that from one-tenth to one-fifth of 
the deaths, from all causes, of the human race can be ascribed 
to this disease in some of its varied manifestations, and when, 
further, it has been shown to be highly infectious, and this 
property has been found to be dependent upon a well-char- 
acterized bacillus, identical in its action, whether obtained 
from animals or man, then the possibility of the infection of 
the latter from the former, under certain conditions, is ren- 
dered highly probable. 

Experiments, made all over the world, by the direct inocu- 
lation of the material coming from the most varied lesions, 
leave no doubt that the disease can be transmitted in that 
way. 

But the question with which we have to deal is, whether 
the flesh of animals aftected with tuberculosis is dangerous 
as an article of food. An answer can be found from a care- 
ful study of the facts presented at the International Congress 
for the Study of Tuberculosis, held at Paris, 1888.' From 
this it appears— 

1. That it is dangerous. 

2. But not greatly so. 

The experiments upon which this conclusion is based 
show that the juice extracted from the flesh of tuberculous 
cattle was capable of reproducing the diseases, when inocu- 
lated into susceptible animals. A_ scientifically perfect ex- 
periment is as yet wanting to show that the meat of such 
animals, when eaten by man, has produced the disease. But 
there are cases scattered through literature which seem to 
point in that direction. With properly cooked meat, in a 
perfectly healthy man, the chances are very slight: but it is 
the weaker members of the community, women and children, 
who, from a deficient action of the gastric juice, or from 
hereditary predisposition, are especially susceptible to this 
disease, who are entitled to every protection that a careful 
supervision can afford. 

The question as to the exact amount of danger is one that, 
it seems, must be definitely settled within a few years, now 
that so much attention is being given to it by the ablest 
men in every part of the globe. While the subject may 
still be considered as under judgment, therefore, we should

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recommend the total seizure of every animal in which any 
lesions of tuberculosis, no matter how slight, are found. 
And for the animals thus taken, when the lesions did not 
involve, at most, a quarter of any one of the important viscera, 
or were not generalized in the great serous cavities, the 
owners should receive indemnity from the city. When the 
lesions were more extensive than that mentioned above, no 
indemnity should be paid. And to aid in carrying out this, 
the lungs should be kept with the carcass to which they be- 
long, until seen by the Inspector. 

Among the ten thousand animals killed from October to 
January, there were found twelve cases of tuberculosis, 
among which were only two where the lesions were very ex- 
tensive. Taking this as a basis, it would cost the city from 
$1,600 to $2,000 per year for indemnity. 

This may be considered as erring on the side of oversafety : 
but the cause of humanity demands that every step should 
be taken in the interests of preventive medicine, for this 
is the only path along which any real gain in lengthening 
human life can be claimed by medical science.

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The public institutions of the city of Boston, which since 
1857 had been in charge of a Board of Directors consisting 
of twelve members until the year 1885, and of nine mem- 
bers since that date, were, by act of the Legisiature, approved 
April 12, 1889, placed in charge of a board of three Com- 
missioners, to be appointed by the Mayor and confirmed by 
the Board of Aldermen. 

This act took effect on the first Monday of May (the 
6th), and the powers and duties of the former Board of 
Directors terminated on that date. As a majority of the 
Commissioners had not then been coniirmed, His Honor the 
Mayor placed the department temporarily in charge of James 
B. Richardson, Corporation Counsel, and Andrew J. Bailey, 
City Solicitor, who continued in charge until the new Board 
was organized. 

The organization of the Board of Commissioners took 
place May 14, by the choice of Dr. Thomas L. Jenks as 
chairman, and Michael T. Donohoe, clerk pro tem., the latter 
gentleman being subsequently elected permanent clerk. 

Though the Commissioners have been in office but little 
more than six months, they present the reports required by 
the ordinances, made up from the date of the last annual 
report of their predecessors. 

The institutions under the charge of the Commissioners 
may properly be classified under three heads: First, the 
penal and reformatory, embracing the House of Correction, 
House of Industry, House of Reformation, and Truant 
School. Second, the almshouses, embracing Long Island, 
for men; Rainsford’s, for women; Almshouse, Charlestown, 
for both sexes; and Marcella-street Home, for pauper and 
neglected children. Third, the Boston Lunatic Hospital, 
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with its outlying ward for the chronic insane at Austin Farm, 
Dorchester District. 

Besides the inmates of these institutions who are in direct 
charge of the Commissioners, there were, on Dec. 31, 1889, 
738 persons having a legal settlement in Boston supported at 
the expense of the city, who are confined in State hospitals 
und asylums, in consequence of the city having no adequate 
accommodations for them. The expense of supporting these 
persons is charged to the item of ‘‘ Pauper Hxpenses,” and 
their number and present location is indicated by the fol- 


lowing table :—

For the support of these persons the State institutions 
charge the city $3.25 per week each. , 

There are also in charge of the Commissioners 20 children 
from the House of Reformation, placed out in country homes 
on probation, and 493 pauper and neglected children, from 
Marcella-street Home. Full statistics and information relat- 
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ing to them will be found in the appended report of the Agent 
for Discharged Prisoners, whose department includes the 
juvenile wards of the city, who, from neglect, poverty, or 
misdemeanor, come under our charge, and are placed in 
country homes. 

The Commissioners are making a thorough examination 
concerning the legal settlement of all pauper inmates of the 
various institutions, with the view of relieving the city of 
the support of all who have no claim upon it by lack of legal 
settlement therein. 

Already 79 such cases have been found, as follows: At 
Long and Rainsford’s Islands, 47; Boston Lunatic Hospital, 
26; Almshouse, Charlestown, 6. Many of these cases had 
been supported by the city for a long term of years, in- 
volving an expenditure of several thousand dollars annually. 
These have been removed to the State institutions, or to the 
city or town to which they legally belonged. There are sey- 
eral hundred cases still remaining to be examined, which will 
be attended to as early as possible. 

Boston, being the centre of population of the State, is the 
point to which a large proportion of those seeking admission 
to an almshouse gravitate, and there have been sent from 
this office to the State almshouses 1,375 applicants during 
the past year, in addition to those admitted to our own insti- 
tutions. In each case an examination of settlement is 
necessary, and transportation to Tewksbury almshouse is at 
the expense of this department, under the laws. 

Two important changes in the institutions have been made 
since this Board was organized. Austin Farm was opened in 
the fall of 1887, under the name of ‘* Retreat for Insane,” 
having been occupied as a home for pauper women since 
April, 1877.. It was intended for the relief of the Boston 
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Lunatic Hospital, which for several years had become so 
crowded with chronic cases that little room was left for acute 
and emergency cases, which law and humanity demanded 
should be cared for. Upon the removal of the pauper 
women to Long Island, such chronic cases as could be 
properly cared for at the Austin Farm were removed to 
that place from the Lunatic Hospital; and the transfer of 
similar cases has continued, so far as the room at the Farm 
would warrant. 

Instead of continuing the Retreat as a separate institution, 
we deemed it advisable to make it an outlying ward of the 
Lunatic Hospital, and accordingly, on the thirty-first day of 
August last, it was placed under the charge of Dr. Theodore 
W. Fisher, Superintendent of the Lunatic Hospital. 

_ This change has been a satisfactory one, and beneficial to 
both classes of the insane, as it allows transfers back and 
forth of patients whose condition can be improved by the 
change of scene and air, and provides for a better classi- 
fication. By this method the insane which the city supports 
in her own institutions can be better treated and more eco- 
nomically provided for than under the former system. Out- 
of-door occupation and recreation on the Farm will afford to 
many an inmate who heretofore has been accustomed to the 
confinement of a hospital a welcome change, and will be, in 
some degree, a pecuniary benefit to the city. 

A change has been made in the pauper institutions in the 
harbor. MRainsford’s Island is barren and rocky, having an 
area of about eleven acres. Long Island, which has been 
occupied since September, 1887, as an almshouse, has about 
two hundred acres, mostly of good soil, which, with proper 
cultivation, can be made highly productive. Finding the 
female paupers located on Long Island, and the males at 
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Rainsford’s, we decided that it would be for the best interests 
of the city to change the relative location of each class ; and 
after making such alterations in the plumbing, heating, 
and drainage at Rainsford’s as were required for the accom- 
modation and comfort of the women, they were transferred 
there from Long Island — with the exception of those in the 
hospital — on November 7th last, and on the same day the 
men were transferred to Long Island. <A large proportion of 
the male paupers are able to perform more or less work upon 
the land, and it is the intention of the Board to utilize their 
labor, both for economic reasons and as a discouragement to 
idleness. : 

Few changes have been made in the official personnel of 
the institutions, and the general system of management has 
not been materially altered, except as already noted. 


DrerR ISLAND. 


The number of inmates remaining on this date in the 
House of Industry is 1,149; at the Truant School and House 
of Reformation, 89 each, — the two latter classes having in- 
creased about fifty per cent. over the number at the same 
time last year. 

The Board having inaugurated the system of placing 
on probation all those committed for drunkenness for the 
first time, after serving ten days, and being recommended 
for release by the Superintendent, there have been 1,024 
such persons released. A majority of these were found 
to be non-residents of Boston, and 68 only have been re- 
turned, who violated the conditions of their release. 

Whenever the City Council, in compliance with chap. 
282, Acts of 1886, provides a school for truants, we rec- 
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ommend that a similar provision be made for those confined 
in the House of Reformation at Deer Island, and suggest 
that the law be so amended that both the above-mentioned 
classes may be quartered in the same enclosure, but in sepa- 
rate buildings, and under the charge of one superintendent. 
The removal of the truant and reformation schools from all 
association with adult criminals is, we believe, imperatively 
demanded by the dictates of humanity and an enlightened 
public sentiment; and when such changes are made, much 
needed room for the House of Industry will be obtained. 
The department for the manufacture of clothing, the print- 
ing and stone departments, have been continued, and the 
latter shows a decided increase of income. 

We regret that the plan of the Metropolitan Sewerage 
Commissioners of the State, for the drainage of the Mystic 
and Charles River valleys, contemplates the discharge of the 
sewage of this thickly populated section in such close prox- 
imity to the city institutions at Deer and Long Islands. 
What its effect will be is uncertain, but it is feared by some 
that it may prove detrimental to the property of the city. 

. As this is a matter not belonging to us to express a defi- 
nite opinion upon, we commend the subject to the careful 
consideration of the City Council. 


Home FoR PAUPERS. 


There is pressing necessity for hospital accommodations 
at both Long and Rainsford’s Islands, and we recommend 
that steps be taken for the erection of a suitable capacious 
hospital building at Long Island during the present year, for 
the accommodation of male and female paupers. <A visit of 
the City Council to the present hospital would surely con- 
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vince them of the necessity of a new building, if, indeed, any 
doubt now exists. 

A morgue should be built on Long Island, and a burial- 
lot is absolutely necessary. We shall request the Board of 
Aldermen to grant the authority to establish the latter. 

The barn on Long Island is old and insufficient in size, — 
the expense of enlargement or of extensive repairs thereon 
would not be in the interests of economy. The prospective 
increase of the farm products will necessitate the erection of 
a new one. 

Cochituate water was introduced at Long Island August 
22, much to the safety and convenience of the inmates, al- 
though the cost of supplying it is considerably increased. 

The changes and repairs at Rainsford’s were made almost 
entirely by the labor of the inmates of Deer Island. 


House OF CorRRECTION. 

If this institution is to be continued in its present loca- 
tion, a new prison wing will be needed, the accommodations 
now being insufficient. A separate building should also be 
erected for noisy and refractory prisoners. ‘The seca-wall 
in the rear of the buildings is in a dilapidated condition, 
needing extensive repairs. 

Considerable outlay has been made during the year in 
repairs, the details of which are stated in the report of the 


Master, printed herewith. 


Lunatic Hospirau. 
The views of the Board on the question of providing 
for all insane persons whose support is properly chargeable 
to the city will be presented to the City Council at an early 


day, in reply to its recent request. 
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We recommend the erection of a new dining-room at 
Austin Farm, at a cost not to exceed $1,500, by which ac- 
commodations for 50 additional inmates will be secured; 
‘and also recommend the construction of a new building 
which will furnish quarters for 100 chronic cases. 

A sewer should be built this year to connect with the 
main system, the drainage of the institution being now very 
imperfect. 


| The roofs of the main buildings will require to be newly 
shingled this season. 


MARCELLA-STREET HOME. 


This institution is in good condition, but will require 
painting inside this year. The school-books have been so 


exchanged, that those now in use are the same as furnished 
in the public schools. 


STEAMER “J. Putnam BRADLEER.” 


The steamer has performed its regular work, two round 
trips to the islands daily, and is in fair condition. 


Two special appropriations have been granted this depart- 
ment during the year; viz., $4,000 for the establishment of 
telephonic communication between Long, Rainsford’s, and 
Deer Islands, and $5,000 for the purchase of a steam launch, 

Negotiations for the construction of the telephone are in 
progress, and the Board have not yet found a steam launch 
for sale which will answer their purpose. 

The superintendents of the institutions have performed 
their duties in a satisfactory manner, and in harmony with 
the views of the Commissioners. 

We have endeavored to manage the affairs of the depart- 
ment in a spirit of humanity, and with economy without par- 
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simony, and trust that the results will prove satisfactory to 
the government and the public generally.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF DEER ISLAND 
INSTITUTIONS. 


DEER IsLtanp, Boston Harpor, Jan. 1, 1890. 


To the Commissioners of Public Institutions : — 

GENTLEMEN, — The following report of the condition of 
public institutions at Deer Island, comprising House of In- 
dustry, House of Reformation, Truant School, Almshouse, 
and Nursery, is respectfully submitted : — 

I assumed the duties of Superintendent March 10, 1889, 
having been transferred from Charlestown Almshouse, and 
succeeded Col. John C. Whiton, who was transferred to the 
House of Correction at South Boston. My experience here 
some eight years ago as receiving officer has been of great 
benefit to me in regard to running the institutions, and has 
enabled me to make a favorable showing. There have not 
been any important changes or unusual events during the 
past ten months; the male accommodations are the same as 
they were in 1879, excepting that the female prison has been 
taken for the men, which gives them 410 cells. Our 
number at times has run up to 1,052 male inmates 
in the House of Industry, which required 650 of them to 
sleep in dormitories. Our “ Loafers’ Hall,” which was com- 
plained of then as much too small, has not been enlarged, | 
and on a cold or stormy day, when not proper for the men 
to be in the yard, they are crowded in there to its utmost 
capacity. Our women all sleep in dormitories, and are so 
crowded that it makes them harder to discipline than if each 
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one had a cell, although, with a few exceptions, they give us 
no trouble. I find quite a number of old faces among the 
prisoners, both men and women, who were here in 1880, 
and are still regular comers. 

Last summer a male prisoner died who was serving his 
one hundred and thirty-sixth time for drunkenness. It con- 
vinees us that Deer Island has no terror for them; itis a 
problem hard to solve, how they can be frightened away 
from here. Our stone yard, we thought, when it started, 
would do so; but we find they grow fat cutting stone, and 
under the instructions of Officer Doyle many have become 
first-class stone-cutters, but still would rather work here for 
their board and clothes, than outside at journeymen’s pay. 
We have built the past summer 3,500 feet of stone wall on 
the south-west side of the island, from the receiving-house at 
the steamboat landing to the gut. When the grounds are 
graded it will be an improvement, besides adding consider- 
able land to the island. Two new ovens have been built in 
the bakehouse; they were much needed, the old ones being 
almost useless. The officers’ quarters over the bakehouse 
have been renovated and painted, also the farmer’s house, 
Truant School, and Reformation Girls’ School. Considerable 
painting has been done in the House of Industry, House of 
Reformation, for Boys, and Hospital. Carpenters, painters, 
blacksmiths, shoemakers, and upholsterers have been kept 
busy at their several trades, as repairs were needed every 
week. 

One hundred to one hundred and twenty-five men have 
been kept busy in the stone yard; we have sold to the city 
of Boston 32,497 feet of edgestone, 129 catch-basins, 274 
corners, and 5,000 paving-blocks ; $14,275 has been paid 
out of our appropriation for rough stone and instructors, 
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with no returns to us, and the amount is added to the cost 
of running the institution. 


Fifty-seven men and forty women have been making 


shirts, overalls, and jumpers by machine, besides making 


all clothing for the institution. More machines would 


bring in a larger income, and keep more men em- 


ployed who now work on the banks. We have been fur- 


nished all the work we could do from Boston parties. If 
the reformation boys could be removed to some other 


building, their quarters could be utilized for women, and 


give us more room for workshops, also more sleeping 


accommodations for the men, which is much needed. 
If your system of pardons had not been introduced, 


inmates would have been obliged to’ sleep in the chapel 


ere this time. We have a seating capacity for only 340 


in the men’s dining-hall, which compels us to set the tables 
two and three times at each meal; like a hotel café, it 


is running nearly all the time. We hardly get through 


breakfast before it is time for dinner, there is a short time 
then before supper. 


Two additional teachers have been engaged, one for the 
Reformation and one for the Truant School. The schools 


are larger in numbers than they were a year ago. There is 


no Reformation Girls’ School; the last girl was provided 


with a home November 1. Miss Lottie Faxon, the teacher, 


resigned, after a faithful service of six years; but within a 
week one girl was committed, who is now without a teacher. 
The girls are either getting to be good, or are provided for 
at other institutions. 

There are twelve boys employed in the printing-oflice, 
under the instruction of Mr. A. C. Morrell. The work per- 


formed is always done promptly, and to the satisfaction oi 
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the parties supplying it. This industry is the means of start- 
ing the boys in a useful trade, and many who have worked 
here are now doing well. 

The farm has yielded a large crop of hay; other crops 
have not done as well; the onion crop has been almost a 
failure, supposed to be due to the wet season. Nearly all our 
products will be consumed in the institution. The farm prod-

The commitments to the House of Industry during 1888 
were 12,624, against 13,749 for 1889, showing an increase 
of 1,125 over the preceding year. The table accompanying 
this shows the number of commitments for drunkenness and 
other offences, also a heedless system whereby drunkards 
are committed year after year for a first offence. If the 
court commits one for a longer time, he thinks he is imposed 
upon and deserves a pardon. I would suggest that a law 
be passed whereby “rounders,” or common drunkards, be 
committed to some institution for an indefinite period of 
time, and their release depend on their reformation. 

Workmen are now surveying and boring for the metro- 
politan sewer, and they intend to commence operations in 
March ; it will cross the gut at Taft’s Hotel, running across 
the island on the west side of the hospital and institution 
to the receiving-house at the wharf, thence down the road 
to “Money Bluff,” and empty into the sea. It will require 
a large number of men to do the digging and other work. 

Electric lights would be an improvement, and much 
cheaper than gas, and would aid in preventing escapes from 
the island. 

There were made for our use and wear 1,900 pairs bro- 
gans,.560 paws boys’ brogans, 875 pairs women’s shoes, 472 
pairs women’s slippers, 4,316 dresses, etc., 1,476 towels and 
rollers, 3,114 sheets, pillow-slips, and ticks, 244 table-cloths, 
shades, and stand covers, 3,417 pairs socks, 113 dozen 
overalls, 215;8, dozen woollen shirts, 60,4, dozen cotton 
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shirts, 1,112 coats, 1,090 vests, 1,977 pairs pants, 1,625 
pairs suspenders, 145 jackets, 15 overcoats, 94 jumpers, 
besides children’s clothing, which has been made at the 
Nursery.

There were given to inmates on their discharge, to make 
them comfortable, 5,602 articles of clothing. 

During the year we have furnished the Home for Paupers 
with male help, who have worked 16,730 days, and women, 
who have worked 1,751 days; we have also sent men to 
Long Island, to help lay the water-pipes, who have worked 
5,229 days. 

Received for fines and costs, which amount is paid to City 
Collector, on account of county income, $19,965.32. 

Annexed to this are the reports of Dr. Roche, the Resi- 
dent Physician, and Rev. Mr. Dadmun, Superintendent of 
Schools, which deserve attention. My thanks are due to the 
officers, matrons, and teachers, who have ably supported me 
at all times; on them devolves the individual work, and on 
their faithfulness depends our success. To you, gentlemen 
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of the commission, my thanks are also due for the uniform 
courtesy extended to me, and to the chairman, Dr. Thomas 
L. Jenks, especially, for his kind advice and able support at 
all times, for which I am truly grateful.

REPORT OF CHAPLAIN AND SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS. 


JAMES R. GerRRISH, EsqQ., Superintendent of Deer Island 
Institutions : — 


Sir, — Most respectfully I herewith render my annual 
report. 

The usual religious services have been continued during 
the year with good effect, so far at least as to aid in pro- 
moting good order among the inmates on the Sabbath day, 
and directing their thoughts to a higher and _ better life. 


A New DEPARTURE. 


Six months ago I was instructed by the chairman of the 
Board of Commissioners, Dr. Thomas L. Jenks, to per- 
sonally interview all inmates sentenced to the island for 
drunkenness for the first time, and, if found worthy, recom- 
mend them, with the approval of the Superintendent, to the 
Commissioners for pardon, on probation. This arrangement 
has opened a new and very interesting field of labor. I find 
that full one third are new-comers, and a large proportion 
of these are persons belonging to towns and cities of the 
Commonwealth outside of Boston, and some of them to 
other States. 

Visitors give various reasons why they were caught in the 
meshes of the law. One reports that he came into Boston 
to visit some friends, and was invited to take a glass or two 
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of beer (they seldom admit they were really drunk when 
arrested) ; another came to look for work, and fell into bad 
company ; another came sight-seeing, and evidently saw too 
much. One poor fellow came from Salem to see the Presi- 
dent of the United States, drank too much, and brought up 
at Deer Island. A true picture of all may be summed up 
in these few words: having spent all their money for intoxi- 
cants, or having had it stolen from them, they are unable to 
pay the fine of five dollars, and are forced to the sad alter- 
native of thirty days in the House of Industry at Deer 
Island. Often we meet with a man who has a family depen- 
dent on him for support. He does not want to write to his 
wife nor his employer for money to pay his fine, because 
he does not wish them to know he is in prison. The touch- 
ing appeal is often made in tears, ‘‘ Do help me out of this, 
and I promise you will never see me here again.” All who 
are recommended for pardon voluntarily give a pledge, 
written or verbal, to abstain from intoxicating drinks. It is 
«i good work, and the result thus far proves it. Ten hun- 
dred and twenty-four have been pardoned, and only three per 
cent. of them have been re-committed to the island. If it 
had not been for this wise, humane, and commendable effort 
to save the fallen, the House of Industry would have been 
overrun with prisoners, and the expense to the city greatly 
augmented. 

Another class need looking after, and that is confirmed 
drunkards. If a law were enacted by the Legislature that 
habitual drunkards should be committed to some institution, 
on an indeterminate sentence, their freedom made condi- 
tional on reformation of character, we would get rid of a 
large class of repeaters, now frequently sent to the island 
on a sentence of thirty days. The island now becomes a 
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recruiting station for that class of offenders. Good food, 
regular habits, and a little work, only invigorate them for 
another debauch. I have known old offenders to be sen- 
tenced for a simple drunk twelve times in succession, — one 
was committed eleven times in one year. It would be an 
act of mercy to the habitual inebriate, and much more 
so to his family, —if he have one, — if his pardon depended 
upon his reformation. It is sad to think that under any 
circumstances a man’s wife and children are better off with- 
out the husband and father than with him, but it is a fact 
often witnessed in our large cities. We pity the man who 
has an uncontrollable appetite for strong drink ; but when he 
knows that drunkenness is his besetting sin, he should ask 
to be placed where his appetite cannot be gratified. 


LIBRARY. 

The juvenile department is well supplied with books from 
the city library. The hospitals and women’s library have 
been supplied with books, papers, and pamphlets, mainly by 
donations from the Hospital Newspaper Society of Boston, 
Mrs. Grace Kuhn, president. It is with pleasure that we 
also acknowledge the donation of 530 Christmas and New 
Year’s cards, which have been distributed to the children and 
women at Deer and Rainsford’s Islands. The cheerful smile 
and pleasant greetings of the recipients attest their grateful 
appreciation of this act of kindness on the part of the good 
ladies of the society. May they have a Merry Christmas 


that will never end! 


SCHOOLS. 
The annual examination was held April 8th, under the 
direction of the School Committee of the Board of Directors, 
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Edward B. Rankin, Esq., chairman. All the classes ap- 
peared remarkably well, and the recitations were highly 
satisfactory. Reading, writing, and arithmetic are the prin- 
cipal branches taught in these schools. A large majority of 
the boys remain here but a short time. As a reward for 
good deportment, seven boys were pardoned by the Board. 
The president, Hon. John B. Martin, gave them some very 
kind and excellent parting words of instruction. The girls’ 
school has been discontinued for want of pupils. A large 
increase of boys during the first six months of the year 
required an addition of two teachers. Frank P. Fulton was 
appointed July 7, and is now in charge of primary school in 
House of Reformation. September 9 James T. Beavins was 
appointed teacher of the primary in Truant Department. 
There are now four schools for boys, — two in House of Refor- 
mation, Mr. John A. Hickey, principal; two in Truant 
Department, Mr. John A. Brett, principal. All the teachers 
are faithful and reliable workers in their departments. 

Vocal and instrumental music are taught, mostly out of 
school hours. Professor Ripley instructs a band of twenty 
boys; and all assemble in the chapel once a week for instruc- 
tion in vocal music, under the direction of the chaplain, Miss 
Marion C. Whiton, organist.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE BOSTON 
LUNATIC HOSPITAL. 


To the Commissioners for Public Institutions : — 
GENTLEMEN, —This report, which is the fifty-first in 
number, relates to the fiftieth year of the hospital’s exist- 
ence. It seems proper, therefore, to review, however briefly, 
the first half-century of its history. I know of no shorter 
method than by the use of memoranda covering the most im- 
portant events of each year. Such a method must seem 
very inadequate; but an outline, however meagre, of the 
origin and progress of a charitable institution of this peculiar 
kind must have important lessons in it for the future, which 


can be taught in no better way. 


HistoricaL Norss. 


1752. — Pennsylvania Hospital, opened at Philadelphia, 
and provision made for the insane in it. 

1764. — Thomas Hancock died, bequeathing to the town of 
Boston six hundred pounds ‘¢ for a convenient House for the 
reception and more comfortable Keeping of such unhappy 
persons as it shall please God in his providence to deprive | 
of their reason.” This legacy was declined by the Select- 
men because there were not insane persons enough in the 
Province to warrant its acceptance. 

1773.— First insane hospital in this country was built at 
Williamsburg, Va. 
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1797. — Second built in Baltimore, Md. 

1817. — Friends’ Asylum, Philadelphia, built. 

1818. — The McLean Asylum, Somerville, Mass., was 
opened. 

1824. — The Retreat at Hartford, Conn., and State Asylum 
of Kentucky opened. 

1828. — Asylums opened in Virginia and South Carolina. 

1833. — State Hospital at Worcester opened, to which were 
sent the insane from the Boston Almshouse and Suffolk 
County House of Correction. 

1837. — A large number of the city insane were returned 
to the above institutions on account of the overcrowded state 
of the Worcester Hospital. 

A committee of the City Government, of which Mayor 
Eliot was chairman, reported that ‘* while the law required 
Boston to provide a receptacle for the insane of Suffolk 
County, humanity required her to provide a hospital for the 
insane in the House of Industry.” The recommendation of 
this committee was adopted unanimously in the Board of 
Aldermen, and with only one dissenting vote in the Com- 
mon Council. The Boston Lunatic Hospital was therefore 
incorporated, in order to secure its character as a hospital 
forever. 

1839. — This year the hospital, consisting of a centre and 
two short wings, was completed. It was located midway 
between the two institutions from which its patients were to 
come. Its accommodations consisted of seventy-two single 
rooms, eight feet by twelve feet each, with three wards in 
each wing. It was opened Dec. 11, and within a month 
seventy-six patients were transferred to it from the Houses 
of Correction and Industry. 


Those from the latter place were many of them kept in 
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strong wooden cages on wheels. The cages were drawn out 
of doors in fine weather, as an extraordinary touch of kind 
treatment. It was the forlorn condition of these almshouse 
patients that appealed to Mayor Eliot’s sympathy, and led to 
the building of this hospital. 

In October Dr. John S. Butler was appointed physician 
to the city institutions at City Point, and superintendent of 


the Lunatic Hospital. He still lives, after a lifetime devoted | 


to the insane at the Hartford Retreat, full of years and 
honors. His recent paper on ‘‘ Individualized Treatment of 
the Insane ” shows that, although his eye may be dimmed, his 
mental strength has not abated. 

Rev. Charles Cleavland, afterwards known as Father 
Cleavland, was the first chaplain. 

Mr. Sumner Crosby was the first and only steward, that 
office having been abolished about 1852. Mrs. Crosby was 
matron. 

Susan Staples was admitted Dec. 18, 1839, and died at 
the hospital Oct. 13, 1888, aged 83 years, after a continuous 
residence of 49 years. Three patients are still living in the 
hospital, two of them but very slightly demented, after a 
residence of 40, 38, and 34 years respectively. 

1841.— Dr. Butler, in his second report, speaks of the 
small amount of restraint in use; of the importance of 
employment and amusement; of bowling alleys in the attics 
of each wing; of a piano, presented by George Parkman ; 
of the good effects of the shower-bath, even when admin- 
istered with a watering-pot. He recommends a ‘ solitary,” 
detached. from the main building, for noisy and excited cases. 
This is a want which still literally cries aloud for remedy in 
1889.

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1842. — The hospital was visited by Charles Dickens, who 
mentions it in his “ American Notes.” 

In October Dr. Butler resigned, and Dr. Charles H. Sted- 
man was appointed in his place. 

1843. — The solitary was built, with eight strong cells, like 
those of a prison, and was called the ‘* Cottage.” A bath- 
house for salt-water bathing built. 

1845. — Hospital overcrowded with 122 patients. Rev. 
Louis Dwight, chaplain. 

1846. — Board of Visitors for the Lunatic Hospital first 
appointed, with one member from each branch of the city 
government, and five at large. 

An addition was made to each wing, 40 ft. by 56 ft. 
square, with associated dormitories for about 120 patients. 
Dr. Stedman says these were the first of the kind in the 
United States. He had for several years been obliged to 
use the attics as dormitories, without bad results. He says 
he has a hospital for 200 patients, with 38 men willing and 
able to work, and only two acres of land. 

1847. — *‘ First” street extended through the city farm of 
sixty acres, a few hundred feet in front of the city institu- 
tions. 

Dr. Stedman reports an epidemic of malignant dysentery, 
with 5 deaths; says ship-fever caused 11 cases of insanity. 
A maniac hung himself at the cottage. 

1849. — Cottage enlarged to 18 cells; airing-courts con- 
structed ; Cochituate water introduced. 

Dr. Stedman reports an epidemic of cholera, with 10 
deaths; the bowling alley was fitted up for a cholera hos- 
pital; one patient fatally stabs another; an organ for the 
chapel presented by George Parkman, who had already 
given a piano. ‘* One good turn deserves another.” 
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1850. — Severe epidemic of dysentery, — 47 cases and 10 
deaths. 

1851. — Election of superintendent by Board of Visitors 
for the first time. Dr. Stedman resigned in June, and Dr. 
Clement A. Walker was appointed July lst. He reports 
the hospital overcrowded with 241 patients; 50 cases of 
dysentery and 2 deaths; new female wing and more land 
asked for; solar lamps for upper halls. 

1852. — Plan of enlargement given up for lack of land. 
New hospital on a farm in the suburbs again recommended. 

1853.— House of Industry moved to Deer Island; more 
land asked for; 19 patients returned from Worcester ; 
hospital had 276 patients, its highest number, and 155 fe- 
males. No wonder that 33 per cent. of the deaths were from 
phthisis! An epileptic was drowned in the bath-house ; 
male attendant discontinued for female wing; solar lamps 
introduced in all the wards, with great rejoicing; Taunton 
Hospital opened. 

1854. — Grounds laid out, containing 4$ acres in all; 
new hospital urged; 256 patients, with 44 deaths, and 23 
from phthisis; cottage gradually being abandoned by Dr. 
Walker as a measure of humanity, only 7 patients re- 
maining. 

1855. — Gas introduced ; 32 State patients sent to Taun- 
ton; 2389 patients remaining; 38 deaths, with 18 from 
phthisis. 

1857. — Report covers two years) The Board of Direc- 
tors for Public Institutions first organized, Oct. 16, 1857, 
consisting of one member from the Board of Aldermen, two 
from the Common Council, and nine at large. 

The House of Industry building was sold to Harrison 
Loring, Nov. 25, 1857, with a provision in the deed that if 
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the boiler and ship-building business became a nuisance to 
the hospital by reason of noise, the land could be reclaimed 
by the city. 

Dr. Walker reports 95 admissions and 56 recoveries ; 334 
under treatment; 50 deaths, with 30 from phthisis; 205 
patients remaining, of which 116 are State cases, for which 
the State pays $100 per annum. 

An act of the Legislature passed forbidding the reception 
of State cases, and allowing this hospital to take paying 
patients ; cottage entirely abandoned; Rev. John T. Burrill, 
chaplain. 

1858.— Northampton Hospital was opened, and in Sep- 
tember 72 State patients were sent there, and 14 to Worces- 
ter. The city received for board of State patients to date, 
$21,039; and from cities and towns, $2,460. 

Dr. Walker reports 128 patients remaining,— admissions, 
68; recovered, 17; deaths, 20; phthisis, 5. 

1859. — Cottage fitted up as kitchen and laundry; green- 
house enlarged; a billiard table purchased; first harbor 
excursion and Christmas-tree for patients. 

Dr. Walker reports 139 patients; annual expenditures, 
$30,000; income, $5,000. Admissions, 96; recovered, 39 ; 
deaths, 21, with 7 from phthisis. F. LeBaron Munroe, in- 
terne. 

1860. — Barn burned and rebuilt; Rev. Joseph H. Clinch 
appointed chaplain; Dr. Walker reports 167 patients re- 
maining; 53 boarders; 126 admissions; 52 recoveries; 29 
deaths. S. Emlyn Stone, interne. 

1861. — New fence built in front and a stockade of piling 
on the flats in rear; 110 admissions; 46 recoveries; 16 
deaths, 1 by drowning. Theodore W. Fisher, interne. 

1862. — Report of a committee of the Board, consisting of 
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Moses Kimball, J. Putnam Bradlee, Jonas Fitch, and Justin 
Jones, recommending a new hospital. Recoveries, 44 per 
cent.; 1 suicide; average, 180; net cost per. week, $1.75 ; 
another piano and billiard table bought. William B. 
Mackie and F. F. Brown, internes. 

1863. — Memorial of the Board to the city government 
asking for a new hospital. The war diminished commit- 
ments. Communications from the Board concerning the 
rights of citizens in moderate circumstances to hospital 
accommodation for their insane relatives at moderate cost; 
expenditures, $32,000; income from 51 boarders, $11,000 ; 
average number, 168; net cost, $2.07. The hospital has an 
assistant physician for the first time, the work having been 
_done by undergraduates of medicine previously. Theodore 
W. Fisher, M.D., is appointed, having served as interne for 
eight months in 1860-61. 

1864. — New hospital urged on account of want of single 
rooms and proper classification; expenditures, $35,000 ; 
income, $14,000; net cost, $2.33. 

1865. — The Board visited many hospitals of the United 
States; Winthrop Farm purchased by a unanimous vote 
of City Council for site of a new hospital, at a cost of 
$28,000. 

1866 to April 30, 1867. — Report to correspond with 
financial year; plans of Nathaniel J. Bradlee, architect, for 
new hospital accepted ; a first-class hospital on the échelon 
plan for 500 patients, guaranteed not to cost over $500,000, 
Dr. Fisher spends five months in Europe by permis- 
sion of the Board, without loss of salary, examining foreign 
hospitals; Barker B. Kent, M.D., acting assistant physi- 
cian. 


1868-69. — Fire-escapes constructed; 202 patients, all 
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city charges; expenditures, $58,000; income, $8,000; an 
epileptic drowned; Dr. Fisher resigned, George H. M. 
Rowe, M.D., appointed in his place. 

1869-70. — Great elm in garden blown down by gale of 
September 8; second story of cottage burned out, Decem- 
ber 25, and rebuilt at once. The usual list of amusements 
includes harbor excursions, sleigh-rides, theatre parties, visits 
to the circus, museum, Mechanics’ Fair, concerts, lyceum 
lectures, with dancing parties on all holidays, and a Christ-— 
mas-tree ; library has 1,000 volumes. 

1870-71. — Number remaining, 233; recoveries, 25 per 
cent. ; deaths, 42, with 1 by suicide and 1 by drowning. 

1871-72. — City ordinance passed asking to have all city 
cases sent to State hospitals hereafter, on account of crowded 
condition of hospital. W. E. Moseley, interne. 

1874-75. — April 1, 1875, there were 146 city insane 
cases in the State hospitals, and 198 in the Boston Lunatic 
Hospital; a total of 344. Dr. John T. Carter was appointed 
second assistant physician in November, being the first to 
hold that place. 

1877-78. — May 15, a communication from the Board to 
the Mayor showing the undesirability and the impossibility, 
under existing laws, of discontinuing the Boston Lunatic 
Hospital. Dr. Carter resigned in March, and Elisha S. 
Boland, M.D., was appointed in his place. 

1878-79. — Danvers Hospital opened May 13, 1878. In 
January, 1879, an order was passed directing the transfer of 
patients to Danvers. In June and July 49 cases were 
transferred. 

1879-80. — The end of its first year found Danvers 
Hospital with 533 patients, and all other State hospitals full 
also. The Boston Lunatic Hospital was not relieved for 
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more than six months by .the transfer mentioned above. 
Danvers Hospital was built expressly to accommodate the 
insane of Boston, yet the year after its opening 612 insane 
charges of Boston were boarded in six different State in- 
stitutions all over the State, away from home and beyond 
the control of her authorities. In 1889 she has over 1,000 
insane still more widely scattered. Dr. Rowe resigned, to 
take charge of the City Hospital, and Dr. Boland was pro- 
moted. Manuel Schwab, M.D., was appointed second 
assistant. 

1880-81. — December 31, Dr. Walker resigned on account 
of ill-health, after a service of nearly thirty years. Theodore 
W. Fisher, M.D., was appointed superintendent, and took 
charge the same day. The Board of State Charities request 
the removal of a large number of city cases. Board of 
Directors advise building, to accommodate them, on the farm 
at Winthrop. 

Dr. Fisher, in his first report, after reference to Dr. 
Walker’s long and devoted service, states that he took charge 
with the understanding that the hospital was to be reno- 
vated and modernized, so far as possible. He recommended 
steam heat, ventilation, wings for dining-rooms, new plumb- 
ing, etc.; also urged the passage of an emergency law. 
New system of hospital records introduced; Dr. W. W. 
Gannett appointed pathologist, and autopsies reported in 
full in annual report; separate copies of hospital reports 
printed and distributed; Dr. Charles F. Folsom invited to 
bring a class of Harvard students for clinical instruction ; 
a consulting board of physicians recommended ; the policy 
of unrestricted visiting adopted: tables for uniform statistics 
published. 
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1881-82. — Appropriation for steam-heating and ventila- 
tion and new dining-rooms, $31,000. 

1882-83. — Steam-heat from two low-pressure boilers in- 
troduced, with direct and indirect radiation; also all rooms 
on rear side heated independently of corridors by encased 
circular radiators, with air directly through walls; two large 
ventilation shafts, heated by waste steam-pipe in each wing, 
with 10 square feet of opening in each ward, uniting In a 
ventilating chimney rising 30 feet high above each roof, in- 
troduced under direction of George A. Clough, City Archi- 
tect, and found to work admirably. ‘Two wings built, with 
three dining-rooms in each, one for each ward, seating 30 
patients each, suitably furnished, served by dumb-waiters 
and food-car, with windows on three sides overlooking the 
harbor, allow the patients for the first time in the history 
of the hospital to dine in a civilized manner. The walls of 
all corridors and day-rooms were picked, hard-finished, and 
painted or decorated. Whitewashing the rooms was given 
up and painting substituted. All the plank-seats and doors 
and brick floors removed or modernized, and new furniture 
and carpets bought; two reception-rooms in centre fitted up. 
Dr. Walker died, April 26, 1883; Dr. Schwab resigned, and 
Dr. Simeon M. Metcalf took his place; one suicide. 

1883-84. — Hospital choked with chronic cases; 200 pa- 
tients, 40 in attics; 47 emergency cases; 14 voluntary; 39 
per cent. of recoveries; deaths, 10 per cent.; mortuary 
built; Rev. Jonas B. Clarke, chaplain; Philip C. Knapp, 
interne. 

1884-85. — View of hospital in annual report; superin- 
tendent gives clinical instruction; Drs. Boland and Lane 
give lectures to attendants; Dr. Fisher makes an appeal for 
treatment near home of all the insane wards of Boston; the 
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insane not paupers; Austin Farm recommended for the 
chronic insane; should be a department of the Boston Lu- 
natic Hospital. Stable enlarged; two summer-houses built ; 
watch-clock introduced. Rev. Joseph H. Clinch died, July 
4, 1884; Dr. Metcalf resigns; Dr. Edward B. Lane ap- 
pointed second assistant; William L. Knowles, interne. 

1885.— Report for calendar year ; 229 patients remaining ; 
50 emergency cases in last eight months; Board of Health, 
Lunacy, and Charity insist on the return of one or two hun- 
dred of city cases from State hospitals; use of buildings at 
Austin Farm advised; should be a detached ward of the 
hospital. Dr. Boland resigned; Dr. Lane promoted; Dr. 
Robert Swift appointed second assistant; T. Payson Clark, 
interne. 

1886.— Report for calendar year; 240 patients remaining, 
with 760 in the State hospitals; act concerning habitual 
drunkards considered ; delay in acquiring buildings at Aus- 
tin Farm; new bath-rooms in each ward; four acres of land 
across First street acquired ; hospital, and fence around the 
new land, painted by patients; land laid out and cultivated 
by patients; old gate-house renovated by patients’ labor ; 
new land gives recreation grounds for the male patients and 
leaves the garden for women, so both sexes can go out at 
same time, and remain longer than before; 65 autopsies 
tabulated. 

1887. — Eighty-four patients sent to Austin Farm; 160 
patients remain; 1 suicide; plan for making it a detached 
ward rejected ; organized independently under name of “ Re- 
treat ;” Fred. J. McNulty, M.D., superintendent; no relief 
from removal of chronic cases ; hospital still full of bad cases ; 
new hospital on farm in suburbs recommended on the colony 
system, similar to that at Kankakee, Ill.; Dr. John S$. 
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Butler, the first superintendent, visited the hospital; J. Put- 
nam Bradlee, for nine years president of the Board of 
Directors, and a true friend of this hospital and of the insane 
of Boston, died. His highest ambition was to see the insane 
of this city properly cared for in a suitable hospital near 
home. Like Dr. Walker, he was disappointed, and “died 
without the sight.” Hon. Moses Kimball, his predecessor 
in the same office, and equally ambitious for the same object, 
still lives at a vigorous old age. May he live to see his 
former hopes realized ! 

1888. — There were sent to the Retreat in all 146 quiet 
and neat dormitory patients; all bad cases were retained, 
including 53 untidy patients; single rooms all filled with 
excited cases; 185 cases, recent and troublesome, were ad- 
mitted to fill the supposed vacancies; result, “ confusion 
worse confounded!” large numbers unnecessarily restrained 
for lack of single rooms; hospital only large enough fora 
receiving hospital for the sick and excited and emergency 
cases of the year; chronic cases should be all removed as 
they accumulate; said to be no room at Retreat; laws re- 
lating to commitment considered; patients received in six 
ways; two suicides. Dr. Lane resigned; Dr. Swift pro- 
moted; Charles G. Dewey, M.D., appointed second assist- 
ant. Messrs. H. L. Plummer, Frank L. Day, and George 
A. Craigin have served the last three terms as internes ; 
superintendent appointed Lecturer on Mental Diseases at 
Harvard. 

1889. — Three paid Commissioners for Public Institutions, 
appointed by Mayor Hart, consisting of Thomas L. Jenks, 
chairman, Charles J. Prescott, and Vincent Laforme; Re- 
treat made a department of the hospital; Dr. Edward B. 
Lane appointed assistant in charge; F. S. Churchill, in- 
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terne ; room for 75 beds found at Retreat; 25 State charges 
removed by commissioners; religious service at Retreat 
every Sunday; development of Retreat into large asylum 
for chronic insane recommended; purchase of land near 
Retreat for a new hospital urged; retention of present 
hospital as a receiving hospital for acute cases advised. 
Dr. Swift resigned; Dr. Dewey promoted; Dr. C. J. 
Bolton appointed second assistant; F.S. Whittemore and 
C. A. Pratt, internes. 


The first event of importance during the year was the 
appointment of your Board, which superseded the old Board 
of Directors. They had managed the affairs of this and 
the other city institutions for thirty-two years. August 31, 
by your order, the Retreat for the Insane at Dorchester was 
made ‘*an outlying ward of the Boston Lunatic Hospital, 
for the reception and treatment of chronic and mild cases of 
insanity.” 

On taking charge of the Retreat, I found on the above 
date 69 men and 66 women, a total of 135 patients, most 
of whom had been sent from this hospital. They were re- 
entered on our register, and Table I. of the Appendix will 
show their admission. They will not be regarded in the 
subsequent tables relating to admissions, as they would only 
serve to vitiate the statistics, having all been treated statisti- 
cally before. The finances of the Retreat and the hospital 
are to be kept separate the present year, the appropriations 
having been so made early in the year, and the table above 
referred to will show the number remaining and average 
number at each place. 

The Retreat was at once put in charge of Dr. Edward B. 
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Lane, as resident assistant physician. He had had five and 
a half years’ experience in three different hospitals, and was 
amply qualified for the place. He had also served three 
years on the staff of the Boston Lunatic Hospital, knew all 
the patients at the Retreat intimately, and was entitled to 
the place by way of promotion. It was found that the 
- accommodations at the Retreat had not been fully utilized. 
My original estimate of its capacity, hastily made, was 200 
beds. It had accommodated 248 paupers, and I found only 
135 patients. The system of pauper labor on the farm, 
which I found in operation, was partly accountable for tbis 
lack of accommodation. I found one farm hand and half 
a dozen pauper men occupying a space which will now easily 
accommodate 20 women. By an expenditure of less than 
$1,000 for a new dining-room for men, the Retreat will 
provide beds for 90 women and 110 men. 

The number at the hospital has diminished from a suspen- 
sion of commitments on account of our lack of single rooms, 
and at both the Retreat and hospital, on account of 25 State 
cases discharged. Your Board, by a careful reéxamination 
of settlements, has discovered many State charges both here 
and elsewhere. These circumstances combined make it 
possible for us to receive 100 cases, provided they are of 
the kind needing dormitory accommodation. All the State 
hospitals are full far beyond their maximum capacity, and 
the town almshouses of the State contain 700 or more insane 
persons very improperly cared for, as the report of Dr. 
Moulton, Inspector of Charities, will show. 

In November the Board of Lunacy and Charity made a 
request that the city should take at once 50 city cases, now 
in the State hospitals, and 50 more as soon as the dining- 
room at the Retreat was ready. This request was neces- 
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sarily declined, because they proposed to send cases unfit for 
dormitory accommodation. We preferred to take all the 
city cases until our limit of accommodation was reached. 
That plan prevailed, and we shall in a few months have a 
total of 400 patients. 

The farm at the Retreat is at present managed with a view 
to utilizing, as far as possible, the labor of the insane. This 
is the plan which has been pursued in all public hospitals for 
the insane, in all civilized countries, for the past fifty years. 
Life in the open air, with a properly regulated combination 
of work, exercise, and amusement, is the most important 
element inthe treatment of all forms of insanity. All except 
the physically disabled and sick should have at least a 
prolonged airing twice a day. Through seclusion and in- 
action the demented rapidly degenerate. All patients able 
to work should find employment suited to their strength 
and capacity. They can usually be induced to work, except 
when under temporary excitement, by the sense of freedom 
and well-being that labor brings to the sane and insane alike. 
Many of them take great interest in some special round of 
duty to which they have become educated from a condition 
of helpless dementia. These need repression rather than 
urging to prevent injury from overwork, especially in hot 
weather. It has been our practice to send out small parties 
of patients in charge of experienced attendants for three 
hours in the forenoon and three in the afternoon, so as not to 
discourage them by long hours or heavy tasks. For all 
very laborious and disagreeable farm-work it has been the 
custom to hire laborers by the day; also to have all farm 
attendants and others work with the patients, and not simply 
oversee and direct them. 

It is impossible to give a correct statement of the farm 
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products for the past year, from the lack of reliable accounts. 
The season was a favorable one, and the crops turned out 
fairly well. I found 27 cows giving about 35 cans of milk 
a day. Seven cows nearly dry were sent to Deer Island to 
board, and the 20 remaining give only about 15 cans a day, 
— not nearly enough for the Retreat and hospital. I found 
about 90 swine very improperly housed, on account of water 
in the pens. It is the intention to raise only vegetables, 
milk, and pork enough for the wants of the asylum and _ hos- 
pital. When in good running order, the farm and the labor 
of the patients can be made quite profitable to both insti- 
tutions. 

As you very well know, the drainage has been in an 
unsatisfactory condition at the Retreat for a long time. The 
great expense of any change has heretofore prevented action. 
Within a year, I believe, the city sewer has come within a 
reasonable distance. By a drain 1,200 feet long on Back 
street, at an expense of $1.50 a foot, it is now possible to 
remedy this serious defect at small cost. It is also possible 
to drain the marsh of its superfluous water, and recover 
fifteen acres of good grass-land. It is hoped this important 
sanitary measure will be commenced as soon as possible in 
the spring. 

A recent communication from the city government to 
you, requesting information concerning the necessity for 
a new lunatic hospital, was referred to me for an opinion. I 
will make no suggestions on that subject here, but refer to 
a special communication soon to be made to your Board. 

The hospital shows an improved financial condition for 
1889, as compared with the previous year. The expendi- 
tures for the Lunatic Hospital for 1888, $61,089.72 ; income, 
$9,118.57; net cost per week, $5.78. For 1889 the expen- 
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tures were $53,412.89; the income, $12,159.91; net cost 
per week, $4.57. At the Retreat the expenditures for 1888 
were $36,173.15; income, $4,711.01; net cost per week, 
$4.45. For 1889 the expenditures were $30,712.74; “in- 
come, $6,878.59; net cost per week, $3.27. 

The patients at the Retreat have participated in the usual 
excursions, parties, and other amusements of the year, as far 
as possible. They also take books from the hospital library. 
We are indebted to Commissioner Prescott for admission to 
the cattle fair; to Mr. Prang and the Hospital Newspaper 
Society, for Christmas cards, mottoes, art reproductions for 
framing, newspapers, and periodicals; to Mr. C. F. Adams, 
for his exchanges; to the Orpheus Male Quartette, consist- 
ing of Messrs. F. A. Wright, L. W. Britt, D. V. Goodrich, 
and M.S. Power; to Mrs. and Miss J. Bradford; to Mrs. 
M. A. Morris, Mr. C. C. Chapman, Master Harry Rocket, 
Misses Meleady and Jackson, Mrs. EK. C. Fenderson, Mrs. 
EK. E. Osborn, and Mr. Percy J. J. Cooper, for assistance 
at our musical entertainments. 

Instead of a party on New Year’s eve, we celebrated the 
semi-centennial of the opening of the hospital, on the evening 
of December 11. It would have been pleasant to assemble 
in a large hall all the many friends of the hospital living near 
enough to attend, to listen to historical reminiscences and 
spend a social evening together, but we have no room capa-. 
ble of seating more than seventy-five persons. It would 
have been a great pleasure to welcome all former patients, 
officers, employees, and others officially connected with the 
hospital in past years. It is hoped our new hospital will 
contain, say fifty years hence, a chapel or amusement hall 
large enough for such a purpose. We had to content our- 


selves with the usual party for music and dancing, with a 
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score or two of friends from outside. The ladies’ parlor and 
a large dormitory were decorated for the occasion. Two 
large mottoes were very beautifully done in gilt letters by 
two of our patients. The Bostonian Banjo Club and other 
musical talent enlivened the occasion. 

Religious services have been held at the Retreat every 
Sunday afternoon by our chaplain and organist. Dr. 
Swift resigned in January on account of ill-health, and Dr. 
Dewey was promoted. Dr. C. J. Bolton was appointed 
second assistant. Since taking charge of the Retreat, more 
than usual of the routine professional and clerical work 
has been done by my assistants, and I take pleasure in 
acknowledging the faithfulness with which it has been 
performed. Dr. Lane has also acquitted himself well in 
a new and trying position. Mr. George A. Craigin and 
D. 8. Whittemore have served as internes. The new ap- 
pointee is Mr. Charles A. Pratt. 

Allow me to thank you for your manifest interest in the 
affairs of the hospital, for much personal courtesy and con- 
sideration, and for the renewed prospect of a successful 
future for this deserving charity.

Throygh 
her influence we have a kindergarten school and a sewing 
school, — the teacher of the sewing school being paid by 
Mrs. Shaw. We are also very grateful to Mrs. Edith P. 
Wolcott for her great interest in the children here, and many 
acts of kindness.

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Of those mentioned as being in special schools, 2 are at 
the Deaf and Dumb Asylum, Hartford, Conn.; 1 at the 
School for Idiots, Baldwinsville ; 3 in the School for Feeble- 
minded, South Boston; and 2 remain in the Perkins Institu- 
tion for the Blind, at South Boston; 1 other having been 
discharged. 

With the exceptions noted below, the corps. of teachers is 
the same as last year. We regret to chronicle the death of 
Mr. James W. Cotter, teacher of the intermediate school. 
The vacancy caused by that event has been very ably filled 
by Mr. Frank J. Weller, since February. In May the res- 
ignation of Miss E. A. McMahon caused a vacancy in the 
girls’ primary school, that was filled in September by the ap- 
pointment of Miss Clara J. Garland, a teacher of experience. 

The kindergarten, that at the beginning of the year was 
without a teacher, is now supplied by Miss Annie R. Chaffin, 
under whose management it has become an unqualified suc- 
cess. The boys of this department, when not in school, are 
sent to the cottage, where, under the charge of an efficient 
matron, they are much better cared for than was possible 
when with the larger boys. 

No one acquainted with the children of the institution will 
say that the small additional expense due to the kindergarten 
is not well repaid. A child should be taught that he is a 
little human being, not a mere automaton, of no use except 
to be out of place or in the way. He should be encouraged 
to ask questions, childish though they may be; to seek for 
facts and reasons ; to think and act as children were by nature 
designed to do. When this has been accomplished, much 
has been done to insure his becoming an intelligent and use- 
ful member of society. That the kindergarten tends to this, 
the pupils are evidence. 
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The change of text-books recommended in my last report 
has been made. The books now used are similar to those of 
the public schools of Boston. This is the list: — 


Readers. — The Franklin New Series. 

Arithmetic. — The Franklin Primary, Elementary, and 
Written. 

Spellers. — Worcester’s. 

Geography. — Warren’s Primary and Common School. ° » 

Grammar. — 'Tweed’s. 

History. — Higginson’s United States. 

Copy-books. — The Payson, Dutton, and Scribner system. 


As hitherto, instruction in sewing has been given the girls 
of the grammar school, by Miss Maria Higgins. A large, 
well-lighted room is provided with sewing-machines and ac- 
cessories, and in this is made all the clothing used. by the 
girls and children of the nursery. 

Through the kindness of Mrs. Quincy Shaw a sewing- 
school has been opened for the girls of the primary school. 
In this the smaller girls receive instruction, under the direc- 
tion of Mrs. Adams, two days each week. This supplies a 
long-felt want, and it is hoped will be made permanent. 

For the manual training of the boys there is yet need for 
something. To be sure, we have the knitting-room, where 
the stockings for the inmates are made; but this furnishes 
employment for but two or three boys. Aside from this, their 
manual training is confined principally to the use of the broom. 
In other cities the subject is receiving much attention. ‘Why 
should it not in Boston? And if in Boston, where are its 
advantages more needed than by these boys? The majority 
of our larger boys have never yet attempted to drive a nail 
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or saw a board, and any use of the hands not in the usual 
routine is awkward in the extreme. While the larger part 
of the boys are so small, and are depended on to do the light 
work about the institution, perhaps it might not be advisable 
to institute a fixed course of practice; yet if a few dollars 
could be devoted to the purchase of materials, the odd mo- 
ments of some of the larger boys might be employed in a 
manner to afford both satisfaction at the time and lasting 
benefit, and this with little interference with the regular school 
work. 

The above statistics and’ suggestions are respectfully sub- 
mitted.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF HOME 
FOR PAUPERS, RAINSFORD'S AND LONG ISLANDS. 


Boston Harsor, Dec. 31, 1889. 
To the Commissioners of Public Institutions : — 

GENTLEMEN,—I have the honor to submit the report of 
Rainsford’s and Long Islands institutions, for the year ending 
Dee. 31,/1889- 

The general condition of the institutions is good. 

The building on Long Island is comparatively new, and 
the grounds in rather a rough state; much has been done 
to beautify the island, and much has yet to be done. Bya 
judicious outlay the city will have an island from which 
considerable income may be obtained. The most impor- 
tant improvement required is a new hospital, which has 
been called for many years. The land is excellent, and 
capable of yielding very large crops by proper cultivation. 
We are much in need of a new barn, or an addition to the 
present one. A piggery is also very much required. 

I would recommend the putting up of some green-houses, 
for the raising of plants and flowers for the Boston market ; 
by so doing the old men can be kept employed in winter ; 
the work would not be laborious, and their labor would be 
profitable. I would also advocate the raising of small 
fruits, such as strawberries, raspberries, currants, etc., and 
to import several thousand seedling trees, which can be 
obtained at very small cost, such as spruce, larch, lindens, 
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beech, maples, and other varieties. I should also recom- 
mend keeping a larger number of cows, as our surplus 
milk could be furnished to some of the other institutions. 

During the past year the Cochituate water has been 
introduced on Long Island, and is a great benefit to the 
institution with regard to cleanliness and comfort. 

A transfer has been made of the women from Long Island 
to Rainsford’s, and the men from Rainsford’s to Long. 
The principal reason for making this change was that a 
large amount of work might be obtained from the men on 
Long Island, as all the work they had to do at Rainsford’s 
was to haul up their daily supplies from the boat. A con- 
siderable outlay had to be made for the necessary improve- 
ments for the greater comfort of the inmates, 

The burying-ground at Rainsford’s is now nearly filled up, 
and I recommend that a burial-ground. be established at 
Long Island. 

This season, although unfavorable for our land, we have 
good reason to be satisfied with our crops, which will be 
seen by the report appended. 

The inmates of both institutions seem well satisfied ; their 
health, considering their ages and chronic diseases, is good. 
This result is due to the attentiveness of the resident physi- 
cian, Dr. McLaughlin, and his assistant, Dr. Harkins, aided by 
their interne, Dr. Campbell, who have devoted their whole 
time to make the old people comfortable and contented. Our 
thanks are due to the clergy for their kind aid and assist- 
ance, —the Rev. Fathers Cavanagh and Romannie having left 
nothing undone in religious matters to make them happy. 

Miss Sarah D. Miller, a matron, died on the 11th of July, 
at Long Island. She had been in the service of the city for 
more than forty years, having begun as attendant at the 
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Lunatic Hospital, and, since leaving there, served as matron 
at the House of Correction, House of Industry, at Austin 
Farm, and at this institution. A woman of rare qualifica- 
tions for the positions she occupied, her loss is very much 
regretted. 

To the Commissioners I return my sincere thanks for 
their aid and courtesy. 

I return my thanks to the officers and matrons for their 
valuable aid in maintaining discipline and good conduct. 

I wish to extend my thanks, in behalf of the inmates, to 
those who have so kindly and generously sent reading mat- 
ter, etc., to them. Accompanying this will be found the 
report of the resident physician, Dr. Joseph I. McLaughlin.

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PATIENTS TREATED IN HospiTaus, LONG AND RAINSFORD’S 
ISLANDS. 
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At ‘*sick-call” in both institutions 5,549 inmates were 
treated. During the year there have been 16 births. 

In November the male inmates were transferred to Long 
Island, and the women, with the exception of 64 who were 
bed-ridden, were moved to Rainsford’s Island. It was 
thought better to allow these women to remain in the wards 
at Long Island until the hospital at Rainsford’s Island could 
be repaired, cleaned, and painted. 

Although the hospital has been thoroughly renovated, 
there still remains the fact that it is entirely inadequate to 
the demands upon it. In previous annual reports I have 
made earnest appeals to remedy existing conditions, and 
have shown the necessity of a new hospital. 

It is remarkable that a building which was a small-pox 
hospital fifty-seven years ago, and which since then has 
undergone no material improvement, should up to the 
present time be the only hospital connected with our pauper 
institutions. 

My sincere thanks are due the Assistant Resident. 
Physician, Daniel S. Harkins, for his earnest and faithful 
codperation, and to Dr. Campbell, who since September, 
1889, has been associated with us.

This is the first year of my connection with this institu- 
tion (having been elected to this place March 7, 1889, in 
place of Mr. J. R. Gerrish, who was promoted to the su- 
perintendency of the institutions at Deer Island). 

The following repairs and alterations have been done with- 
out expense to the city, except for material, and about fifteen 
days’ skilled labor, which was employed at the expense of 
$54.80: one side of roof of shed has been re-shingled and 
new gutters put on; the baggage-room has been enlarged ; 
two flights of stairs have been relaid; floor-timbers and 
floors repaired ; the inside of the institution has been put in 
fair condition by plastering, painting, and tinting; a new 
sill has been put under the front part of the office, and it has 
otherwise been repaired and painted. I would respectfully 
recommend water-closets being put into the men’s apart- 
ments, and new windows for the front side of the institution. 

We have been particularly favored by a good yield from 
our gardens, the products very materially assisting to add 
variety to our diet, which has been appreciated by the in- 


mates. 
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Religious services have been held twice each Sunday at 
the institution by Christian friends from churches in Charles- 
town and neighboring towns. Those inmates of Catholic 
faith have attended St. Francis de Sales Church of Charles- 
town, as usual. 

We are indebted to many kind friends for fruit, flowers, 
books, papers, etc., and we would mention Rev. D. W. 
Waldron for a fine collection of Easter cards and a choice 
and bountiful supply of candy at Thanksgiving, also Mrs. 
Kuhn, of the Hospital Newspaper Society, for Christmas 
cards. 

We feel grateful to Marcellus Carpenter for fine brier- 
wood pipes for the men for Christmas, also for his many 
visits to cheer and entertain our inmates, who never fail to 
be improved by his visits. 

We also feel thankful to Mrs. Dyer for her visits, which 
always show beneficial results. 

Our visiting physician, Dr. R. W. Sprague, attends to 
our physical wants with his accustomed skill and forbear- 
ance. His report to me is annexed. 

The matrons give those in their care the most faithful and 
thoughtful attention, and show the greatest tact and patience 
in their many trying positions. 

In concluding, I desire to express my thanks to the Hon- 
orable Commissioners for their courtesy extended to me 
upon all occasions, for their kind solicitude for the best in- 
terests of this institution, and for their careful and thorough 
provision for all its wants.

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REPORT OF VISITING PHYSICIAN, CHARLES- 
TOWN ALMSHOUSE. 


Boston, Dec. 31, 1889. 
To CHANDLER Eastman, Esq., Superintendent of the Charles- 
town District Almshouse : — 

Sir, —I have the honor to submit the following report as 
visiting physician to the institution under your charge, for 
the year ending Dec. 31, 1889: — 

The inmates have enjoyed perfect immunity from epi- 
demics, and only a small proportion have been treated for 
acute diseases. 

A very large number of chronic troubles, with which some of 
them were afflicted upon entrance, have required attention. 

There were 19 deaths during the year; of these, 13 were 
of females, and 6 males, classified as follows: paralysis, 5;

REPORT OF THE MASTER OF THE HOUSE OF 
CORRECTION. 


Soutu Boston, Jan. 1, 1890. 
To the Commissioners of Public Institutions : — 


GENTLEMEN, —I have the honor to submit this, my first 
report of this institution, for the year 1889. 

Having been elected Master, I assumed charge March 9, 
succeeding Capt. M. V. B. Berry. 

Upon investigation and becoming acquainted with the 
buildings and arrangements, of cells and kitchens more 
especially, I felt and still am of the opinion that this county 
of Suffolk is far behind the age so far as its House of Cor- 
rection is concerned. The cells are small, the kitchen is 
badly arranged and needing alterations and repairs. The 
steam-piping should also be modernized. The drains are 
mostly of the old style, brick and stone, and are out of 
repair. The retaining wall, easterly side, is falling into 
Lawley’s dock, and should be rebuilt. We have made such 
repairs as appeared the most important and as our limited 
means would allow. The large chimneys and ventilators on 
the main building have been rebuilt, considerable repairs to 
slate and gravel roofs, sills and flooring renewed, and other 
repairs to gate-house. Most of the outside wood and iron 
work and tin roofs painted at least one coat, also consider- 
able painting of inside finish and many odd jobs. Inmates 
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have been employed doing the work of carpentering and 
painting and some other small jobbing. 

Employment of the inmates continues as heretofore, 
making shirts, overalls, jumpers, pants, etc., on the piece- 
price system. Were it not for our State laws, I think work 
could be obtained that would be more satisfactory and bene- 
ficial to the inmates, if not more profitable. We employ 
those who have trades, when possible, at their customary 
occupation. 

The season has passed without especial incident until 
December 26, when many of the men were taken sick with 
the prevailing disease, influenza, disabling them to a con- 
siderable extent, the attack in most cases being of a light 
form. 

Dr. W. E. Bancroft, who succeeded Dr. William H. 
Devine as physician, has devoted much time and patience, 
especially during the past few days, with favorable results. 

Religious services continue as in the past. Mass at 9 
A.M., and at 1 P.M. Chaplain Clark officiates. The inmates 
attend either or both, as their inclination leads. Both ser- 
vices are well attended. 

Fines and costs amounting to $1,740.54 have been re- 
ceived and paid to City Collector, credited to county ac- 
count. 

The usual statistical tables, also the reports of Dr. W. E. 
Bancroft, physician, and Rev. J. B.. Clark, chaplain, are 
appended, to which I would call your attention. 

The members of your Honorable Board will please accept 
my thanks for kindly and ever-ready assistance so often 


extended to me.

Sir, —Herewith I have the honor of submitting my 
annual report as ‘¢ Chaplain” and ‘Librarian ” of the 
institution under your charge, for the year ending Dee. 31,

My general and special duties within these walls are based 
upon the fact, that as a ‘* missioner” among men committed 
to my special ‘* watch and ward,” I am to adapt my words 
und acts to their special and relative condition. The closer 
the contact with their history, peculiarities, moral and re- 
ligious susceptibilities, the more effective my work among 
them and for them. It is easy to see then I must ply my 
task free from interruption and observation, and, aided 
by my experience and intercourse with them, devise such 
ways and means as the ever-changing circumstances of 


prison life may demand. 


CHAPEL SERVICES. 


As aforetime these have been held regularly in accordance 
with the usages of the ‘+ Protestant Episcopal Church” of 
the United States. | 

Ttem Ist. The marching in of the men at the appointed 
hour of divine service, under the lead of Organist Downes, 
as well as the marching out, is a marked and attractive 
feature as a ‘* processional” and ** vecessional.” 
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tiem 2d. The good discipline of the prisoners as seen in 
their promptness and excellent deportment speaks well for 
the management of the institution — not only in the coming 
and going of the men, Out also in the entire religious ser- 
vices. Dr. Clinch’s testimony (my venerable predecessor) 
accords well with my own observation, viz.,‘‘ the men in the 
chapel are always attentive and reverential.” 

Item 3d. Our ‘* Chapel Choir” and ‘* Organist,” ‘+ Pro- 
fessor Downes,” is a veteran, having held his position 
through several ‘* city administrations” drring the last 
thirty years, and always with marked ability end honor to 
himself. Comparing his long experience and his efficiency 
with many other ‘‘ professional” gentlemen, I am satisfied 
that he is unequalled in his department. The ‘* Choir” 
that sustain him in the appointed selections of the ‘* Hymnal” 
service are always ready to respond in the cheerful discharge 
of their delightful duty, and this is always done with great 
credit to themselves, and to the entire satisfaction and_pleas- 


ure of all who hear them.

Item 4th. Remarks upon the Library. The books as 
herein reported are found in seven different parts of the 
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several ‘* Prison” buildings, scattered through the ‘‘ Corri- 
dors” of the ‘* East” and ‘* West” buildings, the ‘* Master’s 
Office,” ‘‘ Hospital,” and ** Female Prison,”— subjecting the 
Librarian to very great inconvenience in the arranging and 
distributing to our hundreds of prisoners. At present we 
are obliged to dispose of these books, being subjected to the 
sweepings, dust, and currents of air, as also to the general 
confusion that by necessity belongs to the management of 
every large institution. Now, therefore, I would so arrange 
the ‘‘ Library,” that we might be entirely free from the 
obstructions, that continually occur in our present condition. 
And would therefore recohmend that we have appointed. for 
our use, in this most important department, a suitable room. 


’ 


for the ‘* Library,” where we could collect a@l/ our books, 
and better arrange them for distribution. 

I would also recommend that an appropriate and comfort- 
able place be provided where the ‘‘ Chaplain” could not 
only have an immediate and constant control of all books 
belonging to the ‘* Library,” but also, where he could inter- 
view and converse with any of the men who may desire to 
see him. 

An arrangement of this sort, as above named, would at 
once secure a better system of disposing of the books, with 
an economy of labor, that would aid very much the general 
discipline of the prison.

REPORT OF THE AGENT FOR DISCHARGED MALE 
PRISONERS. 


To the Commissioners for Public Institutions : — 


GENTLEMEN, — The work of the agency has continued 
throughout the year with beneficial results. The plan of the 
work was fully explained in the last annual report, and no 
change has taken place, either in the methods or in the 
results. 

The whole number of discharged prisoners who have been 
advised and assisted during the year is 2,065. Of this 
number, 1,665 had been discharged from the House of In- 
dustry, 332 from House of Correction, and 68 from House 
of Reformation. 

Six hundred and thirty-one were furnished transportation 
to their homes, or to seek employment in various parts of 
this and other New England States; 357 with meals and 
lodging while seeking employment or awaiting transporta- 
tion; 27 with articles of clothing; 49 to gratuities; and the 
remaining 1,014 in numerous other ways. 

Miss Sarah P. Burnham, the agent to assist discharged 
female prisoners, has rendered all needed aid and reasonable 
assistance to 942 women discharged from House of Industry 
and House of Correction in the forms of lodging, meals, 
clothing, and transportation to their homes or places of em- 
ployment. She has scores of letters from those she has 


aided, expressing gratitude for the assistance given. They 
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also visit her frequently, to thank her for what has been done 
for them and to confirm their restoration to a better life. 

My visits to the institutions continue for the purpose of 
consulting with those who are to be released on probation by 
your Board, as well as those desiring aid at expiration of 
sentence. 


PARDONS. 


Two thousand three hundred and seventy-two applications 
for the release of inmates from the various institutions under 
your care have been investigated and reported to your Board 
during the year, which are classified in the following : —

Ninety per cent. of those released were first-offence com- 
mitments for non-payment of fine and cost; $5.00 or 30 
days. 

There is also included in the above, 44 cases which were’ 
recommended by the Probation Officer and approved by the 
judge who passed sentence. 

Of those released on probation from House of Correction 
and House of Industry on terms of three months or more, 31 
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violated the conditions of release before expiration of sen- 
tence, and were returned to serve out the remainder of their 


term. 
HouskE oF REFORMATION. 


Commitments made to this school is during minority for 
minor offences, and no release therefrom can be had but by 
permit on probation, granted by the Commissioners; the 
mode adopted in such cases being determined by the general 
deportment of the boy while connected with the institution, 
and by such facts as the Board has been able to learn regard- 
ing their homes and surroundings. The purpose being to 
hold them as still belonging to the institution, and subject to 
its control, and to be remanded should the Board see cause 
for so doing. 

Twenty of the inmates of this department were indentured 
during the year, and, with few exceptions, are doing well. 
In finding homes, it has been my purpose to obtain those that 
would be permanent. 

The best places for boys from this school are found among 
the farmers in country towns, and where they can enjoy 
freedom without danger of falling into bad company. I 
have yet found but few instances where boys of this class 
placed in a city or large village have served out their indent- 
ures, but have found many cases where the full term has 
been faithfully served in the country. 

Although guardian of the boy until he arrives at the age 
of 21 years, he is indentured on conditions that he receives 
wages, if competent, for his services at 18 years, and the 
Board reserves the right to remove and place him elsewhere 
if said conditions are not complied with; though many are 
allowed to remain without compensation when good school 
advantages or other inducements are offered. 
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A number of the boys who formerly belonged to our band 
have good positions in-the U.S. army and navy, and others 
are connected with bands in and around this city and State. 

Since the establishment of the printing department in 
1877, 77 boys have graduated to good positions in printing- 
houses in various parts of the country. 

We cannot say there are as many cases of well-doing 
among the children from this school as among the younger 
children placed out from the Marcella-street Home; but we 
ean say the city of Bostonis doing a noble work for those 
who are placed in her penal and charitable institutions, in 
fitting them for the battles of life, and many are rising up to 
bless her for her charities ; and the records of this office can 
show many who are now holding positions of trust in stores, 


workshops, etc. 


GIRLS’ DEPARTMENT. 


The four remaining inmates of this school were provided 
with homes Noy. 1, 1889, the school closing on that date. 
There has been a marked decrease in the number of commit- 
ments to this department in the past three years. This is 
due, in my opinion, to the special efforts made by the 
various religious bodies in this city, who have agents present 
in court to intercede for girls of this class, and if found 
guilty are often (at request of agent) placed on probation 
by the court, and sent to a country home or some private 
institution. 

Neglected and abused children are also looked after by 
these same agents, who represent the St. Vincent de Paul 
Society, Home for Destitute Catholic Children, Children’s 
Aid Society, and many others. 
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CHILDREN FROM MARCELLA-STREET HomE. 

Since the opening of the Marcella-street Home, April, 
1877, 932 children have been provided with homes, 423 are 
still in places, — 142 girls and 281 boys, —the remainder 
having served out their indentures. Some few absconded 
or returned, per order of Board, to parents or relatives. 

Fifty-three boys and 29 girls were placed out during the 
year. These are scattered abroad among the people of the 
New England States, each ina house which he calls home, 
each in a family of which he is a member. 

Efforts have been made to procure homes for deformed 
and undesirable children. 

One of these, a boy, after living many years in the Home, 
is now earning good wages at shoemaking; and another, 
who had hip complaint, requiring the use of crutches, is 
clerk in a store; while several others, whose deformities 
had long prevented them from obtaining a home, are now 
paying their way in families who have been persuaded to 
take them. 

I have had no difficulty in finding homes for children old 
enough to be of assistance, say 10 to 12 years. 

I have found in my travels during the year 212 families 
willing to take children, but were not all supplied, as we 
could not furnish them of the age required. 

With the care exercised in selecting homes for children, 
and the attention given them afterwards, we are satisfied 
that their condition is about as good as the city could 
expect. 


BOARDING OUT CHILDREN. 


The plan adopted by the Directors last year, of boarding 
out children from 6 to 8 years, in the country towns, with a 
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view to obtaining permanent homes, and which is still con- 
tinued by your Board, has met with marked success, and 
in many cases the cost has been much less than to support 
them in the institution. 

Many of these families become attached to these children 
in a short time, and are not willing to part with them, and 
we have many cases where board has been paid but a few 
mouths when they are taken on indenture. 

Although the boarding of children of this age has been 
limited to 25 a year, 16 of those placed out in May last, in 
the western part of this State and New Hampshire, have 
found permanent homes, either with those with whom they 
were placed to board or with others, — leaving at present 
but 9 children for whom board is paid. Sixty-two infants 
under three years of age are at present boarding in families in 
the suburbs. These are looked after by Superintendent Dr. 
Heath and the auxiliary visitor, Mrs. E. C. Dresser, of 
Needham, 


VISITS TO CHILDREN. 


As your Board requires but one visit a year to each child 
placed out, many have been visited several times in order to 
know their conditions, secure their rights, to settle difficulties, 
and to encourage them in every way possible to become use- 
ful members of society. 

Only 5 cases of positive ill-treatment have I discovered 
during the year, and 33 were removed on account of such 
usage. 

There was some neglect and slight abuse in other families, 
which was rectified when attention was called to it. Your 
agent owes much to the clergy, Catholic and Protestant, as 


well as to many ladies throughout the country, who have 
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given time and attention to the visiting of children, and 
investigating homes which offered for them. 

They often settle difficulties which would otherwise require 
my presence, and therefore save time and expense. Several 
nundred dollars are saved the city annually by these people, 
who enlisted in this work for the good they can do. 

We have received 3,900 letters and communications during 
the year from children and the families in which they live. 

These have all been replied to, answering all inquiries, 
and encouraging them to continue the correspondence, con- 
sidering this one of the many ways to ascertain their 
conditions. 

Four of our charges have married the past year, all in the 
neighborhood where they were indentured, and with one 
exception have married well. 

The health of the children has been remarkably good, only 
two deaths having occurred since my last report. 

Our estimate is that 90 per cent. of the children from the 
Marcella-street Home, placed in families, do well. Many 
of those placed out in former years are now holding positions 
of trust and responsibility. 

We have procured employment and country homes for a 
number of boys and girls who have been inmates of the 
institutions, and were discharged to parents or friends. 

At the close of the year there were 423 children in per- 
manent homes under our supervision and subject to visitation, 
as follows : —

ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


SUPERINTENDENT OF LAMPS. 


Lame DEPARTMENT, Jan. 6, 1890. 


To the City Council : — 

GENTLEMEN, — The Superintendent of Lamps has the 
honor to submit for your consideration the annual report of 
_ the Lamp Department for the year 1889, in accordance with 
the provision of Chapter 34 of the Revised Ordinances. 

It contains an inventory of property belonging to the 
department not in use on the public streets; a tabulated 
statement of the expenses of the department during the year 
1889; tables showing the annual cost of burning the number 
of electric, gas, oil, and naphtha lamps located within the city 
of Boston on the fifteenth of December last, at the present 
rates for material and lighting; and such other information 
connected with the department as will be of public interest. 


GAS—LIGHTING. 


The existing contracts for supplying gas for the public 
street lamps were made with the several gas companies on 
July 2, 1888, for a term of five years, at the following 
rates : —

The following is the form of the contract executed by the 
city with each of the companies : — 


The a corporation duly established 
under the laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, first party, and 
the City of Boston, second party, on this second day of July, 1888, 
agree — 

~ First. That this agreement shall take effect on the second day of July 
eurrent, and shall continue until the second day of July in the year eigh- 
teen hundred and ninety-three ; and shall continue thereafter until a new 
agreement shall be made by the parties, or the first party, or the Super- 
intendent of Lamps of said city, shall in writing notify the other party 
that this agreement is terminated. 

Second. ‘The first party shall furnish all the gas required for lighting 
the public lamps now located, and those which the second party may 
hereafter locate, along the lines of the mains of the first party, as now 
or hereafter laid, during such hours as said Superintendent shall direct 
(but each four-foot burner shall be kept burning at least thirty-eight 
hundred and twenty-eight hours per annum) ; shall furnish and put down 
all new service-pipes required for said lamps, with a regular fall towards 
the street main, and keep in good repair the portions of all service-pipe = 
below ground, and use only wrought-iron pipes not less than one inc. 
in diameter, and wrought-iron or malleable-iron couplings, bends, ar 
elbows for said new pipes and repairs; shall furnish and apply to sai’ 
lamps automatic regulator burners, each delivering not less than fot 
cubic feet of gas per hour; shall furnish such quantity of alcohol, n« 
exceeding seventy gallons per year, as may be necessary to keep th 
pipes clear from obstructions; shall, within a reasonable time aftei 
being required by said Superintendent, change any burner delivering 
four cubic feet of gas or more per hour, to a burner delivering such 
larger amount of gas as said Superintendent shall require, and when a 
burner is found, on a test made by one party in the presence of the other, 
to deliver more than one-tenth of a cubic toot less than four eubie feet 
of gas per hour, shall change it so that it will deliver at least four cubic 
feet per hour; and may, at any time when not interfering with the regu- 
lar burning of the lamp, remove and test any burner. 

Third. ‘The second party shall, monthly, pay to the first party, 

dollars for each thousand 
cubic feet of gas furnished; also all the reasonable expenses actually 
incurred for labor and materials in furnishittg and putting down said 
service-pipes, and in keeping in good repair the portions of said pipes 
below ground; also one-half of the cost actually incurred in furnishing 
and applying burners to said lamps, in removing and cleaning the burn- 
ers once in each year, and changing the size of the burners under the 
requirements of said Superintendent. 

Fourth. The said second party, by the said Superintendent, shall 
take the exclusive care of the burners and the portions of the service- 
pipes above the ground; shall light and extinguish said burners punct- 
ually according to printed tables to be furnished by said Superintendent ; 
shall make written returns to the first party on Friday of each week, 
and on the fifteenth day of each month, of the number of burners

GaAas—BuRNERS. 


The public gas lamps, of which there are 9,958 in service, 
are fitted with an automatic regulator glycerine burner, con- 
suming four feet of gas each per hour, as adopted in 1879, 
and is considered the best for this purpose. 


Hours or Burnina. 


The public lamps are burned every night throughout the 
year, —a total of three thousand eight hundred and twenty- 
eight hours. 


Gas LANTERNS. 


The lanterns used by the department are made of copper, 
tinned on both sides, and are of the most substantial and 
durable character. All used for burning gas are arranged so 
that the name and number of the street may be placed 
therein. 


LarGce Gas LIGuHrTs. 


There are at the present time 80 large gas lanterns in use, 
consuming from 15 to 30 feet of gas per hour. The first 
cost of these lanterns is about forty dollars, and as the ex- 
pense of maintenance is very large, it would be of advantage 
to substitute the electric light for them at an early day, pro- 
vided,it can be accomplished without materially increasing 
the expenses of the department.

The oil lamps, of which there are 8,006 in use, are 
distributed over the city in locations not covered by the 
mains of the several gas companies. 

It is likely that a lar ge number of those now in use may be 
changed to gas during the ensuing year, yet the growing 
sections of the city may demand a “corresponding extension 
of the oil service. 

The oil used in these lamps is what is known as 115° fire 
test, and is purchased from the refiners at the lowest market 
rates, and has fluctuated during the past year from 65 to 6% 
cents per gallon. 

The founts from which it is burned were designed by the 
present Superintendent of Lamps, and are best ad: upted for 
public use. They are stamped “City of Boston Lamp. De- 
partment.” 

The “ Fireside” B burner is used in these founts. _ 

The cost of oil, lighting, and care of these lamps has been 
$14.86 each the past year. 


NaputHa LAMPS. 


The naphtha lamps, 48 in number, in use in the city, are 
what is designated as the “ Rising Sun Light.” These were 
established as an experiment in May, 1888, and have been 
continued since that time. 


On Noy. 30, 1888, the following contract was made with 


the Rising Sun Street Light Company to fit up lanterns with 
their burners. 


The Rising Sun Street Light Company, a corporation organized under 
the laws of the State of Maine, and having a usual place of business in 
Boston, in the State of Massachusetts, and the City of Boston, in said 
Massachusetts, on this thirtieth day of November, A.D. 1888, agree as 
follows : 

I; Said company shall, within six months from the date of this con- 
tract, furnish and apply to every street lantern furnished by said city for 
that purpose, not exceeding one thousand in number, a naphtha burner, 
connected by a pipe and stopcock, with a brass reservoir, capable of hold- 
ing not less than two quarts of naphtha ; said burners, reservoirs, and con- 
nections to be so arranged as to give a good light when in use, to the 
satisfaction of the Super intendent of Lamps of said city. 

If. Said company shall keep said burners and reservoirs and their 
connections in good repair and condition for use for the term of three 
years from the date hereof, to the satisfaction of such Superintendent. 


~]) 
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Ill. Said city shall furnish all of said lanterns within five months 
from the date hereof, and shall pay, and said company shall receive, as 
full compensation for furnishing and putting up within the time above 
specified, said burners, and reservoirs, and their connections, as described 
in the first clause of this contract, the sum of four thousand five hundred 
dollars; and for the work described in the second clause, the sum of 
twelve cents per month for each and every lantern placed under its 
charge. But if said company does not carry out its obligations described 
in said first clause, it shall not be entitled to any compensation for any- 
thing it may have done. 

IV. In case of any alteration of this contract so much thereof as is 
not necessarily affected by the change shall remain in force upon the 
parties hereto, and no payment shall be made for any alteration until 
completion of the entire contract; and the adjustment and payment 
of the bill then rendered for such work shall release and discharge the 
city from all claims or lability on account of any work performed 
under this contract or any alteration thereof. 


The contract has been fulfilled, the department furnishing 
the lanterns, and the contractors have placed fixtures thereon. 
No extension of this service has been made during the year, 
no money being available from the appropriation for the 
purpose. | 


Evectric Licurs. 


The electric lights for the city, 798 in number, are lighted 


under the following form of contracts with the Brush Elec- 


trie Lighting Company, the Citizens’ Electric Light Co., the 
Merchants’ Electric Light and Power Co., all now under the 
management of the Boston Electric Company and the Charles- 
town Gas Company. 


This agreement, made this day of 
A.D. 1887, by and between the 
Electric Lighting Company, a corporation established by law, having a 
usual place of business in Boston, Massachusetts, of the first part, and 
the City of Boston, of the second part: 

Witnesseth: 

That the said Electric Lighting Company 
agrees to furnish electric lights, of not less than two thousand candle- 
power each, according to the French standard of measurement, and to 
the satisfaction and acceptance of the Superintendent of Lamps of said 
city, in such numbers, and such places in the streets, lanes, parks, or 
other public places in said city, as the Board of Aldermen of said city 
shall from time to time direct, and keep the same lighted to the satistac- 
tion of said Superintendent, from sunset to sunrise of each and every 
night during the continuance of this contract, or during such hours of 
the night as the said Superintendent of Lamps may direct. 

And said company further agrees to indemnify and save harmless said 
City of Boston from and against all claims and demands for damages, 
costs, expenses, or compensation for or on account of the erection, main- 
tenance, or use of any of said lights, or of the wires or apparatus con- 
nected therewith ; and also against any and all claims by reason of any 
infringement of any patent right in the use of said lights, or the appa- 
ratus or machinery connected therewith. 
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The said City of Boston agrees to pay for said lights, furnished and 
lighted as aforesaid, to the Satisfaction of said Superintendent, at the 
rate of sixty-five cents per light for each and every whole night the 
same are lighted; and at the same rate per hour of lighting, where, by 
order of said Superintendent of Lamps, such lights are lighted for 2 
portion of the night only, and to make payment thereof monthly. 

It is also understood and agreed that, in case of the failure or neglect 
of said company to furnish and keep lighted said lights, or any of them, 
as above agreed, there shall be forfeited and deducted from the sums to 
be paid by the City of Boston under this contract, an amount for each 
lamp or light so admitted to be lighted, equal to double the rate to be 
paid for lighting the same under this contract, as above provided. 

This contract shall be and continue in force for three years from and 
after the day of 1887. 

It is also understood and agreed that, in case of any alteration of this 
contract, so much thereof as is not necessarily affected by the change, 
shall remain in force upon all the parties hereto, and no payment for any 
work done under any alteration shall be made until the completion of 
the whole contract; and the adjustment and payment of the bill then 
rendered for such work shall release and discharge the city from any 
and all claims or Hability on account of any work performed under this 
contract, or any alteration thereof. 


These contracts all expire on the 7th day of January, 1890, 
and action has already been taken which it is confidently 
believed will result in a very great reduction in the charge 
per lamp for this service, which has been for years the lar gest 
of any city in this country.

The gas lamps are lighted by the use of the Bartlett 
patent torch, the city having purchased the right to manufac- 
ture and use the same. 


LAMPLIGHTERS’ DUTIES. 


The lamplighters are required to light and extinguish the 
lamps in their charge promptly at the time designated on the 
time- card, one hour only being allowed for each ; to keep 
the lanterns clean, and in order at all times ; to report at this 
office every defect in either lanterns or fixtures at or before 
9 A.M. ; to keep the stopcocks clean and properly oiled, the 
burners in order, and the pipes clear from water or frost. 
Gas-leaks are to be reported at this office and at the office of 
the gas company when discovered, and a written statement 
is also required on each Friday morning of the work per- 
formed the previous week. Any neglect in the care of lan- 
terns or fixtures is considered sufficient cause for immediate 
dismissal. 

All men employed to light the lamps are furnished with 
the necessary ladders, torches, cans, hooks, etc., by the city. 

The men who are employed to light and care for the oil 
lamps find it necessary to deyote about all their time to 
properly perform the work for which they are employed ; 
and in many cases are obliged to employ assistance, and keep 
a horse and wagon at their own expense.

Hon. Tuomas N. Hart, Mayor: — 


The work of the Department during the year 1889, com- 
pleted and also in various stages of progress, is, I believe, 
fully covered by the following report : — 


For THE Porick DEPARTMENT 


A patrol-wagon house connected with Division 7, located 
on Havre street, East Boston, directly in the rear of the 
station-house, and connected with it by means of a covered 
passage or bridge containing officers’ lockers. 

The building is a two-story frame house, with the usual 
accommodations for wagon and five horses on the first floor, 
with the addition of an ambulance ; the men’s room and hay- 
loft are on the second floor. The contract was dated Oct. 
12, 1889, for $6,875; the building covers 1,824 square feet, 
and will be completed in about three weeks. 

A patrol-wagon house connected with Division 11, located 
on Dickens street, Dorchester; this is a frame building, with 
accommodations for the Division e: uptain’s buggy, beside the 
patrol wagon, seven stalls, including one box stall, and a 
large storage- -shed we department sleighs, spare wagons, etc. 
The house covers 2,530 square feet. The contracts were 
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dated Oct. 12, 1889, for $6,400, and the work will be com- 
pleted in about two weeks. 

Sketch plans were made during the month of December 
for an alteration and addition to tie house of Division 1, on 
Hanover street, at an estimated cost of $35,000. 


For THE PaRK DEPARTMENT. 


A two-story frame structure on the athletic grounds of 
the Charles-river embankment, containing w niting and re- 
ro) 
freshment rooms, toilet-rooms, clothing lockers, etc., com- 
J 
plete, intended for those using the grounds. The contract was 
dated April 9, 1889, and the: building cost $8,698, and was 


turned over to the Park Commissioners July 10, 1889. 


For THE WaATER DEPARTMENT. 


A water-tank cover, or water tower, at Orient Heights, 
East Boston, Ward 1. This isa frame building ona brick 
base, is about 80 feet in height, and is octagonal in plan. The 
contract was dated July 24, 1889; the building cost $4,700, 
and was turned over to the W: ater Board about three weeks 
ago. This is one of a series of tanks for high-pressure 
service. 

A two-story and a half stable, some 110 feet long and 40 
feet wide, covering 4,400 square feet, with carringe-rooms, 
harness-rooms, hay-lofts, etc., with accommodations for thirty 
horses, built ae common brick with Milford granite trim- 
mings, slate roof, copper gutters, dormers, ventilators, ete., 
Rained inside with hard pine, at a cost of $22,486; the 
stable is located in the Water Board yard, on Albany street. 
The contract was signed Sept. 6, 1889, and the building will 
be turned over in a few days, it ‘being nearly complete. 

A biological laboratory at Chestnut Hill, a plain one-story 
frame structure, with the necess sary rooms for photographic 
work and office: the cost was $1,250. The contract was dated 
July 22, 1889, and the whole work was finished in about six 
weeks; the building covers 504 square feet. 

A machine-shop, located on Albany street, in the Water 
Board yard, 215 feet long and 41 feet wide, is to be built 
of common brick with Milford granite trimmings. ‘The 
building is three stories in height, covers 8,601 square feet, 
and the accommodations are as follows : : On the first floor are 
located the office-rooms, 23 X 40, with vault, toilet-room, 
etc.; meter-room, 20 X 26; blacksmith shop, 55 xX 40; 
men’s toilet-room, tool-room, boiler-house in the rear, and 
engine-room. Second floor, plumbing-shop, 40 x 63 ; office- 
room, 23 X 40; meter-room, and large storage-rooms. The 
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entire third floor is for department storage, divided into four. 
large storage-rooms, separated by brick partition-walls. The 
contract was dated Dec. 31, 1889, and the work of piling 
for foundations is nearly completed. 


For THE SEWER DEPARTMENT. 


The plans for a two-story frame stable at Chestnut Hill 
were prepared, but no contracts have as yet been signed. 
Plans for a frame stable and a brick engine-house, to be 
erected at Calf Pasture, at the improved sewerage works, 
have been prepared and contracts awarded. 


For THE Pupuic BuiupiIngs DEPARTMENT. 


Plans were prepared for an addition to the Hancock school, 

on Parmenter street, Ward 6, to contain iron staircases. 
Plans were also prepared for an addition to the Florence 
school, at Jamaica Plain; but owing to the appropriation 
being insufficient to do what the Statutes and Ordinances 
would require in the premises, the work has been held in 
abeyance. 
_- Several other minor sets of drawings for alterations and 
additions elsewhere were prepared during the year for this 
department, including the Austin Primary school, on Paris 
street, East Boston, ete. 


For THE FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


Plans are on the boards for an addition to the house of 
Engine Company No. 26, Mason street, which will make a 
double company house, with stable accommodations for 
fourteen horses, carriage-room, and other conveniences for a 
thorough equipment. The work will be under contract in 
less than three weeks. 

Plans are also nearly complete for the erection of a brick 
engine-house, to be located on Congress street, half-way be- 
tween the bridge and A street, at the corner of a new street 
which is to be cut through at that point, to accommodate a 
single engine company; the house will be fitted with all the 
conveniences and newest devices known. The building will 
probably be under contract in three weeks. 


For THE TRUSTEES OF THE CiTry HOSPITAL. 


The Out Patients’ Building of the City Hospital has been 
entirely completed, and. is now occupied. The total cost of 
the building is about $60,000; it covers 4,200 square feet, 
and stands at the corner of Harrison avenue and Springfield 
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street. The building is built of brick with granite trim- 
mings, to correspond with all the hospital buildings. It 
contains the superintendent’s room, waiting-room, reception- 
room, and operating-rooms, and linen- closets. The building 
is heated by steam, and the plumbing, heating, and ventilat- 
ing systems are very complete. 3 


For THE ScHoot Boarp. 


A grammar school-house at the corner of H and Sth 
streets, South Boston. 

This building is three stories high, of brick, and red sand- 
stone trimmings ; ; it contains thirteen school- -rooms, exhibition 
hall, 45 x 64 “feet, stage, principal’s, teachers’, and reception 
rooms, lavatories, CHGOoAe and bisa The masonry, 
rough carpentry, and roofing work was completed on the Ist 

of May, 1859 ; the gas-piping, plumbing, steam-heating, and 
inside finishing, painting, ete., have been entirely finished 
since, and the building is now occupied for school purposes. 
Some additional expense was incurred by bad work on the 
drains, which had to be entirely removed and relaid ; the only 
work which yet remains to be done is the finishing of the yard 
and erection of the iron fence. The total cost of the building 
will be about $130,500. The school has been named the 
Thomas N. Hart Grammar School. . : 

The Horace Mann School for Deaf Mutes, on Newbury 
street, is a three-story brick and stone building. This school 
‘contains nineteen school-rooms, reception, principal’s, and 
teachers’ rooms, wardrobes, lavatories, etc. The masonry, 
rough carpentry, roofing, ventilating, heating, gas-piping, 
plastering, and electric work has been entirely completed. 
The plumbing, inside finishing and painters’ work, iron stairs, 
etc., are being pushed to completion, and the building will 
be ready for occupancy by the 20th of March, 1890. This 
building covers 5,000 square feet, and the total cost when 
completed will be about $84,000. 

Additional expense was incurred on this building by the 
necessity of removing and relaying the drains which ‘were 
condemned by the Department of Survey and Inspection of 
Buildings. 

The Roxbury High School foundations were in place about 
the lst of April, 1889, since which time the approval of the 
plans by the Inspector of Buildings has been obtained, and 
contracts awarded as follows: May Ist, 1889, masonry, 
$57,770; rough carpentry, May 27th, 1889, $17, 344; iron 
roof and roofing, October 28th, 1889, $23,995 ; slate roofing, 
$1,964. 
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The building is up and part of the roof is on. A temporary 
roof was placed over the rest of the building, for the purpose 
of pushing along the work on the interior; over this the iron 
roof will be placed, and be entirely covered in by the Ist of 
April, 1890. 

The building is three stories in height and basement, built 
of face brick and red sandstone trimmings. The basement 
contains boiler, coal-room, girls’ and boys’ play-rooms, toilet- 
rooms, and a janitor’s room. On the floors above are school- 
rooms and wardrobes, physical laboratory, teachers’ and 
principal’s rooms, closets, boys’ and girls’ toilet-rooms, exhibi- 
tion hall, 75 x 83 feet, with large stage, a gun-room, and two 
retiring-rooms. The floor of the drill or exhibition hall is built 
of iron beams and brick arches set in cement and levelled up 
with concrete. The tower on the Warren-street side of the 
building will contain an illuminated Howard clock. 

The building covers an area of 16,750 square feet, and will 
have cost when completed $224,151, and is located on Warren 
street, between Dunreath and Montrose streets, Ward 21. 

The yard of the Hugh O’Brien Grammar School on Dudley 
street has been cae by grading, fencing, and asphalt- 
ing, at an expense of about. $4, 000. 

The foundations of the Pierce school, on the corner of 
Welles avenue and Washington street, on the old Daniel 
Webster estate, have been put in position and boxed up for 
the winter; the plans for this school building have been 
approved by the School Board, and when the whole appro- 
priation is made the work will be pushed rapidly to com- 
pletion. A special appropriation of $30,000 was made for 
this building during the year just passed, out of which came 
the cost of the foundations ; ; this is to be a grammar school, 
with eight rooms, wardrobes, and principal’s room on the 
first floor, with four rooms, eerrOnes. teachers’ room, and 

exhibition hall, 75 x 80, on second floor. Efforts will be 
mnade to complete this building within one year from the 
date of the contracts. 

Plans are about ready for the approval of the School Board 
for the following-named school buildings, viz. : — 

A. twelve-room grammar school, with exhibition hall, at 
the corner of Green and Ghesnina streets, Jamaica Plain, 
Ward 23. 

A 3ix-room primary school building, on Bowe and Wyman 
streets, Ward 23, in the Lowell district. 

A four-room primary schoo] building on Harold and 
Homestead streets, Ward 21, in the George Putnam district. 

An eight-room primary school building on Leyden street, 
Orient Heights, Ward 1, in the Emerson district. 
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A ten-room primary school building on the corner of 
Sumner and Lamson streets, Ward 2, in the Adams district. 

An eight-room primary school building, with hall, at the 
corner of Cumberland and St. Botolph streets, Ward 11, in 
the Prince district. 

Several surveys for other work have been received, but no 
drawings have yet been prepared.
